We  have  the  honour  to  present  our  Report  for  the  year 
ended  3l8t  March,  1906,  as  required  by  statute,  together  with  the 
statistical  and  other  information  respecting  the  Local  and  Convict 
Prisons  in  England  and  Wales,  and  the  State  Inebriate  Reforma- 
tories established  under  the  Inebriates  Act,  1898. 

2.  The  number  of  prisoners  received  into  local  prisons  during  Number  of 
the  past  year  under  sentence  of  penal  servitude  or  imprisonment  receptions 
by  the  ordmary  courts  was  195,056,  besides  648  soldiers  and  daring  the 
sailors  sentenced  by  courts-martial.     There  were  also   20,414  ?Local 
persons  imprisoned  as  debtors,  or  on  civil  process,  and  1,208  in  prisons), 
default  of  sureties,  making  a  total  of  217,326. 

3.  The  corresponding  numbers  for  the  preceding  year  were,  Namber  of 
respectively,  convicted  by    the  ordinary  courts,    197,941 ;    by  re<»ptioDfl 
courts-martial,   764 ;    debtors   and  civil    process,    19,830 ;    in  faring 
default  of  sureties,  1,394  ;  total,  219,929.     There  was,  therefore,  ^^^^^ 
during  the  past  year«  a  diminution  of  2,603  in  the  total  number  ^^^' 

of  prisoners,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
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4.  The  population  of  the  local  prisons  on  the  Slst  March,  1906, 
was  17,929,  haying  been  18,418  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year. 
The  average  daily  population  in  1905-6  was  18,288,  viz., 
15,377  males  and  2,911  females.  In  the  previous  year  it  was 
18,169,  viz.,  15,102  males  and  3,067  females. 

5.  The  population  of  the  convict  prisons  on  the  3l8t  March, 
1906,  was  3,048,  having  been  3,188  at  the  end  of  the  previous 
year.  The  average  daily  population  in  1905-6  was  3,135, 
viz.,  2,994  males  and  141  females.  In  the  previous  year  it 
was  3,191,  viz.,  3,045  males  and  146  females. 

6.  The  number  of  convicts  received  into  local  prisons  under 
fresh  sentences  of  penal  servitude  during  the  year  was  1,035,  of 
whom  356  had  served  previous  sentences  of  penal  servitude,  a 
proportion  of  34*4  per  cent.,  as  compared  witn  a  proportion  of 
32"7  per  cent,  during  the  previous  year,  when  the  number  received 
was  949,  of  whom  310  had  served  previous  sentences  of  penal 
servitude. 

7.  The  following  table  shows  the  yearly  average  number  of 
prisoners  sentenced  to  penal  servitude,  ana  their  proportion  to

— The  following  table  will  show  the  pro-  Prison 
portion  which  the  number  of  prisoners  received  into  prison  from  Population, 
ordinary  courts,  and  convictea,  on  indictment  and  summarily,  of 
offences  against  the  law,  bears  to  the  general  population  of  the 
country  since  the  year  1880-1.  It  will  give  a  better  idea  of  the 
▼olume  of  crime  than  the  daily  average  population,  which  might 
be  the  result  of  longer  sentences,  and  not  necessanly  of  a  larger 
Bomber  of  prisoners  convicted  of  offences  against  the  law  : —

14.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  commitments  per 
100,000  of  the  population  has  been  the  subject  of  considerable 
fluctuation  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century,  varying  from 
the  highest  (621-6)  in  1882-3,  to  the  lowest  (460-7)  in  1900-1. 
Since  1900-1  there  has  been  a  progressive  rise,  till  1904-5, 
when  the  number  reached  586*2.  During  the  year  under  report, 
there  was  a  slight  decrease,  the  number  being  571*1. 

15.  As  shown  in  our  Report  last  year,  the  progressive  increase 
referred  to  since  1900-1  was  almost  entirely  in  offences  tried 
summarily,  which  increased  from  542*8  per  100,000  of  popula- 
tion in  1880-1,  to  560*3  in  1904-5,  while  the  number  for  the  past 
year  has  fallen  to  544*9. 

16.  In  our  last  two  reports  we  made  a  close  analysis  of 
the  considerable  rise  in  the  number  of  summary  convictions, 
proceeding  on  the  distinction  for  which  we  have  the  authority  of 
the  Editor  of  the  Judicial  Statistics,  between  those  summary 
offences  which  are  definitely  criminal  in  character,  and  those 
which  are  merely  contraventions  of  law  and  regulations  established 
in  the  interests  of  the  public  safety,  health,  or  comfort,  and  not 
involving  violence,  or  cruelly,  or  gross  dishonesty.  As  a  result 
of  that  analysis  we  find  that,  side  by  side  with  an  enormous 
increase  of  sununary  convictions,  there  was  proceeding  a  steady 
decrease  in  the  number  of  offences  belonging  to  the  former 
category.  Such  offences  in  1893  were  equal  to  22*8  per  cent,  of 
the  total  number  of  convictions  both  on  indictment  and  summarily. 
Id  1902  they  were  equal  to  16*9  per  cent.,  and  in  1904  they  had 
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fallen  to  16*3  per  cent.,  which  was  slightly  in  excess  of  the 
percentage  for  the  previous  year,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
loUowing  table : —

17*  For  the  last  three  years  we  have  caused  a  table  to  be 
prepared  at  all  prisons  showing  the  actual  offences  which  were 
the  cause  of  imprisonment,  with  a  view  to  making  possible  a 
comparison  of  the  existing  criminality  of  the  country  for  any 
given  year  with  that  of  previous  years,  so  far  as  it  can  be 
measured  by  commitments  to  prison. 

18.  Last  year's  Returns  showed  an  increase  of  8,053  over  those 
of  the  previous  year.  During  the  year  under  report,  there  has 
been  a  net  decrease  of  2,885  from  the  figures  for  the  previous 
year,  there  having  been  an  increase  of  211  of  prisoners  con- 
victed on  indictment,  and  a  decrease  of  3,096  of  those  convicted 
summarily. 

19.  We  called  special  attention  last  year  to  the  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  prisoners  received  into  prison  on 
conviction  for  drunkenness  (1,951),  begging  and  sleeping-out, 
and   misbehaviour    by   paupers   (3,669),   and    offences    against 

Splice  regulations   and  county  and  borough  bye-laws  (1,605). 
uring  the  year  under  report,  there  has  been  a  further  increase 
of  1,239  for  begging  and  sleeping-out;  but  there  has  been  a 
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decrease  of  2,472  for  Drunkenness  ;  of  837  for  offences  against 
police  regulations  and  county  and  borough  bje-Iaws ;  and  of 
1,178  for  misbehayiour  by  paupers.  There  has  also  been  a 
decrease  of  656  for  assaults.

21.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  has  been  a  small 
increase  in  the  number  committed  to  the  second  division,  from 
which  it  may  be  inferred  that  there  is  an  increasing  tendency  on 
the  part  of  the  Courts  to  exercise  the  discretion  vested  in  them 
by  die  Prison  Act,  1898.  In  consequence  of  a  representation 
which  we  received  in  the  course  of  the  year  that  magistrates, 
being  members  of  visiting  committees,  had  expressed  a  general 
desire  to  be  furnished  witn  a  memorandum  setting  out  clearly  the 
purposes  and  treatment  of  the  Triple  Division  of  Offenders  under 
the  Prison  Act,  1898,  we  thought  it  advisable  to  re-issue,  for  the 
information  of  visiting  committees,  a  copy  of  the  circular  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  the  25th  April  1899,  which  is  as 
follows : — 

"  The  Second  Division  of  offenders  is  an  entire 
innovation  on  the  existing  practice.  The  rules  made  for 
them  constitute  a  considerable  modification  of  the  ordi- 
nary prison  treatment,  such  as  will  be  accorded  to  ordinary 
criminals  in  Division  III. ;  <?.^.,  they  will  be  kept  apart  from 
the  ordinary  criminals^  they  will  wear  a  different  areas,  and 
they  will  be  allowed  more  frequent  letters  and  visits.  It  is 
impossible,  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  opinion,  to  define 
with  precision  the  class  of  offenders  who  should  properly  be 
bcluded  in  the  Second  Division.     The  only  broad  principle 
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on  which  the  Courts  can  act  will  be  that  they  can  properly 
order  a  convicted  offender's  inclusion  in  the  Second  Division 
whenever  it  shall  appear  that  the  ends  of  Justice  would  be 
met  bj  the  infliction  of  a  less  severe  treatment  during  the 
term  of  his  sentence  than  that  to  which  he  would  be  liable 
under  the  ordinary  prison  rules  ;  and,  as  it  seems  to  him, 
the  best  criterion  wnether  this  is  the  case  is  not  so  much 
the  legal  character  of  the  offence,  as  the  character  and 
antecedents  of  the  offender,  and  the  circumstances  in  which 
the  offence  was  committed.  Whenever  it  is  clear  to  the 
Court  that  the  prisoner  does  not  belong  to  the  criminal 
class  and  has  not  been  generally  of  criminal  habits,  Sir 
Matthew  Ridley  would  suggest  that  a  special  direction 
should  be  given  for  his  treatment  in  the  Second  Division. 
The  mere  fact  that  no  previous  convictions  are  charged 
against  him  would  not  of  course  of  itself  be  sufficient  ground 
for  privileged  treatment ;  but  this  may  properly  be  allowed, 
in  the  Secretary  of  State's  opinion,  whenever  there  is 
evidence  of  good  character  over  a  considerable  period  of 
time,  and  when  it  is  clear  that  exceptional  temptation  or 
special  provocation  has  led  to  a  merely  temporary  deviation 
from  the  paths  of  honesty,  or  to  an  act  of  violence  not  in 
consonance  with  the  'natural  disposition  of  the  defendant. 
For  some  time  past  an  attempt  has  been  made,  by 
means  of  a  star  class,  to  separate  prisoners  of  this  kind 
from  the  ordinary  prison  population,  with  a  result  that  has 
been,  on  the  whole,  very  satisfactory  ;  but,  now  that  Parlia- 
ment has  given  the  Courts  the  power  of  classifying  to  some 
extent  the  prisoners  they  sentence  to  imprisonment.  Sir 
Matthew  Ridley  trusts  that  the  necessity  for  discrimination 
by  the  prison  authorities  will  be  much  lessened.'* 

22.  We  are  not,  however,  satisfied  that  even  after  this  lapse  of 
time  the  Courts  are  fully  acquainted  with  the  powers  of  classifi- 
cation which  are  vested  in  them  by  the  Act.  The  Governor  of 
Wakefield  represents  that,  in  the  large  districts  committing  to 
his  prison,  there  is  but  little  disposition  to  discriminate  in  the 
way  suggested,  both  by  the  words  of  the  Act,  and  by  the  circular 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  between  those  prisoners  who  do,  and 
do  not,  belong  to  the  habitual  criminal  class.  The  result  of  this 
power  being  so  infrequently  exercised  is  calculated  to  embarrass 
the  administration ;  the  numbers  being  so  few  that  it  is  not 
possible  to  work  them  in  association,  thus  rendering  abortive  the 
object  of  the  classification  which  has  for  its  object  a  more 
suitable  and  ameliorative  treatment  than  that  meted  out  under 
the  rules  to  ordinary  or  third  division  prisoners. 

Juvenile  23.  It  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  the  number  of  Juvenile 

offenders.  Offenders  strictly  so  called,  i.e.,  under  16  years  of  age,  received 
into  prison  on  conviction  during  the  year,  was  the  lowest  on 
recora,  viz.,  1,032,  as  compared  with  1,191  in  the  previous  year.

25.  The    number    of   juveniles     received    into    Birmingham 

f)rison  shows  a  remarkable  decrease  to  50,  as  against  1,66  for 
ast  year.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Governor  this  reduction  is 
entirely  due  to  the  opening  of  the  Children's  Court  last  year. 
The  Chaplain  of  Wormwood  Scrubs  urges  that  something  may 
be  done  to  deliver  from  a  life  of  crime  the  children  and  lads 
who  get  a  precarious  living  by  paper  selling  in  the  streets.  He 
says  : — "  We  have  a  number  here,  and,  from  what  I  can  learn,  the 
vast  majority  have  nothing  before  them  but  a  vagabond  life : 
thieving,  betting,  and  gambling  seem  their  occupation  when  they 
get  the  monev,  and  tne^  form  a  recruiting  ground  for  prison 
population.     In  mj  opinion  not  one  under  15  or  16  years  should 
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be  allowed  to  live  the  life  thej  do,  but  be  taken  from  the  streets 
and  put  into  some  institution,  to  which  thej  should  be  committed  bj 
a  magistrate  for  so  long  a  time  as  will  enable  them  to  learn  a  trade 
and  be  given  a  chance  to  earn  their  living,  which  as  things  are  they 
do  not  and  cannot  have.  Thej  should  be  laid  hold  of  before  thej 
reach  prison."  Th^  Chaplain  of  Warwick  prison  endorses  this 
opinion,  and  reports  as  fofiows : — "  Street  hawking  is  exceedingly 
bad  for  young  lads.  The  little  paper  seller  especially  is  almost 
doomed.  He  becomes,  in  the  nature  of  the  case,  an  inveterate 
little  gambler,  and  from  his  knowledge  of  the  latest  betting,  he 
often  does  a  small  business  on  his  own  as  a  tipster ;  he  degene- 
rates into  a  waster,  frequents  the  race-courses,  and  usually 
settles  down  as  a  race-course  thief,  varying  his  charges  for 
thieving  with  minor  commitments  for  travelling  without  a 
ticket — ^from  my  positive  knowledge  this  is  the  history  of  many 
a  youngster.  We  have  rescued  lads  of  this  class,  but  they  need 
constant  shepherding  for  some  time,  and  are  always  peculiarly 
liable  ta  lapse."

27.  It  is  the  young  prisoner  falling  within  these  limits  of 
age  that,  as  those  acquainted  with  our  Reports  of  the  last  few 
years  are  aware,  the  Department  has  made,  and  is  making,  a 
determined  effort  to  rescue,  if  possible,  from  a  criminal  career 
by  improved  methods  of  treatment  in  prison  under  Special 
Rules,  and  by  improved  organization  for  atter-care  on  discharge. 
We  endorse  the  opinion   expressed   by  our  Chairman,  in  njs 
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Introduotion  to  the  Report  on  the  last  Prison  Congress,  that 
^the  State  which  recognizes  the  ralue  and  importance  of 
adopting  special  means  for  the  rescue  and  reclamation  of  young 
offenders,  and  which,  while  encouraging  private  effort,  does  not 
grudge  public  expenditure  in  behalf  of  agencies  and  institutions 
workmg  to  this  end,  will,  in  the  long  run,  have  the  fewest 
criminals.'^ 

28.  It  was  in  the  year  1893,  the  first  year  of  this  Table,  that 
the  author  of  the  Judicial  Statistics  called  public  attention  to 
the  large  proportiqp  per  100,000  of  the  population  of  the  same 
age  which  this  particular  category  of  prisoner  bore  to  other 
categories  of  different  ages,  ^.^.,  if  indictable  offences  only  are 
taken,  the  numbers  convicted  between  16  and  21  show  a  proportion 
of  321,  as  against  261  for  ages  12  to  16  ;  245  for  ages  21  to  30 ; 
204  from  30  to  40. 

29.  This  great  prevalence  of  juvenile  crime,  which  is  princi- 
pally marked  for  offences  of  larceny  and  burglary,  was  further 
emphasized  by  the  Prison  Committee  of  1894,  which  condemned 
the  system  then  in  force  as  inadequate,  and  advised  the  establish- 
ment of  Penal  Reformatories  whither  offenders  of  this  age  could 
be  committed  for  periods  of  not  less  than  a  year,  and  up  to 
three  years,  as  the  specific  for  dealing  with  what  they  regarded 
as  a  great  defect  in  the  prison  system. 

30.  Special  attention  was  again  called,  in  the  Judicial 
Statistics  for  1899,  to  the  high  rate  of  criminality  which  this 
particular  age,  16-21,  produced.  Although  the  proportion 
between  16  and  21  is  less  than  one-tenth  of  the  population,  nearly 
one  in  three  burglaries,  and  one  in  four  robberies  are  by  members 
of  this  class,  and  much  the  same  is  true  of  larcenies  by  servants. 
It  has  been  stated  that  no  less  than  40  per  cent,  of  persons 
convicted  of  indictable  offences  are  juveniles  under  21,  though 
the  persons  between  10  and  21  amount  to  about  23  per  cent,  of 
the  population. 

31.  Our  report  for  the  last  year  detailed  the  steps  that  had 
alreadv  been  taken  for  dealing  with  this  difficult  problem  of 
juvenile  delinquency,  as  testified  by  the  official  figures  to  which 
we  have  referred,  under  the  scheme  known  as  the  Borstal  System. 
Until  recently,  this  system  has  been  applied  only  to  selected 
cases  where  the  sentence  exceeded  12  months,  which  experience 
has  shown  to  be  the  minimum  period  where  reformatorv 
treatment  for  persons  of  this  age  can  be  usefully  applied. 
The  effect  of  the  working  of  this  system  during  the  past  year  is  set 
out  in  detail  in  the  admirable  report  of  the  Borstal  Association. 
Of  81  cases  helped  by  the  association,  40  are  known  to  be  at 
work,  and  only  Id  are  known  to  have  been  reconvicted  :  six 
disappeared,  four  have  been  given  up  as  hopeless  cases, 
nine  have  gone  home  to  work  in  the  provinces,  -and  six 
remained  on  hand.  These  numbers  are  inclusive  also  v..  yoimg 
C(»ivicts    discharged  from    Dartmoor  Convict  Prison,  wfiere  a 
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87Stem  analogous  to  that  in  operation  at  Borstal  has  been 
specially  devised,  and  made  applicable  to  joung  persons  sentenced 
to  penal  servitude  between  the  ages  of  16  ana  21.  The  class 
now  numbers  81.  The  Governor  of  Dartmoor  reports  as  foUows 
as  to  the  operation  of  the  system  : — "The  working  of  the 
juvenile-adult  class  continues  to  be  encouraging.  The  class 
now  numbers  81,  of  whom  about  haU  belong  to  the  star  class. 
Besides  the  trades  of  carpentry,  basket-making,  tin-working, 
plumbing,  gas-fitting,  farriery  and  shoemaking,  the  entire 
management  of  the  carthorses  and  ponies  is  entrusted  to 
such  of  the  juvenile-adults  as  are  likely  to  take  to  farm  work 
on  their  discharge.  Twenty  of  these  lads  are  engaged  in 
building  the  new  row  of  cottages  for  warders,  and  have  proved 
to  be  more  energetic  and  teachable  than  the  men.  Late 
in  the  year,  the  Directors  approved  of  certain  small  privileges 
being  granted  to  those  who  earn  them  by  continued  good 
conduct.  These  indulgences,  small  in  themselves,  have  supplied 
the  stimulus  to  emulation  which  was  so  much  wanted  in  the 
system.  As  soon  as  they  came  into  force  a  general  improve- 
ment in  the  tone  was  noticed  by  the  instructors,  and  reports 
for  misconduct  diminished.  In  fact,  though  strict  discipline 
is  maintained  and  a  high  standard  of  industry  is  exacted,  the 
conduct  of  the  class,  as  a  whole,  may  be  said  to  be  exemplary. 
The  new  arrangement  under  which  the  Borstal  Association 
undertook  to  receive  all  juvenile-adults  on  their  discharge,  is 
working  admirably.  The  hon.  secretary  and  the  member  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors  who  has  kindly  volunteered  to  assist  him,  visit 
the  prison  at  frequent  intervals  and  devote  much  time  and  atten- 
tion to  each  lad  who  is  within  six  months  of  discharge.  The 
character  book  and  all  the  information  collected  by  the  chaplain 
and  myself  is  placed  at  their  disposal,  and  in  certain  cases  the 
course  of  trade  instruction  is  changed  with  the  view  of  fitting  the 
lad  for  the  particular  employment  which  the  Borstal  Association 
has  in  view  for  him.  It  is  in  the  cordial  co-operation  between  the 
official  and  the  voluntary  agencies  that  the  best  results  will  be 
achieved." 

32.  We  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  admirable  work  discharged 
by  the  Borstal  Association,  and  notably  by  Mr.  Grrant- Wilson, 
the  Honorary  Secretary,  and  Mr.  Aitken,  the  Agent,  in  con- 
nection with  young  prisoners  discharged  from  Borstal  and  from 
Dartmoor.  We  are  not  aware  that,  at  any  previous  period  in 
the  history  of  the  prison  system  of  this  country,  has  so  deter- 
mined an  effi)rt  been  made  by  a  body  of  voluntary  workers,  to 
tackle  the  great  problem  of  the  reinstatement  on  discharge  in 
honest  life  of  a  class  of  prisoners  wTio,  though  still  young  in 
years,  are,  for  the  most  part,  deeply  versed  in  crime,  and  have, 
in  most  cases,  already  earned  the  title  of  ^^  professional  criminals." 
To  divert  such  cases  from  a  criminal  career  demands  not  only 
method  and  application  as  a  matter  of  business,  but  ako  a 
courage  which  is  not  dismayed  by  failure  and  disappointment, 
and  a  benevolence  which  does  not  shrink  from  applying  itself  to 
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the  rescue  of  some  of  the  most  difficult  and  hopeless  cases  which 
the  prison  population  affords.  Extracts  from  the  report  of  the 
Association  wul  be  found  in  Appendix  No.  17a. 

33.  As  promised  in  our  report  for  last  year,  we  have  utilized  a 
part  of  the  prison  at  Lincoln  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of 
cases  from  the  North  of  England  on  Borstal  lines.  We  have 
also,  as  promised,  t^ken  steps  to  extend  the  principle  of  the 
Borstal  system  to  all  offenders  committed  to  all  prisons  in 
England  and  Wales,  irrespective  of  length  of  sentence,  where  the 
age  is  between  16  and  21.  A  copy  of  the  instructions  for  carry- 
inff  out  this  special  treatment  will  be  found  in  Appendix  No.  17b. 
The  scheme  has  only  been  in  operation  a  short  time,  but  the 
experience  already  obtained  points  to  the  probable  success  of  the 
movement,  especially  in  those  localities  where  magistrates  or 
other  benevolent  persons  have  shown  their  appreciation  of  the 
objects  aimed  at  by  the  scheme,  by  personally  co-operating 
towards  its  success,  by  becoming  members  of  the  local  Borstal 
Committee,  or  otherwise  helping  in  the  execution  of  the  plan  ; 
thus  at  nearly  30 prisons  Borstal  Committees  have  been  appomted, 
as  suggestea  in  No.  14  of  the  instructions,  composed  of  magistrates, 
members  of  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Societies,  and  other  local 
benevolent  persons.  It  is  proposed  that  the  members  of  the 
local  committees  shall  become  ex-officio  honorary  members  of  the 
committee  of  the  Borstal  Association,  which  will  become,  as  it 
were,  the  parent  Society,  directing  the  general  movement  for  the 
aid-on-discharge  of  this  category  of  young  prisoners,  to  which  all 
the  other  local  Committees  will  be  affiliated. 

34.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  concentrate  the  criminal  youths  of 
the  Metropolis,  under  the  longer  sentences,  at  Wormwood  Scrubs 
Prison,  where  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  a  daily  average  of 
about  250  of  these  cases.  The  Royal  Society,  which  is  the  Certified 
Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  for  that  prison,  has  shown  great 
energy  and  zeal  in  devoting  special  attention  to  the  after-care  of 
these  lads,  who  are  regularly  visited  by  Colonel  Wilson,  the  able 
and  energetic  Secretary  of  the  Society,  with  a  view  to  employment 
being  found  for  them.  The  Visiting  Committees  of  Wandsworth 
and  Pentonville  Prisons  have  also  thrown  themselves  heartily 
into  the  scheme  ;  and  at  Pentonville,  the  Metropolitan  Prisoners' 
Aid  Society  has  appointed  a  special  committee  lor  the  after-care 
of  the  juvenile-adult  population.  Time  alone  will  show  whether 
this  concentration  of  effort,  on  this  particular  section  of  the 
criminal  popnlation,  will  produce  results  proportionate  to  the 
time,  and  effort,  and  expenditure  of  money  which  it  must  entail, 

35.  Reports  of  Governors  and  Chaplains  throughout  the  Service 
are  practically  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  old  system,  under 
which  lads  of  16  and  over  have  mixed  with,  and  been  treated  with 
the  ordinary  adiiltprison  population,  was  defective,  both  in  wisdom 
and  humamty.  I^e  opinion  of  those  authorities  is  unanimous 
also  tliat,  under  the  present  system  of  short  sentences,  through  a 
succession  of  which  the  great  majority  of  these  lads  graduate,  it 
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is  impracticable  to  effect  any  lasting  cure.  This  opinion  becomes 
more  loudly  and  confidently  expressed  as  there  is  a  greater 
experience  at  all  prisons  of  the  methods  and  aims  of  the  Borstal 
system.  In  our  opinion,  the  time  has  now  come  for  legislative 
action  on  the  lines  recommended  by  the  Committee  of  1894, 
viz. : — "  That  Courts  of  law  should  have  power  to  commit  to 
penal  reformatories,  under  Government  management,  offenders 
under  the  age  of  23  for  periods  of  not  less  than  one  year  and  up 
to  three  years,  with  a  system  of  licensing  graduated  according  to 
sentence,  which  should  be  freely  exercised." 

36.  We  are  sanguine  that,  with  longer  sentences,  and  a  fuller 
recognition  on  the  part  of  the  committing  Courts,  of  the 
indubitable  fact  that  a  succession  of  short  sentences  is  calculated 
to  do  more  harm  than  good  to  persons  made  subject  to  them,  a 
considerably  greater  impression  could  be  made  than  at  present  on 
the  young  prison  population  of  the  countir,  on  whose  reclamation 
and  uplifting  so  much  philanthropy  and  charitable  effort  is  being 
devoted  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  One  quotation  from  a  report 
of  the  Governor  of  Worcester  Prison  shows  how,  even  under  the 
existing  system,  handicapped  as  it  is  by  short  sentences,  good 
methods,  and  careful  administration,  and  the  co-operation  of  well* 
wishers  from  outside,  can  effect  satisfactory  and  pleasing  results. 
The  Governor,  who  has  had  147  prisoners  of  this  class  under  his 
charge  during  the  past  year,  reports  as  follows  : — "  I  think  I  can 
say  that  the  results  are  fairly  satisfactory  ;  we  cannot  expect  to 
succeed  in  every  case,  and  I  think  that,  considering  the  class  of 
youth  we  have  to  deal  with,  their  previous  records,  and  their 
associations,  we  have  every  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  on 
having  been  successful  in  several  cases.  The  assistance  received 
from  Mr.  Millington,  J.P.,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  has 
been  invaluable,  and  as  he  has  taken  the  business  in  hand  of 
providing,  or  getting  occupation  for  these  lads,  I  expect  that 
next  year  I  shall  be  able  to  show  a  far  more  successful  return. 
It  is  absolutely  necessary  in  these  cases  to  have  someone  from 
outside  to  assist  us,  and  no  better  man  could  be  chosen  than 
someone  who  has  large  business  dealings  in  the  surrounding 
neighbourhood.  The  work  done  in  the  carpenter's  shop  has 
been  good.  The  drill  and  exercises  have  done  the  lads  a  lot  of 
good,  and  have  smartened  them  up  very  considerably.  I  fancy, 
somehow,  that  they  improve  in  looks  here,  and  are  much  brighter 
and  more  intelligent  after  a  little  time.  I  have  great  hopes  that 
future  years  will  see  these  lads  more  and  more  looked  after,  as  I 
feel  sure  that  no  expense,  trouble,  or  time,  is  wasted  when  it  is 
given  to  the  reclamation  of  young  people,  who,  probably  before, 
have  never  had  a  chance  of  seeing  what  their  lives  can  be,  if 
they  can  only  make  up  their  minds  to  break  away  from  their  bad 
surroundings." 

37.  As  a  further  instance  of  the  co-operation  we  are  receiving 
from  benevolent  persons  unconnected  with  the  official  adminis- 
tration, the  Governor  of  Hull  Prison  refers  specially  to  the 
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Talaable  senrices  that  are  being  rendered  bj  Mr.  J.  Ostler,  one 
of  the  risiting  committee.  He  reports  as  follows  : — "  He  pays 
the  prisoners  weekly  visits  in  their  cells,  thereby  getting  into 

Eersonal  touch  with  them,  and  further,  and  more  miportant  still, 
e  keeps  closely  in  touch  with  them  on  discharge.  I  could  not 
wish  for  a  better  or  more  sympathetic  coadjutor  in  carrying  out 
this  part  of  the  system." 

38.  Excellent  service  is  also  being  rendered  at  Manchester 
Prison  by  Mr.  Charles  Russell,  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the 
Heyrud  Street  Lads'  Club.    He  writes  as  follows : — 

"  During  the  past  year  I  have  taken  in  hand  a  very 
large  number  of  lads  from  Manchester  Prison,  and  in  my 
capacity  as  a  member  of  the  Borstal  sub*committee  here, 
and  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  I  am  now 
seeing  every  Tuesday  all  lads  under  21  years  of  age  who 
win  he  discharged  from  prison  before  the  following  Tuesday, 
and  am  taking  a  large  proportion  of  them  under  my  charge, 
finding  them  work,  homes,  &c.,  and  keeping  a  close  super- 
vision over  them." 

"  I  have  just  drawn  up  a  small  report  respecting  what 
I  have  been  able  to  do  during  the  past  year  with  these 
youths,  and  as  I  think  it  will  not  be  without  interest  to  you, 
1  enclose  you  two  copies.  I  think  you  will  be  as  gratified, 
as  I  am  myseU,  to  notice  that  no  less  than  52  per  cent,  of 
those  whom  I  have  taken  in  hand  are  turning  out  well. 
Quite  a  fair  percentage  of  them  regularly  attend  my  club 
here." 

39.  Mr.  Russell's  experience  in  dealing  with  these  lads  on 
discharge  from  Manchester  Prison  strongly  supports  the  opinion 
that  we  have  frequently  expressed  in  our  Annual  Reports,  that 
the  genesis  of  the  criminal  habit  is  in  the  early  years  preceding 
that  of  civil  majority.  From  inquiries  that  we  have  lately 
made  at  the  five  prisons  at  Birmingham,  Durham,  Liverpool, 
Manchester,  and  ronton ville,  we  find  that  of  1,661  prisoners 
sentenced  to  tJiree  months  and  upwards,  in  prison  on  a  given  day, 
715,  or  no  less  than  43  per  cent,  had  committed  their  first 
offence  when  under  21  years  of  age.  It  is  a  remarkable  thing 
that  in  Manchester  Prison,  where  special  attention  has  been 
paid  to  the  cases  of  criminal  lads  passing  through  the  prison 
anring  the  last  year,  the  percentage  of  Juvenile- Adult  prisoners 
is  practically  only  half  that  of  rentonville,  Birmingham,  and 
Durham.  If  we  are  able  to  infer  that  this  result  is  not 
accidental,  but  due  to  the  concentration  of  benevolent  effort 
upon  prisoners  of  this  age,  it  may  not  be  unduly  sanguine  to 
expect  similar  results  at  other  prisons  where  similar  means  of 
reclamation  can,  through  the  agency  of  benevolent  individuals  or 
societies,  be  adopted. 

40.  In  this  connection,  it  may  be  stated  that,  as  the  result  of 
the  elaborate  anthropological  investigations  now  being  conducted 
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under  the  direction  of  our  Medical  Inspector  in  conyict  prisons, 
at  Parkhurst  an  analysis  of  849  convicts  with  respect  to  age  on 
first  imprisonment  reveals  the  fact  that  no  less  than  64  per  cent, 
of  the  habitual  criminals  received  their  first  sentence  at,  or 
below,  the  a^e  of  21  years.  This  corroborates  the  figures 
obtained  by  the  census  of  convict  prisons,  to  which  reference  is 
made  in  our  report  for  1901-2.  Our  inquiries  then  disclosed 
the  interesting  fact  that  the  majority  of  habitual  criminals 
commenced  their  criminal  career  at  a  very  early  age,  and  that 
about  50  per  cent,  had  been  under  21  years  of  age  on  first 
conviction. 

Yagranoj.  41.  The  commitments  to  prison  for  begging  and  sleeping-out 

continue  to  rise,  the  numbers  for  this  year  being  1,239  more 
than  for  the  previous  year.  There  has  been  a  decrease  of  1,178 
for  misbehaviour  by  paupers. 

42.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Pentonville  prison  has  made  a  special 
study  of  this  class,  and  has  gone  carefully  into  the  history  or  500 
cases.  Interesting  details  relating  to  their  physique,  their  previous 
occupation,  and  their  general  characteristics  wUl  be  found  in  his 
report.  As  a  result  of  his  inquiry,  he  states  that  two  things  are 
forcibly  impressed  upon  his  mind,  viz. : — "  First  of  afl  the 
necessity  for  some  system  of  labour  colonies  for  the  treatment  of 
the  feeble-minded  and  of  those  suffering  from  permanent  physical 
defects,  and  secondly  the  immense  value  of  the  method  of  dealing 
with  juvenile-adult  criminals  which  is  known  as  the  ^  Borstal 
scheme.'  This  latter  method,  by  getting  at  the  young  prisoner 
while  still  in  the  plastic  stage  when  it  is  possible  to  give  him 
regular  habits  of  work  and  to  brace  his  moral  and  physical 
tone,  is  as  efficacious  in  preventing  the  development  of  the 
professional  tramp  as  it  is  in  checking  the  evolution  of  the 
professional  criminal.^' 

43.  The  Governor  of  Wakefield  Prison,  whose  opinion  is 
entitled  to  weight  from  the  close  observation  that  he  bestows 
upon  all  categories  of  prisoners  committed  to  his  custody,  repeats 
what  he  said  last  year,  viz.  : — "  That  short  sentences  for  cases 
of  habitual  vagrancy  are  useless  as  a  deterrent,  and  a  waste  of 
public  funds.  Vagrancy  shows  no  real  decrease,  notwithstanding 
the  increased  activity  of  the  police,  and  the  same  men  are  still 
being  repeatedly  committed  for  the  same  offences  in  the  same 
way  as  last  year.  Morally  speaking  they  are  more  degraded, 
and  as  this  sort  of  treatment  goes  on  they  only  become  worse, 
and  less  capable  of  work  or  reform." 

44.  All  these  matters  were  most  fully  examined  by  the  recent 
Committee  on  Vagrancy,  whose  report  is  in  confirmation  of  the 
opinion  which  we  ventured  to  express  last  year,  that  a  short 
detention  in  prison  under  the  existing  law,  and  under  ordinary 
rules,  was  no  remedy  for  this  grave  social  problem.  The  dis- 
inclination on  the  part  of  the  committing  Courts  to  have 
recourse  to  the  severe  procedure  which  the  law  allows  in  the 
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case  of  "incorrigible  rogues,"  combined  with  the  admitted 
futility  of  a  succession  of  short  sentences,  points  indubitably, 
in  our  opinion,  to  the  wisdom  and  importance  of  the  finding  of 
the  committee,  viz.: — "  that  the  labour  colony,  and  not  theprison, 
is  the  proper  place  for  the  detention  of  these  persons." 

45.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  was  a  further  increase  DisohargeB 
during  the  year  1904  (the  last  figures  available)  of  persons  dis-  o^.^®'^^"** 
charged  uncler  the  Probation  of  First  OflFenders  Act,  1887,  and  a^&c!" 
S^tion  16  of  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Act,  1879,  the  total 

bemg  56,314  as  against  54,388  the  previous  year.  A  table 
showing  the  number  so  dealt  with  each  year  since  1893  is  given 
in  Appendix  No.  17. 

46.  We  called  attention  in  our  last  report  to  the  fact  that  the 
number  of  persons  allowed  the  benefit  of  these  Acts  varies,  even 
in  neighbouring  jurisdictions,  to  an  extent  that  is  almost  incredible, 
and  it  is  specially  observable  in  some  of  the  large  industrial 
centres  in  the  North  of  England ;  and  we  expressed  the  opinion 
that  by  an  amendment  of  the  existing  law  of  probation,  much 
unnecessary  commitment  to  prison,  especially  in  the  case  of  young 
offenders  and  others  guilty  of  petty  offences,  might  be  avoided. 
We  have  noted  with  great  satisfaction  that  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  to  introduce  legislation  dealing  with  this 
very  important  subject. 

47.  It  will  be  observed  from  the  following  table  that  there  has  Prerioas 
been  a  slight  increase  in  the  proportion  both  of  male  and  female  conviotionp. 
prisoners  previously  convicted.     A  Return  showing  the  niunber 

of  previous  convictions  incurred  by  each  prisoner  received  in  the 
year  under  report  is  given  in  Appendix  4.

49.  Since  the  formation  of  the  star  class  in  convict  prisons 
in  1879  up  to  the  31st  March  last,  3,479  male  convicts  have 
been  placed  in  it,  of  whom  only  43,  or  1*57  per  cent,  of  those 
discharged,  have  returned  to  penal  servitude  under  fresh  sent- 
ences, and  only  33,  or  1*2  per  cent.,  have  had  their  licences 
revoked  or  forfeited.  Of  155  females,  only  one  has  returned  to 
penal  servitude. 

50.  We  are  glad  to  state  that  the  new  rules  published  in 
Appendix  No.  17c  of  the  report  for  last  year,  for  the  improved 
classification  of  prisoners  sentenced  to  penal  servituoe,  are 
working  with  success.  Under  those  rules,  it  will  be  remembered 
that  prisoners  are  divided  into  three  classes,  regard  being  had  to 
their  character  and  previous  history — Star,  Intermediate,  and 
Recidivist,  Le.y  the  best,  not  so  good,  and  the  worst.  A  long- 
sentence  division  was  also  instituted,  under  which  a  convict,  as 
soon  as  he  had  earned  the  marks  representing  a  10  years'  sentence, ' 
should,  by  special  industry  with  good  conduct,  obtain  certain 
privileges  and  relaxations,  the  authority  of  the  Secretarjr  of 
State  for  this  special  treatment  being  first  obtained.  Experience 
shows  the  value  of  the  intermediate  class,  as  providing  for  that 
large  number  of  prisoners,  whose  antecedents  would  make  their 
inclusion  in  the  star  class  possibly  a  source  of  contamination,  yet 
whose  cases  allowed  some  hope  of  reformation,  which  might  be 
lost  if  they  were,  as  formerly,  classed  in  the  ordinary  (now 
"  Recidivist ")  class.  The  Governor  of  Portland  considers  also 
that  in  point  of  view  of  discipline  the  classification  is  good  for 
the  reason  that  '^  the  old  hand  does  not  as  a  rule  commit  himself 
in  prison,  but  is  not  above  inciting  newer  hands  or  young  lads  to 
rebel  against  authority,  while  the  latter  would  not  think  of  doing 
so  unless  so  instigated ;  their  separation  therefore  tends  to 
improved  conduct  in  the  prison  of  prisoners  generally." 

•  51.  There  is  a  general  opinion  as  to  the  salutary  effect  of  the  new 
long- sentence  division.  A  convict  can  qualify  for  this  division, 
carrying,  as  it  does,  considerable  privileges  in  the  way  of  earnings, 
and  the  right  to  purchase  certain  articles  of  comfort,  when 
he  has  earned  the  marks  representing  a  10  years'  sentence.  These 
marks  can  be  earned  by  industry,  with  good  conduct,  in  seven- 
and-a-half  years.  Admission  to  the  privileges  of  the  long-sentence 
division  may  be  regarded  as  a  reasonable  concession  to  well- 
behaved  convicts  under  the  longer  sentences,,  efipecially  haying 
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regard  to  the  fact  that  the  advantage  a  convict  can  gain  under 
the  progressive  stage  system  ceases  when  he  has  completed  four 
years  of  his  sentence,  and  until  this  new  system  was  instituted 
there  was  no  special  encouragement  or  reward  during  that  period 
which  might  elapse  between  the  time  when  a  convict  had  earned 
the  full  advantage  of  the  stage  system  and  the  expiration  of  his 
sentence.  We  believe  that  tnis  concession  is  greatly  appreciated 
by  long  term  convicts.  It  is  eagerly  sought  for,  and  the  paucity 
of  offences  in  this  division  shows  a  determination  not  to  forfeit 
the  privileges  that  have  been  gained. 

52.  The  table  riven  in  Appendix  No.  9c  shows  the  number 
that  have  been  classilied  during  the  year  according  to  the  new 
system. 

53.  Last  year  there  was  an  increase  of  6,976  males  punished  Panishments 
for  prison  offences  in  local  prisons,   and  a  decrease  of   274  f^  prison 
females.     This  year  there  is  a  decrease  of  3,157  males  and  a       '^^^ 
further  decrease  of  440  females.     Eighty-nine  per  cent,  of  the 

males  in  custody  and  98  per  cent,  of  the  females  received  no 
punishment,  as  compared  with  88  per  cent,  of  maleis  and  97  per 
cent,  of  females  during  the  preceding  year. 

54.  The  conduct  of  prisoners  sentenced  to  penal  servitude 
in  convict  prisons  sho.ws  an  improvement  on  the  figures  for  last 
year.  Out  of  4,517  males,  3,074  received  no  punishment, 
and  out  of  209  females,  142  received  no  punishment.  There 
were  17*corporal  punishments  in  convict  prisons  and  30  in  local 
prisons. 

55.  The  Governor  of  Portland  prison  caUs  attention  to  the 
marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  offences  against  prison 
drsciplioe,  and  consequent  punishments,  and  a  similar  decrease 
in  the  number  of  complaints  and  appeals  to  superior  authority. 
Compared  with  1901-2,  corporal  punishments  have  fallen  from 
11  to  3,  confinement  in  special  cells  from  32  to  2.  Other 
punishments  from  2,859  to  1,889.  Appeals  and  complaints  to 
the  Board  of  Visitors  have  fallen  from  220  to  75,  to  Directors 
and  Inspectors  from  225  to  89. 

56.  We  hope  we  are  justified  by  these  figures  in  believing 
that,  as  the  result  of  a  firm  and  good  administration  on  the  part 
of  the  authorities  on  the  spot,  and  as  the  result  of  the  many 
changes  in  the  way  of  classification,  &c.,  introduced  into  the 
svstem  of  late  years,  there  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in 
Uie  general  tone  and  conduct  of  the  convict  population.  The 
reports  of  the  Chaplains  of  Portland  and  l5artmoor  prisons 
certainly  confirm  us  m  this  view. 

57.  The  Medical  Inspector  is  able  to    speak  favourably  of  Medical 
the  hyrienic  condition  of  prisons,  and  notes  a  material  improve-  statistios. 
ment  uat  has  taken  [dace  of  late  years  in  this  respect;  the 
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result,  as  he  thinks,  of  the  close  attention  that  has  been  given 
to  the  problems  of  heating,  lighting,  and  ventilation.  He 
says : — "  Fifty  years  ago  it  appeared  to  have  been  considered 
that  the  security  and  punishment  of  the  prisoner  necessitated 
his  being  in  'semi-darkness,  and  with  but  a  small  modicum  of 
fresh  air.  The  conversion  of  some  of  the  older  prisons  con- 
structed on  these  principles,  so  as  to  bring  them  up  to  a  more 
modem  standard  in  respect  to  light  and  air,  is  necessarily  a  long 
and  costly  process.  It  is,  however,  a  subject  of  much  congratu- 
lation that  the  steady  efforts  which  have  been  made  in  this  work 
of  late  are  now  bearing  fruit." 

58.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  special  steps  that  have 
been  taken  of  late  years  to  promote  the  technical  instruction  in 
hospital  duties  of  officers  selected  for  the  hospital  staff  have 
contributed  to  a  more  accurate  and  methodical  administration 
in  all  matters  relating  to  the  care  of  sick  prisoners.  A  manual 
of  First  Aid  and  Nursing  has  been  issued  to  prisons  as  a  text- 
book of  instructions,  and  the  lessons  that  are  given  to  proba- 
tioners in  First  Aid  and  Ambulance  work  have  proved  to  be  of 
great  service  in  times  of  emergency. 

59.  The  death  rate  in  local  prisons  from  natural  causes  of 
•37  per  1,000  prisoners  received  is  the  lowest  on  record,  the 
average  for  the  last  26  years  being  '60  per  1,000.  The  death 
rate  from  natural  causes  in  convict  prisons  was  5*4  per  1,000  of 
the  daily  average  population,  as  compared  with  7*2  in  the 
preceding  year. 

60.  The  number  of  persons  in  local  prisons  found  to  be  insane 
and  certified  as  such  after  reception  was  129,  as  compared  with  138 
last  year ;  and  in  convict  prisons,  19,  as  compared  with  25.  Of 
the  129  cases  certified  in  local  prisons,  73  were  found  to  be 
insane  on  reception,  and  27  exhibited  symptoms  of  insanity 
within  a  month  of  reception.  Many  of  those  who  were  in 
prison  for  some  time  before  the  usual  symptoms  of  insanity  were 
observed,  were  known  to  be  of  weak  intellect  or  mentally 
impaired  on  reception,  or  to  have  been  previously  insane. 
Particulars  of  cases  of  insanity  are  given  in  Table  D, 
Appendix  18. 

61.  There  were,  in  addition  to  the  certified  insane,  354 
prisoners  reported  imfit  for  ordinary  penal  discipline  owing  to 
mental  deficiencv.  These  were  treated  imder  the  new  refla- 
tions for  the  feeole-minded,  which  may  be  said,  so  far  as  local 
conditions  permit,  to  be  working  satisfactorily. 

62.  We  agree  with  the  Medical  Inspector  in  the  opinion 
which  he  expresses,  that  there  is  *^  still  much  room  for  reform  in 
the  matter  of  committing  persons  to  prison  who  are  either 
actually  insane,  or  on  the  border-land  of  insanity." 
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63.  The  number  of  prisoners  who  were  released  from  local 
prisons  on  medical  grounds  (exclusive  of  pregnancy)  was  25 ; 
one  only  was  releas^  on  medical  grounds  irom  convict  prisons. 
There  were  nine  suicides  in  local  prisons  during  the  year,  and 
none  in  convict  prisons. 

64.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  234  inmates  had  been  admitted  State 

to  the  Aeformatories  at  Aylesbury  and  Warwick,  of  whom  71  ]^  ™*t 
were  males  and  163  females.  Only  16  of  the  total  nimiber  were  tones, 
committed  direct  under  section  1  of  the  Act,  the  remaining  218 
were  admitted  on  transfer  from  Certified  Beformatories  for 
refractory  or  unmanageable  conduct.  As  pointed  out  by  Dr. 
Branthwaite  in  his  report,  experience  goes  to  show  that,  in  a 
majority  of  cases,  there  is  mental  defect,  probably  not  due  to 
disease,  but  to  impairment  from  birth,  or  to  arrested  development 
during  early  life.  It  is  probable  that,  in  many  cases,  the  dnnking 
habit  is  induced  by  the  mental  state.  No  tess  than  75  per  cent, 
are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Inspector,  more  or  less  defective  in  mind. 
As  to  the  remaining  25  per  cent.,  a  persistent  life  of  drunkenness, 
immorality,  and  crime  has  left  them  with  no  desire  to  live  a  better 
life,  perhaps  because  they  have  known  no  other,  or  because  interest 
in  better  things  has  been  destroyed  by  evil  associations  from 
their  early  youth.  In  spite  of  this  most  unpromising  material, 
the  Inspector  reports  that  good  order  and  discipline  prevail  at 
both  establishments,  a  result  which,  as  he  has  reported  on  former 
occasions,  must  be  attributed  to  the  capacity  of  the  staff  in 
general,  and  to  the  good  administration  of  the  Medical  Super- 
intendent at  Aylesbury  and  the  Governor  of  Warwick,  who  have 
shown  a  wise  discrimination  in  combining  tact  with  firmness, 
having  regard  to  the  peculiar  characteristics  of  each  particular 
case. 

65.  The    report   of    the  Chaplain  Inspector  shows  that  the  School 
work  in  the  prison  schools  is  oeing  carried  on  with  gratifying  instruction, 
success.    A  statement  showing  the  number  of  prisoners  eligible  for 

school  instruction  in  local  and  convict  prisons,  and  of  the  progress 
made  by  them  during  the  year,  is  given  in  Appendix  No.  10a. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  in  the  local  prisons  no  less  than 
3,932  made  progress  to  the  extent  of  one  standard ;  2,298  two 
standards  ;  949  mree  standards ;  and  220  four  standards ;  while 
in  convict  prisons  183  prisoners  made  substantial  progress  to  the 
extent  of  one  or  more  standards. 

66.  The  juvenile-adult  class  furnishes  hopeful  material  for 
the  schoolmaster,  and  the  reports  generallv  draw  attention  to 
the  diligence,  interest,  and  progress  of  the  youthful  offender 
in  his  school  employment ;  and  this  is  notably  true  at  the 
schools  of  Borstal  and  Dartmoor  Prisons,  where  the  juvenile* 
adults  are  collected  under  long  sentences,  thus  affording  better 
opportunities  for  instruction.  In  several  prisons  Bible  classes 
and  classes  for  religious  instruction  have  been  held.    A  lecture 
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scheme  for  the  benefit  of  younger  prisoners  has  been  organized 
where  practicable.  The  energy  with  which  Governors  and 
Chaplains  have  thrown  themselves  into  the  scheme  is  most 
conmiendable.  Our  thanks  are  due  also  to  many  lecturers  who 
have  offered  their  services  from  outside.  The  lectures,  which 
are  on  simple  subjects  such  as  "  Courage,"  "  Temperance," 
"  Self-made  Men,"  "  Heroes,"  &c.,  are  listened  to  with  the 
closest  interest  and  attention ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  of 
these  youths  are  influenced  for  good,  and  that  the  lectures  and 
addresses  may  be  the  means  of  evoking  a  better  feeling  and  a 
higher  resolution  for  the  future. 

67.  The  Chaplain  Inspector  again  calls  attention  to  the 
admirable  work  being  done  by  the  lady  visitors  throughout  the 
country,  at  their  respective  prisons,  among  the  female  population. 
The  year's  record  exceeds  all  previous  years  in  the  number  of 
visits  paid  and  cases  .dealt  with.  They  follow  up  the  work  which 
they  begin  in  the  prison  cell  with  a  sympathetic  after-care 
and  help  to  those  who,  on  regaining  their  liberty,  stand  in  need 
of  it. 

68.  At  HoUoway  advantage  has  been  taken  of  a  new  wing 
containing  101  cells  for  the  segregation  of  prisoners  in  the  star 
class,  first  offenders,  and  young  women  who,  from  their  age  and 
antecedents,  are  deemed  likely  to  benefit  by  special  treatment. 
A  modification  of  the  Borstal  treatment,  so  far  as  it  can  be 
applied  to  female  prisoners,  has  been  introduced.  Selected 
women  are  exercised  in  physical  drill,  receive  weekly  lectures, 
and,  on  discharge,  are  taken  in  hand  by  the  newly  created 
Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  on  the  Board  of  which  a 
member  of  the  Visiting  Committee  (Sir  Alfred  Reynolds),  who 
takes  a  very  active  and  practical  interest  in  the  work,  has  a  seat. 
The  Chaplain  of  HoUoway  remarks  on  the  patience  and 
perseverance  with  which  the  lady  visitors  follow  up  their  cases, 
and  the  active  interest  they  take  in  all  matters  connected  with  the 

Srison.  The  improvement  of  the  chapel  is,  in  a  great  measure, 
ue  to  their  generosity,  and  here,  as  at  other  prisons  in  the 
country,  great  kindness  is  shown  in  sending  flowers  to  the  chapel 
and  the  hospital.  A  lecture  scheme  for  female  prisoners  is  in 
full  working  order.  Many  of  the  lecturers  are  highly-gifted 
ladies,  and  their  lectures  on  "  Health,"  **  The  Management  of 
Homes,"  "Sick  Nursing,"  &c.,  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
prisoners,  whose  attention  and  interest  is  remarkable. 

Discharged        69.  The  Church  Army  continues  to  hold  its  high  place  among 

Prisoners*      the  reclaiming  influences  at  work  in  our  prisons.     Aid  Societies 

si^  . .     a    generally  express  their  great  obligation  to  the  Church  Army  for 

les,   c.  ^j^^  ^g^  ^£  ^Y^^  invaluable  machinery  of  their  Labour  Homes  in 

weeding  out  the  deserving  prisoner  who  wants  employment  from 

the  lazy  and  idle  tramp  who  declines  work  at  any  price. 

70.  Missions  under  the  auspices  of  the  Parochial  Mission,  the 
Mirfield  Conununity,  and  the  Church  Army  have  been  held  in 
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a  large  number  of  the  prison  chapels,  and  their  yalue  is  generally 
reco^iised. 

71.  The  report  o£  the  Chaplain  Inspector  testifies  to  the 
admirable  work  that  is  being  done  bj  the  different  Aid  Societies 
at  their  respective  prisons  throughout  the  country. 

72.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  income  of  these  societies 
for  the  past  year  is  higher  by  more  than  £3,000  than  that  of  any 

Ereyious  year,  and  that  the  total  expenditure  has  increased 
J  £2,000.  In  spite  of  this,  some  societies  still  find  a  great 
difficulty  in  keepmg  up  their  subscriptions,  but  cases  have 
occurred  during  tne  year  where  well-directed  efforts  for  enlisting 
increased  public  sympathy  have  resulted  in  doubling  and  even 
trebling  the  amount  of  previous  donations.  The  increasing  desire, 
which  is  becoming  everywhere  manifest,  to  give  a  helping  hand 
to  the  discharged  prisoner  where  he  shows  a  genuine  desire  to 
earn  an  honest  living  will,  we  feel  confident,  gradually  find 
expression  in  an  increased  subscription  list  in  those  localities 
which  now  complain  that  they  have  an  insufficient  public  support 
for  the  effective  propagation  of  their  work. 

73.  Improved  methods  of  agency  and  administration,  and  the 
concentration  of  care  on  special  cases,  such  as  that  which  is  now 
being  attempted  in  the  case  of  the  younger  prison  population, 
will,  no  doubt,  render  necessary  further  and  energetic  appeals  to 
public  charity.  With  regard  to  this  latter,  the  Cluiplain  Inspector 
reports  that  the  idea  of  special  treatment  on  discharge  under  the 
Borstal  scheme  for  the  young  prisoner  has  been  taken  up  with 
enthusiasm  by  many  Aid  Societies.  One  of  these  societies 
remarks  that  the  importance  of  the  work  can  hardly  be  over- 
estimated, and  has  already  set  itself  to  organize  meetings  in 
different  parts  of  the  county,  in  order  to  make  the  system  known, 
to  interest  people  in  it,  and  to  encourage  their  support.  We 
commend  this  aamirable  example  to  the  notice  of  those  societies 
which  find  themselves  hampered  by  financial  difficulties  in  the 
proper  execution  of  their  work. 

74.  In  the  Metropolis,  and  for  the  more  general  purposes  of 
aid-on-discharge,  when  any  special  case  deserves  attention,  we 
recomize  gratefully  the  willing  assistance  always  rendered  by 
the  Church  Army,  the  Salvation  Army,  the  St.  Giles's  Christian 
Mission,  and  the  Boyal  Society.  It  is  a  great  aid  to  the 
administration  to  be  able  to  rely  with  confidence  on  the  zealous 
co-operation  of  all  these  authorities  at  all  times  and  in  all  cases. 
The  great  value  and  public  utility  of  their  work  cannot  be  over- 
estimated. 

75.  Some  societies  have  extended  the  area  of  their  operations 
80  as  to  include  the  assistance    of  the  wives    and  families  of 

Erisoners.     The  St.  Giles's  Christian  Mission  are  always  ready  to 
elp  in  this  way,  and  the  Church  Army  have  established  a  special 
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department  for  dealing  with  ^^  prisoners*  wives  and  families,"  and 
much  good  work  has  been  done  during  the  last  five  years.  Each 
case  is  carefully  visited,  and  means  have  been  provided  for 
finding  employment,  which  will  enable  the  women  to  support 
themselves  and  to  keep  their  home  together  imtil  such  time  as 
the  husband  is  released. 

Inter-  76.  The   Seventh   International   Penitentiary  Congress  was 

rWte^ti       ^^^^  **   Buda-Pesth  in   September  last.     The  Report  of  our 
Congr^"^  Chairman,  who  attended  the  Congress  as  British  Delegate,  has 
been  duly  presented  to  Parliament. 

Buildings.  77^  Among  the  more  important  works  of  the  year  was  the 

building  of  the  new  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum  at  f^arkhurst,  which 
will  shortly  be  taken  into  occupation  ;  and  the  completion  of  the 
first  section  of  the  new  Convict  Prison  at  Maidstone.  The  rest 
of  the  prison  will  be  built  by  prison  labour  ;  130  convicts  trans- 
ferred from  Borstal  ])rison  are  now  engaged  on  this  work.  The 
new  wing  at  Brixton  Prison  has  been  completed  and  opened, 
and  is  now  utilized  as  a  debtors'  prison  for  the  metropolis,  male 
debtor  prisoners  from  Wormwood  Scrubs  and  Wandsworth 
being  removed  thither.  The  female  wing  at  Wakefield  Prison 
has  been  discontinued,  and  has  been  utilized  for  the  location  of 
150  penal  servitude  prisoners  who  are  approaching  the  end  of 
their  sentence,  and  whose  destination  is  in  tne  north  of  England. 
The  female  wings  of  Hereford  and  Gloucester  Prisons  have 
alsD  been  discontinued,  and  the  latter  is  now  being  used  for  the 
location  of  convicts  in  the  earlier  period  of  their  sentences. 
Female  prisoners  have  also  been  removed  from  the  female  wing 
at  Lincoln  Prison,  which  has  been  reconstructed,  and  made 
available  for  the  location  of  40  juvenile-adult  prisoners  selected 
from  the  north  of  England  for  treatment  under  the  Statutory 
Borstal  Rules.  The  old  convict  prison  at  Borstal  has  been  dis- 
continued, and  will,  in  future,  be  used  entirely  for  the  location 
of  juvenile-adult  prisoners  for  treatment  under  the  Borstal 
system.  It  is  proposed,  in  due  course,  to  increase  the  accommo- 
dation to  200.  It  is  further  proposed  to  introduce  farming 
operations  at  Borstal,  the  land  at  the  disposal  of  the  Com- 
missioners offering  facilities  for  such  work,  which,  it  is  considered, 
will  be  of  great  advantage  to  this  class  of  prisoner. 

78.  The  reconstruction  of  Dartmoor  and  Portland  Prisons 
continues  to  make  satisfactory  progress. 

79.  The  general  improvement  of  the  lighting  of  prisons  has 
been  preceded  with,  so  far  as  funds  would  admit.  The  con- 
version of  the  old  tread-wheel  houses  into  shops  for  associated 
labour  is  now  nearly  complete. 

Staff.  80.  Seventy-four  male  and  31  female  subordinate  officers  have, 

during  the  year,  passed  though  a  course  of  instruction  at  the 
training  schools  in  the  ordinary  duties  of  prison  officers,  and  have. 
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been  taken  on  the  permanent  strength  of  the  establishment. 
Ten  subordinates  have  undergone  a  special  course  of  training  in 
hospital  duties,  and  have  been  appointed  to  the  hospital  staff  of 
the  various  prisons.  Two  newly-appointed  Deputy-Governors 
have  also  undergone  a  course  of  instruction. 

81.  As  in  previous  years,  the  reports  received  from  the 
Governors  of  the  Training  Schools  are  of  a  very  satisfactory 
character.*  They  all  bear  testimony  to  the  value  and  importance 
of  the  course  of  training  through  which  probationers  pass  at 
those  institutions,  and  to  the  interest  displayed  by  them  as  a 
body  in  the  instruction  given. 

82.  Reports    by    the    Inspectors    of    Prisons,    the    Medical  B®port«  of 
Insnector,   the   Chaplain   Inspector,  the   Surveyor,  the  Comp- ^"^P®®*^"* 
troUer  of  Accounts  and   Stores,  and   the  Inspector  of    State 
Inebriate  Reformatories,  are  appended  hereto,  also  a  report  on 

the  operation  of  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Societies. 

83.  Extracts   from  the  Annual   Reports   of  the   Governors,  Beporte  by 
Chaplains,  and  Medical  Officers  of  Local  and  Convict  Prisons  Governors, 
and  of  Borstal  Juvenile- Adult  Prison  are  given  in  Appendices    ^ 
Nos.  19,  20,  and   21,   and    of    the   officers  of  State   inebriate 
Reformatories  in  Appendix  22. 

84.  A  return  of  the  meetings  and  visits  of  the  Visiting  Com-  Meetings  of 
mittees  of  Local  Prisons  and'of  the  Boards  of  Visitors  of  Convict  ^*^°? 
Prisons  and  of  Visitors  of  State  Inebriate  Reformatories  during  O^mmitteeB, 
the  year  is  given  in  Appendix  No.  15.

and  we  beg  to  forward,  herewith,  our  Annual  Beport  thereon. 

We  would  again  record  the  very  favourable  impression  made  on  us  by  the 
good  temper  and  patience  shown  by  officers  in  their  dealings  with  prisoners, 
and  by  the  loval  co-operation  of  all  members  of  the  staff  in  carrying  out  the 
reforms  in  administration,  which,  during  recent  years,  have  been  an  especial 
feature  of  the  prison  system. 

The  proposed  extension  of  the  Borstal  Scheme — though,  of  course,  in  a 
modified  form — to  all  prisons,  is  a  case  in  point,  and  as  its  success  within 
the  prison  will  depend  entirely  upon  individual  effort  on  the  part  of 
Governor,  Chaplain,  and  selected  members  of  the  subordinate  sti&,  it  is 
very  satisfactorv  to  note  the  sympathetic  spirit  with  which  the  proposals 
on  the  subject  have  been  received.  A  similar  spirit  has  been  displayed  iu 
securing  the  help  of  the  Visiting  Committee  and  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Societies  to  provide  work  for,  and  to  supervise  the  juvenile-adult  on  his 
discharge,  without  which  outside  assistance,  the  special  treatment  within  the 
prison  would  lose  much  of  its  good  result. 

We  are  satisfied  with  the  general  conditions  of  the  buildings  and  the 
arrangements  for  security.  The  grounds  and  paths  are  kept  in  good  order, 
and  the  state  of  the  prisons  genentlly  is  very  creditable. 
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During  the  past  twelve  months  improyed  methods  for  rapid  extinction 
of  fire  have  been  adopted* at  man^  prisons  by  the  addition  of  hydrants  and 
hose,  and  in  some  cases  by  alterations  in  the  system  of  water  supply. 

The  number  of  prisoners  under  short  sentences  does  not  seem  to  have 
decreased,  but  the  large  amount  of  work  thrown  on  the  staff  in  dealing  with 
those  men  has  been  adequately  carried  out.  Great  care  is  shown  in  the 
management  of  reception  wards,  where  the  difficulty  of  separating  the 
different  classes  of  prisoners  at  times  of  pressure,  such  as  are  frequent  at 
the  large  prisons,  has  been  successfully  contended  with. 

At  each  inspection  the  quality  of  stores  generally,  and  more  especially 
of  the  provisions,  has  been  carefully  gone  into.  It  is  very  seldom  indeed 
that  any  fault  can  be  fpund  in  this  department.  Complaints  of  food 
by  prisoners  are  infrequent,  but  when  made  they  are  always  investigated, 
and,  if  any  foundation  for  them  is  discovered,  remedial  measures  are 
promptly  taken. 

We  have  regularly  inspected  the  officers  on  parade,  besides  observing  them 
at  their  duties,  and  have  satisfied  ourselves  that  they  are  well  turned  out  and 
properly  equipped. 

Our  periodical  examination  of  the  books  has  shown  that  the  clerical  work 
ii  kept  up  to  date. 

When  visiting  prisons  we  have  nven  much  attention  to  various  questions 
of  detail,  with  a  view  to  assimihiting  administration  as  far  as  possible. 
Exigencies  of  accommodation  and  staff  necessitate  minor  divergencies,  but 
it  has  been  our  object  to  see  that  everywhere  the  spirit,  if  not  the  leiter,  of 
the  Standing  Orders  is  carried  out. 

In  addition  to  an  examination  of  the  general  routine  which  this  duty  has 
entailed,  we  have  been  instructed  at  different  times  to  give  particular 
attention  to  special  points  with  regard  to  which  circumstances  have  suggested 
that  an  alteration  in  procedure  might  be  advisable  :  and  on  those  questions 
special  reports  have  been  submitted. 

In  previous  years  we  have  been  able  to  report  most  favourably  on  the  work 
carried  on  amongst  the  lads  at  Borstal,  and  observation  during  the  past 
year  confirms  our  formerly  expressed  opinion.  We  anticipate,  therefore, 
mcreasingly  good  results  from  the  extension  of  the  system. 

The  lady  visitors  are  still  showing  great  devotion  to  their  work  amongst 
female  prisoners,  many  of  them  lecturing  on  subjects  suitable  to  women, 
such  as  domestic  economy,  care  of  their  own  and  their  children's  health,  &c. 

Swedish  drill  is  carried  on  with  great  advantage  to  the  women  at  some  of 
the  large  prisons,  and  thanks  are  due  to  the  la£es  who  give  their  services 
gratuitously  as  instructors  in  those  exercises.

I  have  to  report  that  during  the  year  my  usual  periodical  visits  to  the 
various  local  and  convict  prisons  have  been  duly  paid. 

The  manifold  duties  of  the  medical  staff  have  been  very  satisfactorily 
performed. 

The  prison  buildings  generally  have  been  inspected  regularly  as  regards 
their  sanitation,  cleanliness,  and  accommodation.  The  reception  wards^ 
hospitals,  and  kitchens  have  also  been  similarly  visited. 

The  food  supplied  to  the  prisoners  is  periodically  examined,  and  the 
methods  of  cooking,  baking,  and  serving  of  food  are  carefully  enquired 
into.  Since  the  introduction  of  the  trainmg  of  the  prison  cooks  and  bakers 
much  improvement  in  this  direction  has  been  observed,  and  the  diets 
supplied  are  of  good  quality  and  well  cooked.  Any  deviation  of  the 
supplies  from  the  terms  of  the  contracts  has  been  promptly  dealt  with. 

Attention  is  given  to  the  heating,  lighting,  and  ventilation.  Fifty  years 
ago  it  appears  to  have  been  considered  that  the  security  and  punishment  of 
the  prisoner  necessitated  his  being  in  semi-darkness,  and  with  but  a  pmall 
modicum  of  fresh  air.  The  conversion  of  some  of  the  older  prisons 
constructed  on  these  principles,  so  as  to  bring  them  up  to  a  more  modern 
standard  in  respect  to  light  and  air,  is  necessarily  a  long  and  costly  process. 
It  is,  however,  a  subject  of  much  congratulation  that  the  steady  efforts 
which  have  been  made  in  this  work  of  late  are  now  bearing  fruit,  and  that 
the  hygienic  conditions  of  prisons  have  in  consequence  materially  improved. 
Not  only  structural  alterations,  but  better  and  more  intelligent  use  of  existing 
arrangements  have  tended  towards  this  end. 

Those  prisoners  who  have  desired  to  see  me  have  been  interviewed. 
Special  attention  has  been  given  to  convicts  who  have  long  terms  of 
imprisonment  to  serve,  and  those  who  have  exhibited  any  mental 
symptoms. 

An  opporttmity  is  taken  of  seeing  prisoners  at  work  in  association  and  in 
their  cells. 

The  system  by  which  the  subordinate  hospital  staff  pass  through  a  course 
of  instruction  in  general  prison  duties,  receiving  late^  special  training  in 
hospital  work  and  nursing  the  sick,  continues  to  work  satisfactorily. 
A  Maoual  of  First  Aid  and  Nursing,  specially  compiled  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  prison  hospital  nurse,  has  been  issued,  to  form  a  text> 
book  of  instruction.  The  course  of  instruction  is  necessarily  short,  and 
much  has  to  be  learnt  by  hospital  officers  after  appointment  at  the  various 
prisons  to  which  they  are  sent,  but  it  speaks  greatly  in  their  favour  that 
these  officers  continue  to  pursue  their  studies  and  take  such  interest  in  their 
work,  that  many  of  them  later  on  are  enabled  to  qualify  for  the  higher  posts 
of  the  subordinate  hospital  staff. 

The  instruction  nven  to  the  discipline  officer  during  his  probation 
in  ** First  Aid*'  and  ambulance  work  is  generally  appreciated,  and  has 
proved,  on  many  occasions,  to  have  been  of  great  service  at  times  of 
emergency. 
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Ib  the  looal  prisoiiB,  8,241  prisoners  have  been  treated  in  the  various 
hospitalB  daring  the  jear^  5,381  of  these  being  males  and  2,860  females ; 
17,426  oases  of  siokoess— 13,570  males  and  3,856  females— have  been  under 
medical  treatment,  for  periods  of  seven  days  or  over,  in  the  ordinary  wards 
of  the  prisons,  and  in  addition  a  large  number  have  been  treated  for  trivial 
ailments. 

Thirty-five  cases  of  infections  illness  have  been  notified,  viz.,  21  oases  of 
erysipelas ;  six  of  enteric  fever  ;  four  of  scarlet  fever  ;  three  of  diphtheria, 
and  one  of  mumps.  This  is  rather  below  the  number  notified  in  the  two 
previous  years. 

There  was  no  case  of  small-pox,  the  first  year  of  freedom  from  this 
disease  for  some  years. 

In  15  instances  the  infectious  illness  was  contracted  prior  to  reception 
into  prison ;  in  the  remaining  20  it  was  thought  to  have  originated  in  the 
prbon.  Of  these,  14  were  erysipelas,  two  were  enteric  fever,  and  two  scarlet 
lever,  while  one  was  diphtheria  and  one  mumps. 

The  14  cases  of  erysipelas  infected  after  reception  occurred  at  the 
following  prisons  :  six  at  Wandsworth,  three  at  Liverpool,  and  single  cases 
at  Canterbury,  Holloway,  Newcastle,  and  Portsmouth.  As  prisoners  are 
frequently  received  suffering  from  neglected  sores  and  wounds,  chronic 
akonolism,  malnutrition,  and  disease  of  the  liver  and  kidney,  all  of  which 
are  predisposing  causes  of  erysipelas,  it  is  not  surprising  to  fiud  a  few  cases 
of  this  disease  amongst  subjects  so  speciallv  susceptible  to  it.  Careful 
investigation  as  to  the  origin  of  the  disease  followed  each  notification,  and, 
with  two  exceptions,  the  conclusion  was  arrived  at,  that  it  could  not  be 
attributed  to  any  obvious  cause  within  the  prison.  One  woman  at  Liverpool 
possibly  contracted  her  illness  from  a  fellow  prisoner  who  had  come  into 
the  prison  suffering  from  the  disease  a  short  time  before,  though  no  actual 
oommxmication  between  the  two  women  could  be  traced.  The  other  was  at 
Wandsworth.  Although  nothing  in  the  way  of  an  epidemic  has  occurred 
at  this  prison,  yet  from  time  to  time  sporadic  case»  of  infectious  disease, 
erysipelas  amouffst  the  number,  have  been  notified.  No  very  specific  cause 
eould  be  assiffoed  to  connect  them  directly  with  any  sanitarv  defect,  and  to 
account  for  them  was  a  difficult  problem.  The  drainage  and  other  sanitary 
arrangements  were  known  to  be  rather  old,  accordingly  recent  efforts  have 
been  directed  towards  modernising  the  whole  system.  An  annexe  has  been 
built  out  on  each  side  of  A  wing  and  the  south  side  of  B  wing,  in 
which  w.c'b  and  sinks  have  been  provided  and  ventilated  on  the  most 
approved  up-to-date  lines.  All  old  rain-water  pipes,  which  formerly  acted 
as  combined  soil  and  rain-water  pipes,  have  been  removed,  and  new 
rain-water  pipes  fixed  and  made  to  discharge  over  open  channels.  All  old 
drain  pipes  have  been  removed  from  the  laundry.  A  new  disconnecting  trap 
at  the  outfall  into  the  sewer  has  been  put  in.  Further  improvements  witl 
shortly  be  undertaken. 

The  two  cases  of  enteric  fever  which  were  supposed  to  have  ori^ated  in 
prison  occurred  at  Lewes  and  Wandsworth.  At  Lewes  the  prisoner  had 
been  employed  a  short  time  before  his  illness  in  cleaning  out  a  tank  in 
which  oners  used  for  basket  making  are  soaked.  As  osiers  are  sometimes 
grown  on  sewage  beds,  in  the  absence  of  any  other  obvious  cause,  it  was 
niggested  that  this  might  be  the  possible  source  of  infection.  At  Wands- 
worth there  had  been  an  imported  case  of  the  same  disease  in  the  prison  a 
few  weeks  earlier,  and  though  the  two  men  were  located  in  different  parts 
of  the  prison,  and  differently  employed,  it  is  possible  that  the  one  was 
infected  from  the  other. 

The  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  at  Holloway  and  Wandsworth.  At 
Holloway  it  was  thought  probable  that  the  infection  was  conveyed  by  one 
of  the  visitors  to  sick  prisoners  in  the  hospital.  No  source  could  be  discov^^ 
for  the  case  at  Wandsworth. 
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The  single  oases  of  diphtheria  and  mumps  were  at  Wandsworth.  Their 
origins  were  not  traced. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  local  prisons  was  112.  Of  these,  nine 
were  suicides,  16  were  executions,  85  i^ere  due  to  various  natural  causes,  and 
two  to  non-natural  causes. 

The  two  deaths  ascribed  to  non-natural  causes  took  place  at  Brixton  and 
Preston  respectively.  At  Brixton  a  man  was  received  under  remand  for 
attempting  suicide  by  taking  poison  (phosphorus).  On  admission  he  did 
not  present  any  symptoms  of  poisoning,  but  the  following  morning 
characteristic  symptoms  sst  in  which  eventually  proved  fatal.  The  man 
admitted  to  having  eaten  rat  poison  with  suicidal  intent.  This  train  of 
circumstances  is  not  unusual  in  phosphorus  poisoning — the  first  irritant 
effect  of  the  poison  passing  off,  with  an  abatement  or  complete  cessation  of 
all  symptoms,  while  a  subsequent  sudden  return  of  a  different  set  of 
symptoms,  due  to  the  absorption  of  the  poison  into  the  system,  generallv 
leads  to  a  fatal  result.  The  verdict  of  the  coroner's  jury  was  that  **  Death 
resulted  from  exhaustion  due  to  the  effects  of  phosphorus  paste,  taken  by 
himself  whilst  in  state  of  unsound  mind."  The  case  at  Preston  resulted 
from  injuries  sustained  by  a  prisoner  accidentally  setting  fire  to  his  shirt 
sleeve  on  the  night  of  his  reception.  At  first  serious  results  were  not 
anticipated,  bat  the  man,  who  was  in  a  debilitated  state  of  health  owins 
to  drmk,  finally  succumbed.  The  coroner's  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
"  Accidental  death." 

Of  the  85  deaths  from  natural  causes,  69  were  males  and  16  were 
females.  This  gives  a  death-rate  of  *37  per  1,000  of  prisoners  received, 
which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  the  average  of  the  last  26  years  being  '60 
per  1,000. 

Fourteen  males  and  two  females  died  from  phthisis,  the  total  number  of 
deaths  from  this  cause  being  about  the  average  for  the  last  sixteen  years. 
In  all  but  three  cases,  the  dieease  was  found  to  exist  when  they  were 
received  into  prison. 

Eleven  males  and  three  females  died  from  heart  disease,  against  eight  males 
and  seven  females  last  year. 

Nine  males  and  four  females  died  from  pneumonia,  against  12  males  and 
six  females  last  year. 

Nine  prisoners,  all  males,  committed  suicide ;  six  by  hanging,  two  by 
strangulation,  and  one  by  inhalation  of  coal  gas.  Each  case  was  carefully 
investigated.  In  connection  with  the  suicide  by  the  last  method,  it  is  hoped 
that  in  the  course  of  a  short  time  now,  all  naked  gas-burners  will  have  been 
removed  from  cells,  thus  removing  a  source  of  danger  for  the  would-be 
suicide,  and  greatly  adding  to  the  purity  of  the  atmosphere  of  the  cells. 

There  were  125  attempts  at  suicide,  most  of  which,  after  due  enquiry  into 
all  the  attendant  particulars,  were  considered  by  the  several  Governors, 
Chaplains,  and  Medical  Officers  to  have  been  feigned  attempts — ^made  either 
to  excite  sympathy,  to  gain  some  relaxation  of  separate  confinement,  or 
for  some  such  pretext.  The  few  thought  to  be  genuine  attempts  were 
dealt  with  either  by  placing  the  prisoner  in  association  in  the  prison  hospital| 
or,  when  necessary,  by  certification  as  insane. 

Eighty-nine  prisoners  were  released  on  medical  grounds,  20  males  and 
69  females,  64  of  whom  were  released  on  account  of  advanced  pregnancjr. 
The  releases  this  year  are  rather  fewer  than  usual.  Particulars  are  given  in 
the  usual  table  in  Appendix  18. 

The  number  of  convicted,  debtor,  and  surety  prisoners  certified  insane  in 
the  local  prisons  was  129,  104  males  and  25  females,  giving  a  rate  of 
•61  per  1,000  males,  and  '51  per  1,000  females  received,  or  a  total  rate  for 
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the  two  86X68  of  -59  per  1,000  received.  The  steady  decrease  in  the  rate 
which  hai  been  going  on  for  some  years  is  very  satisfactory,  but  when  it 
is  pointed  out  that  of  the  129  cases  certified,  73  were  found  to  be  mentally 
unsound  on  reception,  and  27  more  exhibited  symptoms  of  insanity  within 
a  month  of  reception,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  still  much  room  for 
reform  in  the  matter  of  committing  persons  to  prison  who  are  either 
actually  insane  or  are  on  the  borderland  of  insanity.  Many  of  those  who 
were  in  prison  for  some  time  before  actual  symptoms  of  insanity  were 
observed  were  either  described  as  of  weak,  unstable  or  impaired  mental 
condition  on  reception,  or  were  known  to  have  been  previously  insane. 

In  addition  to  those  certified  insane,  354  prisoners  were  reported  as  more 
or  less  unfit  for  the  ordinary  penal  discipline  owing  to  mental  deficiency, 
and  were  treated  under  the  regulations  for  the  "Feeble-minded."  The 
number  so  treated  keeps  much  the  same  as  in  former  years — thus  in 
1902-3  it  was  333 ;  in  1903-4,  345  ;  in  1904-5,  412,  and  this  year  354. 
Several  of  them  were  received  more  than  once  in  the  year,  and  the  records 
of  many  of  these  prisoners  indicate  the  desirability  of  dealing  with  liiem  in 
other  ways  than  sending  them  to  prison. 

The  subject  of  the  treatment  of  the  youthful  criminal  has  again  this  year 
been  much  to  the  front.  Gradual  extension  of  the  iE^)ecial  rules,  as  far  as 
the  length  of  the  sentence  will  permit,  on  the  Borstal  lines  has  been  made  in 
the  various  local  prisons,  and  a  working  scheme  is  being  devised  to  record 
various  physical  and  mental  data  of  all  prisoners  coming  into  prison 
between  the  age  of  16  and  21.  This  is  already  being  done  at  Borstal  and 
Dartmoor,  where  the  longer  sentences  of  prisoners  permit  of  rather  more 
details  being  taken  At  Dartmoor  the  convict  juvenile-adult  class  has 
grown,  and  now  numbers  81.  The  Swedish  system  of  drill  has  been 
adopted  since  November  1905,  and  is  considered  preferable  to  that 
previously  in  use,  as  the  movements  are  less  violent,  more  prolonged,  and 
the  whole  of  the  body  muscles  are  brought  into  quieter  and  more  persistent 
play.  Accurate  data  are  taken  of  each  case  as  to  height,  weight,  chest  girth, 
hip  and  shoulder  measurement,  age,  family  history,  crime,  &c.,  and  whether 
any  marked  physical  or  mental  defect  exists.  These  are  completed  on 
discharge,  and  a  comparison  of  the  two  observations  up  to  the  present, 
Dr.  Dyer,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Dartmoor,  informs  me,  indicates  that  the 
following  features  are  noticeable,  viz.,  I.  Distinct  improvement  in  the  mental 
condition,  specially  in  the  backward  cases,  which  he  attributes  to  the  general 
tone  prevailing  and  to  the  instruction  given  in  class  and  at  work ; 
n.  Increase  in  chest  measurement  and  general  muscular  development, 
showing  itself  not  so  much  in  an  increase  of  weight  as  in  a  change  from  a 
flabby  to  a  tonic  condition  of  muscle. 

Except  here  and  there,  where  you  get  a  persistently  troublesome  youth, 
who  has  to  be  removed  from  the  category,  they  are  well-behaved,  tractable, 
aad  teachable,  seem  anxious  to  learn  the  different  trades  and  make  a  fresh 
■tart  in  life  on  release.  Another  incident  of  the  year  is  that  from  time  to 
time  the  jovenile-adults  meet  in  association  under  supervision  and  play 
draughts,  chess,  backgammon,  &o.  This  privilege  is  naturally  much 
appreciated,  and  it  seems  to  have  a  good  effect  in  promoting  friendly 
intercourse  and  healthy  rivalry,  improves  the  mind,  and  forms  a  pleasant 
telaxilion  from  the  cellular  monotony  of  non-working  hours. 

Qmte  recently  this  class  of  prisoner  has  been  put  upon  the  highest 
convict  diet,  Diet  E,  and,  although  the  time  is  short  in  which  to  judge,  yet 
from  the  marked  absence  of  any  applications  for  more  food,  it  seems  to 
latiafy  their  physical  requirements,  and,  as  on  the  former  diet  their  weight 
WIS  more  than  maintained,  it  is  likely  to  continue  to  increase,  which  in 
most  cases  it  should  do. 

In  studving  the  family  history  of  these  youths  it  is  rather  remarkable  to 
note  the  lar^e  percentage  in  which  there  is  either  an  alcoholic,  epileptic,  or 
umne  taint  in  the  parents.  This  handicaps  them  early  in  life,  and  makes 
them  more  easily  a  prey  to  bad  environment. 
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The  same  account  comee  from  Dr.  Pitcaun,  the  Medical  Officer  at 
Borstal.  Be  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  farther  observation  confirms 
the  opinion  previonslj  arrived  at,  that  the  average  are  below  the  standard  of 
height  of  individnals  of  their  social  position,  and  although  those  sent 
to  jBorstal  are  more  or  less  selected  as  being  free  from  marked  physical 
and  mental  defect,  and  thus  benefiting  by  the  course,  they  exhibit  many 
of  the  so-called  "signs  of  degeneracy."  He  speaks  fovourably  of  the 
dietary  and  general  regime,  and  of  their  general  physical  condition  on 
discharge. 

As  showing  the  extreme  importance  of  using  every  possible  effort  to 
reform  the  individual  between  the  ages  of  16  and  21,  and  a  priori  at  an 
earlier  ase,  I  should  like  to  mention  in  connection  with  the  elaborate 
anthropological  investigations  now  going  on  of  convicts,  that  at  Parkhurst 
an  analysis  of  849  convicts  with  respect  to  age  at  first  imprisonment — 616  of 
these  being  recidivists,  or  more  or  less  of  the  habitual  type  of  criminal, 
and  333  of  the  star  class— showed  that  no  lees  than  64  per  cent,  of  the 
habitual  criminals  received  their  first  sentence  at  or  below  the  age  of 
21  years,  whereas  of  the  star  class,  who,  experience  has  shown,  rarely  return 
on  a  second  conviction,  there  were  only  some  8  per  cent,  below  the  age 
of  21  when  sentenced. 

Apart  from  the  physical  and  mental  improvement  noted  in  the  juvenOe- 
adult,  the  general  results  of  the  Borstal  scheme  on  the  morals  of  young 
offenders  are,  I  believe,  equally  favourable,  and  the  statistics  bearing  upon 
the  subsequent  careers  of  those  who  have  been  already  subjected  to  it  will 
be  found  to  give  ample  promise  of  rescuing  many  youths  from  the  careers 
of  crime  on  which  they  had  abeady  entered  with  every  prospect  of  becoming 
eventually  habitual  criminals. 

Whilst,  therefore,  the  scheme  may  be  claimed  so  far  as  a  success,  it  may 
be  well  to  utter  a  word  of  warning  to  those  who  see  in  it  an  altruistic 
ideal.  No  doubt  there  are  some  of  the  youths  who  only  require  to  be  taken 
away  from  vicious  surroundings,  and  shown  something  better  and  higher 
than  they  have  hitherto  known,  to  accept  and  follow  a  letter  course  of  life  ; 
yet  by  far  the  majority  have  become  bv  heredity  and  environment  a  danger 
to  society,  and  can  only  be  cured  by  almost  a  total  change  in  their 
individuality.  The  committal  to  prison  under  the  good  r6gime  provides 
the  first  step— it  supplies  rest  ana  the  necessary  restraint,  routme  and 
continuous  work  day  by  day — not  intermittent  work  for  a  day  or  two 
and  then  loafing  for  four  or  five  days.  Natural  sleep  and  rest  restores 
physical  energy,  and,  in  like  manner,  freedom  from  a  vicious  life  gives 
recuperation  to  the  moral  powers.  The  idea  must  be  kept  in  mind  that 
these  youths,  though  approaching  adolescence  in  years,  are  only  in  an 
embryonic  condition  in  training.  The  individual  cannot  be  forced  forward 
to  a  higher  stage  than  he  is  capable  of,  and  we  must  be  prepared  for 
relapses — ^it  would  seem  as  if  they  are  capable  of  "  being  good  "  for  a  time 
only,  the  old,  seemingly  uncontrollable,  propensities  will  break  out  again,  bat 
we  must  not  despair,  for  if  we  consider  a  moment  this  is  only  psychologically 
natural.  Character  is  of  slow  formation,  and  requires  a  long  sti^e  of 
tutelage.  It  may  be  objected  that  this  has  too  great  a  tendency  to  *'  dry 
nursing " ;  that  by  it  the  individual  becomes  more  or  less  an  automaton 
without  any  initiative  to  run  done  ;  but  good  conduct,  we  are  told,YeBults 
from  natural  bent,  instruction,  and  habit  ;  and  in  our  subjects  nature  has 
been  dwarfed,  instruction  has  been  wanting  or  misdirected,  and  bad  rather 
than  good  habits  have  been  contracted,  requiring  a  long  course  of  moral 
training  and  guidance.  In  prison  we  must  be  content,  at  any  rate  in  tHe 
case  of  those  with  short  sentences,  if  we  have  put  them  on  the  firat  step  of 
the  ladder  towards  reformation,  leaving  them  to  the  good  offices  of  "  after- 
care ''  associations  for  a  continuance  of  the  good  work. 

The  daily  average  population  in  the  convict  prisons  was  3,135—2,994  males 
and  141  females,  a  decrease  of  51  males  and  five  females  on  the  population 
last  year. 
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Tho  namber  under  treatment  in  hospital  was  1J35— 1,672  males  and 
63  females ;  1,136  males  and  226  females  have  been  under  medical  treatment 
out  of  bospitid,  and  a  large  number  of  cases  for  trivial  ailments  not  requiring 
continuous  treatment. 

There  has  been  no  infections  illness  beyond  a  few  cases  of  influenza,  and 
this  ha9  not  been  nearly  so  prevalent  as  in  some  previous  years. 

There  have  been  18  deaths — 16  males  and  two  females— all  due  to  natural 
caoses  with  the  exception  of  one  male  prisoner  at  Portland,  who  died  from 
injuries  sustained  by  an  accidental  fall  from  a  truck.  The  coroner's  jury 
returned  the  f ollowins  verdict :  ^  Congestion  of  the  lungs,  the  result  of  a 
fractured  sternum,  such  fracture  being  caused  by  his  falling  from  a  truck 
while  working  in  the  quarries,  such  death  being  the  result  of  an  accident.*' 
The  number  of  deaths  from  natural  causes  give  a  death-rate  of  5*4  per  1,000 
of  the  daily  population  against  7*2  per  1,000  last  year.  This  is  considerably 
below  the  average  death-rate  of  the  last  26  years.  AmoDgst  a  comparatively 
■mall  population  the  death-rate  must  necessarily  fluctuate  from  year  to 
year. 

Death  was  due  in  five  cases  to  phthisis,  the  disease  existing  in  all  but  one 
cue  before  reception  into  prison.    Five  succumbed  to  heart  £sease. 

There  is  again  no  suicide  to  record  this  year. 

One  convict  was  released  on  medical  grounds,  a  female,  suffering  from 
ulceration  of  the  soft  and  hard  palate,  which  was  thought  to  be  lupus ;  she 
was  released  in  order  to  obtain  X-Bay  treatment. 

Nineteen  convicts — 17  males  and  two  females — were  certified  insane, 
a  decrease  of  six  males  on  the  number  certified  last  year.  The  same 
arrangement  as  regards  the  males  was  continued  this  year  as  last  pending 
the  openinff  of  the  asylum  building  at  Parkhurst,  which  will  be  very 
shortly  ready  for  occurraition.  Particulars  of  these  lunatics  will  be  found 
in  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Parkhurst  Prison.

Under  special  or  general  instmctions  I  have  once,  or  twice,  or  more 
frequently,  visited  all  the  local  and  convict  prisons  in  England  and  Wales, 
and  have  made  enquiries  respecting  the  chaplain's  department  and  all 
matters  connected  with  the  spiritual  and  moral  side  of  the  prison  economy. 
I  have  in  due  course  interviewed  the  chaplains,  schoolmasters,  and  school- 
mistresses, and  have  spoken  to  many  of  the  lady  visitors,  authorities  of 
Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Societies  and  others  relative  to  their  work,  and 
have  reported  to  you  on  each  occasion  the  result  of  my  enquiries  aod 
interviewR.  Generally  speaking,  I  may  express  the  hope  that  nearly  all  that 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  about  the  work  in  prison  chapels, 
schools,  library,  and  cells  has  been  of  a  very  satisfactory  character.  In  all 
directions,  zeal,  devotion,  and  efficiency  have  been  the  prevailing  feature  in 
the  labours  of  thme  to  whose  charge  you  have  committed  the  moral  and 
religious  welfare  of  the  prisoner. 

During  the  year  much  has  been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  improvements 
■  of  both  the  fabrics  and  the  furniture  of  the  chapels.  With  two  or  three 
exceptions,  and  in  these  instances  the  needed  alterations  and  improvements 
have  received  sanction  of  the  Commissioners,  all  the  prison  chapels  are  now 
decent  places  of  worship,  and  are  properly  fumishea  for  the  purposes  of 
divine  service. 

A  new  chapel  has  been  erected  at  Aylesbury  prison^  and  has  been  dedicated 
by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  After  the  dedication  the  Bishop  gave 
an  admirable  address  and  held  a  confirmation  service,  at  which  14  of  the 
female  prisoners  who  had  been  carefully  prepared  received  the  imposition  of 
the  Bishop's  hands.  The  chapel  is  a  spacious  building,  is  excellent  for  sound 
and  for  all  church  use,  and  is  fuUy  equipped  with  all  that  can  make  for 
ecclesiastical  "  decency  and  order." 

The  testimony  of  all  the  chaplains  is  that  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners  at 
the  chapel  services  has  been  umformly  reverent,  attentive,  and  orderly,  and 
that  the  prisoners  have  taken  a  great  and  appreciative  interest  in  the  conduct 
of  the  services,  and,  in  fact,  in  everything  that  has  appertained  to 
their  chapel.  As  an  indicatiun  of  the  reverence  which  the  prisoners 
generally  pay  to  the  sanctuary  and  its  worship,  one  chaplain  records  that, 
though  bis  congregation  numbers  several  hundreds,  there  were  only  four 
prisoners  reported  for  misconduct  during  the  year. 

Prisoners  frequently  put  questions  to  their  clergy  with  reference  to  the 
services,  lessons,  and  sermons  which  they  have  heard  in  the  chapel,  and  show 
in  this  manner  that  their  interest  in  religious  worship  does  not  always  subside 
immediately  after  it  has  been  aroused.  It  is  hoped,  and  happily  it  is  known 
in  not  a  few  cases,  that  spiritual  truths  are  learnt  in  prison,  and  that  they 
become  the  foundation  of  a  changed  life  and  character.  Ex-prisoners  often 
ask  to  be  allowed  to  send  in  flowers  for  chapel  use,  and  one  prisoner  made 
an  offering  of  a  set  of  music  books  to  the  prison  choir  with  which  for  some 
12  months  he  had  been  connected.  In  presenting  the  books  he  said  that  it 
was  "in  appreciation  of  the  chapel  services  which  the  Commissioners  had 
provided  for  the  benefit  of  himself  and  others  like  him." 
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Under  toot  antbority  the  seryioes  have  been  made  as  elaRtic  as  possible. 
Thooffh  the  Prayer  Book  is  sometimes  regarded  as  ^*  formal  in  its  provision 
of  poblic  worship,  it  is/*  as  an  experienced  chaplain  remarks.  "  astonishinff 
what  a  variety  o£  services  find  authority  within  its  limits.  It  is  found 
in  prison  chapels  that  it  certainly  furnishes  a  number  of  changes  that  must 
meet  many  tastes  and  capacities. 

Short  sermons  are  preached  on  Sundays  and  addresses  are  given  during 
the  week.  Many  of  the  bishops,  dignitaries,  and  clergy  of  the  Church  have 
attended  the  services  and  addressed  the  prisoners.  In  one  town  no  less  than 
19  of  the  neighbouring  clergy  lent  their  good  offices  in  this  way,  and  it  is 
needless  to  say  that  both  the  chaplain  and  his  charge  were  grateful  for  such 
ffBnerons  and  effective  help.  Several  of  the  bishops  have  also  held  confirma- 
tion services  in  prison  chapels,  and  in  one  or  two  cases  have  taken  part  in 
the  terribly  trying  ordeal  of  ministering  to  prisoners  awaiting  the  capital 
lentence. 

During  the  Advent  and  Lent  seasons  courses  of  sermons  and  special  forms 
of  service  have  been  provided  for  the  prisoners.  The  results  in  all  cases 
have  afforded  a  certain  amount  of  satis&ction.  At  Christinas  and  on  other 
mtrked  occasions  choirs  have  in  several  districts  kindly  sung  carols  or  led  the 
chapel  singing,  and  in  one  prison  a  band  lent  its  most  effective  services  to 
the  worship  in  the  prison  chapel. 

Where  the  harmonium  has  become  old  and  useless  for  its  purpose,  a  new 
American  organ  has  been  supplied  to  take  its  place.  Theso  instruments 
have  proved  to  be  equal  to  all  that  is  required,  and  they  have  contributed  no 
little  to  the  brightness  and  proper  conduct  of  the  chapel  services. 

A  new  chant  book  has  been  compiled,  and  has  been  circulated  for  the  use 
of  prison  choirs.  The  book  **  has  proved  a  great  help  and  most  Suitable  to 
the  voices  of  the  congregation."  The  singing  in  the  prison  services  being  a 
marked  feature,  care  is  taken  that  music  shall  be  used  at  ail  the  services, 
and  that  tunes  and  chants  shall  be  selected  such  as  are  of  a  popular  character 
and  likely  to  enhance  the  general  effect. 

MissionB  under  the  auspices  of  the  Parochial  Mission,  the  Biirfield 
Community  and  the  Church  Army  have  been  held  in  a  large  number  of 
the  prison  chapels,  and  the  reports  of  the  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  and 
the  results  of  the  missions  have  been  very  gratifying. 

The  rites  of  Baptism  and  Holy  Communion  have  been  administered  to  all 
who  were  eligible  to  receive  them,  and  every  prison  is  provided  with  all  that 
is  necessary  tor  their  due  performance. 

In  several  prisons  Bible  classes  and  classes  for  religious  instruction 
have  been  held,  and  they  have  been  appreciated  by  the  prisoners,  and 
undoubtedly  productive  of  goodi  At  Bedford  there  has  been  an  assemblage 
of  the  boys  regularly  every  Sunday  afternoon  throughout  the  year.  In  every 
uutance  the  chaplains  speak  of  the  good  behaviour  and  attention  of  the 
•cholatB. 

The  prisoners  make  good  use  of  the  library,  and  so  much  do  they  value 
uie  privilege,  that  it  is  very  seldom  that  a  book  is  carelessly  or  roughly 
^ted  or  wantonly  damaged.  The  majority  of  prisoners  prefer  books  of 
"^venture  and  fiction  to  those  of  a  more  serious  import.  There  are,  however, 
^^7  prisoners  who  give  themselves  to  serious  study,  and  try  to  increase 
^«r  knowledge  of  languages,  peoples,  and  things.  As  the  libraries  contain 
5^rks  of  all  kinds,  religious  and  secular,  educational  and  technical, 
"^^oresting  and  entertaining,  and  no  small  number  of  the  well-known 
"^^Umes,  they  may  be  said  to  provide  for  almost  every  literary  taste  and 
^^P^ty.    The  copiousness  of  the  libraries  and  the  suitable  character  of  the 
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books— and  I  may  add  the  fairness  and  consideration  in  their  distribntion — 
are  indicated  in  the  fact  that  library  complaints  are  exceedingly  few  in 
number.  The  wants  and  desires  of  the  prisoners  are  liberally  met,  and  they 
themselres  frequently  bear  witness  to  thac  effect. 

The  youthful  offenders  are  great  readers.  Their  inclinations  are  in  the 
direction  of  stories  of  adventure,  and  those  authors  who  supply  that  kind 
of  literature  are  in  no  mean  repute  with  them.  In  all  the  prisons  a  certain 
portion  of  the  library  consists  of  books  specially  chosen  for  the  use  of 
juyenile  readers. 

A  little  book  treating  of  the  laws  of  health,  ventilation,  and  sanitation  ; 
of  temperance,  thrift,  domestic  economy  ;  of  common  ailments,  sickness, 
nursing ;  of  the  care  of  children,  &c.,  &c.  was  introduced  a  short  time  ago 
into  the  prisons  as  a  reader  for  the  women  and  girls  who  were  atteodiog  the 
schools.  It  was  found  to  be  so  useful  and  acceptable  that  under  your 
direction  arrangements  are  contemplated  for  its  distribution  amongst  all 
prisoners  who  are  able  to  read.  Already  the  little  work  has  been  pro- 
ductive of  some  happy  results,  and  it  is  hoped  that  its  presence  in 
the  prison  cells  will  tend  to  correct  much  of  that  lamentable  domestic 
"  economy "  which  prevails  in  the  homes  of  many  of  those  who  find  their 
way  to  prisons. 

The  work  in  the  prison  schools  is  being  carried  on  with  the  zeal  and 
success  which  hitherto  have  accompanied  it.  The  number  of  prisoners  under 
instructioo  Jast  year  was  9,995,  and  this  year  it  is  9,991,  only  four  less.  Of 
the  9,991  scholars,  4,0G7  passed  one  standsml,  2,352  two  standands,  955  three 
standards,  and  220  four  standards.  These  figures  are,  I  venture  to  submit, 
hiffhly  satisfactory,  and,  if  the  sentences  of  the  prisouers  had  generally  been 
otherwise  than  very  short,  they  would  doubtless  have  been  more  so. 
When  the  shortness  of  the  sentences  and  the  sluggiBh  intellects  of  a  large 
number  of  the  prisoners  are  taken  into  consideration,  these  figures  represent 
creditable  labour  and  achievements  on  the  part  of  the  schoolmasters  and 
schoolmistresses  of  the  prison  establishment. 

The  three  prisons  that  have  obtained  the  best  results,  both  average  and 
special,  are  Nottingham,  Preston,  and  Lincoln,  the  last  two  being  almost 
a  tie. 

The  Educational  Acts  have  made  their  influence  felt  amongst  the  people 
at  larffe,  and  thus  have  affected  those  who  come  to  the  prison.  One  chaplain 
remaras  that  the  educational  statistics  of  his  prison  indicated  50  years  ago 
that  upwards  of  56  per  cent,  of  the  prisoners  were  illiterate,  but  that  now 
they  do  not  point  higher^  than  25  per  cent,  a  difference  of  31  per  cent. 
Another  chaplain  states  that  out  of  5,709  cases  only  278  were  eligible  for 
school  instruction,  and  that  of  this  number  only  49  were  illiterate. 

Though  these  are  pleasant  statements,*  yet  they  do  not  represent  the 
experience  of  all  the  chaplains,  one  of  whom  says  that  it  is  astonishing  how 
many  young  men  coming  under  his  notice  can  do  little  more  that  write  their 
own  names  or  evade  the  designation  of  illiterate.  Another  chaplain  continues 
the  same  strain,  and  asserts  that  the  majority  of  prisoners  attending  the 
school  are  very  dull  and  do  not  make  any  appreciable  progress. 

The  figures  above  show,  however,  that  in  spite  of  dull  and  sluggish 
intellects,  the  prisoner  scholars  as  a  rule  do  credit  to  the  system  which  the 
Commissioners  have  devised  and  provided  for  their  mental  improvement. 

A  very  hopeful  class  of  material  upon  which  the  schoolmaster  can  work  is 
the  juvenile-adult.  The  reports  generally  draw  attention  to  the  diligence, 
interest,  and  progress  which  distinguish  the  efforts  of  the  youthful 
offender  in  his  school,  employment.    The  schools  at  Borstal  and  Dartmoor 
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luire  very  Mpable  teachen  and  not  a  few  creditable  pupils,  some-  of  them 
hsTiiig  done  excellent  work.  I  may  cite  the  returns  from  Borstal,  which 
show  that  out  of  102  yooths  eligible  for  instruction,  56  passed  through  one 
standard,  44  passed  two  standards,  20  paraed  three  standards,  five  passed 
four  standards,  and  one  passed  through  five  standards  according  to  the 
Elementary  Educational  Code. 

The  schoolmaster's  greatest  difficulty  is  found  with  the  boys  whose 
sentences  are  so  short  that  it  is  almobt  impossible  to  ensure  their  progress 
or  to  teach  them  anything.  But  even  if  the  sentences  are  short  one 
chaplain  affirms  that  **  suitable  and  vigorous  methods,  combined  with  strong 
madiinery  for  aid  and  superrision  on  discharge,  can  be  made  effectual  for 
good." 

The  number  of  those  who  have  been  brought  up  without  any  religious 
training  is  appallingly  and  incredibly  great.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  surprise 
that  so  many  of  them  should  find  their  way  to  the  prison.  Yet  when  they 
are  taught  as  thev  are  in  the  prisons  the  simplest  truths  of  the  Christiaa 
fiuth,  they  not  innequently  express  their  acceptance  of  them  in  an  amend- 
ment of  life.  The  youthful  and  first  offenders  are  particularly  open  to 
impressions  which  the  chapel  services  and  church  teaching  in  a  good  direction 
very  often  supply.    Many  of  the  chaplains  testify  to  this  fact. 

In  some  of  the  prisons  the  juvenile-adults  have  been  organised  into  a 
choir  and  have  led  tne  singing  at  the  services.  Attempts  have  been  made  to 
give  them  a  proper  training,  and  the  results  have  generally  been  satisfactory. 

Under  your  directions  a  lecture  scheme  for  the  benefit  of  the  juvenile- 
tdults  has  been  organised  in  all  the  prisons  where  it  is  feasible.  The 
goTemors  and  chaplains  have  eagerly  taken  up  the  scheme  and  their  efforts 
have  so  far  been  crowned  with  success.  At  present  the  scheme  has  not  been 
sufficiently  long  in  existence  to  warrant  a  report  upon  it,  but  I  may  mention 
that  the  lectures  have  been  on  such  subjects  as  character,  perseverance, 
honour,  health  of  mind  and  body,  discipline,  self-made  men,  heroes,  &c.,  Ac 
and  have  been  given  by  clergymen  and  laymen.  The  close  attention  of  the 
hearers  has  been  remarked  upon  by  the  lecturera,  and  it  is  hoped  that  "  no 
httle  good,"  as  one  chaplain  puts  it,  "  has  been  effected." 

At  the  State  Inebriate  Reformatory  at  Aylesbury  the  kindness  of  friends 
lirovided  s  magic-lantern  entertaiimient  and  also  some  concerts  for  the 
benefit  of  the  fenuUe  inmates.  This  generous  labour  was  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  women,  and  was  not  without  its  moral  influence  upon  the  conduct 
and  thoughts  of  the  audience. 

The  kindness,  zeal,  and  laboura  of  the  lady  visitors  in  their  attention  to 
the  female  prisoners  show  no  signs  of  abatement.  As  time  goes  on  these 
features  in  their  work  of  love  seem  to  increase  and  to  become  more 
pronounced.  The  record  of  their  work  last  year  was  highly  satisfactory,  but 
this  year  has  witnessed  a  surpassing  of  all  their  previous  achievements. 
Daring  the  year  they  have  paid  3,563  visits  to  prisons  and  have  interviewed 
ao  lees  than  14,719  cases.  These  figurea^are,  I.  submit,  the  best  monument 
than  can  be  raised  to  their  goodness  and  activity. 

The  interest  which  these  ladies  take  in  their  work  does  not  lifnit  itself  to 
the  area  of  the  prison  cell,  but  extends  itself  to  long  distances  outside  the 
walls  in  a  sympathetic  after- care  and  help  to  those  who  on  regaining  their 
hberty  have  needed  it.  Though  their  efforts  have  not  always  been  rewarded 
with  success,  **  their  zeal  has  never  been  allowed  to  flag,  and  their  work  is 
■till  followed  up  with  the  utmost  patience  and  perseverance." 

In  some  prisons  the  chaplain  and  lady  visitora  meet  regularly  and  discuss 
mattera  connected  with  the  work  amongst  female  prisoners.  The  discussions 
ve  of  a  practical  character,  and  they  have  proved  to  be  most  useful  and 
•dvantageous  in  several  directions. 
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The  lecture  scheme  for  female  prisoners  is  in  fall  working  order  wherever 
it  is  possible.  The  lady  visitors  and  others  have  lent  most  liberal  help  in 
this  way,  and  have  afforded  much  instruction  and  sati^sction  to  their 
hearers.  One  lady  speaking  of  her  experience  as  a  lecturer  says  that  "  it  is 
delightful  to  see  the  women  sitting  on  their  stools  in  the  corridors,  and 
listening  with  eager  interest  to  every  word  one  says."  The  lectures  have 
been  on  useful  subjects  such  to  air,  water,  dothing,  spring-cleaning,  home 
influence,  sick  nursing,  the  pawnshop,  poverty,  health  and  how  to  keep  well, 
&c.,  Ac,  Many  of  the  lecturers  have  been  highly-gifted  ladies,  ana  have 
given  of  their  wealth  of  knowledge  and  experience  for  the  benefit  of  the 
female  prisoner.  Several  members  of  the  University  of  South  Wales, 
Cardiff,  have  done  much  in  this  way  to  the  grateful  satisfaction  of  many 
concerned. 

That  the  visits  of  the  chaplains  have  been  acceptable  to  the  prisoners 
may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that  reports  have  come  from  nearly  all 
the  prisons  that  the  visits  have  invariably  been  respectfully  and  gratdhiliy 
received. 

I  cannot  finish  this  report  without  expressing  my  obligations  to  my  fellow 
clergy  for  their  kind  and  pleasant  reception  of  me,  and  for  the  unstinted 
assistance  which  they  have  given  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.  I 
have  no  recollection  but  of  their  courtesy  and  help,  and  they  have  been 
great.  Whenever  the  assistance  of  the  governor  of  the  prison  has  been 
invoked,  it  has  been  forthcoming  in  the  kindest  and  most  generous  manner. 
The  schoolmasters  and  schoolmistresses  have  shown  themselves  to  be  an 
exemplary  and  efficient  body  of  officers ;  their  influence  in  the  prison  is 
excellent ;  and  the  result  of  their  tactful,  patient,  and  zealous  labours  ia 
exhibited  in  the  exceedingly  creditable  returns  which  have  been  submitted  to 
you,  and  to  which  I  have  referred.

Bed/ord,^A  shed  has  been  converted  into  a  shoemakers*  shop  for 
JQYezules. 

A  chimney  shaft  has  been  bailt  np  the  side  of  G  wing  for  the  baker*s  oven 
in  the  kitchen  in  lien  of  the  old  nnderground  flue  formerly  used. 

Birmingham, — The  renewal  of  w.a*s  and  soil  and  ventilating  pipes 
throoghont  the  prison  has  been  continued. 

The  conversion  of  the  old  treadwheel  house  into  an  associated  labour 
workshop  has  been  completed. 

A  condemned  cell  has  been  formed  for  males. 

One  of  the  turret  quarters  has  been  improved  by  the  insertion  of  larger 
windows  and  the  removal  of  earth  from  the  outside  of  basement  walls. 

Additional  yard  lamps  have  been  provided. 

Incombustible  materials  have  been  substituted  for  the  lath  and  plaster  tops 
of  extraction  culverts  in  the  roofs  of  A,  C,  D,  E,  and  G  wings. 

Bodmin, — ^The  drying-horses  in  the  laundry  have  been  reconstructed,  and 
improved  ventilation  Ium  been  provided.  An  iron  gate  has  been  fixed  at 
entrance  to  drying  ground. 

An  iron  gate  has  also  been  fixed  in  the  office  corridor. 

A.  balcony  and  means  of  egress  have  been  provided  for  escape  from  the  sick 
ward  of  the  males*  hospital  in  case  of  fire.  An  improved  w.c.  has  been  fitted 
op  in  this  hospital.

Iron  doors  have  been  fixed  to  openings  from  the  boiler  rooms  of  male  and 
iwnale  prison  to  the  fresh-air  culverts. 
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Brixton, — A  new  prison  wing  of  200  oeils  has  been  bnili. 
Two  additional  cooking  pots  and  a  potato-steamer  have  been  fixed  in  the 
oook-hoase. 

Thirty  subordinate  officers'  quarters  are  in  course  of  erection,  and  a  new 
road  in  front  of  them  is  being  formed. 

Additional  paths,  w.c.'s,  and  urinal  have  been  provided  m  G  wing  exercise 
yard. 

Improyed  fresh- air  inlets  have  been  fixed  under  the  windows  of 
55  ceUs. 

A  telephone  has  been  installed  between  the  prison  centre  and  G  wing. 

Cambridge, — The  combustible  coverings  to  horisontal  foul-air  culverts  in 
males'  wing  have  been  removed,  and  coke  breeze  and  cement  concrete 
coverings  have  been  substituted. 

Canterbury. — The  water  main  has  been  extended,  and  four  additional 
hydrants  fixed. 

The  foul-air  culverts  in  roof  of  A  wing  have  been  lined  with  galvanized 
sheet  iron  for  protection  against  fire. 

Cardiff. — ^In  the  females'  prison  two  officers'  bedrooms  have  been  converted 
from  cells,  and  the  old  debtors'  day-room  has  been  converted  into  an  officers' 
sitting-room.

The  extraction  culverts  in  roof  of  B  wing  have. been  made  secure  against 
fire. 

A  new  fire-main  has  been  laid,  and  four  hydrants  fixed. 

Carmariheri, — A  drain  in  front  of  the  Governor's  house  has  beenrelaid 
and  a  new  manhole  constructed.

A  door  has  been  formed  in  enclosure  wall  so  that  prisoners  may  be 
taken  out  to  cultivate  the  piece  of  land  acquired  for  a  new  hospital  for 


Exeter. — ^Improved  sanitary  arrangements,  sinks,  and  drainage  have  been 
installed  in  warders*  quarters,  Nos.  6  and  7. 

The  entrance  from  quarters  No.  2  has  been  arranged  from  the  outside 
instead  of  from  the  inside  of  prison  entrance. 

The  drains  at  the  back  of  the  Govemor^s  house  have  been  reconstructed. 

Additional  scats  have  been  fixed  on  the  male  side  of  chapel. 

New  exercise  paths  have  been  laid  on  the  south  side  of  A  wing. 

A  new  boiler  has  been  provided  for  heating  A  wing. 

Gloucester.^Strong  sashes  and  improved  fresh-air  inlets  under  same  have 
been  fixed  in  two  association  cells  in  B  wing,  and  a  matted  cell  has  been 
fitted  up  in  the  same  wing. 

Two  w.c.'s  have  been  erected  in  the  exercise  yard  for  A  wing. 

The  following  works  have  been  carried  out  in  connection  with  .the 
precantions  against  fire  : — A  new  water  nudn  has  been  laid  and  nine  hydrants

By  the  substitution  of  new  rain-water  pipes  for  the  disused  soil  pipes 
with  breeches  pieces  which  acted  as  rain-water  pipes,  in  A  wing,  the  whole 
of  this  work  has  been  completed  in  the  prison.

Manchester, — The  conversion  of  treadwheel  house  to  an  associated  labour 
workshop  has  been  completed. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  prison  drainage  has  been  continued. 

A  male  officers'  mess-room  has  been  formed  out  of  part  of  old  female 
reception. 

An  annexe  for  ironing  stoves  has  been  built  out  from  the  laundry. 

The  Cotham  Street  property,  purchased  for  warders'  quarters,  has  been 
repaired  and  improved. 

The  floors  over  boilers  in  male  and  female  hospitals  have  been  reconstructed 
for  safety  against  fire. 

Enlarged  windows  have  been  provided  to  two  padded  cells  in  the  males' 
hospital 

The  gratings  to  all  the  fresh-air  inlets  to  hot  water  pipe  chambers  have 
been  secured. 

Newcastle. — An  undimbable  iron  fence  has  been  fixed  in  males'  exercise 
yird  between  hospital  and  latrine,  to  prevent  escapes. 

A  skylight  with  ventilator  has  been  fixed  in  roof  of  cookhouse  and  a  hood 
bas  becm  fixed  over  cooking  pots  to  carry  off  steam. 

Two  cells  in  the  males'  and  one  in  the  females'  prison  have  been  fitted  up 
with  mats. 

Opaque  glass  has  been  removed  from  the  cell  windows  of  E  wing  (females) 
and  clear  glass  substituted.

Oast  iron  soot  doors  have  been  fixed  to  smoke  flues  where  necessary  to 
faciUtate  sweeping.

Ox/ord.—A,  lavatory  basin  has  been  fixed  iu  the  Governor's  bath-room. 

The  enclosure  wall  at  the  end  of  female  prison  has  been  raised. 

A  new  fire  main  has  been  laid  and  nine  hydrants  fixed. 

Two  ventilating  cowls  have  been  fixed  on  roof  over  the  corridor  of  males* 
wing. 

Pentonville. — The  side  galleries  of  the  chapel  have  been  removed  and  the 
windows  enlarged. 

All  caked  gas  lights  in  cells  have  been  removed  and  electric  light 
substituted. 

The  fire  main  has  been  extended  and  eight  additional  hydrants  have  been 
fixed. 

Plymouth. — The  visiting  committee  room  has  been  enlarged  and  im- 
proved. 

Where  the  smoke  flues  from  the  stove  in  the  female  prison  corridor  and 
those  from  the  disinfecting  apparatus  and  the  female  hospital  pass  through 
the  roof  of  the  female  prison,  measures  have  been  taken  to  avoid  danger 
from  fire. 

Preston. — A  new  chimney  has  been  built  to  laundry. 

The  matron  has  been  provided  with  an  improved  bedroom  out  of  two 
female  officers*  rooms. 

Iron  gates  and  gas  boxes  have  been  provided  to  eight  observation  oells  ia 
the  males'  prison.' 

An  iron  gate  and  window  bars  have  been  fixed  to  the  solicitors*  room. 

Reading, — A  steel  washing-up  trough  has  been  provided  and  fixed  in  the 
kitchen. 

Ruthin. — An  additional  female  officers*  bedroom  has  been  constructed. 
An  enlarged  window  has  been  provided  for  the  Chaplain  s  office. 
Clipboards  have  been  formed  in  the  old  lift  recea^es  in  males*  wing. 

Shepton  Mallet. — The  reconstruction  of  buildings  damaged  by  the  fire  of 
July,  1904  has  been  continued.  Eight  old  bath  compartments  have  been 
converted  into  cells. 

Two  observation  cells  have  been  fitted  up. 

The  heating  of  cells  in  A,  B,  and  G  wings  has  been  improved. 
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Stafford.— The  proyimon  of  approved  cell  windows  and  inlet  ventilaton  in 
lien  of  the  old  small  and  insecure  windows  has  been  continued. 

Iron  gates  have  been  fixed  to  three  cells  in  the  Orescent  wing.

Three  special  cells  in  the  males'  wing  have  had  gas  boxes  formed  over  the 
doon. 

Usk.—A  disused  cell  has  been  converted  into  a  house  for  the  fire  engine. 

An  office  for  the  chief  warder  has  been  provided  in  the  central  hall  of 
prison. 

An  iron  gate  has  been  fixed  at  entrance  to  cook-house. 

Wakefield, — The  five  additional  warders*  quarters  commenced  last  year 
biTe  been  completed. 

The  re-drainage  of  the  prison  has  been  continued. 

A  w.c.  and  urinal  have  been  constructed  for  the  laundry  in  K  wing,  and 
nmilar  accommodation  has  been  provided  for  prisoners  employed  in  the 
woriuxx>m  in  H  wing. 

A  latrine  of  three  compartments  and  a  urinal  have  been  constructed  in 
H  wing  exercise  yard. 

The  old  roof  of  cook-house  has  been  entirely  removed  and  a  new  one  put 
on  with  lantern  lishts  and  ample  means  of  ventilation.  A  w.c.  and  unnal 
bsTe  been  provided  for  prisoners  employed  in  the  cook-house. 

Skylights  have  been  fixed  on  roof  of  tinmen's  shop  in  lieu  of  side  lights 
blocked  up  by  new  roof  of  cook-house. 

Nine  smoke  fiues  from  the  offices  running  close  under  roof  timbers  have 
been  removed  and  diverted  to  two  new  separate  vertical  shafts  which  have 
been  erected  for  the  purpose. 

The  old  schoolroom  near  gas  works  has  been  fitted  up  for  a  tailors'  shop. 

The  gas  works  have  been  reconstructed  and  improved. 

Ai  condemned  cell  and  execution  house  with  drop  apparatus  have  been 
constructed  at  outer  end  of  0  wing. 

Wron^^t  iron  spikes  have  been  fixed  to  a  portion  of  the  eaves  of  G  wing 
for  additional  security. 

Telephonic  communication  has  been  established  between  the  convict  prison 
snd  the  central  hall  of  males'  local  prison. 

A  drill  ground  has  been  paved  for  juvenile-adult  prisoners. 

A  field  on  the  west  of  the  prison  has  been  enclosed  with  a  corrugated  iron 
fence  8  feet  high  having  five  strands  of  barbed  wire  on  top,  and  a  doorway 
his  been  formed  in  the  prison  enclosure  wall  communicating  by  means  of  a 
bridge  constructed  over  a  brook  next  the  wall  with  the  field  to  enable 
joTenile-adult  prisoners  to  be  brought  out  of  the  prison  to  work  in  the 
field. 
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Wandsworth.— In  B,  0,  D,  and  E  wings  the  boilers  and  beatine  apparatus 
have  been  lowered  into  a  snb-basement  constructed  in  each  of  these  wings, 
and  20  additional  cells  have  been  formed  in  E  wing. 

The  old  pipes,  which  formerly  acted  as  combined  soil  and  rain-water 
pipes,  have  been  removed  from  the  walls  of  0,  D,  and  E  wings  and  the 
infectious  hospital,  their  breeches  pieces  have  been  cnt  out,  and  new  rain- 
water pipes  have  been  fixed  and  maae  to  discbarge  over  open  channels. 

Iron  soot  doors  have  been  fixed  to  smoke  fines  where  necessary  to  facilitate 
sweeping. 

Brass  standards  and  rods  have  been  fixed  in  the  Roman  Catholic  chapel 
for  curtains  to  screen  the  harmonium. 

Billiard  table  gas-lights  have  been  fixed  in  the  officers'  recreation- 
room. 

A  partition  has  been  fixed  across  carpenters'  shop  to  separate  juvenile- 
adults  from  other  prisoners. 

Twenty  cells  on  E IL  for  weak-minded  prisoners  have  had  iron  gates  fitted 
to  them,  the  gas  lights  put  in  boxes  over  the  doors,  clear  glass  in  windows, 
and  inlet  ventilators  fixed  nnder  windows.  Six  of  these  cells  have  been 
matted  and  four  fitted  with  extra  strong  sashes.

Winchester, — An  outside  iron  staircase  has  been  fixed  from  the  female 
officers'  quarters  to  facilitate  escape  in  case  of  fire. 

Two  manholes  have  been  constructed  on  the  drain  between  subordinate 
officers*  quarters  and  the  prison  entrance. 

Wood  chopping  boxes  and  a  shed  have  been  made  in  the  old  debtors* 
yard. 

Gas-light  boxes  have  been  formed  in  matted,  padded,  and  observation 
cells. 

The  twine-spinning  shed,  &c.,  in  hand  last  year  have  been  completed. 

Wormwood  Scrubs, — Gas  has  been  laid  on  in  24  warders*  quarters. 
A  new  w.c.  with  yard  has  been  annexed  to  the  debtors*  workroom. 
A  leather  store  adjoining  the  shoemakers*  shop  has  been  erected. 
Eight  *'  special  **  cells  have  been  converted  into  ordinary  cells. 
A  new  road  from  C  wing  to  the  reception  has  been  made. 
The  electric  light  has  been  installed  in  A  wing. 
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,A  carpenters*  shop,  shoemakers*  shop,  lecture  hall,  greenhouse,  and 
prodaoe  store  have  been  erected,  and  the  old  females*  bath-house  has 
been  conyerted  mto  a  bookbinders*  shop  for  the  use  of  juvenile-adult 
prisoners.

Borstal. — The  heating  of  the  four  wings  has  been  improved  by  the 
introduction  of  larger  stoves. 

By  throwing  two  cells  into  one,  100  larger  cells  have  been  formed  for 
juvenile-adult  prisoners  in  B,  G,  and  D  wings. 

The  warders*  mess-room  has  been  enlarged  and  improved. 

Additional  stores  have  been  erected  for  raw  materials  and  manufactured 
goods. 

Dartmoor. — The  reconstruction  of  the  prison  drainage  has  been  continued 
and  nearly  completed. 

The  improvement  of  the  old  No.  6  prison  has  been  continued. 

A  new  gas  holder  has  been  erected. 

The  laying  of  pipes  for  the  conveyance  of  leat  water  through  the  prison 
plantations  to  the  filter  beds  has  been  continued. 

The  erection  of  new  cells  on  the  site  of  old  No.  2  A  and  B  halls  has  been 
continued. 

A  prisoners*  dining  hall  has  been  erected. 

An  extension  of  the  bake-house  has  been  in  hand. 

An  enlargement  of  the  Roman  Catholic  chapel  has  been  in  progress,  the 
space  on  the  floor  below  being  utilized  as  a  fire  engine  shed. 

The  foundations  for  ten  additional  warders*  cottages  have  been  laid. 

Maidstone. — The  new  wing  of  128  cells,  as  well  as  the  new  buildings  for 
kitchen,  laundry,  baths,  &c.,  in  hand  last  year  have  been  completed  by 
contract,  and  new  workshops,  a  mortuary,  photo  studio,  and  ladder  shed 
have  been  commenced  by  convict  labour.  The  formation  of  new  roads  has 
ilso  been  carried  out  by  such  labour. 

Twelve  cottages  for  warders  are  being  erected  by  contract  in  Salisbury  Road 
on  land  purchased  for  the  purpose. 

ParkhursU — The  new  printers*  shops  in  hand  last  year  have  been 
completed. 

The  conversion  of  the  old  upper  prison  into  a  lunatic  asylum  has  been 
fimshed.  The  accommodation  consists  of  48  rooms  for  inmates,  seven 
rooms  for  oflBioers,  larce  day  and  dining-rooms,  kitchen  and  scalier;^,  serving- 
voom,  baths,  padded-room,  infirmary  ward,  w.c.  annexes,  administnitive 
offices,  Ac 
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The  old  laundry  has  been  C3n verted  into  a  shoemakers*  shop,  and  the  old 
shoemakers'  shop  into  a  guard- room.    A  bath  has  been  fixed  in  the  latter. 

An  underground  tank  has  been  formed  on  the  farm  for  rain  water. 

A  boot-cleaning  shed  has  been  added  to  the  accommodation  of  the  Deputy 
Governor's  house. 

A  room  for  washing  and  storing  milk  cans  has  been  constructed  at  the 
farm  buildings. 

A  concrete  floor  has  been  substituted  for  one  of  wood  over  the  flue  leading 
from  the  ovens  in  the  cook-house. 

A  new  bath-house  with  50  baths  has  been  commenced. 

Portland. — The  construction  of  the  new  A  wing  cells  commenced  last 
year  has  progressed  satisfactorily. 

Guard  bars  have  been  fixed  to  the  skylights  of  separate  cells,  bath-honse 
and  F  north  and  south  halls. 

The  hospital  windows  are  being  improved  by  the  removal  of  old  hopper 
ventilators,  the  insertion  of  clear  glass  in  lieu  of  opaque,  and  of  inlet 
ventilators  under  the  window-siUs.

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Report  op  thb  Comptroller  op  Accounts  and  Stores  on 
Prison  Industries. 


In  presenting  my  first  report  upon  prison  labour  which  has  now,  for  a 
period  of  ten  years,  been  conducted  under  the  system  inaugurated  in 
April  1896,  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  quality  of  the  work  in  the 
prisons  continues  to  improve,  and  that  the  quantity  is  only  limited  by  the 
requirements  of  our  customers. 

By  correspondence,  and  by  personal  interviews,  we  are  ever  seeking  the  aid 
of  other  branches  of  the  puolic  service  in  the  onerous  task  of  discovering 
fresh  outlets  for  the  varied  productions  of  our  extensive  manufactories. 

We  are  deeply  indebted  to  the  heads  of  many  departments  for  the 
encouragement  and  assistance  rendered  to  the  Commissioners  in  connection 
with  the  statutory  duty  of  finding  useful  employment  for  the  inmates  of 
our  penal  establishments,  and  we  endeavour  at  all  times  to  meet  their 
requirements,  both  as  to  the  quality  of  the  articles  supplied,  and  as  to  the 
time  of  their  delivery. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  we  purchase  and  carefully  examine  the  materials 
required  in  the  manufacture  of  goods,  with  the  result  that  our  technical 
ez|)erieQce  is  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Navy,  Armv,  and  Civil  Service,  and 
tho  high  standard  of  qusdity  in  the  supplies  to  those  departments  is  generally 
nuuintained. 

.  According  to  the  latest  manufacturing  statistics  available  it  appears  that 
the  receipts  from  our  customers  have  doubled,  and  that  supplies 
to  prisons  have  increased  in  value  from  £48,068  to  £64,483  since  the 
l8t  April,  1896. 

The  substitution  of  industrial  labour  for  tho  old- time  crank  and  tread  wheel 
has  been  an  unqualified  success,  and  has  proved  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the 
moral  character  of  the  prisoners  employed.  The  next  oifTicuit  step  is  to  find 
suitable  alternatives  for  oakum  picking,  which  is  an  iindbHiiablo  form  of 
labour,  being  repellent  to  the  prisoners,  and  of  no  value  as  a  training  for 
industrial  life  outside  the  prisons.  This  subject  is  receiving  most  careful 
attention  in  the  hope  that  a  solution  may  be  discovered  at  no  very  distant 
date.  The  desirabihty  of  finding  industries  in  which  the  prisoners  can  take 
sn  interest,  and  which  may  be  useful  to  them  after  their  discharge,  anu  thus 
prove  a  valuable  factor  in  their  reformation,  is  now  so  much  appreciated  by 
prison  governors  that,  while  in  the  old  days  it  needed  constant  pressure  from 
the  head  office  to  get  work  done,  it  may  be  stated  with  confidence,  that  in  the 
year  1905-06,  the  difficulty  was  to  find  sufficient  orders  to  meet  the  incessant 
applications  from  the  prisons  for  more  employment. 

It  is  an  emphatic  testimony  to  the  value  of  the  new  method  to  observe 
the  improved  behaviour  of  local  prisoners  now  that  they  are  permitted  to 
work  m  shops,  halls,  and  other  open  spaces,  on  the  termination  of  four 
weeks'  immrisonment,  instead  of  being  confined  to  their  cells  for  several 
months.  The  discipline  in  these  working  parties  is  all  that  can  be  desired, 
while  the  conditions  of  labour  are  more  m  accord  with  the  views  of  the 
preeent  day.  Inasmuch  as  the  instructing  officers  are  able  to  give  more 
thorough  supervision,  it  follows  that  better  results  are  obtuned  than  was  the 
case  ni^er  the  cellolar  system — to  the  mutual  advantage  of  the  prisoners  and 
of  the  State.

56  RBPOBT  OF  THE  COMMISSIOKBRS  OF  PRISONS 

The  instnictorB  generally  now  take  a  more  intelligent  interest  in  their 
duties,  and  more  appreciate  the  importance  of  careful  supervision  of  the 
details  in  the  work  entrusted  to  them,  with  the  result  that  rejections  have 
been  greatly  reduced,  and  every  effort  wiU  be  made  to  reduce  them  still 
further. 

An  average  of  7,547  prisoners  were  employed  in  association  in  1905-06, 
as  compared  with  7,283  in  1904-05.  The  numbers  vary  from  year  to 
year  according  to  the  sentences  awarded  by  the  Courts.  Four  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  prisoners  in  the  first  stage  were  also  employed  in  association 
under  special  rules  governing  (a)  juvenile  offenders,  and  (b)  prisoners 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  without  hard  labour. 

Many  chanses  are  now  impending  in  consequence  of  the  special  treatment 
of  juvenile-adults  at  various  centres.  Every  endeavour  will  be  made  to  train 
these  vouths  in  trades  likely  to  be  useful  to  them  in  after  life.  They  have 
proved  apt  pupils,  and  have  turned  out  much  valuable  work  at  Borstal, 
Dartmoor,  Bedford,  Wandsworth,  Worcester,  Ac.  The  extension  of  the 
scheme  to  other  prisons  is  receiving  the  careful  attention  it  deserves  in  the 
matter  of  industrial  employment. 

The  value  of  the  labour  performed  by  all  classes  of  workers  in  local 
prisons,  convict  prisons,  and  State  Inebriate  Reformatories  amounted  to 
the  sum  of  £240,362  as  compared  with  £245,064  in  the  previous  year.  This 
includes  the  manufacturing  department,  farms,  building  department,  and 
service  of  the  prison. 

The  manufacturing  department,  with  an  average  of  12,675  prisoners 
employed,  contribute  £117,364  to  this  amount  As  the  earnings  in 
manu&otures  for  1904-05  totalled  to  £119,801,  it  wiU  be  observed  that  there 
was  a  small  falling  off  when  contrasted  with  the  record  figures  of  twelve 
months  ago.  This  was  due  to  an  unavoidable  dearth  of  €U>vernment 
orders  towards  the  latter  end  of  the  financial  year,  in  consequence  of 
which  it  became  necessary  to  employ  some  of  the  prisoners  on  work 
of  a  leas  remunerative  character.  Such  variations  are  inevitable  from  time 
to  time. 

Efforts  have,  however,  been  made  to  introduce  new  industries  as  far  as 
possible  to  compensate  for  the  falling  off  in  Government  orders  ;  and  with 
this  view  the  making  of  strawberry  baskets  has  been  started  at  Lewes  Prison, 
and  twine  spinning  has  been  commence  at  Winchester  Prison. 

Over  83  per  cent,  of  the  prison  population  were  provided  with  productive 
labour. 

The  non-effectives  comprised  invalids,  prisoners  under  remand,  awaiting 
trial,  under  punishment,  and  prisoners  not  told  off. 

Employment  was  found  for  some  of  the  trial  prisoners,  but  very  many 
did  not  care  to  undertake  voluntary  work  although  it  carried  a  monetary 
recompense. 

The  Governors,  Storekeepers,  and  Instructing  Officers  have  again  rendered 
valuable  assistance  to  the  manufacturing  department.  I  highly  appreciate 
their  willing  help. 

Members  of  my  staff  have  visited  all  the  prisons  and  State  Inebriate 
Reformatories  for  the  purpose  of  enquiring  into,  and  reporting  on,  the 
different  aspects  of  industrial  employment,  and  of  supervising  the  work  in 
hand. 

I  have  also  personally  inspected  the  work  at  several  establishments  with 
satisfactory  results. 
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The  farming  operations  at  Dartmoor  and  Parkhnrst  Prisons  have  been 
conducted  with  increasing  success,  and  considerable  profit  has  been  realized 
for  the  department  by  the  sale  of  the  live  stock,  vegetables,  &c.,  produced  at 
thofie  establishments. 

The  supplies  of  provisions  and  other  stores  have  been  examined  from  time 
to  time,  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  ensure  that  the  food  issued  to 
prisoners  should  be  good  in  quality  and  well  cooked. 

The  supervision  of  the  accounting  work  at  the  prisons  has  continued  to 
receive  careful  attention. 

As  the  expenditure  amounted  to  no  less  a  sum  than  £902,000,  the 
aocoonting  for  this  amount,  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the 
TreHBQry  and  the  Audit  Office,  involved  very  rigid  examination  both  at 
the  prisons  and  in  this  offioe,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  results  were 
generally  very  satisfactory.

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Bepokt  by  thb  Chaplain-Inspector  on  the  Operation  of  Disciiakged 
Prisoners*  A.id  Societies. 


The  number  of  ex-prisoners  for  whom  the  Difloharged  Prisoners*  Aid 
Societies  have  in  some  form  or  other  made  helpful  and  reformatory  provision 
during  the  year  is  52,685.  These  figures  represent  the  large  mcrease  of 
4,061  cases  on  the  year's  labours,  and  indicate  that  at  least  every  fourth 
prisoner  came  under  their  notice  and  care. 

So  far  as  particulars  have  been  available,  it  is  found  that  47  societies 
were  able  to  secure  employment  for  some  7,376  discharged  prisoners,  and 
indirectly  to  put  in  the  way  of  earning  a  respectable  living  several  thousands 
more. 

It  is  a  pleasant  statement  to  make  that  the  income  of  the  societies  shows 
the  record  sum  of  £23,244  8s.  b^d.  for  the  year,  and  that  when  some 
unexpected  legacies  amounting  to  £4,500  have  been  deducted  from  this  sarn, 
the  year  points  to  an  addition  of  £3,099  4«.  4d,  to  the  funds  of  the  societies 
beyond  that  which  has  hitherto  been  recorded. 

With  an  increase  of  income  there  has  been  an  increase  of  expenditure  to 
the  extent  of  £2,382  I  As.  4<2.,  the  total  amount  of  money  disbursed  during 
the  year  being  £19,720  8«.  2d,  This  is  also  a  record  sum,  and  coupled  with 
that  which  has  been  mentioned  before,  indicates  that  the  societies  wish  to 
be  as  liberal  and  generous  as  possible  in  the  help  which  they  extend  to 
the  discharged  prisoner. 

The  amount  of  money  in  hand  at  the  bank  is  £9,202  2«.  l^d,,  and  if  the 
legacies  alluded  to  are  deducted  from  this  sum.  the  cash  balances  are 
£101  U.  lOd,  less  than  they  were  a  year  ago.  Some  of  the  societies  keep  a 
very  close  balance  between  thoir  income  and  expenditure  durins  the  year. 
One,  for  instance,  closed  the  ^ear  with  the  sum  of  28,  ;  another  with  7«.  Aid.  ; 
and  another  with  nothing  in  hand.  Four  societies  have  started  the  new 
year  with  deficits,  but  happily  the  amounts  are  not  large,  and  are  quite 
within  a  moderate  effort  for  their  extinction. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  income  with  39  societies  and  a  decrease 
with  25  ;  an  increase  of  expenditure  in  the  case  of  36  societies  and  a  decrease 
in  the  case  of  28. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  variation  in  the  incomes  of  the  Aid 
Societies  during  the  year,  some  have  been  greatly  augmented  and  some  have 
been  considerablv  diminished.  But  taking  them  altogether  they  present  the 
satisfactory  result  which  is  mentioned  above.  Some  of  the  societies  com- 
plain that  the  number  of  their  subscriptions  has  fallen  off,  and  that  they 
will  in  consequence  be  obliged  to  limit  their  operations.  Perhaps  if  these 
societies  published  more  frequently  than  has  hitherto  been  their  practice 
the  fact  of  their  existence,  and  the  very  useful  and  beneficial  work  which 
they  are  endeavouring  to  accomplish,  they  would  find  a  sympathizing  and 
appreciative  public  not  indisposed  to  help  them. 

But  there  are  societies  which  can  point  to  a  reverse  side  of  this  picture, 
and  with  a  certain  amount  of  elation  record  that  the  number  of  their 
subscribers  has  gone  up  by  leaps  and  bounds.  One  society  made  itself 
known  and  increased  its  li^t  of  donors  fron  47  to  111 ;  and  another  did  the 
same,  with  the  result  that  a  sum  of  £53  Ss.  6d.  was  in  one  vear  raised  to 
£153  1«.  6<2.  It  is  pleasant  to  note  this  evidence  of  well*  directed  and 
zealous  effort. 
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The  best  form  of  aid  which  a  society  can  render  to  a  prisoner  is  that  of 
empl  )yment  when  he  has  obtained  his  release.  The  societies  generally  enter- 
taia  this  view  and  endeavonr  to  the  best  of  their  power  to  find  him  shelter 
and  something  to  do  on  his  discharge  ;  and  many  of  them  are  able  to  state 
that  their  labours  in  this  way  have  oeen  attended  with  considerable  saccess. 
One  small  society,  for  instance,  reports  that  owing .  to  the  kindness  of 
employers  of  labour  in  its  district  it  has  been  able  to  provide  work  for  no 
lesi  than  93  ez-prisoners  daring  the  year. 

It  has  been  found  in  some  cases  that  it  is  better,  if  possible,  to  give  a 
prisoner  a  fresh  start  in  a  new  neighbourhood  rather  than  in  one  where  he 
would  be  well-known  and  where  bis  temptations  and  hindrances  were  many. 
When  the  man  has  been  removed  from  his  old  haunts  and  companions  his 
reformation  has  been  more  easily  accomplished. 

But  all  this  means  a  large  amount  of  work  and  general  organization. 
One  society  says  that  durinff  the  year  its  secretary  wrote  nearly  900  letters 
to  employers  of  labour  on  behalf  of  discharged  prisoners  coming  under  its 
care.  Unhappily  in  several  districts  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  employment 
of  any  kind  is  very  great.  The  causes  are  two,  and  are  extremely  hard  to 
combat :  both  masters  and  men  are  prejudiced  against  such  employees,  and 
the  labour  market  is  over-stocked.  One  society  states  that  it  had  to 
make  21  applications  for  temporary  work  for  a  discharged  prisoner  before 
employment  was  obtained.  Tet  in  spite  of  these  obstacles  the  societies  as  a 
whole  have  provided  a  large  number  of  men  with  suitable  employment. 

Some  societies  have  extended  the  area  of  their  operations  so  as  to  include 
the  assistance  of  the  wives  and  families  of  prisoners.  In  one  case  the 
society  has  found  the  result  so  satisfactory  that  it  has  made  such  help  a  part 
of  its  regular  work  and  has  started  a  special  f un^  for  its  maintenance.  It 
believes  and  hopes  that  the  fact  "that  those  near  and  dear  to  them  are 
assiBted  may  (and  often  does)  appeal  to  the  better  instincts  of  prisoners, 
and  act  as  an  inducement  to  them  to  respond  in  the  waj  most  gratifying 
to  all  interested  in  this  work,  that  is,  by  making  a  determmed  effort  to  lead 
ao  honest  life." 

The  societies  as  a  rule  give  assistance  in  kind  rather  than  in  money.  One 
of  them  draws  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  whole  vear  did  not  exhibit  a 
departure  from  its  practice  to  a  greater  extent  than  the  expenditure  of  the 
total  sum  of  2$,  bd. 

Several  societies  acknowledge  with  grateful  thanks  the  gifts  of  parcels  of 
clothing  from  needlework  ^lilds  and  other  such  worling  parties,  one 
working  party  havins  contributed  for  the  benefit  of  necessitous  and 
deserving  prisoners  no  less  than  105  shins,  several  pairs  of  socks,  and  many 
other  like  useful  articles  of  clothing.  Such  help  is  very  valuable,  as  it 
enables  the  society  to  do  its  work  more  effectuaUy  and  creates  an  outside 
mterest  which  is  always  most  desirable. 

In  manj  instances  the  friends  of  prisoners  have  invoked  the  assistance  of 
the  societies  on  behalf  of  their  relative,  and  have  placed  in  their  luuids  the 
means  of  aiding  him  to  return  to  a  respectable  way  of  living.  Societies 
have  also  received  monies  earned  by  prisoners  on  remand  to  bo  expended  on 
behalf  of  their  dependent  relatives,  or  to  be  disbursed  for  their  own  benefit. 
Sudi  contributions  are  a  strong  testimony  to  the  confidence  which  the 
beneficiaries  have  in  the  judgment  and  large-heartedness  of  these  admirable 
aodeties. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Oommissioners  with  reference  to  an  extension 
of  the  Borstal  system  have  received  much  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the 
l^iacharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Societies  throughout  the  country,  and  the  matter 
^generally  been  taken  up  with  enthusiasm.  A  great  many  reports  refer  to 
the  Bvsteni,  and  speak  of  the  adoption  of  active  measures  for  carrying  out 
ted  bringing  to  a  successful  issue  that  which  has  been  suggested.    One  of 
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the  societies  remarks  that  "  the  importance  of  the  work  cotdd  hardly  he  over 
estimated/*  and  it  has  ahready  set  itself  to  organize  meetings  in  different 
parts  of  the  county  in  order  "  to  make  the  system  known  and  to  interest 
people  in  it,  and  to  encourage  their  support.*'  Another  society  says  that 
^*  in  consequence  of  the  great  reduction  in  the  number  of  hands  employed  in 
the  staple  trades  there  had  been  an  unusual  body  of  youths  in  the  streets 
with  little  or  nothing  to  do.  Many  of  them  were  driven  to  the  expedient  of 
selling  newspapers  or  touting  for  out-portering  work  at  the  railway  stations. 
This  occupation  is  frequently  the  banning  of  a  downward  course,  as  it 
engenders  a  distaste  for  regular  employment.  Some  of  these  young  fellows 
drift  from  the  committal  of  some  trifling  offence  into  something  more 
serious  ....  Though  they  had  homes,  yet  many  of  them  were  found 
to  be  living  in  common  lodging-houses,  and  their  excuse  for  this  was  that 
they  could  not  go  home  because  they  had  no  wages  to  take  with  them." 

A  third  society  remarks  that  ^^lads  of  16  or  17  years  of  age  were  brought 
before  the  magistrates  for  gambling  and  disorderly  conduct  in  the  streets  or 
loitering  about  the  stations.  They  were  not  at  all  criminal  in  intent,  but 
had  gradually  drifted  into  that  style  of  living,  and  by  the  time  they  reached 
20  had  lost  all  taste  for  honest  work." 

One  society  comments  on  the  fact  that  30  per  cent,  of  the  persons 
committed  to  its  prison  for  offences  against  property  were  vouths  between 
the  ages  of  16  and  21,  and  that  90  per  cent,  of  these  lads  had  been  previously 
convicted.  Helping  these  lads  to  make  a  fresh  start  in  life  commends  itself 
to  the  opinion  of  nearly  all  the  societies  as  being  the  most  productive  of 

Sood  results  in  work  amongst  prisoners.  In  some  societies  a  special 
epartment  has  been  created  for  the  lads  and  young  men  which  has  for  its 
object  the  provision  of  suitable  work,  aid,  and  a&r-care  of  them.  One 
society  has  a  rota  of  members  who  undertake  the  duty  of  finding  employment 
for  tne  youths  who  are  discharged  from  prison  during  their  month  of 
attendance.  The  plan  has  answered  admirably,  and  deserving  youths  have 
been  placed  in  situations  which  they  are  hol<ung  with  credit.  Efforts  are 
made  to  place  each  youth  under  the  shepherdizing  care  of  someone  who  will 
take  a  kind  interest  in  him. 

Frequently  the  societies  express  the  opinion  that  a  short  sentence  does 
not  "appear  to  check  the  course  of  the  youthful  offender,  or  to  act  as  a 
deterrent  in  after  temptations,  but  probably  to  harden  his  character  and 
to  confirm  his  bad  habits."  In  fact  on«  society  states  that  when  the  boys 
become  "  addicted  to  gambling  and  dissolute  pursuits  they  are  most  difficult 
subjects  to  withdraw  m>m  their  demoralizin|(  surroundings."  Under  these 
circumstances  neither  vicious  tastes  nor  objectionable  habits  can  be  eradicated 
in  short  sentences  or  be  made  to  give  place  to  better  things. 

Much  success  is  recorded  in  every  direction  as  attending  the  labours  of 
the  societies  amongst  these  youthful  offenders.  "Many  boys  are  now  in 
good  situations  and  are  doing  well "  is  a  report  that  covers  the  experience  of 
several  societies  in  this  part  of  their  work.  One  society  has  equipped  several 
lads  and  sent  them  to  sea,  and  it  says  that  subsequent  reports  of  their 
conduct  "have  been  uniformly  satisfactory*"  One  of  the  Governors  of 
prisons  (Worcester)  has  received  letters  from  several  boys,  who  told  him 
that  they  were  in  steady  employment  and  doing  well.  It  is  gratifying  to 
learn  that  during  the  year  only  one  of  his  boys  had  relapsed. 

The  societies  meet  with  a  considerable  amount  of  general  success  in  the 
course  of  the  year.  One  states  that  out  of  a  total  of  1,803  prisoners 
applying  for  its  help  478  were  known  to  be  doing  well.  Another  records 
that  only  seven  out  of  447  cases  assisted  had  returned  to  evil  courses.  A 
third  writes  :  "  It  i»  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  state  from  personal  knowledge 
that  a  great  number  of  those  who  have  gone  to  liberty  during  the  past  ten 
years  are  now  established  in  useful  life  and  are  respected  by  all  who  know 
them." 
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The  amount  of  after-care  bestowed  by  societies  on  their  cases  is  indicated 
in  that  of  one  society  which  sent  its  male  agent  on  1^1 1  visits  and  its 
female  agent  on  1,100  visits  to  the  homes  of  ex-prisoners  in  the  course  of 
the  year.  Many  of  the  prisoners  are  like  children  and  have  neither  wiU  nor 
character.  If  they  could  be  subject  to  a  gentle  and  judicious  after-care  they 
would  in  many  cases  probably  not  relapse  into  evil  doing.  Where  the 
society  is  able  to  exercise  an  after-care  the  satisfactory  results  of  its  labours 
are  greatly  multiplied.  A  sympathetic  and  ready  hand  to  take  charge  of  the 
prisoner  when  he  steps  into  liberty,  to  find  him  employment,  and  to  lend 
a  little  moral  support,  if  needed,  effects  much  good  in  directions  never 
anticipated.  The  services  of  clerical  and  lay  voluntary  agents  have  by 
societies  been  enlisted  for  after-care  purposes,  and  much  reformatory  success 
has  ensued. 

Though  help  is  liberally  forthcoming  the  societies  have  to  exercise 
discretion  in  its  bestowal.  They  come  across  cases  which  are  altogether 
unworthy  of  aid.  They  also  find  that  in  spite  of  trouble  and  expense  some 
of  their  cases  turn  out  badly  and  bring  them  much  disappointment.  Tet, 
one  society  remarks,  owing  to  the  careful  bestowal  of  assistance  the  number 
of  such  failures  is  relatively  small.  The  experience  of  many  a  society  is  that 
^'it  is  most  difficult  to  help  the  helpless." 

All  the  societies  speak  of  the  existence  of  a  very  large  army  of  wandering 
beggars  who  live  by  pilfering,  or  on  the  alms  of  a  misguided  but  good- 
natured  public.  For  these  vaunts  the  societies  can  do  little  or  nothing 
likelpr  to  be  effective,  and  their  general  opinion  is  that  the  class  requires 
special  and  lengthened  treatment.  Some  of  the  societies,  finding  work 
amongst  these  offenders  so  great  and  so  hopeless,  are  beginning  to  refuse  to 
do  more  for  the  professional  tramp  than  substitute  for  his  miserable  and 
offensive  rags  clotning  whose  value  is  hardly  more  than  a  decent  covering. 
This  class  ol  prisoner  is  according  to  general  testimony  the  most  difficult  to 
deal  with  either  in  the  prison  cell  or  at  the  prison  gate,  and  it  is  regarded  as 
probable  that  their  ranks  will  continue  to  increase  so  long  as  the  magistrates 
and  workhouse  authorities  vary  in  their  treatment  of  them.  The  hands  of 
several  "professional  tramps*'  at  one  prison  were  examined,  and  it  was 
observed  m  the  majority  of  cases  that  there  was  no  indication  that  they  had 
done  any  manual  labour  for  a  very  long  time.  *'  Some  of  the  men  candidly 
admitted  that  they  had  not  worked  for  eight,  tea,  or  even  more  years,  and 
that  they  had  no  intention  of  working  as  they  could  do  well  without  it." 
One  society  made  great  efforts  to  put  some  of  these  people  in  the  way  of 
earning  their  living  respectably,  but  they  had  to  lament  at  the  end  of  the 
year  that  out  of  233  men  and  74  women  whom  they  had  assisted  no  less  than 
95  men  and  14  women  had  been  re-arrested  and  sent  back  to  the  prison.  Out 
of  the  whole  number  aided  it  was  found  that  only  33  men  and  16  women 
could  be  reported  as  doing  well. 

Nearly  all  the  societies  express  their  great  obligations  to  the  Church  Army 
for  the  use  of  the  invaluable  machinery  of  their  labour  homes  in  weeding  out 
the  deserving  prisoner  who  wants  employment  from  the  lazy  and  idle  tramp 
who  declines  work  at  any  price.  The  Church  Army  always  keeps  an  open 
door  for  prison  cases,  and  it  has  earned  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Discharged 
Prisoners  Aid  Societies  as  well  as  the  gratitude  of  an  exceedingly  large 
namber  of  ex-prisoners  for  a  re-introduction  into  the  walks  of  a  creditable, 
tuefnl,  and  happy  life. 

Of  the  805  convicts  released  from  prison  durine  the  year,  637  were 
handed  over  to  the  care  of  London  and  168  to  the  care  of  Provincial 
I^isdiarged  Prisoners'  Ail  Societies,  who  have  in  some  way  or  other 
endeavoured  to  introduce  them  to  a  more  reputable  mode  of  living.  A  good 
deal  of  success  has  attended  the  labours  of  the  societies,  and  it  may  be 
userted  that  their  efforts  are  invariably  successful  when  the  recipient  of 
tbeir  aid  desires  it  and  attempts  to  make  it  be  so. 
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Hundreds  of  letters  have  been  received  during  the  course  of  the  year  from 
prisoners  or  their  friends  expressing  in  grateful  terms  acknowle^ment  of 
the  generous  and  effectual  assistance  which  in  divers  fashions  nas  been 
forthcoming  to  the  complete  salvation  of  the  applicant. 

The  Commissioners  have  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  is  most  desirable 
that  societies  should  co-operate  with  each  other,  not  onlv  for  their  own 
protection  against  imposture,  but  also  in  the  interests  of  the  prisoner,  who, 
perhat>s,  being  a  "  transfer,"  is  in  the  danger  of  falling  between  the  two  stools 
of  assistance  which  seem  to  stand  Mfore  him.  One  of  the  societies 
complains  that  in  as  many  as  30  instances  **  it  was  difficult  to  get  into  touch 
with  those  societies  to  which  prisonera  from  other  parts  of  England  should 
have  applied."  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  societies  which  do  not  appear  to 
favour  co-operation  may  change  their  ideas  on  the  subject  and  follow  the 
example  and  attain  the  satisfaction  of  another  society  which  says  that  it  has 
"  worked  in  cordial  co-operation  with  other  societies  and  has  received  much 
assistance  by  interchange  of  mutual  help." 

In  the  few  cases  where  children's  courts  have  been  opened,  the  Discharged 
Prisonera*  Aid  Societies  have  sent  their  agents  to  the  courts  to  act  as  a  kind 
of  probationary  officer,  and  under  their  direction  to  conduct  the  children  to 
their  homes  or  friends.  It  is  said  that  the  establishment  of  these  courts  has 
already  caused  a  marked  diminution  in  the  number  of  juvenile  offenders 
committed  to  prison.  If  this  is  the  result  of  opening  of  such  courts,  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  number  of  the  courts  may  be  greatly  increased,  and  that 
the  final  result  will  be  that  the  committals  of  children  to  prison  will  come  to 
an  end.

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rlport  bt  the  inspector  under  the  inebriates  acts  on 
State  IneIbriate  Reformatories. 


On  Mvenl  previous  occasions  I  have  considered  it  desirable  to  describe 
fally  the  position  now  occnpied  by  our  State  Reformatories  in  the  general 
scheme  of  work  which  has  developed  under  the  Inebriates  Acts  of  18\)8. 
Under  these  circumstances  further  explanation  in  detail  becomes  unnecessary, 
fiot  a  short  statement  seems  to  be  called  for  whenever  the  work  comes  under 
review,  lest  some  reader  should  fall  into  the  error  of  judging  the  value  of 
all  reformatories  by  the  unsatisfactory  individual  results  obtained  in  State 
institutions.  Amongst  the  many  inebriates  who  are  now  being  committed 
to  Certified  Reformatories  there  are  a  few — from  10  to  12  per  cent. — who 
are  fonnd  to  be  unmanageable  in  those  institutions.  After  every  possible 
effort  to  render  them  amenable  has  failed,  these  persons  are  transferred  to 
State  Reformatories  for  more  efficient  control.  Consequently  the  population 
of  the  latter  institution  consists  of  individuals  who  are  carefully  selected  for 
their  badness,  who  need  constant  watching  and  tactful  handling  to  prevent 
them  from  injuring  themselves  or  others.  As  these  inmates  often  require 
physical  restraint,  and  always  need  stringent  measures  for  safe  custody,  it  is 
both  desirable  and  proper  that  the  exercise  of  their  control  shall  rest  in 
State  hands  rather  than  in  the  hands  of  persons  less  experienced  in  the 
management  of  the  refractory  classes.  The  net  result,  therefore,  of  this 
selection  of  cases  is  the  accumulation  of  the  worst  possible  characters  in 
onr  institutions.  The  State  Reformatory  ceases  to  be  a  reformatory  in 
the  strictest  sense  of  the  word,  really  becoming  something  designed  for  the 
detention  of  unruly  persons  who  would  otherwise  interfere  with  the  work 
of  Certified  Reformatories,  or  who,  if  at  liberty,  would  constitute  a  serious 
danger  to  the  community.  Notwithstanding  this,  outside  its  immediate 
work  with  its  own  refractory  cases,  and  viewed  as  an  integral  part  of  a 
larse  scheme,  the  State  Reformatory  exercises  an  enormous  power  for  good, 
tno,  indirectly,  a  strong  reformatory  influence.  Its  existence  enables  a 
great  number  of  inebriates  to  be  maintained  in  comparative  peace  elsewhere, 
and,  by  taking  charge  of  the  irreformable^  it  permits  the  smooth  worldns 
of  all  institutions  designed  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  quiet  and 
hopeful  cases. 

Concerning  Buildings, 

The  needs  of  the  work  have  so  far  been  met  by  the  establishment  of  two 
State  Inebriate  Reforma'.ories — Aylesbury  for  females,  and  Warwick  for 
males.  With  regard  to  Avlesbury,  the  buildings  have  been  specially 
constructed  throughout,  and  are  complete  in  themselves.  The  addition, 
early  in  1905,  of  a  refractory  block,  chapel,  and  officers*  quarters,  has 
^ved  of  great  value  in  the  direction  of  smooth  and  effective  working. 
The  whole  institution  is  now  admirably  suited  to  its  purpose,  and  repays 
the  care  and  thought  expended  upon  its  construction  and  arrangement. 
Although,  as  time  goes  on,  it  may  be  necessary  to  provide  further  sleeping 
accommodation  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  growing  work,  the  institution  generally 
is  likely  to  supply  all  requirements  for  years  to  come. 

The  accommodation  for  male  inebriates  at  Warwick  was  provided  by 
adapting  to  reformatory  purposes  a  disused  wing  of  Warwick  prison.  A 
considerable  amount  of  reconstruction  and  alteration  was  necessary  ;  but 
when  this  was  done  the  result  was  satisfactory.  The  reluctance  of 
ougistntes  to  commit  males  under  the  Inebriates  Act  of  1898,  during  the 
m^  yean  of  its  existence,  made  it  appear  probable  that  the  accommoiution 
for  31  caset,  so  provided,  would  meet  all  requirements  for  the  hoosiiig  of 
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the  refractory  element.  During  1906,  however,  the  number  of  male 
committals  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  Warwick  became  full,  and 
additional  sleeping  accommodation  had  to  be  temporarily  acquired  by 
further  encroachment  upon  prison  property.  It  is  cufficult  to  judge  the 
necessities  of  the  future,  so  much  depends  upon  developments  during  the 
current  year  ;  but  later  on  we  ought  to  be  in  a  safe  position  to  determiae 
to  what  extent  the  recent  increase  in  committals  is  likely  to  be  lasting, 
and,  consequently,  how  far  our  temporary  addition  wiU  need  to  be  made 
permanent. 

CoftcerrUng  Inmates, 

Up  to  March  31st,  1906, 234  inmates  had  been  admitted  to  State  Inebriate 
Reformatories,  of  whom  71  were  males  and  163  females.  Sixteen  of  the 
total  number  were  committed  direct  from  Assises  and  Quarter  Sessions 
under  Section  1  of  the  Act,  and  218  were  admitted  on  transfer  from 
Certified  Reformatories  for  refractory  and  unmanageable  conduct.  It  in, 
therefore,  apparent  that  the  large  majority  of  all  admissions  were  personu 
who,  having  previously  been  subjected  to  the  moral  influences  and  lighter 
restrictions  of  other  institutions,  did  not  receive  benefit  or  required  stronger 
methods  of  discipline  and  control.  As  may  be  anticipated  under  such 
circumstances  the  average  inmate  is  anything  but  a  hopeful  person,  and  the 
worst  something  better  imagined  than  described.  Most  of  the  transfers 
from  Certified  Reformatories  are  habitual  drunkards  sentenced  from  police 
courts  under  Section  2  of  the  Act,  and  nearly  all  have  been  in  and  out  of 
prison  for  years  before  their  reformatory  sentence  was  imposed. 

As  our  experience  with  police  court  inebriates  increases,  the  association 
between  mental  disorder  and  habitual  drunkenness  becomes  more  evident, 
and  this  is  especially  so  in  regard  to  those  persons  transferred  to  State 
Reformatories  tor  refractory  behaviour.  Eiighteen  inmates  have  been  found 
certifiably  insane,  and  for  this  reason  have  required  removal  to  asylums, 
many  others  have  been  recognised  as  "  borderland  *'  cases,  undoubtedlyof 
unsound  mind,  but  insufficiently  so  as  to  need  extreme  measures.  The 
majority,  however,  of  those  showing  mental  complication  are  cases  of  defect 
rather  than  disease  of  mind,  persons  impaired  from  birth,  or  the  subjects  of 
arrested  development  during  early  life.  These  above  all  others  cause 
difficulty,  and  require  constant  supervision.  They  are  restless,  uncertain, 
excitable,  and  ready  lo  take  offence  on  the  least  provocation.  A  glance,  a 
word,  an  innocent  action,  not  intended  to  give  offence,  is  construed  as 
vituperation,  or  meditated  attack,  and  is  resented  accordingly.  Their  mad 
fits  of  anger,  which  result  from  imagined  or  trivial  grievances,  are  marked 
by  abandonment  to  passion,  wanton  destruction  of  anything  within  reach, 
nnmeasurtjd  violence  against  all  who  happen  to  be  near,  absence  of  all  sense 
of  decency,  and  use  of  the  vilest  possible  language.  These  persons  are 
obviously  deficient  in  moral  sense,  generally  incapable  of  discriminating 
between  right  and  wrong,  and,  during  their  passionate  outbursts,  quite 
careless  as  to  the  result  of  their  actions  ;  they  are  creatures  of  impulse, 
lacking  that  control  of  thought  and  judgment  which  is  the  function  of  a 
well-developed  healthy  brain.  Violence  and  refractory  conduct  beinjj  the 
usual  cause  of  transfer  to  State  Reformatories,  this  type  of  defective  is 
more  often  met  with  than  the  dull,  listless,  and  silly,  who,  being  more 
amenable  to  di8cipliQe,are  retained  without  difficulty  in  certified  institutions. 
Besides  the  insane  and  those  who  are  defective  in  varying  degrees,  there  is 
a  minority  who  are  simply  bad,  or  only  mentally  injured  to  a  limited  extent 
by  their  life  of  drunkeuness,  immorality,  and  crime.  Bad  up-bringing 
during  childhood,  evil  associations  during  early  adult  life,  idleness,  a  gradual 
drifting  into  persistent  ill -doing,  and  confirmation  by  long-continued 
drunkenness,  are  influences  which  tend  to  the  making  of  the  bad  as  distinct 
from  the  mad.  Taking  this  brief  description  of  State  Reformatory  inmates 
as  our  basis,  the  classification  resolves  itself,  in  my  opinion,  into  75  per  cent, 
more  or  less  defective  in  mind,  and  a  25  per  cent,  balance  consisting  of 
perfotii  Bcaroely  more  hopeful,  wno  are  confirmed  in  bad  habits  and  have  no 
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desire  to  live  any  life  other  than  one  of  drnnkennessi  immorality,  and 
crime,  because  they  ha^e  known  no  other,  and  because  their  warped  aspect 
of  things  has  become  too  fixed  for  any  hope  of  permanent  amendment  as  the 
result  of  good  influencee. 

A  few  decent  improvable  cases  have  found  their  way  into  State 
Reformatories  from  time  to  time ;  but,  as  soon  as  their  condition  has 
been  recognised,  such  cases  have  been  transferred  to  more  suitable  sur- 
roundings. With  such  material  under  control  it  is  hardly  surprising  to 
find  that  the  ffood  results  of  detention  in  State  Reformatories,  from  a 
reformation  pomt  of  view,  are  very  small  indeed.  Now  and  then  there  are 
pkaaant  surprises,  but  these  are  few  and  far  between.  So  long  as  the 
managers  of  Certified  Reformatories  hold  on  to  every  case  which  justifies  a 
Rlimmer  of  hope,  as  in  fact  they  are  doing,  and  should  do,  the  State 
Reformatory  will  renudn  an  institution  for  the  detention  of  the  violent,  to 
benefit  other  institutions,  and  for  the  good  of  the  community. 

llioee  of  us  who  thoroughly  appreciate  the  mental  condition  of  the 
persons  we  are  dealing  with,  their  dangerous  character  and  irref ormability, 
never  cease  to  rejoice  that  they  are  under  care  and  control,  regretting 
extremelj  the  necessity  which  compels  us  to  discharge  them  to  freedom  at 
the  termmation  of  sentence. 

Inspection. 

Frequent  visits  of  inspection  have  been  paid  to  both  Aylesbury  and 
Warwick  during  the  past  year ;  special  attention  being  given  on  each 
occasion  to  the  state  of  repair,  heating  arrangements,  ventilation,  and 
cleanliness  of  buildings.  The  food  provided  for  inmates  has  been  re|^ularly 
examined,  and  has  always  been  found  good  in  quality  and  sufficient  in 
quantity.  On  each  visit  I  have  granted  special  interviews  to  those  innuttes 
who  wished  to  make  complaints,  and  have  seen  all  others  at  work  or 
recreation.  Grievances  have  been  carefully  investigated,  and  dealt  with  as 
occasion  required.  The  general  health  of  all  persons  under  detention 
throughout  the  ^ear  has  been  uniformly  good.  Two  or  three  cases  of 
chrome  disease  incurred  previous  to  sentence  have  required  treatment, 
but  otherwise  nothing  oi  importance  has  occurred,  and  no  illness  has 
been  noticed  which  could  in  any  way  be  attributed  to  detention  or  control. 
So  far  as  general  administration  is  concerned  there  has  been  no  fault  to 
find.  Inmates  have  been  kept  regularly  at  work,  and  great  improvement 
has  heen  evident  in  its  amount  and  character.  Notwithstanding  the 
peculiar  composition  of  our  reformatory  population  good  order  and 
discipline  prevail.  This  says  much  for  the  capacity  of  our  staff  at  both 
institutions.  The  Superintendent  of  Aylesbury  and  Qovemor  of  Warwick 
tfe  admirably  suited  to  the  positions  they  occupy,  and  srreat  credit  is  due 
to  both  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  appreciated  and  overcome  the 
difficulties  of  their  position.  With  some  inmates  firmness  and  punishment 
are  essential  to  the  maintenance  of  discipline,  with  others,  who  are  feeble- 
minded, more  can  be  done  by  tact  than  punishment.  This  principle  has 
been  grasped  and  acted  upon  by  both  officers  with  admirable  result.  They 
are  ably  supported  in  their  work  by  a  competent  staff  in  both  institutions. 
Selected  mainly  for  previous  experience  in  dealing  with  mental  cases,  our 
attendants  are  more  able  to  appreciate  the  necessity  for  forbearance  than 
they  would  otherwise  be,  and  their  tactful  methods  of  management  leave 
nothing  to  be  desired.  On  the  whole  I  have  great  pleasure  in  reporting 
fsTourably  on  the  present  condition  of  each  institution,  and  on  the 
efficiency  of  the  work  which  is  being  carried  on  in  both.

Extracts  from  the  Annual  Beport  of  the  Borstal  Association 

FOR  1906. 

Every  lad  who  is  imprisoned  in  Dartmoor  or  Borstal  passes  into  the 
care  of  the  Borstal  Association  on  his  discharge,  nnless  he  declines  our 
assistance. 

The  work  of  the  Association  on  a  lad*8  behalf  begins,  however,  some  time 
before  he  comes  ont.  He  is  visited  in  prison,  and  is  encouraged  to  talk 
freely  on  his  hopes  and  prospects  on  release.  The  information  which  has 
been  collected  by  the  authorities  as  to  his  previous  life  and  conduct  in  prison 
is  also  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  visitor,  and  we  then  begin,  by  corre- 
spondence with  friends  and  past  or  possible  employers,  to  pave  the  way  for 
an  immediate  beginning  of  work  on  his  release. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  these  lads  have  as  a  rule  never  made  a 
proper  start  in  life.  Few  of  them  have  reached  a  respectable  standard  at 
school,  which  sug^ts,  and  on  enquiry  reveals  a  long  series  of  stolen  holidays 
often  spent  on  mischievous  or  criminal  expeditions. 

Emerging  at  14  years  of  age  from  even  the  nominal  control  of  school, 
they  have  seldom  settled  to  auy  work  at  all,  and  hardly  ever  to  work  which 
they  wished  or  were  able  to  retain  for  any  length  of  time.  Three  months 
is  a  long  time  to  be  at  one  job,  and  the  gaps  TOtween  jobs  have  been  steps 
on  their  downward  course.  Short  sentences  have  followed  in  a  long,  useless 
series,  until  their  grim  record,  or  the  sympathv  of  an  exceptional  court,  has 
procured  for  them  a  sentence  of  such  length  tnat  it  is  possible  to  train  them 
under  the  Borstal  scheme  of  reformation. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  siy  that  twelve  months  under  that  treatment,  with 
its  hard  work,  its  regular  hours  and  simple  food,  have  wrought  wonders 
with  most  of  these  la<&. 

They  were  mostly  thieves, — only  nine  of  the  last  eighty  were  convicted 
of  crimes  other  than  theft  or  housebreaking, — ^and  they  went  into  prison 
shiftless,  idle,  and  dangerous.  They  came  out  so  altered,  morally  and 
physically,  that,  given  a  chance  of  it,  more  than  half  of  them  were  willing 
and  able  to  engage  in  regular  honest  employment. 

To  give  them  that  chance  is  the  business  of  this  Association. 

On  his  arrival  from  prison,  unless  the  lad  has  a  suitable  home  to  go  to, 
lodgings  are  found  for  him.  As  soon  as  possible  he  is  set  to  work  ;  in  some 
cases  it  is  ready  for  him  as  the  result  of  arrangements  made  by  us  ;  in 
others,  the  employer  must  see  him  before  taking  him  on  ;  in  yet  others,  there 
is  a  period  of  waiting,  especially  in  times  of  bad  trade.  If  our  work  is  to  have 
any  permanent  value,  the  lad  must  be  visited  often  during  the  time  of 
danger  which  follows  on  his  sudden  change  from  prison  to  complete  liberty, 
and  must  indeed  be  nursed  to  some  extent  until  he  is  able  to  go  safely  by 
himself,  and  is  convinced  by  habit  that  in  any  difficulty  he  may  look  to  as. 
To  this  work,  our  Agent,  Mr.  Aitken,  devotes  all  his  time.  Our  "  ont  of 
door  "  work  is  considerable,  involving  this  last  year,  nearly  a  hundred  homes 
or  lodgings  to  keep  in  touch  with,  in  addition  to  many  hours  spent  at  the 
start  of  CAcb  lad  in  finding  him  work  and  fitting  him  out  for  it. 
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Their  homes  and  working  places  lie  miles  apart ;  if  they  move  next  door 
they  are  as  completely  lost  as  if  they  were  submerged  in  mid-Atlantic. 
Their  relations  will  sometimes  deny  their  very  existence  if  the  visitor  is 
Hiistaken  for  any  kind  of  authority,  or  is  unhappy  enough  to  call  on  a  day 
set  apart  for  the  refusal  to  pay  the  weekly  rent,  or  for  tiie  weekly  wash. 

To  these  labours  and  difficulties,  Mr.  Aitken  has  continued  to  bring  an 
inexhaustible  reserve  of  energy,  sympathy  and  skill,  of  which  we  desire  to 
record  our  sincere  appreciation. 

With  regard  to  employment,  the  success  of  the  Borstal  system  rests 
mainly  and  ultimately  on  the  willingness  of  employers  of  labour  to  give, 
oow  and  then,  to  one  of  these  lads,  a  chance  of  making  a  good  start  at 
honest  work.  It  is  a  form  of  service  to  the  State,  not  showy  or  attractive 
or  easy,  but  of  its  immense  value  there  can  be  no  doubt.  It  gives  help  to 
those,  who  with  it  may  grow  into  steady  citizens,  and  without  it  may  soon 
relapse  into  little  better  than  dangerous  wild  beasts. 

Those  who  have  employed  these  lads,  and  the  list  includes  some  of  the 
largest  employers  of  labour  in  the  country,  have  had  reason  as  a  rule  to  be 
satisfied  with  the  result.  More  than  half  of  those  released  in  the  last  ten 
months  are  at  work  and  doing  well.  We  do  not,  of  course,  recommend  a 
lad  for  work  unless  he  seems  U>  have  good  qualifications  for  it,  apart  from 
his  past  character,  and  any  employer  who  will  become  an  Honorary  Member, 
and  assist  the  work  of  the  Association  in  this  way,  will  have  our  cordial  and 
anoere  ooH>peration. 

We  hope  that,  presently,  ladies  and  gentlemen  may  be  found  who  will 
ondertake  to  interest  themselves  in  one  or  more  of  the  lads  after  they  have 
been  found  employment.  This  would  both  secure  more  complete  sur- 
▼eillance,  and  would  leave  us  free  to  give  more  attention  to  the  heavy  task 
of  findinff  employment,  a  task  which  is  being  rapidly  increased  by  the 
growth  of  the  numbers  admitted  to  Borstal  and  Dartmoor. 

One  of  our  difficulties  is  in  the  matter  of  lodgings.  More  than  half  of 
oar  lads  have  no  home,  or  it  is  not  advisable  that  thev  should  return  to  the 
neighbourhood  in  which  they  lived  before.  The  collection  of  them  in  a 
Home  would  perhaps  create  more  dangers  than  it  would  avoid ;  on  the 
other  hand,  the  transition  from  the  discipline  of  prison  to  the  freedom  and 
loneliness  of  a  lodging  of  the  ordinary  kind  is  unfortunate.  We  hope  that 
some  of  our  subscribers  may  be  able  to  toll  us  of  some  people  who  might  be 
willing  to  take  one  of  our  lads  as  lodger  or  to  let  us  a  room  in  their  house  as 
a  permanent  arrangement.  They  should  be  willing  to  take  an  interest  in 
their  charges.    It  would  be  a  useful  work. 

During  the  time  under  report  (10  months)  we  have  received  88  lads 
from  Dartmoor  and  Borstal.  Of  these,  seven  declined  our  help,  four  had 
to  be  given  up,  as  they  would  not  keep  appointments  or  do  anything  to 
oo-operate  with  us,  six  disappeared  (for  five  of  whom  work  had  been  obtained), 
and  sixteen  were  reconvicted. 

Of  those  reconvicted,  three  were  in  prison  asain  within  a  few  days  of 
their  discharge  ;  two  had  refused  the  work  whicn  we  had  been  able  to  find 
for  them  ;  two  only  were  at  work  found  by  us ;  four  were  at  work  found 

S  their  friends  ;  two  had  gone  to  their  homes  in  the  provinces  on  promise 
work ;  and  three  had  l:^n  placed  on  coasting  vessels.  These  are  our 
failures.  We  hope,  with  more  money  and  completer  organization  for  over- 
light,  to  lessen  the  number  in  future. 

Our  successes  include  40  out  of  81  who  accepted  our  help,  and  may 
ultimately  number  55,  as  fifteen  more  are  either  on  hand  or  have  gone  to 
homes  in  the  provinces.  As  to  the  latter  we  aro  graduallv  obtainmg  the 
lerrices  of  Honorary  Aigents  in  the  chief  towns,  and  hope  by  next  year  to 
have  one  in  every  district  from  which  our  lads  are  drawn. 
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The  40  lads  who  are  already  in  work  are  nearly  all  in  good  work. 

We  have  also  given  a  second  start,  and  a  good  one  in  each  oaae,  to  twelve 
lads  from  previous  years  who  needed  it  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  and 
have  helped  about  a  score  of  older  cases  and  of  lads  from  other  prisons  who 
have  been  recommended  to  us  under  spedal  circumstances. 

A  considerable  correspondence  is  kept  up  with  lads  who  have  been  helped, 
and  with  their  parents  when  they  are  too  far  off  to  be  vitited,  and  we  have 
had  many  expressions  of  gratitude,  accompanied  in  some  cases  by  a  refund 
of  money  spent  on  them.

Ikbtructions   for  thb    Treatment   op    Juvenile-Adult    Prisonbks 
(Maxes)  in  Prisons  other  than  Borstal  and  Lincoln. 

(1.)  AU  prisoners  between  the  ages  of  16  and  21  shall,  if  practicable,  be 
spedally  located  ou  reception,  and  shall  be  classified  as  the  JnTenile-Adalt 
Class,  unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Governor,  having  rep^ard  to  their  character 
tnd  antecedents,  they  are  manifestly  unfit  for  specud  treatment  in  that 
dan.  Those  in  the  Star  Class  will,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  kept  apart  from 
other  prisoners. 

(2.)  They  shall  be  kept  in  strict  separation  for  the  first  14  days  of  their 
lenience,  and  during  this  term  they  shall  be  made  the  subject  of  special 
▼isitation  and  admonition  by  the  Governor  and  Chaplain,  and  such  members 
of  the  Visiting  Committee  or  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  as  may  bd 
willinff  to  undertake  this  special  duty.  They  shall  be  provided,  as  far  as 
possiUe,  with  employments  of  a  useful  and  instructive  kind.  At  the  end  of 
the  first  14  days  they  may,  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  Governor,  be 
employed  in  association. 

(3.)  In  addition  to  the  marks  to  be  earned  by  steady  hard  labour  under 
the  Progressive  Stage  System,  they  may,  after  passing  the  Second  Stage,  be 
awarded  by  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Governor,  with  the  assistance,  if 
practicable,  of  the  Deputy  Governor,  and  the  Chaplain^  sittmg  on  or  about 
the  first  ot  each  month,  special  merit  marks  not  exceeding  six  per  week  ;  in 
the  asngning  of  which  re|;ard  will  be  had  to  the  prisouer*s  general  behaviour, 
his  amenabiuty  to  discipline,  his  attention  to  instruction,  both  literary  and 
industrial,  and,  so  far  as  can  be  judged,  his  endeavour  to  profit  by  the 
reformatory  influences  by  which  he  is  surrounded,  regard  also  being  had  to 
reports  maae  by  the  Schoolmaster,  Trade  Instructor,  and  other  Superin- 
tending Officers.    Special  merit  marks  will  not  count  for  stage. 

(4.)  For  every  special  merit  mark  one  penny  will  be  added  to  the  gratuity 
earned  under  the  Progressive  Stage  System,  provided  that  the  total  amount 
of  gratuity  sh^  not  exceed  £2  in  any  case. 

(5.)  When  a  prisoner  has  earned  224  marks  in  the  Fourth  Stage  he  will 
be  eligible,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Committee  referred  to  in  paragraph  H, 
to  be  promoted  to  the  Special  Stage.  The  gratuity  to  be  earned  in  the 
Special  Stage  shall  be  the  same  as  that  earned  in  the  Fourth  Stas^e.  If  a 
prisoner  is  reduced  from  the  Special  Stage  to  the  Fourth,  or  lower.  Stage  for 
misconduct,  he  shall  not  be  re-instated  in  the  Special  Stage  until  the 
Committee  think  fit. 

(6.)  A  prisoner  in  the  Special  Stage  may  be  allowed  to  have  his  cell 
furnish^  with  an  iron  bedstead,  a  strip  of  carpet,  and  a  looking-glass. 

For  each  three  months  passed  in  the  Special  Stage  he  shall  be  allowed  to 
wear  a  good  conduct  badge,  and  for  every  such  badge  he  will  be  allowed  a 
qwdal  gratuity  of  28,  6d.,  provided  that  the  limit  of  £2  be  not  exceeded. 

(7.)  A  prisoner  in  the  Juvenile- Adult  Class  shall  not  be  entitled  to  earn 
lamsBon  of  sentence,  but  the  prison  character  and  conduct  of  any  prisoner 
whose  sentence  exceleds  six  calendar  months  may  be  considered  by  the 
Committee  referred  to  in  paragraph  3,  and  if  they  are  satisfied  that  he 
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would  be  likely  to  benefit  by  release  before  the  expiration  of  his  sentence, 
they  may  recommend  him  to  the  CommissionerB  for  such  remission,  not 
exceeding  one-fourth  of  his  sentence,  exclusive  of  the  first  six  months,  as 
they  may  think  suitable. 

(8.)  Prisoners  in  the  Special  Stage  shall  wear  a  red  cuff  and  collar,  and 
those  in  other  Stages  a  blue  cuff  and  collar. 

(9.)  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  prison  dietary,  a  prisoner  in  the  Special 
Stage  may  be  allowed  8  02.  of  suet  pudding  with  2  oz.  of  golden  syrup  at 
dinner  on  Sunday. 

(10.)  Prisoners  who  cannot  pass  the  Third  Standard  on  reception  may,  if 
the  length  of  sentence  admits,  be  instructed  in  association  or  in  cells,  as  the 
Ghaplam  may  decide,  and  may  be  kept  from  labour  during  the  time  allotted 
to  Education. 

(11.)  Great  care  will  be  taken  in  the  selection  of  books  of  instruction  and 
library  books,  such  as  are  most  calculated  to  assist  in  the  moral  improvement 
of  young  prisoners. 

(12.)  Prisoners  passed  as  fit  by  the  Medical  Officer  shall,  when  there  is  a 
sufficient  number  eligible,  be  daily  exercised  in  physical  drill  according  to  the 
prescribed  manual,  during  such  period  as  the  Governor  may  determine. 

(13.)  Short  addresses  in  class  oil  secular  subjects,  such  as  temperance, 
courage,  industry,  &c.,  shall,  if  possible,  be  given  by  the  Governor,  Deputy 
Governor,  Chaplain,  Medical  Officer,  or  Member  of  the  Visiting  Committee 
or  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  or  other  j^rson  approved  by  the 
Governor.  Prisoners  may  be  associated  in  the  evening  from  5.45  to  6.45  for 
this  purpose,  or  for  classes  of  instruction,  or  choir  practice,  either  in  the 
Chapel  or  other  suitable  place. 

(14.)  If  possible,  by  arrangement  with  the  Visiting  Committee  and  Dis- 
charged Prisoners*  Aid  Society,  a  special  system  shall  be  devised  for  deiding 
with  each  individual  case  on  discharge.  In  the  majority  of  cases  where  the 
sentences  are  short,  or  where  the  If^s  have  homes  or  employment  to  return 
to,  it  is  not  supposed  that  much  more  than  a  few  words  of  kindly  admonition 
or  advice  will  be  required,  or  would  be  possible ;  but  in  the  case  of  the 
longer-sentenced  prisoners  it  is  probable  that  there  might  be  some  who,  their 
de^e  to  reform  ha^'ing  been  tested  to  a  certain  point  by  the  system  about 
to  be  introduced,  might  profitably  be  made  the  subject  of  special  care  and 
supervision  on  dischsurge.  Such  care  and  supervision  need  not  necessarily 
involve  a  large  expenditure  of  money,  but  much  can  be  done  by  recommenda- 
tion to  charitable  persons  or  institutions,  who  might  be  willing  to  take  charge 
of  the  case.  For  both  purposes — that  of  kindly  admonition  in  the  case  of 
short  sentences,  and  of  a  more  particular  attention  in  the  case  of  the  longer 
sentences — it  is  advisable  that  a  small  Committee  should  be  appointed,  to  be 
kno^-n  as  the  "Borstal  Committee."  In  addition  to  the  Governor  and 
Chaplain,  this  Committee  should  be  composed  of  certain  members  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  or  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society,  who  might  be 
wiling  to  undert^sdce  this  additional  duty.  Such  members  will,  if  they  wish 
it,  be  honoraiT  members  of  the  Central  Borstal  Association,  to  which 
reference  for  advice  and  help  in  any  special  case  may  usefully  be  made.  For 
the  purposes  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Horstal  Association,  it  is  desirable 
that  a  record  of  all  cases  dealt  with  by  these  local  Borstal  Committees  shall 
be  kept,  in  order  that,  if  possible,  evidence  may  be  furnished  of  the  progress 
and  of  the  results  of  the  system  throughout  the  country. 

(15.)  The  Medical  Officer  will  keep  a  separate  Register  of  each  case  on  a 
prescribed  form,  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Medical  Inspector  of  Prisons 
at  such  times  as  may  be  directed.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT.  ^»^^*»«^' 

QoyerDora 
Report. 


Daring  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1906,  the  conduct  of  the 
officers  has  been  good. 

The  condnct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment. 

The  prisoners  at  industrial  labour  have  been  employed  at  knit- 
^,  mail-bag  making,  hearth-rug  making,  shoemaking,  clicking 
^  closing,  gardening,  and  tailoring. 

Hard  labour  for  the  adults  has  been  carried  out  by  stone 
t^naking,  oakum  picking,  and  sack  mining. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  treatment  of  the  juvenile  offenders 
kave  been  strictly  carried  out. 

The  members  of  the  Visiting  Committee  take  the  greatest 
interest  possible  in  the  lads  and  very  often  give  them  good  advice 
while  in  prison,  and  on  their  discharge  everything  is  done  to 
l^ociire  employment  for  them. 

The  agent  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  takes  the 
keenest  interest  in  these  lads  and  receives  very  encouraging  letters 
&om  them  after  they  have  been  discharged  ^  considerable  time. 

The  longer-time  boys  are  taught  shoemaking.  During  the  past 
yw  I  have  had  a  difficulty  in  teaching  the  boys  as  the  sentences 
we  been  of  such  short  duration. 
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Extracts.        The  number  of  juvenile  oflEenders  received  during  the  year  has 
(Jovemor'a    been  188,  of  which  number  101  have  been  sentenced  to  one  month 
Report.      Qj.  \q^  ^q  daily  average  population  being  24. 

The  number  of  prisoners  committed  to  the  first  and  second 
divisions  were  five  and  one  respectively.  . 

Associated  labour  is  in  operation  for  all  prisoners  except  the 
first  stage,  and  is  much  appreciated. 

Advantage  is  largely  taken  of  the  provision  for  the  part  payment 
of  fines  and  many  prisoners  thereby  obtain  an  early  release. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  continues  to  exercise  great  influence 
on  the  conduct  and  industry  of  the  long  time  prisoners. 

There  were  no  prisoners  eligible  for  conversational  exercise. 

The  garden  crops  have  been  very  good  this  year. 

The  supply  of  water  is  sufficient,  and  the  quality  good. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  has  been  found  sufficient 
for  all  requirements. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  order,  except  a  portion  of 
the  boundary  wall,  which  is  undergoing  repairs. 

A  new  shoemakers'  shop  has  been  provided  for  the  juvenile 
offenders.  It  is  well  lighted,  ventilated,  and  cheerful.  The  boys 
appreciate  it  very  much. 

A  drill  ground  has  also  been  made  so  that  the  boys  are  now 
drilled  in  the  open  air. 

The  whole  of  the  interior  of  the  prison  is  now  being  painted  by 
prison  labour. 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  good  order  and  the  supply  of  water 
adequate. 

Telephonic  communication  has  been  established  with  the 
Borough  Police  and  Fire  Station. 

The  supplies  from  contractors  were  of  standard  quality  and 
delivered  punctually. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  out,  and,  to 
the  best  of  my  belief,  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government 
of  the  prison  have  been  complied  with  in  every  instance,  except 
in  such  cases  as  have  been  distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought 
under  the  notice  of,  a  Commissioner.

BiSpoTt.  


The  services  have  been  dnly  held,  with  well-known  hymns  and 
oocasionally  simple  and  short  anthems. 

Sermons  have  been  preached  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and 
Good  Friday,  \vith  extra  services.  Holy  Commanion,  though 
announced,  owing  to  an  insufficient  number  of  suitable  candidates, 
has  not  been  administered  once. 

The  conduct  during  service  has  at  all  times  been  very  good, 
and  the  singing  hearty. 

Regularly  every  Sunday,  at  the  close  of  the  evening  prayer,  a 
Bible  Class  for  the  boys  has  been  held  throughout  the  year. 

The  Revs.  J.  Lewis-Hughes,  B.A.,  J.  R.  Walkey,  BA.,  and 
A.  S.  Cook,  M.A.,  Curates  of  St.  Cuthbert*s  Church,  and  other 
clergy,  have  rendered  me  valuable  assistance. 

Choir  practices,  combined  with  instruction,  have  been  held, 
and  are  much  appreciated  by  the  boys. 

The  sick  and  prisoners  under  punishment  have  been  visited 
regularly. 

The  Goyemor  and  staff  have  given  me  every  assistance. 

The  Schoolmaster  has  been  most  helpful,  and  his  work  with  the 
juveniles  most  painstaking.  His  great  difficulty  arises  from  the 
comparatively  short  time  he  has  the  boys  under  his  charge. 
During  the  past  year  188  juvenile  offenders  were  received  at  this 
prison.  Of  these,  101  were  sentenced  to  one  month,  20  to  six 
weeks,  18  to  two  months,  37  to  three  months,  and  only  12  to  over 
three  months.  These  periods  are  further  curtailed  by  from  five 
to  seven  days  between  the  committal  and  their  reception  here. 
It  is,  therefore,  impossible  to  expect  much  educational  progress  to 
be  made  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  meets  once  a  month  at 
the  prison,  and  holds  a  Public  Meeting  at  the  Shire  Hall  once  a 
year.  The  work  accomplished  is  very  real,  every  case  being 
carefully  examined.  Collections  have  been  made  at  two  churches 
for  its  funds. 

The  Working  Party  at  St.  Cuthbert's,  which  meets  fortnightly, 
have  made  us  105  shirts  and  14  pairs  of  socks,  and  other  contri- 
butions have  been  made  from  other  sources.  It  is  impossible  to 
speak  too  highly  of  this  help ;  not  only  does  it  enable  us  to 
economise  our  resources,  but  it  creates  wider  interest  in  our  work 
outside,  and  the  garments  we  receive  are  of  excellent  material 
and  workmanship.

There  haye  been  no  saicides  or  attempts  at  suicide,  and  no 
epidemics. 

All  prisoners  are  examined  before  being  passed  for  laboor. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient,  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  ventilation  and  heating  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  system  of  drainage  has  been  completed,  and  is  eminently

Report  


The  state  of  the  prison  is  satisfactory,  and  discipline  has  been 
well  maintained. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  is  not  so  fully  utilised  by  the 
Committing  Magistrates  as  it  might  be ;  only  one  was  placed  in 
Division  I.  and  22  in  Division  II. 

304  males  and  208  females  were  placed  in  the  Star  Class. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  continues  to  be  an  incentive  to 
good  behaviour  and  industry. 

Advantage  has  been  fully  taken  of  the  part  payment  of  fines ; 
858  prisoners  have  thus  obtained  their  release. 

Two  prisoners  received  corporal  punishment  with  the  sanction 
of  the  Secretary  of  State— one  of  these  with  the  birch  rod. 

The  new  workshop  affords  greater  facilities  and  better  con- 
ditions for  prisoners  at  associated  labour,  and  is  much  appreciated. 
Under  proper  supervision  the  output  of  work  is  increased.  The 
corridors  have  also  been  utilised  for  association  purposes. 

Conversation  at  exercise  has  not  been  permitted,  but  few 
prisoners  being  eligible. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  debtors  received, 
viz. : — 1,006  as  against  975  last  year,  63  per  cent,  of  whom  were 
released  on  payment  of  debt. 

The  number  of  juveniles  received  on  conviction  has  decreased 
to  50  as  against  166  last  year,  of  whom  two  were  removed  to 
Warwick  and  two  to  Bedford  with  sentences  of  a  month  and  over. 
This  remarkable  reduction  is  entirely  due  to  the  opening  of  the 
Children's  Court  in  Birmingham  last  year. 

There  has  been  a  daily  average  of  15  juvenile-adults,  who  have 
been  kept  apart  from  adults  as  hitherto,  daily  exercised  in  physical 
drill,  and  received  short  addresses  from  the  Chaplain  on  moral 
subjects  once  in  each  week.  Special  machinery  is  in  process  of 
construction  for  the  after-care  and  disposal  of  each  individual 
prisoner  on  his  release  from  custody. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  do  excellent 
work. 

The  lady  visitors  have  paid  weekly  visits  to  the  female  prisoners 
who  greatly  appreciate  their  kind  sympathy  and  efforts  to  help 
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Once  a  month,  they  have  delivered  a  series  of  iectnres  on 
some  Qsefnl  practical  subjects,  which  have  been  listened  to  with 
great  attention.  ^ 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  oncers  has  been  good,  and  the 
conduct  Of  the  piisoners  generally  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

Hard  labour  in  the  first  stage  has  been  carried  out  by  Admiralty 
coal-6^k  making,  stone  breaking,  oakum  pickings  and  wood 
chopping.  Male  prisoners  in  other  stages  have  been  employed  at 
book-binding,  brush  making,  mail-bag  making,  carpentry,  garden- 
ing, hammock  making,  mat  making,  phoems^ng,  tailoring,  tin- 
smithing,  general  repairs  to  furniture,  bedding,  Ac,  building 
operations,  and  the  usual  prison  services.  Ifemale  prisoners  have 
been  employed  at  needlework,  knitting,  laundry  work,  and  in  the 
ordinary  services  of  prison. 

Prisoners  awaiting  trial  have  been  allowed  to  work  at  such 
indnstries  as  could  be  afforded. 

All  gai^^i  ground  has  been  cultivated  and  has  yielded  a  good 
crop  of  fresh  vegetables,  which  were  used  in  the  prison. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  condition  and  various 
alta^tions  and  improvements  have  been  made. 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  proper  working  order  and  the  supply 
of  water  is  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  has  been  sufficient,  and 
the  Bupplies  from  the  contractors  have  been  satisfactory  with  one 
exception. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
all  rules  relating  to  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  in  every  instance  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been 
distinctly  brought  under  the  notice  of  a  Commissioner.

Ghaplams 
Report. 


Morning  prayer  was  said  daily,  with  one  and  sometimes  two 
addresses  weekly. 

Two  services  with  sermons  were  conducted  on  all  the  Sundays, 
as  well  as  on  Christmas  Day  and  Oood  Friday,  with  the  exception 
of  one  occasion,  when  Christmas  music  was  substituted,  which 
was  well  rendered  by  St.  Michaers  choir  and  had  a  refining  and 
elevating  effect  upon  the  prisoners,  who  listened  with  rapt 
attention. 

There  was  a  monthly  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  with 
an  average  attendance  of  10  communicants. 

I  preached  several  *'  courses  "  of  sermpns  and  I  gave  a  daily  text 
through  Lent  with  a  few  suggestive  thoi;ights  thereon. 

The  subjects  of  week-day  addresses Ihave* been jsuch  as/*  Will 
Power,"  "  Suicide,"  •'  Homicide,"  "  Drink^  produced  Crime," 
** Transmission  of  Alcoholic  Taint,"  "Alcohol  and  Disease," 
**  Alcohol  and  Lunacy,"  "  Food  Ingredients,"  "  Observance_of 
Lord's  Day,"  &c.    A  weekly  choir  practice  was  held. 

The  behaviour  in  chapel  has  been  good  on  the  whole.  The 
Chaplain-Inspector,  who  attended  one  of  the  Sunday  services, 
made  an  entry  in  the  journal  to  the  effect  that  the  "  behaviour  of 
the  congregation  was  all  that  could  be  desired." 

An  eight  days  Mission  was  conducted  by  Captain  Hanson  of 
the  Church  Army  in  a  zealous  and  sensible  manner,  leaving  behind 
much  good  impression.  I  am  grateful^forj  this]  annual  ;$spiritual 
help. 

Thirteen  sermons  were  preached"  by  cTergymen  from  outside. 

All  prisoners  were  seen  on  admission  and  discharge,  daily  when 
^ick  and  under  punishment,  and  systematically  and  frequency 
trom.  cell  to  cell.  I  have  held  frequent  services  with  address  in 
the  hospitals.  ^ 

Juveniles. — I  am  pleased  to  say  the  number  has  been  greatly 
reduced  since  the  opening  of  the  Children'^  Court.  Only  50  were 
received  on  conviction  during  the  year. 

These  were  all  conducted  to  their  homes  either  by  the  Dis- 
charged Prisoners'  Aid  agent  or  friends. 
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Javenile-Adalts. — ^The  classification  has  been  continued  by  the 
governor.  I  have  given  them  a  weekly  lecture  in  class,  the  average  O^galn^ 
attendance  of  late  being  about  24.  The  subjects  dealt  with  have  B^^ 
been  such  as  "  Respect  to  Parents,"  "  Lord's  Day  Observance," 
"The  Bible,"  "Truthfulness,"  "Self-control,"  "Thrift,"  "Com- 
radeship," "  Ingenuity,"  "  Industry,"  "  Success,"  "  Evil  effects  of 
Alcohol  upon  Youth,"  "  Lessons  from  Minute  Life,"  "  Purity,"  &c. 

The  vigorous  physical  drill  soon  stirs  up  the  inertia  residing  in 
eome  of  these  lads  and  manifests  itdolf  in  a  beneficial  manner. 
They  all  attend  the  choir  practice. 

I  believe  that  an  amount  of  good  can  be  effected,  even  during 
comparatively  short  sentences,  by  suitable  and  vigoroqs  methods, 
conjoined  with  "strong  machinery  for  aid. and  supervision  on 
discharge,"  and  this  latter  is  in  course  of  construction  at 
Birmingham. 

Many  of  the  lads  are  being  visited  at  their  homes  and  are  going 
on  well 

Female  Prisoners. — My  last  report  referred  to  their  low  moral 
condition  and  stated  that  if  an  active  mission  lady  could  be  pro- 
cured to  work  amongst  them  after  their  release  from  prison  much 
good  might  resuU* 

Snch  a  lady  has  been  secured  as  paid  agent  and  has  been 
aaddnously  at  work  for  some  time  past,  and  I  believe  will  accom- 
plish untold  good. 

The  little  book  "  A  healthy  Home  and  how  to  Keep  it,"  recently 
iisaed  by  the  Conmiissioners  for  the  use  of  the  women  is  greatly 
appreciated  and  intently  read.  It  is  a  valuable  and  practical 
manual. 

Education. — ^This  has  been  carried  on  zealously  by  the  teaching 
BtaS.  Of  321  cases  eligible  for  instruction  270  showed  progress, 
Tiz. :  79  to  the  extent  of  one  standard,  96  to  the  extent  of  two 
standards,  and  95  to  the  extent  of  three  standards.  With  reference 
to  the  remaining  51  that  showed  no  progress,  21  of  these  were 
juveniles  with  sentences  of  seven  days  or  under,  18  were  trans- 
ferred to  other  prisons  and  12  had  to  be  excused  school. 

The  library  has  been  duly  circulated  and  the  books  are  in 
•onnd  condition. 

The  lady  visitors  have  continued  their  praiseworthy,  persever- 
ing and  invaluable  labours. 

Eleven  monthly  lectures  were  given  by  them  on  various 
robjects,  such  as  "  Health,"  "  Cleanliness,"  "  Pawnshop,"  &c. 

The  chief  causes  of  crime  in  connection  with  this  prison  are 
"dearth  of  employment "  "  drinking  facilities,"  "  physical  ineflR- 
ciency,"  and  in  cases  of  youth  "  lack  of  parental  care  "  and  "bad 
aaaociates." 

The  convictions  for  drunkenness  were  about  300  less  for  the 
calendar  year  than  for  the  previous  year. 
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Bzt^aoti^        There  is  much  progressive  social  work  going  on  in  Birmingham 
C^plain'a    th^t  should  make  for  a  decrease  of  crime.

It  is  oncoming  to  find  that  the  number  of  conmiittals  to  this 
prison  on  conviction  for  the  calendar  year  1905,  was  less  by  1,000 
than  for  the  previous  year. 

Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society. — The  death  of  Lord  Leigh, 
who  had  been  president  for  50  years,  has  to  be  greatly  lamented. 
The  greatest  gratitude  is  due  to  his  memory.  The  most  humane 
of  men,  the  deceased  nobleman  took  tender  and  unflagging  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  society  for  half  a  century. 

The  discharges  from  the  prison  were  7,442,  being  800  less  than 
in  1904.  Many  cases  were  sent  away  from  the  neighbourhood  to 
make  a  fresh  st^  in  life,  with  results  that  have  been  generally 
gratifying. 

1,082  cases  received  assistance,  work  being  procured  either 
directly  or  indirectly  for  about  300.  Upwards  of  2,000  visits  were 
made  to  homes. 

The  income  of  the  society  was  £388  and  expenditure  £418 ; 
balance  in  the  bank  £50. 

The  society  now  has  two  agents,  one  for  males  and  the  other  for 
females,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  third  may  be  procured  ere  long  for 
looking  after  the  "  juvenile-adults  "  exclusively. 

I  have  received  the  kind  and  ready  support  at  all  times  of  the 
Governor  in  my  varied  duties,  for  which  I  would  express  my 
great  gratitude,  and  from  all  the  officers  unfailing  courtesy  and 
co-oneration.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

One  male  prisoner  died  during  the  year. 

I  would  note  that  during  the  past  three  years  over  24:»0(X> 
priBoners  have  passed  through  this  prison,  and  only  five  deaths 
have  occurred  from  natural  causes,  the  annual  death-rate  per 
1,000,  computed  on  the  daily  average  number  in  custody,  being 
for  the  triennium  3'2. 

Out  of  6,035  male  and  1,486  female  prisoners  received  during 
the  year,  319  were  admitted  to  hospital — 249  males  and  10 
females. 

Of  these  admissions,  135  males  and  40  females  were  admitted 
either  direct  from  the  reception  cells  or  within  two  days  af t€«r 
reception,  and  no  fewer  than  60  of  these  (49  males  and  11  femal*^e) 
were  cases  of  mental  observation  or  alcoholism,  and  24  (20  malen 
and  4  females)  were  cases  of  attempted  suicide. 

A  large  proportion  of  these  cases  were  remanded  to  prison  for 
medical  observation  and  report,  and  reports  were  forwarded  in 
32  cases  to  the  committing  magistrates.  Seven  male  prisoners 
received  under  these  circumstances  were  reported  as  insane.  The 
others  were  found  to  be  either  mentally  weak  but  not  certifiably 
insane,  or  were  suffering,  at  the  time  of  committing  the  offence 
with  which  they  were  charged,  from  alcoholism  or  temporary 


No  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 

As  the  result  of  recent  improvements  the  sanitary  condition  (if 
the  prison  may  now  be  stated  to  be  highly  satisfactory. 

Among  the  females  received  31  were  certified  as  pregnant. 

Three  births  occurred  in  the  prison  during  the  year,  and  three 
female  prisoners,  whose  confinements  were  impending,  were 
released  some  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  their  sentences  by 
order  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  order  to  obviate  the  neccBaity 
of  their  being  detained  beyond  their  period  of  imprisonment  if 
confinement  took  place.  No  other  prisoners  were  released  en 
medical  grounds  during  the  year,

No  fewer  than  68  babies  at  the  breast  were  admitted  i^th  their  \ 
mothers,  and  in  their  cases  the  recently  established  crSche  has  | 
been  found  very  beneficial,  the  infants  improving  in  health  and 
general  condition  under  a  care,  to  which,  I  fear,  their  little  bodies 

were  unused  outside  the  prison  walls.

No  case  of  suicide  occurred.    Four  attempts  were  made^-one 
genuine  (the-  prisoner  being  afterwards  certified    insane),   one 
doubtfully  genuine^  and  the  other  two  feigned. 

The  dietary  has  been  good  and  well-cooked,  the  bedding 
sufficient,  and  the  ventilation  and  heating  arrangements  satisfactory 
generally.

The  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  fnlly  maintained  in  the 
pest  year;  the  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  good  and  the 
prisoners  generally  well-behaved. 

About  half  of  the  prisoners  received  were  young  seamen  dis-- 
charged  from  the  navy,  chiefly  for  insubordination.  Were  it  not 
for  the  incentive  offered  by  remission  of  sentence  for  good 
behaviour  and  industry,  the  enforcement  of  discipline  on  thiii 
class  would  have  been  a  much  harder  task,  their  sentences  bein^ 
generally  long. 

The  total  number  of  prisoners  received  of  all  classes  was  854, 
or  an  increase  of  nearly  13  per  cent,  as  compared  with  tlu» 
previous  year. 

There  were  384  committals  to  short  sentences  for  vagrancy,  an 
increase  of  41. 

No  males  were  ordered  to  be  treated  as  Ist  or  2nd  division 
offenders ;  and  the  number  who  obtained  release  on  part  payment 
of  fine  was  three  only. 

There  were  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape,  and  no  corporal 
punishment  was  inflicted. 

Hard  labour  consisted  of  coaisack  making,  wood  chopping,  and 
oakum  picking.  Other  industries  carried  on  were  the  making  uf 
hammocks,  projectile  bags,  and  seamen's  bags  (painted)  for  tho 
Admiralty,  sdso  mailbags  for  the  G.P.O.  We  had  a  smaller  dis- 
tribution of  Admiralty  orders;  and  this  fact,  taken  with  the 
larger  number  of  vagrants  received,  has  tended  to  lessen  thti 
average  earnings  per  prisoner. 

The  prison  buildings  and  fences  are  in  fair  repair,  some 
improvements  being  in  hand. 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  proper  working  order  and  the 
water  supply  is  adequate.  A  monthly  fire  practice  has  been 
instituted. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  is  sufficient  for  uU 
requirements. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good,  and  their  delivering 
pnnctoal.

Axtnoli,  EXTRAlOTS  PROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Daring  the  year  ended  March  Slst,  1906,  divine  service  has  been 
held  every  morning  in  the  chapel.  On  Sundays,  Christmas  Day, 
and  Oood  Friday  a  service  has  also  been  held  in  the  afternoon. 
Two  sermons  were  preached  every  Sunday,  as  well  as  on  Christmas 
Day  and  Oood  Friday ;  and  an  address  was  given  on  Ascension 
Day.  Short  instructions,  chiefly  on  the  Catechism,  were  given  on 
Wednesday  mornings,  and  I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Vicar  of 
Bodmin,  the  Rev.  C.  Mayhew,  for  his  kindness  in  taking  the 
greater  number  of  these  addresses.  The  prisoners  were  most 
attentive,  and  seemed  really  interested. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  three  times,  the 
average  number  of  communicants  being  three.  One  female 
prisoner  applied,  and  was  permitted,  to  attend  this  service. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  at  all  the  services  has  been 
exemplary,  and  every  succeeding  year  adds  to  my  conviction  of  the 
great  boon  which  the  daily  service  confers  upon  all  classes  of 
prisoners.  To  those  who  have  been  brought  up  without  any 
religious  training — and  unhappily  the  number  is  greater  than  it  is 
almost  possible  to  believe — ^they  afford  an  opportunity  of  instruction 
which  produces  the  most  excellent  results.  I  have  had  constant 
opportunities  of  verifying  this  statement,  and  regard  the  simple 
teaching  which  prisoners  receive  in  elementary  Christian  truths  as 
one  of  the  most  important  factors  in  their  reformation.  It  is  no 
longer  hoped  that  punishment  alone  for  doing  wrong  will  compel 
an  individual  to  do  right ;  such  a  result,  it  is  now  recognised,  can 
only  be  obtained  by  an  appeal  to  the  higher  instincts,  and  a  clear 
understanding  of  the  divine  reason  which  underlies  the  difference 
between  right  and  wrong.  To  those  who  have  enjoyed  a  religious 
up-bringing  and  have  lapsed  into  evil  courses  the  daily  services 
are  also  of  extreme  value.  They  bring  them  once  more  into 
touch  with  truths  they  once  valued,  and  often  with  the  happiest 
results.  I  attribute,  and  not  without  valid  reasons,  a  great  many 
of  the  case's  of  single  convictions  to  the  revival  in  prison  of  a  ^tb 
strong  enough  not  only  to  act  as  a  check  upon  a  downward  course, 
but  also  powerful  enough  to  replace  and  keep  the  reformed  in  the 
right  way. 

Every  prisoner  has  been  seen  on  admission  and  discharge. 
The  sick  and  those  under  punishment  or  observation  have 
been  seen  daily,  and  constant  cell  visits  have  been  paid  to  all 
prisoners. 
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In  every  hopeful  case  a  commendatory  letter  has  been  sent  to  Exta^ts, 
the  clergyman  pr  minister  of  the  district  in  which  a  discharged  *^^^*' 
prisoner  resides.  P°  ' 

An  officer  of  the  Church  Army  held  an  eight  days  mission  in 
March,  and  I  have  strong  hopes  that  it  proved  of  service  to 
seyeral  prisoners. 

Addresses  in  the  chapel  have  been  given  by  the  following 
clergymen :  Rev.  J.  C.  Badger ;  Rev.  Canon  Bone ;  Rev.  W.  S. 
Cruddas  ;  Rev.  W.  lago  ;  Rev.  C.  Mayhew  ;  Rev.  H.  Sedgwick ; 
Rev.  A.  Wright ;  Mr.  C.  James,  the  organising  secretary  of  the 
Dioeesan  Chmrch  of  England  Temperance  Society,  also  delivered 
two  lectures  on  his  particular  subject.  I  value  these  addresses,  as 
intemperance  still  remains  the  fountain  and  origin  of  the  majority 
of  offences  for  which  sentences  of  imprisonment  are  inflicted. 

The  library  is  well  supplied  with  suitable  books,  and  the 
regulations  covering  their  issue  are  carefully  complied  with. 

The  scheme  of  elementary  education  has  been  carried  out.  The 
zeal  displayed  by  the  schoolmaster  is  commendable. 

The  extension  of  the  "Borstal"  scheme,  of  which  recent 
notification  has  been  received,  will  undoubtedly  prove  of  great 
valae,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  justices  will  have  their  attention 
especially  drawn  to  the  excellent  results  obtained  by  it.  To 
allow  a  youthful  offender  to  become  an  habitual  criminal  by  the 
multiplication  of  short  sentences  renders  the  work  of  reformation 
much  more  difficult.  The  tendency  to  crime  should  be  nipped  in 
the  bud,  and  I  am  sure  that  a  long  sentence  is  better  in  the 
offender's  own  interest  than  the  shorter  ones  which  now  prevail. 
One  youth  sent  to  Borstal  from  this  prison  two  years  ago  haB 
certainly  been  saved  from  a  life  of  crime.  He  is  now  earning  his 
living  honestly  and  happily  at  a  trade  taught  him  in  Borstal. 

The  Cornwall  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to 
do  a  most  useful  work,  and  is  becoming  more  widely  known  in 
the  county.  During  the  past  three  years  the  subscribers  have 
risen  from  47  to  211,  and  what  is  more  important,  the  number  of 
persons  willing  to  take  care  of  discharged  prisoners  has  also 
increased.  857  prisoYiers  were  discharged  during  1905,  and  479 
received  relief. 

The  importance  of  the  work  carried  out  by  this  Society  is  not, 
however,  to  be  judged  merely  by  the  amount  of  pecuniary 
aaaistance  it  affords.  It  exercises,  through  its  voluntary  agents,  a 
most  useful  reformatory  influence,  and  from  this  point  of  view  ite 
utility  cannot  well  be  exaggerated.  It  is  at  present  the  only 
means  by  which  any  professions  of  amendment  made  by  a 
prisoner  can  be  tested  and  encouraged  after  discharge.  In 
nearly  every  case  any  good  impression  received  in  prisoD 
quickly  evaporates  on  return  to  freedom  unless  there  is  some 
Bjmpathetic  person  ready  and  willing  to  take  the  case  in 
band,  find  work,  and  give  Godly  advice.    Where,  however,  such 
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Eztnoti,  i^ot  only  amongst  first  offenders  but  also  among  the  more  hardened 
ChapUin*B  criminals.  The  help  thus  afforded  is  undoubtedly  tl^e  most  osef  ol 
B^ort.  because  it  is  the  most  lasting  in  its  effecte,  and  as  the  trend  of 
prison  legislation  is  less  to  punish  than  to  reform,  each  year  will 
thrust  this  side  of  the  work  more  forcibly  upon  every  Discharged 
Prisoners*  Aid  Society  in  the  country.  There  are,  of  course, 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  procuring  such  assistance,  but  once  let 
the  public  grasp  the  value  of  the  work  carried  out  on  these  lines 
these  difficulties  will  quickly  vanish,  for  sufficient  assistance  both 
pecuniary  and  personal  will  speedily  be  forthcoming. 

I  have  received  every  assistance  from  the  Qovemor  and  all  the 
officers  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  and  desire  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  them,  as  well  as  my  admiration  for  the  tact  with 
which  the  prisoners  are  invariably  treated.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good  and  no 
epidemic  has  occurred. 

One  male  prisoner  has  died  daring  the  year  from  pleurisy  and 
pneomonia. 

Two  male  prisoners  attempted  suicide,  in  my  opinion  feigned, 
one  by  inhaling  gas  and  the  other  by  hanging. 

One  prisoner  (male)  admitted  insane,  charged  with  murder  in 
the  Cornwall  County  Asj^lum,  Bodmin,  was  removed  to  Broad- 
moor. 

One  male  prisoner  found  insane  on  admission  was  removed  to 
the  local  asylum. 

One  female  prisoner  was  found  insane  at  her  trial  and  removed 
to  Broadmoor. 

One  female  prisoner  was  reported  to  the  police  as  weak  minded, 
but  was  again  sent  to  prison  on  three  occasions. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient,  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  ventilation  and  sanitary  arrangements  are  satis&otory. 

All  prisoners  are  examined  before  being  put  to  labour. 

The  temperature  of  the  prison  has  been  uniformly  maintained.

Report.  


The  general  state  of  the  prison  has  been  satisfactory,  and  discipline 
well  maintained. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  staff  has  been  excellent. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  generally  has  been  very  good  ; 
the  majority  of  the  reports  and  punishments  have  been  for  idle- 
ness by  short  sentence  prisoners  of  the  tramp  class. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  do  so. 

I  am  glad  to  say  corporal  punishment  has  not  been  necessary. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  more  fully  during 
the  last  five  months  owing  to  the  additional  officer  added  to 
the  staff. 

The  rule  giving  prisoners  whose  sentences  exceed  six  months 
the  power  to  earn  remission  of  a  portion  by  good  conduct  and 
industry  works  well,  and  the  result  has  been  highly  satis- 
factory. 

Ten  prisoners  have  been  liberated  on  part  payment  of  fine. 

No  prisoners  have  been  received  in  the  first  division,  and  only 
two  in  the  second. 

Thirteen  juvenile  prisoners  have  been  received  from  other 
prisons,  and  the  special  rules  applicable  to  them  appear  to  have 
had  beneficial  results,  especially  with  those  of  long  sentences. 

There  have  been  no  prisoners  eligible  for  conversation  at 
exercise. 

The  fire  appliances  are  satisfactory,  and  the  drill  of  officers  and 
prisoners  is  regularly  performed. 

The  system  of  progressive  stages  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered.  The  prison  garden  has  supplied  nearly  all  the 
vegetables  required  during  the  year. 

The  output  of  work  and  prisoners*  earnings  continue  satis- 
factory, and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  the  position 
of  having  the  highest  average  earnings  in  the  local  prisons,  as  was 
the  case  last  year. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  making  coal  sacks,  ham- 
mocks, mail-bags,  and  at  wood-chopping,  gardening,  tailoring, 
needlework,  and  knitting  repairs,  and  the  usual  domesuc  work 
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of  the  prison.    Oaknm  picking  has  only  been  resorted  to  ^heu 
other  work  was  not  available. 

A  wood-chopping  contract  has  also  been  entered  into  with  a 
local  firm  and  the  result  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  prison  buildings  generally  are  in  good  order. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with.

Morning  prayers  were  said  daily  throughout  the  year.  Two 
services  with  sermons  were  given  on  each  and  every  Sunday  as 
well  as  on  Christmas  Day  and  Qood  Friday.  The  singing  la 
▼ery  hearty  and  the  prisoners  have  thoroughly  joined  in  the 
fully  choral  service.  The  chapel  was  tastefully  decorated  for 
Christmas  Day. 

I  have  prepared  a  juvenile  with  a  view  to  confirmation,  and 
communicated  with  the  rector  of  the  parish  to  have  him 
confirmed  on  his  discharge  from  prison. 

Two  juveniles  have  been  sent  to  the  Church  Army 
Home,  Swansea.  One  of  them  is  doing  well  at  a  restaurant 
in  Swansea. 

I  have  regularly  held  twice  a  week  a  Bible  class  for 
juveniles,  who  greatly  appreciate  the  labour  bestowed  upou 
them. 

I  have  visited  prisoners  on  admission,  discharge,  when  sick, 
nnder  punishment,  and  weekly  every  Monday  morning. 

The  following  clergymen  have  preached  for  me  during  the

The  health  of  the  prisoners  during  the  past  year  has  been  most 
satisfactory  ;  the  illness  has  been  of  so  trivial  a  nature  that  it  hm 
not  been  thought  necessary  to  admit  a  single  prisoner  into  hospital 
during  the  year. 

There  have  been  no  deaths,  nor  attempts  at  suicide. 

The  prison  has  been  free  from  any  infectious  disease. 

The  prisoners  generally  improve  in  health  and  increase  in 
weight  during  their  imprisonment  here. 

Occasionally  slight  changes  in  diet  are  required,  such  as  porridge 
in  lieu  of  cocoa  or  mce  versd,  but  very  rarely  is  extra  diet 
necessary. 

The  bedding  and  dietary  have  been  good  and  sufficient. 

Water  and  sanitary  arrangements  are  almost  perfect. 

I  have  not  found  it  necessary  to  recommend  any  alcohol  during 
the  year,  but  I  alv^ays  do  so  when  required. 

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  upon  admission  and  before 
discharge  ;  and  their  labour  graduated  according  to  their  health.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  satis&ctory 
during  the  past  year. 

During  the  past  year  four  males  of  Division  I.  have  been  re- 
ceived, and  12  convicted  prisoners  (eight  males,  four  females)  in 
Division  II. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  marks  is  understood,  and  is,  I  think, 
an  incentive  to  good  behaviour. 

The  permission  to  pay  part  of  a  fine  is  explained  to  the  prisoners, 
and  some  have  taken  advantage  of  it. 

The  debtors  work  in  their  cells,  but  few  of  them  earn 
anything. 

Associated  labour  in  the  workshop  is  carried  on  as  regularly 

as    possible ;    those  prisoners   employed  on  tailoring  and  mat 

making — ^which  industries   are   carried    on  in    the  cells — have 

been  allowed  to  work  with  their  cell  doors  open  when  it  could  be 

arranged.    The  garden  party  have  been  continuously  employed. 

The  number  of  receptions  this  year  is  slightly  less  than  that  of 
last  year. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  the  number  of 
reports  being  slightly  less  than  last  year.  Of  the  total  number  of 
reports  the  larger  percentage  has  been  for  idleness,  principally 
when  employed  on  oakum  picking. 

There  was  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape. 

First  stage  prisoners  have  been  employed  on  coal  sacks,  coal 
bags,  and  oakum  picking.  Other  forms  of  labour  carried  on 
during  the  year  have  been,  for  males  : — hammock  making,  mail-bag 
making,  cartridge  bags,  wood  chopping,  shoe  repairing  and  tailor- 
ing; for  the  females  .'—knitting,  washing  for  O.P.0.|  mail-bag 
msJsing,  and  needlework. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  is  satisfoctory. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  of  recent  pattern, 
and  in  proper  working  order.  The  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 
Monthly  practice  is  held  regularly.  The  prison  has  been  put 
in  telephonic  communication  with  the  Somerville  Road  police 
station. 
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The  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  in  store  have  been  sufficient.  The 
contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  properly  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  oat. 

One  male  prisoner,  who  attempted  to  commit  suicide,  was 
certified  insane. 

The  Roman  Catholic  prisoners  have  been  regularly  visited  by 
the  priest,  and  a  weekly  service  on  Fridays  has  been  started. 

Some  few  prisoners  awaiting  trial  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  privilege  of  working  in  their  cells. 

Five  aliens  have  been  received  into  prison  under  the  Aliens 

Act. 

A  few  lectures  by  ladies  have  been  given  to  the  female  prisoners, 
and  will  be  continued  monthly. 

By  the  kind  permission  of  the  vicar  the  parish  choir  attended 
the  afternoon  service  on  Christmas  Day  and  sang  some  carols. 

The  Visiting  Committee  have  held  their  monthly  meetings 
regularly,  and  the  lady  visitors  have  been  constant  in  their 
attendance.

Daring  the  past  year  all  the  nsnal  serrices  have  been  held  in 
the  chapel ;  two  sermons  being  given  on  each  Sunday  as  well 
as  on  Good  Friday  and  Christmas  Day.  Addresses  are  eIbo 
regularly  given  on  Wednesdays.  The  prisoners  pay  marked 
attention  and  almost  without  exception  appear  reverent  and 
devout. 

Notice  of  the  Holy  Communion  is  given  monthly,  and  celebrar 
tions  follow  if  applications  for  the  Holy  Communion  are  made. 

All  prisoners  have  been  duly  visited  on  reception  and  discbai^ge, 
as  also  are  all  who  are  sick  or  undergoing  punisliment.  Frequent 
visits  are  made  to  long  term  prisoners  and  to  the  star  class. 

The  schoolmaster  has  performed  his  duties  tactfully  and  well^ 
and  many  instances  of  rapid  improvement  have  been  noted  during 
the  past  year.  An  unusually  large  number  of  male  scholars  have 
been  attended  to  consequent  on  the  number  of  young  prisoners 
sent  here  for  short  terms. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continue  to  do  good 
work,  and  the  lady  visitors  are  unremitting  in  attention  to  their 
kindly  work. 

Lectures  to  female  prisoners  are  now  given  every  month,  and 
are  much  appreciated. 

The  library  is  in  an  efi&cient  state  and  the  catalogue  shows  it  to 
be  varied  and  interesting. 

1  wish  to  acknowledge  the  help  of  the  Church  Army  in  again 
conducting  an  eight  days  mission  here. 

1  have  received  great  assistance  from  my  assistant  clergy^  and 
they  and  I  have  alike  always  experienced  uniform  kindness  and 
courtesy  from  all  the  officers  of  this  prison.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  There  has 
been  a  good  deal  of  measles  and  mumps  of  mild  type  in  warders' 
families,  part  of  epidemics  in  the  neighbourhood.  Six  cases  of 
diphtheria  occurred  in  officers'  quarters  as  part  or  sequel  of  a 
general  epidemic  in  Bristol,  and  one  case  in  a  remanded  prisoner, 
who  was  promptly  discharged  and  removed  to  the  Sanitary 
Hospital.  Many  cases  of  suspicious  throats  occurred  concurrently 
in  and  out  of  prison,  causing  anxiety  and  needing  treatment  and 
precautions.  Every  case  typical  or  suspicious  was  treated  with 
antitoxin,  and  no  mortality  will  I  hope  be  recorded.  I  have  to 
thank  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Bristol  and  his  staff  for 
prompt  attention  to  and  removal  of  cases,  also  for  bacteriological 
examinations.  One  prisoner  died  of  phthisis  originating  before 
reception.  There  was  one  birth  in  prison.  There  was  one  serious 
attempt  at  suicide  in  a  remanded  prisoner  obviously  insane,  while 
under  observation  ;  he  was  promptly  removed  and  certified  under 
the  Lunacy  Act.  There  were  several  threats  of  suicide  by  old 
convicts  but  no  overt  attempts.  One  convicted  prisoner  was 
discharged  from  prison  before  expiry  of  sentence  to  the  union 
infirmary  on  account  of  senile  decay. 

As  regards  mental  condition  apart  from  patent  inebriety,  no  less 
than  110  individuals  required  special  observation,  report,  or 
certification.  One  male  convicted  prisoner  was  certified  under  the 
Criminal  Lunatics  Acts  and  sent  to  an  ordinary  asylum.  One 
female  prisoner  charged  with  child  murder  was  found  insane  on 
arraignment  and  sent  to  an  ordinary  asylum;  another,  charged 
with  a  similar  offence,  was  found  guilty  but  insane,  and  was  sent 
to  Broadmoor.  The  mental  condition  of  40  males  and  22  females 
remanded  was  reported  on  to  the  Justices;  of  these,  11  males  and 
two  females  were  certified  under  the  Lunacy  Act;  and  eight  noales 
and  six  females  were  found  decidedly  affected  in  their  minds. 
On  discharge,  30  other  men  were  reported  on  as  being  weak- 
minded,  and  four  women.  The  mental  condition  of  two  msle 
convicted  prisoners  not  remanded  was  reported  on  to  the  Com- 
missioners on  petition.  In  addition,  nine  men  were  kept  under 
special  treatment  and  observation  in  hospital  on  acoount  of 
delirium  tremens  or  allied  disorder. 

All  prisoners  were  examined  for  fitness  before  being  put  to  hard 
labour.  The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  of  good  quality  and 
sufficient.  The  ventilation  and  general  sanitary  arrangements  ha^^ 
been  satis&ctory.  The  heating  of  the  prison  has  been  efficient, 
and  a  uniform  temperature  has  been  Mrly  maintained.

with. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  I  have  to  record  the  death  of 
the  chaplain,  the  Reverend  A.  K.  Ramsay,  which  occurred 
on  the  16th  March.  He  took  a  deep  interest  in  his  duties 
and  in  the  wel&re  of  prisoners.  In  him  the  prisoner  has 
lost  a  good  friend.

There  has  been  no  escape,  no  attempt  to  escape^  and  no  case  of 
corporal  punishment. 

The  rules  relative  to  the  division  of  offenders  have  been 
complied  with.  No  first  division  offenders  have  been  received, 
and  only  one  male  and  one  female  of  the  second  division. 

Eight  prisoners  have  been  released  on  part  payment  of  (ine. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  a  stimulus  to  good  conduct  and 
industry. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  prisoners  value  the  privilege 
of  associated  labour. 

No  prisoners  have  been  eligible  for  conversation  at  exercise. 

The  male  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  oakum  picking, 
sawing  wood,  sack  making,  mail-bag  making,  wood  chopping  and 
bundling,  gardening,  on  various  building  work,  and  in  the  ordinary 
service  of  the  prison  ;  the  females  in  repairing  clothing,  laundry 
work,  and  cleaning. 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  good  working  order,  and  there  is 
a  plentiful  supply  of  water. 

The  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  in  store  have  been  ample  for 
requirements. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  satisfectory  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  buildings  are  in  good  condition;  the  boundary  iron 
fencing  is  in  capital  order. 
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The  lady  TisitorB  haye  been  very  attentiye,  and  their  visits  are 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  female  prisoners. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  met  regularly  during 
the  year ;  tools,  clothing,  &c.,  have  been  given  after  inquiry,  and 
in  several  instances  the  Society  has  borne  the  cost  of  sending 
prisoners  to  their  friends  in  distant  parts  of  the  country. 

The  prison  has  been  visited  each  week  by  members  of  the 
Visiting  Committee.  I  gratefully  acknowledge  their  support  in 
disciplinary  matters,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  them 
for  their  testimony  concerning  the  condition  of  this  prison,  and 
for  their  approl]«ttion  of  the  efforts  made  by  me  and  the  officers  to 
uphold  discipline. 

The  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  prison 
have,  to  the  beat  of  my  belief,  been  properly  enforced.

Report. 


The  services  in  Chapel  on  Sundays  and  week  days  have  been 
dnly  performed.  Sermons  have  been  preached  twice  on  Sundays 
and  on  Christmas  Day.  Addresses  have  also  been  given  each 
Wednesday,  on  Good  Friday,  and  on  one  or  two  other  occasions. 

Notice  of  the  Holy  Communion  has  been  given  quarterly,  but 
daring  the  past  year  no  prisoner  has  asked  permission  to  make  his 
communion. 

The  behaviour  of  prisoners  in  Chapel,  and  their  interest  shown 
in  the  services  have  been  all  that  could  be  wished.  Many  of 
them  when  visited  have  referred  in  conversation  to  what  they 
have  heard  in  Chapel. 

The  cellular  visiting  has  been  systematically  carried  out,  special 
attention  having  been  paid  to  younger  prisoners  and  those  under 
longer  sentences. 

I  have  had  the  advantage  of  constant  assistance  from  Rev. 
A.  R.  H.  Johnson,  and  the  Rev.  P.  Arthur  has  also  kindly  given 
occasional  help  on  Sundays. 

The  duties  of  the  schoolmaster  have  been  most  carefully  and 
efl&ciently  carried  out.  Prisoners  eligible  for  instruction  have 
generally  shown  much  interest  in  their  lessons  and  have  made 
satisfactory  improvement. 

The  library  contains  an  adequate  number  of  suitable  books 
which  are  annually  revised.  Prisoners  entitled  to  books  evince 
great  appreciation  of  the  privilege. 

The  lady  visitors  have  again  given  ungrudgingly  of  their  time 
and  taken  deep  interest  in  the  female  prisoners,  besides  being  of 
great  assistance  to  them  on  discharge. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  met  regularly  and 
carried  on  much  useful  work,  the  agent  having  paid  most  careful 
attention  to  the  cases  that  came  under  his  chaise. 

I  have  also  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  help  given  by  the  St. 
Giles's  Christian  Mission  and  the  Church  Army  to  prisoners  on 
diflcharge. 

I  have  again  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Governor  aod  staff  for 
their  cordial  assistance  to  me  in  my  duties.

Associated  labour  is  carried  out  as  far  as  practicable,  and  is 
much  appreciated. 

Only  12  prisoners  paid  part  fines. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment,  and  no  attempt 
at  escape.

Fire  drill  is  carried  out  monthly.

The  chapel  services  have  been  regularly  performed  during  the 
last  year.  Sermons  have  been  preached  on  Sundays,  and  addresses 
or  instructions  on  Prayer  Book  or  Church  History  given  on 
Wednesdays.  On  Fridays,  after  the  Litany,  we  have  a  general 
practice  of  hymns  and  chants.  The  Holy  Communion  has  not 
been  celebrated  quite  every  month,  I  regret  to  say,  owing  to  the 
scarcity  of  men  desiring  to  receive. 

All  prisoners  have  been  visited  both  on  reception  and  discharge, 
and  those  whose  sentence  has  been  of  considerable  length  more 
frequently.    The  sick  have  been  regularly  visited. 

School  instruction  has  been  given  with  satisfactory  results,  the 
schoolmaster  being  very  attentive  to  his  duties.  The  library  books 
have  been  duly  exchanged  and  are  much  appreciated. 

The  juvenile-adults  have  been  of  late  months  separated  so  far 
as  is  possible  from  the  other  prisoners  in  chapel  by  grouping  them 
together. 

The  lady  visitors  have  bevn  most  assiduous  and  helpful,  and 
several  lectures  have  been  given  during  the  year  by  them  to  the 
females. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  has  assisted  to  its  best 
ability  all  prisoners  of  a  deserving  character  who  have  applied  for 
aid.  As  honorary  secretary  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the 
assistance  given  to  us  by  the  Royal  Society  in  getting  employment 
for  men.    Otherwise  it  is  exceedingly  hard. 

In  conclusion  I  have  to  thank  the  governor  and  all  the  ofBcers 
for  their  ready  assistance  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  well  maintained. 

The  condnct  of  the  subordinate  offtcers  was  good. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  has  been  generally  satisfactory. 
One  case  of  assault  on  an  officer  occurred,  for  which  a  sentence  of 
four  months*  hard  labour  was  inflicted  at  the  police  court. 

The  indnstries  of  the  prison  were  efficiently  supervised  and  the 
means  of  providing  for  associated  labour  fully  utilised. 

There  was  no  escape  or  attempted  escape  from  the  prison. 

The  prison  stores  were  carefully  administered,  and  all  contracts 
for  supplies  were  duly  carried  out. 

Building  repairs  and  alterations  were  executed  strictly  as 
anthorised,  and  with  satisfactory  work. 

The  fire  appliances — fitted  with  approved  instantaneous  coup- 
lings during  the  year — ^were  regularly  tested,  and  the  water  supply 
^was  satisfactory. 

The  institution,  at  the  instance  of  the  Commissioners,  of  monthly 
addresses  to  female  prisoners,  upon  suitable  subjects  of  moral  and 
simple  technical  instruction,  commenced  early  in  the  year.  These 
addresses  are  contributed  entirely  by  voluntary  helpers,  local 
ladies,  whose  kindly  efforts  for  the  welfare  of  these  prisoners  are 
highly  appreciated  by  the  chaplain  and  myself.  More  recently, 
on  the  males'  side  of  the  prison,  was  also  inaugurated  a  system  of 
separate  classification  and  special  treatment  for  juvenile-adult 
prisoners  on  lines  promulgated  by  the  Commissioners  for  corres- 
pondence with  the  established  efforts  of  the  *'  Borstal  Scheme,*' 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  special  claims  of  youths  of  this  class 
may  become  generally  recognised  and  lead  to  material  co-operation 
for  their  permanent  welfare  on  the  part  of  the  many  employers  of 
labour  able  to  offer  some  opportunity  to  these  prisoners  on  their 
release. 

1  have  to  record  that  the  prison  was  officially  visited  by  the 
Lord  Chief  Justice  during  the  winter  Assize,  and  that  his  Lord- 
ship was  pleased  to  express  satisfaction  with  the  condition  and 
arrangements  of  the  prison. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have 
been,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  complied  with  in  all  respects.

The  serviceB  in  the  prison  chapel  have  been  conducted  nn- 
intermptedly  thronghont  the  year  ;  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners 
attending  has  been  exemplary. 

The  Lord  Bishop  of  the  diocese  preached  at  both  services  on 
Sunday,  October  22nd,  1905,  our  "  Harvest  Festival." 

Each  prisoner  has  been  visited  on  reception  and  discharge, 
special  attention  having  been  given  to  the  juveniles,  sick,  and 
cases  placed  under  special  observation.  My  visits  have  invariably 
been  received  with  gratitude  and  respect 

A  special  form  of  treatment  is  now  being  applied  here  to 
youthful  offenders  up  to  the  age  of  21  on  the  lines  of  the 
**  Borstal  system,"  from  which  we  are  hoping  the  best  results. 

The  school  instruction  of  the  prisoners  has  been  carried  out  by 
the  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  in  an  efi&cient  manner. 

The  library  is  very  highly  appreciated  by  the  prisoners,  and  ou 
the  arrival  of  the  h^sh  annual  supply,  shortly  expected,  it  will 
be  in  a  thoroughly  representative  and  serviceable  condition. 

During  the  past  year  a  most  excellent  course  of  lectures  was 
delivered  to  the  female  prisoners  on  the  following  subjects : —

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  daring  the  year  ended 
3l8t  March,  1906,  have  been  well  maintained. 

The  ofBoers  have  behaved  well,  and  performed  their  duties  in  a 
aatis^torj  manner. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good. 

There  have  been  no  offenders  of  the  first  or  second  division 
received  during  the  past  year. 

Forty-eight  males  and  six  females  paid  part  fine  and  costs,  and 
the  system  appears  to  be  appreciated  by  all  who  have  the  means 
to  avail  themselves  of  it. 

Debtors  and  trial  prisoners  have  been  given  the  opportunity 
of  earning  a  small  sum  weekly,  which  has  provided  them  with 
postage,  newspapers,  &c.,  and  an  extra  shilling  or  two  on  discharge, 
for  which  they  appear  very  grateful. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  regularly,  and  is  much 
appreciated  by  the  prisoners. 

Hale  prisoners  have  been  employed  in  first  stage  at  oakum 
picking  and  stonebreaking.  Industrial  labour  included  making 
coir  mats,  brushes,  and  kneelers,  mail-bags  and  sacks  ;  repairing 
clothing,  bedding,  and  prison  utensils.  Females  have  made  shirts, 
Bocks,  stockings,  drawers,  and  pillow  cases,  and  performed  the 
usual  laundry  work  and  repairs. 

The  buildings  are  in  good  repair. 

A  new  water  main  has  been  laid  to  meet  the  requirements  in 
case  of  fire.  Hydrants  have  been  fixed,  and  other  appliances 
supplied.  Fire  drills  have  been  practised,  and  officers  trained 
under  the  engineer.    The  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  and  gratuity  continues  to  be  an 
incentive  to  good  conduct  and  industry.

Chaplains 
Report.  


The  Sunday  and  daily  services  have  been  regularly  held  during 
the  past  year.  Captain  Hanson  of  the  Church  Army  again  con- 
ducted an  eight  days'  mission,  giving  a  course  of  earnest  practical 
addresses. 

Notice  of  Holy  Communion  has  been  given  at  the  appointed 
times,  but  none  has  received. 

Short  practices  of  hymns  and  chants  have  been  held  on  Thursday 
mornings  after  service. 

All  prisoners  have  been  visited  on  admission  and  discharge, 
those  with  long  sentences  at  intervals,  and  the  sick  daily. 

The  library  books  have  been  regularly  changed  and  much 
appreciated. 

The  schoolmaster  has  done  his  work  efficiently. 

The  organist  has  been  regular  in  her  attendance,  and  discharged 
her  duties  satisfactorily. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  agent,  have  carefully  considered  all  applications,  and  assisted 
many  of  the  prisoners  on  their  release. 

The  lady  visitors  have  rendered  valuable  service,  both  in  the 
prison  and  out  of  it,  with  cases  brought  under  their  notice. 

Several  ladies  have  kindly  undertaken  to  send  flowers  in  turn 
for  the  altar  vases. 

The  Governor  and  officers  of  the  prison  have  given  me  every 
possible  help  in  the  discharge  ot  my  duties.

There  has  been  very  little  Bickness  in  the  prison  during  the 
year. 

No  epidemic  or  infectious  disease  has  occurred. 

There  was  one  case  of  attempted  suicide  by  a  youth.  It  seemed 
a  feeble  attempt  on  his  part.  He  has  no  recollection  of  the  afifair, 
and  for  several  days  afterwards  he  was  in  a  highly  excited 
condition. 

There  has  been  no  death. 

There  was  only  one  weak  minded  prisoner  received,  but  he  was 
HQbeequently  reconvicted  at  other  courts. 

All  prisoners  have  been  carefully  examined  before  being  passed 
for  any  labour. 

The  dietary  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  bedding  and  clothing  have  been  of  good  quality. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  is  in  good  order.

Beport.  .— _ 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  satisfactorily 
maintained.  The  officers  have  performed  their  various  duties 
with  zeal  and  energy,  and  have  shown  themselves  to  be  competent 
and  well  conducted. 

There  have  been  no  prisoners  in  the  first  division.  Five  males 
and  six  females  were  placed  in  the  second  division,  which  is  a 
slight  increase  as  compared  with  previous  years.  There  would, 
however,  appear  to  be  still  room  for  greater  discrimination  on  the 
part  of  magistrates  when  passing  sentence,  as  31  males  and 
six  females  were  placed  in  the  "Star  Class"  after  due  investigation 
of  their  antecedents. 

As  stated  in  former  years,  few  fines  are  paid  at  this  prison. 
Six  prisoners  were  released  on  pai-t  payment,  viz.,  three  males  and 
three  females. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  continues  to  be  highly 
valued  by  those  eligible  for  the  privilege,  and  proves  to  be  a  great 
inducement  to  behave  and  work  well. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  whenever  possible.  It  is, 
undoubtedly,  much  appreciated  by  the  prisoners,  and  the  output  of 
work  is  very  satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  generally  has  been  very  good.  The 
exceptions  have  been  chiefly  idleness  at  oakum  picking  on  the  part 
of  prisoners  belonging  to  the  tramp  class,  of  whom  a  large  number 
was  committed  for  short  periods,  and  who  appear  to  have  a  great 
dislike  to  work  of  any  kind  either  in  or  out  of  prison. 

There  was  no  case  of  corporal  punishment. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape  from  the 
prison. 

Hard  labour  in  the  first  stage  has  been  enforced  by  wood 
chopping,  coal-sack  making,  and  oakum  picking.  Subsequent 
labour  consisted  of  mail-bag  and  hammock  making,  gardening, 
repairing  clothing,  shoes,  &c.  The  female  prisoners  were  employed 
at  knitting,  needlework,  and  washing. 

The  buildings,  fences,  &c.,  are  all  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  proper 
working  order.    There  is  a  plentiful  supply  of  water. 
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The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  has  been  ample  to 
meet  al]  requirements,  and  the  contractors*  supplies  of  good  quality 
and  punctually  deliyered. 

The  Pi^ogressive  Stage  System  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
continues  to  work  well. 

An  important  vicut  was  paid  to  this  prison  in  January  last  by 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  England,  who,  after  careful  inspection 
of  all  parts  of  the  prison  and  yarious  prisoners,  was  good  enough 
to  rec(u^  that  ^^  Everything  in  this  prison  is  in  most  excellent 
order."    • 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  gOTemment  of  the  prison  have, 
to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  been  complied  with  in 
every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  distinctly  reported 
to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a  Commissioner.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT.  Bxtraoto, 

Chaplain's 
Report. 


I  ^wish  to  express,  in  the  first  place,  my  grateful  acknowledg- 
ment that  the  alterations  and  improvements  within  the  wails  of 
the  Chapel  have  been  brought  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion.  It 
may  be  of  interest  to  say  that  on  the  re-opening  of  the  Chapel  for 
Divine  Service — ^viz.,  on  the  21st  of  May,  1905 — a  special  service 
was  held  at  9.15  a.m.,  and  a  suitable  sermon  followed.  Some  35 
of  the  men  and  boys  belonging  to  the  choir  of  my  English  Church 
— Christ  Church,  Carmarthen — together  with  their  choirmaster 
and  organist  (Mr.  Herbert  McCelland,  Mus.  Bac.,  T.C.D.),  kindly 
attended  and  sang  an  anthem  of  Gounod,  "  Send  out  Thy  light," 
and  joined  effectively  in  a  choral  litany  and  in  the  musical 
portions  of  the  service  generally.  The  effect  upon  the  prisoners 
was  very  plainly  visible,  and  some  of  them  were  moved  to  tears 
whilst  joining  in  singing  some  of  our  best  known  hymns.  Truly 
it  was  a  service  to  be  remembered  by  many  who  bowed  their 
heads— and«  let  us  believe,  their  hearts — in  repentance  before  the 
throne  of  grace. 

Morning  prayer  has  been  said  daily  during  the  year.  Morning 
and  evening  services,  with  a  sermon  at  each  service,  have  been 
held  every  Sunday,  as  well  as  on  Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday. 
The  services  at  all  times  continue  to  be  as  fully  choral  as  circum- 
stances permit,  and  they  seem  to  be  appreciated  by  the  vast 
majority  of  the  prisoners. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  only  twice  during 
the  year,  though  on  no  less  than  13  occasions  was  notice  of  Holy 
Communion  given  out  in  Chapel.  I  need  scarcely  say  that  no  one 
received  this  Holy  Sacrament  until  after  I  had  carefully  examined 
and  instructed  him  with  that  object  in  view. 

The  sick  and  prisoners  under  punishment  have  been  daily 
visited,  and  all  applications  have  been  attended  to  and  examined 
without  delay.  All  prisoners  have  received  frequent  visits  from 
my  deputy  and  myself,  and  both  on  admission  and  previously  to 
their  being  released  they  have  been  earnestly  advised  and 
encouraged  to  lead  better  lives.  The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has 
been  very  good,  and  the  advice  given  to  them  by  my  colleague  and 
myself  has  always  been  received  with  respectful  civility,  and 
sometimes  with  undoubtedly  visible  gratitude.  The  general 
behaviour  in  Chapel  is  at  all  times  seemingly  both  reverent  and 
attentive. 
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Extrada,  I  regret  to  say  that  the  number  of  vagi  ante  frequenting  the 
^^'^^j*^**  prison  is  a  very  large  one,  and  I  fear  that  the  very  short  sentences 
J^^  imposed  lupon  them  are  unlikely  to  prove  deterrent.  Not  un- 
frequently  am  I  assured  by  men  of  this  stamp,  during  one  or  other 
of  their  brief  *'  visits,"  that  they  are  all  rights  or  comfortable^  or 
quite  happy  where  they  are,  and  that  "they  don't  want  for 
nothing  save  a  trifle  to  help  them  on"  when  they  leave  the 
prison. 

The  schoolmaster  has  carried  out  his  duties  systematically  and 
to  my  satisfaction. 

The  library  is  furnished  with  a  supply  of  healthy  and  whole- 
some literature,  and  the  books  are  much  valued  and  eagerly 
sought  by  those  for  whom  they  are  provided. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  still  carries  on  its 
excellent  and  much  needed  work  in  ministering  to  the  needs  of 
both  men  and  women  on  their  discharge.  In  a  few  instances 
such  employment  has  been  found  for  those  who  needed  it  as  was 
rightly  calculated — so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  follow  up  the 
subsequent  history  of  the  individual  cases  assisted — to  be  of 
permanent  benefit  to  them. 

The  interest  of  the  lady  visitors  is  still  maintained,  and  their 
valued  services  are  still  continued.  Their  self-denying  efforts, 
both  in  the  cellular  visitation  of  the  female  prisoners  and  in 
endeavouring  to  aid  in  reclaiming  them  from  their  evil  ways,  are 
highly  commendable,  and  their  unflagging  desire  to  do  good 
deserves  at  least  to  be  placed  on  record. 

I  would  once  again  wish  to  make  known  my  gratitude  to  all 
concerned  for  the  kind  and  courteous  assistance  invariably 
received,  both  by  my  deputy  and  by  myself,  from  the  Governor  and 
his  officers,  in  the  execution  of  our  didly  duties  of  the  prison.

Report. 

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  There  has 
been  no  death,  no  epidemic,  and  no  snicide  or  attempt  at  saicide. 
No  prisoner  was  released  on  medical  grounds. 

One  prisoner  was  found  insane  on  arraignment,  and  one  was 
sent  to  the  Joint  Counties  Asylum  at  Carmarthen. 

Many  of  the  Vagrants  admitted  during  the  year  had  the  itch. 
As  in  former  years,  so  in  this,  many  were  found  to  have  varicose 
Teins  and  rapture. 

The  food  was  sufficient  and  of  good  quality,  and  it  was  rarely 
necessary  to  make  any  alteration. 

The  water  supply  was  sufficient  and  of  good  quality. 

The  yentilation  of  the  cells  and  the  general  sanitary  arrange- 
ments of  the  prison  are  satisfactory.  The  heating  of  the  prison 
has  been  satis&ctory.  During  the  winter  months  every  prisoner 
is  allowed  an  extra  blanket. 

I  visit  the  prison  twice  a  day,  morning  and  evening,  and  at 
other  times  when  necessary.

Report.  ___ 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  very  satisfactory, 
and  the  officers  have  behaved  well  and  given  me  loyal  support 
in  the  discharge  of  my  duties. 

The  prison  was  very  full  in  the  early  summer,  and  in  August 
it  was  arranged  to  send  the  committals  from  the  couits  at  Colwyn 
Bay,  Conway  (with  Llandudno)  and  Llanwrst  district  to  Ruthin 
prison.  This  greatly  relieved  the  pressure,  but  the  number  of 
men  is  still  higher  than  formerly,  and  will  undoubtedly  rise  very 
much  in  the  next  month  or  two.  There  is  an  encouraging  decrease 
in  the  number  of  women.  The  total  commitments  were  757  males 
and  65  females,  as  against  881  males  and  99  females  in  the 
previous  year.    The  transfers  were  89  as  against  121. 

I  regret  that  I  cannot  make  any  closer  comparisons,  as  I  do  not 
know  the  number  of  cases  diverted  to  Huthin  prison.  Of  the  whole 
number  received,  one-third  were  convicted  of  drunkenness,  and 
rather  more  than  one-third  of  vagrancy.  There  were  77  debtors,  a 
higher  number  even  than  last  year,  and  the  highest  on  record  with 
one  exception  (78  in  1902-3). 

The  number  placed  in  the  second  division  was  five  only.  The 
attention  of  all  the  Justices  of  Anglesey  and  Carnarvon  has  been 
drawn  to  this  matter  publicly  by  the  Chairman  of  the  respective 
Quarter  Sessions,  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

There  were  four  remissions  of  sentence  (Sec.  8)  and  27  part 
payments  of  fines,  these  numbers  being  about  the  average.  I  have 
previously  drawn  attention  to  one  reason  why,  in  my  opinion, 
more  fines  are  not  paid  after  committal,  viz.,  the  heavy  charges  for 
conveyance  and  the  warrant.  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  the 
whole  question  of  costs  is  absolutely  wrong  in  principle,  and  that 
if  permitted  to  continue,  the  authorized  scales  should  be  radically 
revised.  I  may  mention  one  case.  A  young  girl  was  fined  Is.  for 
having  no  light  on  her  bicycle,  and  finally  had  to  pay  Vis.  6d.  and 
suffer  a  short  imprisonment  as  well.  She  was  not  even  given  the 
benefit  of  the  second  division.  A  custom  also  prevails  of  imposing 
(automatically)  the  maximum  imprisonment  allowed  by  the 
schedule,  instead  of  determining  this  according  to  circumstance. 

The  labour  carried  on  includes  stone-breaking  (for  the  Cor- 
poration), picking  oakum,  bundling  fire-wood,  and  making  coal- 
sacks  and  hammocks  for  the  Admiralty,  mail-bags  for  the  General 
Post  Office,  and  nose-bags.  The  females  do  all  the  laundry  work 
and  repairing,  and  a  little  knitting  and  shirt  makmg. 
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The  condnct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  all  the  reports  being 
for  trivial  offences.    There  has  been  no  attempt  to  escape  nor  act    O^rnor** 
of  violence.    The  fire  appliances  are  now  adequate  and  the  snpply       ^^P^- 
of  water  is  abundant,  a  new  main  having  recently  been  laid. 

The  supply  of  clothing  and  bedding  is  ample,  and  all  the 
contracts  have  been  well  carried  out. 

The  progressive  stage  system  works  well. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  do  useful 
work,  and  the  chaplain  and  the  lady  visitors  have  co-operated 
mogi  cordially  in  this  important  matter. 

The  rules  and  regulations  have  been  strictly  carried  out,  except 
in  cases  which  have  received  the  direct  sanction  of  a  Com- 
miarioner

The  edacation  of  prisonere  is  duly  carried  on  by  the 
chief  warder  and  acting  matron.  The  numbers  are  small 
and  irregular. 

The  daily  and  Sunday  services  have  been  performed  to  the 
best  of  my  ability.  The  additional  hymns  have  been  very 
welcome. 

The  prisoners  have  been  seen  on  reception  and  discharge. 

There  has  been  little  sickness  and  little  punishment.  They 
have  been  duly  attended  to  by  me.  In  the  latter  cases  I  do  not 
think  it  fair  to  add  to  the  sentence  pronounced  the  further 
infliction  of  a  homily  from  the  chaplain. 

The  prisoners  have  been  uniformly  respectful,  and  are  keen  on 
the  services,  especially  singing.

The  state  of  the  prison  daring  the  past  year  has  been  good,  and 
the  conduct  of  the  ofBcers  has  been  excellent.  They  have  carried 
oat  their  duties  well,  and  given  every  assistance  to  the  young 
probationers  under  instruction. 

The  division  of  offenders  has  been  strictly  carried  out. 

The  various  courts  still  seem  very  reluctant  to  place  eligible 
men  in  the  2nd  Division.  Several  who  were  subsequently 
placed  in  the  "  star  class  "  could  in  my  opinion  have  been  placed 
on  conviction  in  the  2nd  Division. 

The  conduct  of  the  convicts  has  been  very  good,  and  that  of 
the  local  prisoners  very  fair. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment  or  breach  of 
discipline  of  a  serious  nature. 

The  greater  proportion  of  reports  were  against  the  vagrant  class 
for  idleness,  many  of  whom  are  sent  here  for  absolutely  useless 
short  sentences,  which  in  my  opinion  go  a  great  way  towards 
encouraging  the  vagrant  in  his  idle  habits. 

A  vagrant  prefers  punishment  and  bread  and  water  rather  than 
do  ^y  work. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  still  continues  to  act  as 
a  great  incentive  to  good  conduct  and  industry. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  regularly  in  the 
AsBociation  Room  with  good  results,  and  has  been  appreciated  by 
the  prisoners. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape. 

There  have  been  two  cases  of  attempted  suicide,  but  I  do  not 
consider  that  either  attempt  was  genuine. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  the  following  labour  : — 
Mail-bags,  coal-sacks,  hammocks,  tailoring,  bookbinding,  needle- 
work, d^oemaking  (repairs),  laundry  work,  gardening,  carpenter- 
ing, and  wood-chopping. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  fairly  good  order  except  where 
otherwise  reported.

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good  working  order 
and  regularly  tested,  and  the  supply  of  water  is  good. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient,  and  the  contractors*  supplies  have  been  good  and 
punctually  delivered. 

The  dietaries  have  been  good  and  well  served,  and  very  few 
complaints  have  come  to  my  notice. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carefully  carried  out  an<l 
gives  good  results. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have,  to 
the  best  of  my  belief,  been  complied  with. 

The  school  of  instruction  for  officers  at  this  prison  continues  to 
be  conducted  on  the  same  lines  as  before,  viz.,  three  courses  of  four 
months  each,  with,  I  am  glad  to  say,  excellent  results. 

No  deputy  governors  have  been  under  instruction,  but  one  fifth 
class  governor  has  been  attached  to  learn  discipline  work. 


Forty-four  probationers  have  been    under  instruction, 
classes  continue  to  show  great  interest  in  their  work.

Chaplain's 
Beport.  __« 


Divine  service  has  been  regularly  performed  in  the  chapel 
with  sermons  on  Sundays  and  most  Holy  Days,  and  nsnally 
an  instruction  on  Wednesdays.  The  behaviour  of  the  men  has 
been,  with  very  few  exceptions,  satisfactory ;  they  have  joined 
heartily  in  the  singing  of  hymns  and  canticles  and  have  shown 
a  general  desire  to  make  the  services  bright  and  intelligible. 
Many  a  time  suggestions  have  been  made  to  me  in  the  cells  as  to 
this  or  that  detail  of  the  services,  and  I  have  always  been  glad  to 
give  such  suggestions  every  consideration.  On  the  second  Sunday 
after  Easter  last  year  the  choir  of  All  Saints,  Springfield,  came  in 
to  the  afternoon  service.  The  occasion  was  the  opening  of  the 
new  organ,  a  powerful  and  sweet  toned  instrument,  which  has 
been  a  very  great  help  to  us.  On  the  Sunday  after  Christmas  the 
Holy  Trinity  choir  visited  us  and  sang  some  carols  at  the  afternoon 
service,  and  also  in  hospital.  These  occasional  visits  of  trained 
choirs  are  very  helpful  and  much  appreciated.  The  chapel  was 
nicely  decorated  for  Christmas,  and  flowers  have  been  regularly 
supplied  for  the  altar  except  in  Advent  and  Lent.  Small  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  chapel  furniture,  but  ther«3  is  still 
much  that  might  be  done.  The  Holy  Eucharist  has  been  celebrated 
15  times  in  the  course  of  the  year,  and  161  communions  have  been 
made.  Particular  attention  is  given  to  men  in  preparing  for 
communion,  and  a  special  service  of  preparation  is  always  held  on 
the  previous  day.  At  this  service  a  simple  instruction  is  given. 
I  have  baptized  a  boy  of  11,  and  two  men  have  died  in  hospital ; 
one  of  these  I  buried  in  the  neighbouring  churchyard,  the  other 
was  taken  away  by  his  friends:  The  Bishop  of  Colchester  has 
held  three  confirmations  in  the  chapel,  at  which  nine  men  have 
been  presented,  eight  of  whom  were  convicts.  I  may  say  that 
the  Bishop  highly  approves  of  the  plan  of  presenting  suitable  men 
for  confirmation  during  the  early  portion  of  their  sentence,  and  has 
frequently  expressed  his  pleasure  in  administering  the  rite  in  the 
prison  chapel.  The  Bishop  of  Barking  preached  at  the  morning 
service  on  December  3rd,  and  the  Bishop  of  St.  Albans  paid  us  a 
similar  visit  on  the  last  day  of  the  year.  The  Rev.  Q.  B.  Hardy 
preached  on  the  Sunday  mornings  in  Lent,  and  five  other  clergy 
have  helped  in  the  same  way.  In  February  Captain  Spencer  of 
the  Church  Army  held  aiLeight_dajs>|jaission  and  was  very  well 
received. 

Prisoners  have  been  regularly  visited  on  reception  and  discharge 
and  at  frequent  intervals  during  their  sentence.     Those  under 
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punishment  or  in  hospital  have  received  constant  attention.    A     Bztracte, 
short  aerrice  with^an  address  has  been  held  in  hospital  on  Sanday    Chaplain's 
afternoons.    It  has  been  my  practice  to  visit  every  man  in  his  cell      ^P^ 
once  a  month  as  well  as  at  Fnch  other  times  as  he  may  apply  to 
see  me. 

The  schoolmasters  are  very  painstaking  in  their  work,  which  I 
frequently  inspect.  It  is  astonishing  how  many  yonng  men  there 
are  who  can  scarcely  write  their  name  in  spite  of  an  early 
Bchooling.  On  the  other  hand  there  are  many  men,  especially 
amongst  the  convicts,  who  have  a  little  education  and  are  ready  to 
take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  of  improving  themselves. 
Erery  possible  help  and  encouragement  is  given  in  all  such  cases. 
The  library  is  in  good  order  and  well  stocked  with  books.  Only 
four  juveniles  have  been  admitted  during  the  year  and  they  have 
received  daily  attention.  One  was  a  particularly  distressing  case.  A 
yonng  lad  under  12  was  sent  here  for  six  days  for  stealing  fruit.  It 
Beems  tome  a  terrible  thing  that  such  a  child  should  be  committed 
to  prison  because  he  stole  a  few  apples  and  his  parents  were  unable 
or  UDwilliog  to  pay  the  fine.  Another  case  was  that  of  a  boy  of 
under  16  who  was  sent  here  for  11  days  for  indecency.  I  found 
from  enquiries  that  he  was  one  of  a  large  family  living  in  terrible 
poverty.  After  considerable  trouble  I  managed  to  get  him  taken 
in  charge  by  the  Church  of  England  Waifs  and  Strays  Society. 
He  was  placed  in  one  of  their  homes  and  had  an  excellent  chance 
of  doing  well  for  himself,  but  he  absconded  after  a  month^s 
trial 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  continues  its  useful 
work  through  its  excellent  agent,  who  is  as  active  and  efficient  as 
ever.  The  classes  for  probationary  officers  have  received  regular 
attention.  I  have  given  the  usual  lectures  and  have  satisfied 
myself,  as  far  as  possible,  that  the  men  were  fully  conscious  of  the 
responsibility  renting  upon  them.  I  have  always  received  every 
conrtesy  from  the  staff  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

The  working  of  the  changes  in  the  system  effected  by  the 
Prison  Act,  1898,  continues  satisfactory. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  works  well. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence,  and  the  provision  for 
the  part  payment  of  fines  continue  to  be  appreciated. 

One  case  of  corporal  punishment  has  occurred  during  the  year 
for  an  assault  upon  the  chief  warder. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  generally  has  been  good,  and  there 
have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

Hard  labour  prisoners  of  the  first  stage  have  been  employed 
at  firewood-chopping,  coal-sack  making,  and  oakum-picking.

The  servioes  in  chapel  on  Sundays,  Holy  Days,  and  week-days 
have  been  conducted  with  regularity  throughout  the  year* 

Several  of  the  local  clergy  have  given  valuable  help,  amongst 
others  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Bishop  Suffragan,  Uie 
Rev.  F.  J.  Adams,  the  Rev.  6.  H.  Haglehurst,  Rev.  H.  L.  Ogle, 
late  Vicar  of  Plumstead,  the  Rev  J.  K.  Lee,  Bishop's  Chaplain. 
During  Lent,  the  Rev.  F.  P.  Dowman  has  given  a  course  of 
addresses. 

The  conduct  of  prisoners  has  been  very  good. 

All  prisoners  have  been  seen  on  reception  and  discharge,  the 
sick  and  those  under  punishment  daily,  and  others  from  time 
to  time  during  long  sentences. 

Si)ecial  attention  has  been  given  to  juvenile-adult  prisoners. 
There  have  been  bat  few  in  this  class,  and  most  of  them  transfers 
from  London  or  Liverpool.  They  appear  to  derive  considerable 
benefit  from  regular  drill.  I  see  them  frequently.  Many  of  them 
have  been  helped  on  discharge,  with,  on  the  whole,  good  results. 

The  lady  visitors  continue  their  good  work  with  the  female 
prisoners,  of  whom  there  is  a  larger  number  than  formerly,  as 
those  from  Sheffield  are  now  sent  to  this  prison. 

The  education  of  the  prisoners  has  been  systematically  carried 
out,  and  the  schoolmaster  has  done  his  duty  with  care  and 
diligence.  The  schoolmistress  has  only  recently  taken  up  her 
duties,  but  is  doing  very  well. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  done  good  work. 
Mure  than  250  cases  were  assisted  in  the  year  1905  as  compared 
with  140  the  previous  year.  The  new  agent  is  most  painstaking 
and  energetic. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  Oovernor  and  his  subordinates, 
who  render  me  every  assistance  in  their  power,  for  which  I  am 
most  grateful.

There  has  been  no  infections  disease  in  the  prison  daring  the 
jear,  except  one  case  of  facial  erysipelas.

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  before  they  are  passed  for 
hard  labour. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient,  and  of  good 
quality.  Very  few  prisoners  have  had  to  be  put  on  extra  diet  on

Daring  the  past  year  the  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have 
been  satisfactory. 

One  male  prisoner  has  been  committed  to  the  first  division,  and 
five  males  and  one  female  to  the  second  division. 

The  privilege  of  earning  remission  continues  to  be  a  great 
inducement  to  industry  and  good  conduct. 

Fourteen  male  and  two  female  prisoners  have  availed  them- 
selves of  the  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fine,  &c.,  bein^ 
more  than  doable  the  number  of  last  year.  The  principle  is 
clearly  explained  to  them  on  admission. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment  daring  the 
year. 

Associated  labour  has  been  regularly  carried  out  during  the 
year,  and  continues  to  be  much  appreciated  by  the  prisoners. 

No  application  has  been  made  to  talk  at  exercise. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  has  been  generally  very 
satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

The  employment  of  prisoners  has  consisted  of  mail-bag  making 
and  making  bag  mouths,  wood  sawing  and  chopping,  hammock 
making,  coal-sack  making,  stonebreaking,  tailoring,  repairing  all 
kinds  of  prison  clothing  and  utensils,  cleaning,  gardening,  oakam 
picking,  and  building  work,  also  washing  and  repairing  clothing 
and  bedding  for  the  War  Department. 

The  prison  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  order.  A  special 
cell  has  been  added  to  the  female  prison.  A  new  fence,  two  new 
pumps,  eight  coal  bins  and  a  larger  gas  service  have  greatly  im- 
proved the  officers'  quarters.  The  extraction  flues  of  the  prison 
have  been  rendered  fire-proof  by  metal  lathing  and  plastering, 
and  gas-boxes  added  to  the  four  cells  used  as  punishment  cells. 

The  appliances  for  extinguishing  fire  in  any  part  of  the  prison 
are  adequate,  and  in  good  working  order,  and  there  is  a  good 
supply  of  water. 

The  quality  of  clothing  and  bedding  is  good,  and  the  quantity  in 
store  sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 
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The  contractors*  supplies  have  been  good,  and  as  a  role 
ponctually  delivered. 

Twenty-five  juvenile  prisoners  have  been  received  during  the 
year ;  of  these,  four  were  committed  from  the  County  of  Wilts, 
the  remainder  were  transfers  from  other  prisons.  They  have  been 
Tifiited  daily  by  the  chaplain  and  myself.  Short  addresses  have 
been  given  to  them  from  time  to  time,  which  they  appear  to  appre- 
ciate. The  daily  drill  is  of  great  value  to  the  lads^both  from  a 
physical  and  disciplinary  point  of  view ;  some  of  the  lads  after  a 
few  months  sentence  being  well  set  up  and  very  smart. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  has  done  good  and 
nseful  work,  every  application  for  assistance  being  duly  considered 
by  the  sub-committee.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT.  Bxtmcts, 

Chaplain's 
-*-^— •  Report. 

The  chapel  services  have  been  held  regularly.  I  have  preached 
two  sermons  every  Sunday,  and,  when  it  has  been  possible,  I  have 
for  the  Snnday  afternoon  service  secured  a  special  preacher  occa- 
sionally from  among  the  clergy  in  the  town  and  neighbourhood. 
From  remarks  made  to  me,  often  by  prisoners,  I  know  that  these 
special  sermons  are  much  appreciated.  Those  who  have  preached 
in  the  chapel  during  the  past  year  are  the  Rector  of  Devizes  (the 
Rev.  J.  G.  Watson),  the  Revs.  F.  Phipps,  T.  H.  Jervis,  H.  E.  Bassett, 
6.  Bird,  and  E.  L^g  (Diocesan  Missioner).  Captain  Lloyd,  of  the 
Church  Army,  held  an  eight  days*  mission,  giving  two  addresses 
on  the  Sundays  and  a  daily  address  at  the  week-day  morning 
service.  This  mission  was,  I  am  thankful  to  say,  fruitful  in  good 
results  in  the  case  of  several  prisoners.  The  services  have  been 
marked  by  heartiness  in  responding  and  singing,  and  by  reverent 
behaviour  and  attention  on  the  part  of  the  prisoners. 

The  much-needed  alterations  to  the  east  end  of  the  chapel  are 
now  in  progress.  With  the  removal  of  the  galleiy  and  the 
placing  of  the  altar-table  against  the  east  wall  we  gain  what  will 
be  a  handsome  sanctuary  and  better  light  and  more  space. 

I  have  visited  all  prisoners  on  admission  and  discharge,  and  at 
other  times.  Cases  of  sickness  have  had  daily  visitation,  and 
applications  for  assistance  from  the  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid 
Society  have  had  my  careful  consideration  before  passing  them 
on  to  the  society  to  deal  with.  In  this  special  branch  of  prison 
work  I  have  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Governor. 

Juvenile  prisoners  have  been  visited  daily,  and  in  all  cases  I 
have  written  to  the  clergy  of  the  parishes  to  which  they  have 
been  sent,  or  have  arranged  for  them  to  go  to  homes  Many 
boys  are  now  in  good  situations  an''  are  doing  well. 

The  work  of  the  lady  visitors  has  been  svstematically  carried 
on.  The  quarterly  meetings  of  the  three  ladj  visitors  and  myself, 
which  I  inaugurated  on  my  appointment  as  Chaplain,  continue. 
The  discussions  at  these  meetings  of  proposals  with  reference  to 
the  dealing  vnth  difficult  cases  on  discharge  are  of  great  value. 
1  may  add  that  one  of  our  lady  visitors  is  indefatigable  in 
personally  visiting  cases  after  discharge,  when  it  is  possible. 

I  have  recently  given  lectures  on  purely  social  subjects  to  the 
assembled  juvenile  prisoners. 

In  my  visits  to  prisoners  in  their  cells  I  have  been  always  well 
received.  I  have  always  found  them,  especially  after  two  or 
three  visits,  ready  to  speak  to  me  freely  and  confidentially. 

Prom  the  Governor,  chief  warder,  and  other  oflBcers  I  have  had 
valuable  and  ready  assistance  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  and  there 
has  been  no  infections  disease. 

The  sanitation  gives  no  cause  for  complaint,  the  heating 
apparatus  has  worked  well,  and  the  quality  of  food  hsA  been 
good. 

All  reception  cases  have  been  carefully  examined  on  admissiou. 

Two  prisoners  have  been  found  insane  on  trial,  and  two  have 
developed  symptoms  of  insanity  while  undergoing  sentence. 

There  has  been  no  death  and  no  case  of  suicide. 

The  health  of  the  prison  staff  has,  on  the  whole,  been  good.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


There  were  no  committalB  to  the  first  diyision,  and  two  only  to 
the  second. 

The  privilege  of  part  payment  of  fine  is  carefully  explained  to 
every  prisoner  upon  reception,  but  comparatively  few  make  any 
effort  to  pay.  * 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  day  by  day  as 
successfully  as  in  past  years.  The  party  has  frequently  numbered 
eighty  men  who  work  on  the  ground  floor,  amid  perfect 
disciplinary  surroundings. 

The  privilege  of  earning  remission  by  prisoners  whose  sentence 
exceeds  six  months  continues  to  be  esteemed,  and  is  a  healthy 
incentive  to  good  conduct  and  good.  work.  Few  indeed  of  the 
"better  class'*  prisoners  over  risk  the  loss  of  remission  marks  by 
misconduct,  and  even  those  who  are  indifferent  to  their  position, 
that  hopeless  class  who  regard  prison  as  service  and  liberty  a 
recess,  even  snch  hesitate  before  jeopardising  an  earlier  freedom. 

No  novelty  in  work  has  been  introduced  during  the  year,  but 
hammocks,  coal-sacks,  and  bags  for  His  Majesty's  Navy,  mail-bags 
for  the  service  of  the  General  Post  OfiQce,  and  other  minor  work 
has  provided  industrial  labour.  A  party  of  prisoners  has  for 
many  weeks  been  scraping  the  cells  and  corridors  in  preparation 
for  the  periodical  lime  washing.  The  female  prisoners  have  been 
entirely  employed  in  laundry  work  and  repairs. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  excellent.  The  conduct  of 
the  prisoners  has  generally  been  good. 

There  is,  however,  an  increase  in  the  number  of  prisoners 
punished  for  idleness,  caused  entirely  by  the  transfer  here,  from 
other  prisons,  of  tramps  and  vagrants  of  a  particularly  pronounced 
type.  As  many  of  these  men  were  convicted  of  idleness  in  the 
workhouse,  their  conduct  in  prison  is  characteristic,  and  emphasises 
their  disinclination  to  work.  All  vagrants  should,  I  think,  be 
discharged  at  the  prison  gate  ;  to  send  them  about  the  country  at 
the  country's  expense  is  costly  and  purposeless.  They  have  no 
settlement,  hence  it  is  no  hardship  to  release  them  where  for 
their  misconduct  it  may  have  been  necessary  to  send  them,  and 
the  guardians  of  a  district  in  which  a  prison  is  situated  can  have 
no  more  grievance  thereat  than  the  guardians  of  a  district  into 
which  they  are  returned,  at  the  public  expense,  simply  because  of 
their  misconduct. 
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EztractB,        The  garden  area  has  been  increased,  and  no  land  or  space  of  any 
Qoyenior*8    kind  which  could  be  cultivated  exists  here.    The  return  from  the 
^P^^      garden  has  been  most  satisfactory  and  has  enabled  a  variety  of 
^esh  vegetables  to  be  used  continuously. 

The  roads  and  buildings  are  all  in  good  condition. 

There  have  been  no  births,  suicides,  executions,  escapes,  or 
attempts  to  escape  during  the  year. 

I  record  with  regret  the  death  of  Captain  A.  E.  Mansel,  for 
many  years  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Dorset  Discharged  Prisoners* 
Aid  Society,  and  a  member  of  the  Visiting  Committee.  Major 
Campbell,  late  Governor  of  H.M.  Prison,  Warwick,  has  accepted 
the  Hon.  Secretaryship  of  the  Aid  Society.  His  past  experience 
as  a  Governor  should  make  his  services  especially  valuable. 

The  lady  visitor  has  been  assiduous  in  her  attention  to  those 
female  prisonei's  to  whom  it  was  thought  her  services  would  be 
beneficial. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  organist  and  choir  of  Saint  Peter's 
Church  a  selection  of  carols  was  sung  at  Evensong  on  Sunday, 
New  Year's  Eve. 

A  well  educated  man — a  convict — writing  to  his  friends  a  few 
days  afterwards  said  :  "  The  service  was  rendered  in  excellent 
style,  I  won  Id  not  willingly  have  missed  the  treat."  While 
another,  an  illiterate  prisoner,  wrote  to  his  sister  thus  :  "  I  never 
enjoyed  a  service  so  much  in  all  my  life.  I  have  heard  you  sing 
it  (i.tf.,  *Noel' — a  carol)  many  a  time,  and  it  found  my  sore 
place." 

These  personal  observations  are  distinctly  interesting. 

All  the  rules  and  regulations  have  been  carried  out  to  the  best 
of  my  knowledge  and  belief.

B^port. 


The  sefTices  on  week-days  and  Sundays  have  been  conducted  as 
osoal.  The  prisoners  have  always  behaved  extremely  well  and 
listened  with  the  greatest  attention  and  interest  to  the  sermons. 

The  following  clergymen  have  assisted  me  from  time  to  time  :— 
The  Reverends  H.  W.  Blandford,  E.  K.  Brown,  C.  W.  B.  Cobbe, 
J.  M.  Collard,  W.  J.  Lovibond,  and  R  S.  Moss. 

Last  July  an  eight  days'  mission  was  conducted  by  Captain 
Lloyd,  of  the  Church  Army,  and  some  of  the  prisoners  seem  to 
have  derived  benefit  from  his  labours. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  duly  announced  from  time 
to  time,  and  administered  to  a  few  of  the  prisoners  who  were 
considered  eligible. 

The  receptions  and  discharges  have  been  visited  daily  ;  other 
prisoners  about  once  a  month,  and  special  cases  more  frequently. 

As  a  general  rule  the  prisoners  much  appreciate  the  cell 
visitation,  and  many  opportunities  have  been  afforded  of  speaking 
a  word  in  season.  The  regular  tramp  prisoners  seem  least  open  to 
receive  good  impressions. 

The  schoolmaster  and  organist  have  fulfilled  their  duties  to  my 
satisfaction,  and  some  of  the  prisoners  have  manifested  an  interest 
in  the  tuition  which  they  have  received. 

The  library  is  in  good  condition,  and  very  much  appreciated  by 
the  majority  of  the  prisoners. 

In  my  conversation  with  prisoners  I  find  that  one  great  cause 
of  their  intemperance  and  crime  results  from  the  pernicious  habit 
of  so-called  friends  treating  destitute  men  and  tramps  with 
intoxicating  liquor.  If  it  were  made  an  offence  punishable  by 
the  law  to  treat  such  persons  with  drink  it  would  materially  assist 
in  reducing  the  number  of  prisoners.  The  so-called  friends  will 
not  give  any  other  assistance,  and  yet  will  often  give  as  much 
drink  as  can  be  consumed  regsunlless  of  the  cost. 

The  lady  visitor,  Mrs.  Acland,  still  takes  a  practical  interest  in 
the  female  prisoners.

The  health  of  the  prisoners  for  the  past  year  has  been  good ; 
there  has  been  no  epidemic,  no  death,  no  suicide  nor  attempted 

suicide. 

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  when  admitted. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  are  sufficient  and  good. 

The  Tentilation,  sanitary  arrangements,  and  temperature  of  the 
prison  bave  been  satis&ctory. 

No  prisoners  have  been  found  insane.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  well  maintained. 

The  condnct  of  the  staff  has  been  very  good,  and  that  of  the 
prisoners  has  also  been  good. 

There  was  one  attempt  at  escape. 

Two  pnsoners  were  sentenced  to  corporal  punishment  by  the 
Visiting  Committee,  and  the  sentence  was  carried  ont,  after 
approval  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  has  been  found 
sufftcient. 

The  supplies  of  the  contractors  have  been  generally  good  and 
punctually  delivered. 

The  prisoners  haye  been  employed  on  the  usual  work  for  the 
Admiralty,  also  as  weavers,  ship-fender  makers,  bag  makers, 
carpenters,  tinsmiths,  shoemakers,  tailors,  and  gardeners. 

The  lady  visitors  continue  to  take  great  interest  in  their  work 
and  have  instituted  lectures  once  a  month,  which  are  much 
appreciated. 

The  special  committee,  consisting  of  members  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  and  members  of  the  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  formed  for 
dealing  with  the  juvenile -adults,  meet  regularly  and  devote  much 
time  to  their  work. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  the 
rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  prisons  have  been  complied 
with,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  Commissioners.

Chaplain's 
Bapoit. 


Divine  service  has  been  held  daily  in  our  chapel  with  sermons 
on  Thursdays  and  Saints*  Days ;  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and 
Good  Friday  morning  and  afternoon,  with  a  sermon  at  each     • 
service. 

There  have  been  seven  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion, 
with  an  average  of  seven  communicants. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  in  chapel  has  been  very  good,  and 
they  join  heartily  and  reverently  in  the  services. 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  kind  and  ready  help 
of  the  city  clergy.  We  are  indebted  to  them  for  19  practical, 
impressive,  and  eloquent  sermons  delivered  in  the  chapel  during 
the  year,  and  the  preachers  with  one  accord  expressed  their  pleasure 
^  the  hearty  and  reverent  character  of  our  service. 

Weekly  lectures  for  the  juvenile-adults  were  commenced  on 
January  11th.  Both  laity  and  clergy  have  given  me  great  assist- 
ance. Out  of  the  12  lectures  delivered  only  four  were  given  by 
the  Chaplain.  Subjects  of  the  lectures  comprised  :  **  Temperance," 
"Perseverance,"  "Character,"  "History  of  the  Sea,"  "Harvest  of 
the  Sea",  "  Honour,"  "  Punishment  as.  a  Discipline,"  "  Health  of 
Body,"  "Health  of  Mind,"  "  How  to  Succeed  in  Life,"  Ac. 

Mrs.  Callman,  Hearpark  Rectory,  gave  a  lecture  to  the  females 
on  "  Temperance." 

The  education  of  prisoners  has  been  carried  out  according  to 
the  regulations.  The  majority  of  prisoners  under  instruction  are 
very  dull,  so  the  progress  has  not  been  very  great. 

Every  prisoner  has  been  seen  on  reception  and  discharge,  and 
visited  once  a  month  during  imprisonment.  The  sick  and  those 
ander  punishment  have  been  visited  daily.  My  visits  among  the 
filar  men  and  juvenile-adults  are  very  promising.  All  my  visits 
are,  I  think,  appreciated  and  received  courteously  and  thankfully. 

The  library  is  in  good  condition  and  the  books  are  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  prisoners,  who  continually  testify  to  the  pleasure 
aad  profit  derived  from  them. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  is  doing  good  work. 
ItB  rerenue  has  never  been  in  such  a  prosperous  state,  and  the 
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Brtr>f«i»     work  done  is  also  correBpoodin^y  greatpr.    We  meet  weekly,  and 
CkqplMls    eirerj deseryiog  case  leceiYes  tlie  most  carnal  attention;    some 
^^^^     cases  torn  oat  welU  and  the  success  gives  great  satisCaction  to  the 
society. 

1  am  glad  to  say  that  a  special  committee  has  been  formed,  con- 
sisting of  members  of  the  Visiting  Committee  and  members  of  the 
Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  for  the  express  purpose  of 
dealing  with  the  jnTenils-adnlts. 

They  haye  a  rota  by  which  coiain  membCTS  ondertake  the  duty 
of  finding  work  for  the  juTenile-adults  discharged  daring  their 
month  of  attendance.  This  has  been  the  means  of  finding  employ- 
ment for  the  desirous,  away  from  their  bad  surroundings. 

Again  I  hare  pleasure  in  noting  the  excellent  work  done  by  our 
agents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Holmes. 

The  lady  visitors  are  very  devoted  to  their  work  and  have 
rendered  very  timely  and  valuable  help  to  many  a  discharged 
female  prisoner. 

The  Governor  and  all  the  other  officers  have  done  all  in  their 
power  to  help  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  There  has  been 
no  case  of  infectious  disease.

All  prisoners  for  hard  labour  are  stripped  and  examined  before 
being  passed. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient  and  of  good  quality. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  is  good,  and  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments are  satisfactory.  Attention  has  been  given  to  the  heating, 
and  the  prison  has  been  maintained  at  as  uniform  a  temperature 
as  possible.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  dniing  the  last  year  have 
been  satis^tory. 

The  number  of  prisoners  placed  in  the  2nd  division  shows  a 
small  increase  on  the  previons  year — five  males  and  four  females, 
and  last  year  one  male  and  one  female  ;  still,  the  magistrates  do  not 
seem  to  take  as  much  advantage  of  their  powers  in  that  direction 
as  they  might. 

The  ^  Borstal  System ''  has  been  started  at  this  prison,  and 
should  prove  a  success.  The  lads  seem  to  appreciate  the  lectures 
and  their  daily  drills,  both  of  which  cannot  fail  to  be  beneficial  to 
them.  So  far  the  difficulty  has  been  to  obtain  employment  for 
them  on  discharge,  and  to  keep  in  touch  with  those  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  city. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good  on  the  whole. 

There  has  been  one  attempt  at  escape,  and  no  case  of  corporal 
punishment. 

Prisoners  have  been  employed  at  the  following  industries  :— 
Coal-sacks,  wood  chopping,  and  oakum  picking  for  first  stage 
prisoners  ;  mail-bags,  hammocks,  seamen's  bags,  coir  brushes,  and 
mat  makhig,  tailoring,  kc. ;  and  the  females  at  laundry  work, 
sewing,  and  knitting. 

The  condition  of  the  prison  buildings  is  satisfactory. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good  order,  and  the 
supply  of  water  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  Ac,  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient  to  meet  requirements. 

The  contractors*   supplies   have    been    good   and    punctually 
delivered.

Extracts, 

Chaplain's 

Eeport. 


All  prisoners,  male  and  female,  have  been  seen  by  me  or  my 
representative  on  reception  and  discharge,  on  application  or  when 
under  pnnishment,  as  standing  orders  direct,  such  occurrences 
being  duly  entered  in  the  Chaplain's  journal.  A  regular  cell  to 
cell  visitation  of  the  whole  prison  has  been  kept  up  in  addition 
to  the  above. 

With  hardly  an  exception,  I  have  found  my  visits  welcomed, 
and  in  several  c^ses  I  have  reason  to  believe  they  have  been 
productive  of  much  good. 

The  condition  of  the  religious  and  secular  books  in  use  in  the 
cells  hae  from  time  to  time  had  my  careful  attention  ;  I  have 
found  them  on  the  whole  well  treated  and  used.  I  find  that  the 
**  Narrow  Way  "  is  much  appreciated  by  many,  and  I  have  had 
several  applications  from  prisoners  on  their  discharge  for  a  copy 
to  be  given  them,  and  learning  that  such  a  thing  is  not  possible, 
to  be  told  where  they  can  get  it. 

Divine  service,  with  sermon,  has  been  conducted  without 
intermission  on  Sundays  in  the  prison  chapel,  and  a  weekly 
address  given  with  few  exceptions.  In  the  hospital  also  prayers 
have  been  said  daily  and  addresses  given. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  seven  times  during 
the  year,  and  49  communions  made. 

I  have  administered  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  to  twin  children 
of  a  female  prisoner. 

Italics  well  for  the  interested  share  taken  in  divine  service 
by  the  prisoners,  that  only  four  have  been  reported  for  mis- 
behaviour in  chapel  during  the  whole  year. 

Since  my  last  report  a  mission  has  been,  at  my  desire  and  with 
your  consent,  conducted  by  an  evangelist  of  the  Church  Army, 
lasting  eight  days,  and  brought  to  a  close  on  Good  Friday  with 
an  address  and  benediction  from  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  diocese. 
Throughout  the  mission  the  reverence  and  attention  of  the  men 
was  decidedly  great. 

During  Lient  and  Advent  special  sermons  have  been  given  at 
my  request  by  special  preachers,  and  I  have  to  thank  the  clergy 
of  the  city  for  their  kind  help  on  these  occasions,  which  has  been 
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Extraoto,     always  much  appreciated.    The  attention  given  has  been  remark- 
Ohaplain*fl    able  at  all  services  throughout  the  year,  and  the  questions  put  to 
^P^      me  by  individual  prisoners  afterwards  give  me  reason  to  know 
that  they  are  highly  valued. 

A  considerable  number  of  local  prisoners  and  younger  convicts 
have  made  promises  to  me  of  giving  up  drink  and  endeavouring 
to  lead  a  new  life.  I  have  no  sort  of  doubt  as  to  the  spontaneity 
and  earnestness  of  these  acts,  and  if  they  fail  after  discharge  it 
is  mostly  owing  to  lack  of  friendly  assistance  and  moral  protection 
from  the  over -powering  influence  of  want  and  old  associates. 

The  education  of  the  prisoners  eligible  for  school  instruction 
carried  on  by  the  schoolmaster  and  his  assistant  under  my  euper- 
vision  has  been  satisfactory ;  good  progress  has  been  niade  by 
several  prisoners  most  illiterate  on  reception. 

I  have  a  high  opinion  of  the  tact,  patience,  and  good  influence 
the  schoolmaster  has  with  the  men. 

The  extension  of  the  Borstal  system  as  regards  lectures  has 
been  begun  at  this  *prison ;  the  number,  however,  who  can  be 
included  in  this  class  of  juvenile-adults  is  small. 

So  far,  I  have  given  one  lecture  myself  on  the  "Use  of  the 
Voice  and  Chest  in  Breathing  and  Singing  as  an  aid  to  Health." 
One  youth  afterwards  wrote  out  a  remarkably  well  expressed  and 
collected  account  of  this  lecture  on  his  slate,  which  did  him 
great  credit. 

A  series  of  lectures  on  "  Drink  and  its  Evils  "  have  been  given 
by  the  organising  secretary  of  the  Church  of  England  Temperance 
Society  and  Mr.  F.  Parsons,  M.D.,  a  licensed  layreader  of  the 
diocese.    The  lectures  were  purely  secular. 

Lectures  to  the  female  prisoners  have  been  given  this  year  by 
Miss  Geare  in  response  to  an  invitation  from  the  lady  visitors. 
They  have  proved  an  excellent  series  on  such  subjects  as  "  Food 
and  Drink,"  "  Cooking,"  "  The  Home,"  "  Making  of  Tea,  and  the 
Sick  Nurse,"  •'  Waste  ;  "  than  the  last-mentioned  anything  more 
practical  and  simple  I  never  heard. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  done  good  work 
during  the  past  year,  and  has  much  improved  in  efiRciency  and 
economy  of  working.  Through  the  good  influence  of  the  lady 
visitor,  Mrs.  Hardinge,  several  girls  have  been  persuaded  to 
enter  homes,  and  have  done  well. 

I  have  received  several  letters  of  warm  thanks  for  the  interest 
taken  in  prisoners  on  their  discharge,  and  also  when  in  prison. 

The  Governor  and  staff  generally  have  given  me  all  the  help  I 
could  desire  in  carrying  out  my  duties,  for  which  I  desire  to 
express  sincere  thanks.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  during  the  past  year  has 
been  good.

Daring  the  past  year  all  the  chapel  services  have  been  duly 
performed,  and  the  general  demeanour  of  the  prisoners  was 
reverent  and  the  singing  hearty. 

Notice  of  Holy  Commnnion  is  given  monthly,  and  there  is  a 
celebration  whenever  there  are  two  prisoners  who  are  not,  in  my 
opinion,  in  danger  of  receiving  "  unworthily." 

All  those  who  have  been  sick  either  in  hospital  or  in  their  cells 
have  been  visited  daily,  as  has  also  every  prisoner  on  reception 
and  discharge,  and  all  others  as  often  as  desirable. 

Five  "juvenile-adults"  have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the 
"Borstal  system"  so  far  as  practicable,  only  one  of  whom  ie  to  be 
with  UB  for  any  length  of  time,  and  one  left  after  seven  days.  I 
do  not  think  the  former  of  these  would  derive  much  benefit  from 
any  treatment,  as  he  seems  incapable  of  learning  anything,  and 
the  latter*  of  course,  was  a  mere  bird  of  passage.  Of  the  other 
three  I  have  every  reason  to  hope  well,  and  have  my  eye  on  their 
whereabouts,  so  as  to  be  able  to  report  on  their  conduct  hereafter 
if  required. 

It  is  pleasant  once  more  to  express  gratitude  on  behalf  of  myself 
and  my  assistant  clergy  to  the  Governor  and  all  his  officers  for 
their  unvarying  kindness,  courtesy,  and  support  in  the  discharge 
of  my  duties.

The  power  to  earn  remission  still  conduces  to  good  behaviour 
and  industry.

The  condition  of  the  prison  buildings  and  walls  is  good.

Ohaplain'a 
Beport.  ^^^^^^^ 


The  duties  of  Chaplain  at  this  prison  have  been  duly  performed 
daring  the  year  ended  31st  of  March,  1906,  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  during  divine  service  has  been 
satisfactory,  except  on  one  occasion  when  one  prisoner  was 
inclined  to  be  frivolous.  Otherwise,  the  attention  has  been 
uniformly  good. 

The  interviews  I  hold  with  individual  prisoners  appear  to  be 
beneficial,  and  the  demeanour  shown  at  them  has  been  most 
respectful. 

During  the  year  notice  of  the  celebration  of  Holy  Communion 
was  duly  given  on  six  occasions.  On  four  of  these,  however, 
no  prisoner  was  found  to  be  eligible  or  wished  to  communicate  ; 
on  the  remaining  two  occasions  a  celebration  was  held  and  the 
Holy  Communion  was  administered  to  a  few  prisoners. 

Secular  instruction  has  been  regularly  given  to  those  entitled  to 
receive  it,  and  many  prisoners  have  benefited  by  the  opportunity 
thus  provided  and  have  made  good  progress. 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  closing  of  the  female  prison  in  June  last 
the  lady  visitor  has  visited  and  cared  for  the  female  prisoners, 
and  her  help  was  very  valuable.

All  prisoners  have  been  carefully  examined  on  admission  and 
discharge. 

The  dietary,  clothing,  and  bedding  have  been  good. 

The  general  sanitary  and  heating  arrangements  have  been  all 
well  attended  to.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  satisfactory. 

Now  that  the  Act  of  1898  has  been  in  force  for  some  years  the 
test  of  experience  shows  that  its  provisions  have  proved  real  steps 
in  the  direction  of  ii  better  system  for  dealing  with  the  various 
classes  of  offenders.  Power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  by 
industry  and  good  conduct  is  specially  valued  by  prisoners  with 
long  sentences,  while  part  payment  of  fines  is  a  considerable  relief 
to  the  very  large  class  who  commit  minor  offences.  Prisoners 
avail  themselves  very  freely  of  both  these  privileges. 

Associated  labour  continues  to  be  attended  with  the  best  results. 
Much  useful  and  profitable  employment,  which  could  not  be 
properly  supervised  in  separation,  has  been  found  for  large 
numbers  of  women  in  association ;  tho  work  turned  out  has  been 
satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality,  and  the  influence  of  this 
steady  employment,  at  industries  in  which  the  workers  can  take 
an  intelligent  interest,  is,  in  itself,  a  reformatory  agency  of  no 
mean  value. 

The  accommodation  of  the  prison  was  considerably  increased  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year  by  the  addition  of  a  new  wing  contain- 
ing 101  cells.  The  Commissioners  having  decided  that  this  wing 
should  be  utilised  specially  for  the  segregation  of  prisoners  in  the 
star  class,  first  offenders,  and  young  women  not  habitually  criminal 
or  versed  in  crime,  who,  from  their  age  and  antecedents,  were 
likely  to  benefit  by  separate  treatment,  the  building  was  opened 
for  this  class  on  June  5th,  1905. 

This  addition  to  the  establishment  has  proved  of  immense 
service  in  classifying  the  younger  offenders,  and  separating  them 
effectually  from  the  older  criminals,  who  exercise  a  particularly 
pernicious  influence  generally  on  the  younger  women.  It  has  also 
relieved  us  from  overcrowding,  with  its  consequent  necessity  for 
the  frequent  transferring  of  prisoners  to  country  prisons.  Such 
transfers,  which  formerly  took  place  twice  or  three  times  a  week, 
have  now  ceased,  and  although  the  prison  has  been  quite  full 
occasionally,  there  has  been  no  overcrowding  since  the  wing  was 
opened.  A  modification  of  the  so-called  '< Borstal  treatment" 
for  juvenile-adults,  so  far  as  it  can  be  applied  to  female  prisoners, 
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has  also  been  facilitated  by  this  change,  with  the  resalt  that  those 
who  are  eligible  for  the  treatment  are,  under  the  scheme,  segregated 
and  exercised  in  physical  drill  by  a  skilled  instructor,  while  they 
also  attend  weekly  lectures,  receive  special  attention  from  the 
chaplains,  and  have  their  interests  on  discharge  looked  after  by 
the  lady  visitors,  and  by  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society, 
on  the  Board  of  which  a  member  of  the  Visiting  Committee,  Sir 
Alfred  Reynolds,  who  takes  a  very  active  and  practical  interest  in 
the  work,  has  a  seat.  These  advantages  which  the  juvenile-adults 
enjoy  are  the  leading  features  of  the  Borstal  treatment. 

The  building  itself,  which  embodies  some  new  features  in  pjrison 
consti'uction,  together  with  improved  heating,  lighting  and  ventilat- 
ing  arrangements,  and  a  modern  system  of  drainage,  has  been  very 
favourably  commented  on  by  visitors  who  are  acquainted  with 
the  subject  of  prison  construction  at  home  and  abroad.  The 
electric  lighting  of  cells  in  this  wing  and  in  other  parts  of  the  prison 
has  added  considerably  to  the  cheerfulness  and  general  comfort  of 
the  prisoners,  who  evince  their  appreciation  of  the  good  light  by 
refraining  from  tampering  with  the  burners. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  during  the  year  has 
been  good,  and  no  serious  breaches  of  the  rules  laid  down  for 
them  have  been  committed. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  during  the  y^ar  has  been 
highly  satisfactory.  Cases  of  violent  behaviour,  such  as  *'  smashing 
up,"  wanton  destruction  of  prison  property,  threatening  language, 
and  similar  offences  denoting  want  of  control,  are  at  present  of 
exceptional  occurrence.  The  offences  committed  are,  for  the 
most  part,  trivial  in  character,  and  the  punishments  in  conse- 
quence correspondingly  light. 

Since  the  introduction  and  extension  of  associated  labour, 
reports  for  idleness  constitute  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  total 
list  of  offences,  and  the  cases  dealt  with  have  very  seldom  been 
amongst  the  workers  in  association.  Even  for  those  who  seem  to 
have  lost  the  "  habit  of  work "  a  little  wholesome  rivalry  in  a 
laundry  or  workroom,  under  the  supervision  of  a  painstaking 
officer,  acts  aa  a  stimulus  to  industry. 

In  addition  to  their  employment  in  the  ordinary  service  of  the 
prison,  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  bead-blind  making,  bed, 
bolster,  mattress,  and  pillow  making,  bookbinding,  knitting,  mail- 
bag  making,  needlework  of  various  kinds,  and  laundry  work 
for  various  Government  Departments.  Indian  rug  making  has 
^Bo  been  started  as  a  new  industry,  tentatively. 

The  general  financial  results  of  the  work  in  these  manufacturing 
industries  are,  as  may  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  statistics,  very 
good,  while  the  prisoners  have  at  the  same  time  derived  profit 
and  instruction  from  useful  work. 

The  state  of  the  buildings  and  fences  is  satisfactory. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in 
pwper  working  order,  and  they  have  been  largely  supplemented,

and  increased  in  efficiency  during  the  year  by  the  addition  of 
inside  hydrants  all  over  the  building,  with  suitable  hose  fitted  with 
automatic  couplings,  and  other  modern  improvements,  so  as  to 
render  the  establishment,  as  a  female  prison,  better  able  to  cope 
with  an  outbreak  of  fire.  The  supply  of  water  is  adequate,  and 
increased  pressure  has  been  obtained  by  means  of  a  supply  direct 
from  the  main. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  the 
rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have 
been  distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  a 
Commissioner. 


Medical. 

During  the  year  the  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 
Alcoholism  accounts  for  such  a  large  proportion  of  the  committals 
that  gastric  disorders  are  specially  prevalent  amongst  newcomers, 
but  under  enforced  abstinence  these  ailments  readily  yield  to 
treatment.  Contusions,  also,  and  minor  injuries,  which  claim  a 
good  deal  of  attention  among  the  complaining  sick,  show  the  risks 
and  dangers  to  which  many  female  inebriates  are  exposed,  and 
which  have,  apparently,  no  kind  of  deterrent  effect  upon  them. 
Although  chronic  inebriates  who  qualify  under  the  Act  continue 
to  be  sent  in  considerable  numbers  to  homes  and  reformatories  for 
long  periods,  the  admissions  to  hospital  here  for  alcoholism  and  its 
effects  are  still  very  numerous,  and  afford  very  convincing  testi- 
mony, if  such  were  needed,  to  the  prevalence  of  the  drink  habit 
amongst  female  prisoners. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  four,  which 
represents  a  satisfactorily  low  mortality  rate  on  a  daily  average 
population  of  819  prisoners.  The  number  of  releases  on  medical 
grounds  (on  acc(^unt  of  advanced  pregnancy  chiefly)  was  20. 

Children  to  the  number  of  20  were  born  in  the  prison  in  the  course 
of  the  year.  Two  of  the  mothers  of  these  children  were  uncon- 
victed prisonera  under  remand  from  police  courts.  In  the  interests 
of  the  children,  as  well  as  of  the  untried,  and  possibly  innocent^ 
mothers,  it  won  Id  be  desirable  that  "advanced  pregnancy"  should 
be  accounted  a  good  reason  for  bail  in  these  cases,  or  that  some 
other  means  should  be  devised  whereby  these  births  should  not 
occur  in  prison.  "  Advanced  pregnancy  "  in  a  convicted  prisoner 
already  constitutes  with  the  Secretary  of  State  good  grounds  for 
release. 

Three  prisoners  were  certified  insane  in  the  prison  during  the  year 
and  31  were  reported  to  the  courts  as  insane  to  be  dealt  with  by 
the  magistrates.  Four  prisoners  were  found  insane  on  trial  and 
ordered  to  be  detained  during  His  Majesty's  pleasure. 
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The  total  number  of  cases  taken  under  observation  in  hospital     Bxtraocs, 
on  acconnt  of   their  mental   state  was   452,  and    the   number    ^^^^^ 
remanded  for  attempting  suicide  220,  while  nine  women  were  *°o«^ 
charged  with  infanticide,  who  also  came  under  special  mental       Report 
observation,  and  are  included  above.  

Remand  cases  to  the  number  of  35  were  reported  to  the  Courts 
as  weak-minded  though  not  insane,  while  convicted  prisoners  to 
the  number  of  47  were  reported  to  the  police  as  weak-minded, 
and  24  cases  were  reported  to  the  Home  Office,  who  had  on 
previous  occasions  been  pronounced  weak-minded  in  prison,  and 
reported  to  the  police  as  such. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  during  the  year  has  been 
f?ood.  The  food  supplied  to  prisoners,  both  in  hospital  and  else- 
where, has  been  of  excellent  quality,  and  the  dietary  scales  seem 
to  be  well  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  prisoners. 

The  general  health  of  the  staff  has  been  good.

Report. 

During  the  past  year  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  Chaplain 
have  been  regularly  and  duly  performed.  The  prisoners  have 
been  visited  on  reception  and  discharge,  in  hospital,  on  appli- 
cation and  under  punishment,  by  myself  and  the  Assistant 
Chaplain. 

The  services  in  the  chapel  have  been  regularly  conducted 
throughout  the  year.  Addresses  have  been  given  by  myself  on 
three  days  in  the  week  besides  the  Sunday  sermons,  and  services 
with  addresses  have  been  held  on  Sundays  and  weekdays  in  the 
hospitals.  On  an  average  there  has  been  a  celebration  of  the 
Holy  Communion  once  a  month.  There  has  been  no  difficulty 
in  engaging  and  maintaining  the  attention  of  the  prisoners  during 
the  chapel  services,  in  which  they  have  joined  heartily,  and  the 
behaviour  has  been  excellent. 

The  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  remarkably  good,  and 
the  punishments  very  few.  The  Chaplains  have  met  with 
invariable  respect  and  attention  during  their  visits  to  the  cells ; 
in  fact,  there  has  been  no  instance  of  incivility  throughout  the 

year. 

1  should  like  to  call  special  attention  to  the  devoted  services  of 
our  lady  visitors,  who  have  followed  up  their  cases,  many  of 
which  have  been  successful,  with  the  utmost  patience  and 
perseverance,  and  have  not  allowed  any  discouragement  to  affect 
their  zeal.  They  have  taken  an  active  interest  in  all  matters 
connected  with  the  prison,  and  some  of  them  have  largely 
contributed  to  the  improvement  of  our  chapel,  the  present 
satisfactory  appearance  of  which  is  in  a  great  measure  due 
^  their  generosity.  I  am  very  thankful  for  the  structural 
altorations  and  tasteful  decoration,  for  I  find  that  a  due  regard 
^  these  things  is  helpful  and  much  appreciated.  Several  ladies 
bave  been  very  kind  in  sending  flowers  for  the  chapel  and 
bospitals. 

Lectures  on  various  subjects,  such  as  Health,  Management  of 
Homes,  Travels,  &c.,  have  been  given  by  ladies  who  have  kindly 
come  for  that  purpose.  1  am  now  arranging  for  them  to  take 
place  more  frequently,  if  possible,  once  a  week,  that  your  wishes 
^y  be  complied  with  in  that  respect  with  regard  to  the  juvenile- 
^olts. 
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BxtractP^  Otup  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  is  growing  in  activity 
^^^^^«  and  resources,  bnt  we  still  require  larger  funds  and  more  workers. 
^^  A  drawing-room  meeting  recently  held  in  Bruton  Street  by  the 
kind  permission  of  the  Duchess  of  Bedford,  was  a  great  help 
towards  gaining  sympathy  and  donations.  Assistance  of  some 
kind  or  another  has  been  given  to  5,463,  besides  the  break&sts 
given  by  Mr.  Wheatley  to  9,311  prisoners  on  discharge. 

The  school  teaching  has  been  ably  and  zealously  carried  on, 
and  in  most  cases  satisfoctory  progress  has  been  mietde.  A  few 
women  have  shown  considerable  intelligence,  and  passed  rapidly 
from  one  standard  to  another.

QoYernor  8 
Report. 


The  operation  of  the  changes  in  the  prison  system  effected  by 
the  Prison  Act,  1898,  still  continues  to  bear  good  fruit.  The 
magistrates  whenever  possible  avail  themselves  of  the  "triple 
division  of  offenders."  The  prisoners  themselves  greatly  prize 
the  power  to  earn  a  remission  of  their  sentence,  and  feel  very 
keenly  any  forfeiture  of  it.  A  fair  percentage,  not  quite  so  large 
as  last  year,  have  also  availed  themselves  of  the  provision  to  pay 
part  of  their  fine. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  ofiQcers  has  been  good,  and  they 
have  zealously  performed  their  various  duties  to  my  satisfaction. 

The  prisoners  have  behaved  well  with  the  exception  of  a  few, 
who  always  will  give  trouble  if  they  possibly  can. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  the  following  industries : — 

Male  prisoners. — Oakum  picking  and  coal-sack  making,  tin- 
smithing,  carpentry,  mail-bags,  wood-chopping,  net- 
making,  hammocks,  projectile  bags,  seamen's  bags  and 
painting  the  same. 

Female  prisoners. — Needlework,  knitting,  laundry  work  for 
the  prison,  and  net-making. 

The  state  and  condition  of  the  buildings,  fences,  <S^c.,  are 
good. 

The  Borstal  system  for  the  treatment  of  young  prisoners  16-21 
(juvenile-adults)  has  been  started  at  this  prison  since  the  beginning 
of  January. 

Although  the  sentences  are  too  short  for  the  system  to  be  given 
a  fair  trial,  still  it  is  bound  to  do  some  good.  The  physical  drill 
itself— given  for  half-an-hour  daily — I  consider  a  capital  thing, 
and  is  of  undoubted  advantage  to  these  young  prisoners,  bracing 
them  up,  and  developing  their  muscles. 

As  regards  their  reclamation  and  after-care  on  discharge,  I  am 
most  fortunate  in  having  for  my  assistance  the  willing  services  of 
Mr.  J.  Ostler,  one  of  the  visiting  justices.  His  aid  is  invaluable. 
He  takes  the  greatest  interest  in  the  system.  He  pavs  the  prisoners 
weekly  visits  in  their  cells,  thereby  getting  into  personal  touch 
^ith  tiiem,  and  farther,  and  more  important  still,  he  keeps  closely

in  tonch  with  them  on  discharge.    I  could  not  wish  for  a  better 
or  more  sympathetic  coadjutor  in  carrying  out  this  part  of  the 
Report,      system. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  proper 
working  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  has  been  sufficient  to 
meet  all  demands. 

The    contractors'   supplies    have    been  good    and    punctually 
•     •        delivered. 

The  probationary  officers  have  had  my  daily  attention,  both  in 
class  and  out  of  class,  and  with  a  few  exceptions;  I  have  b^n 
well  pleased  with  the  progress  they  have  made  whilst  under  my 
instruction. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  do  excellent 
work. 

In  consequence  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  the  female 
prisoners,  an  additional  lady  visitor  has  been  appointed. 

The  lady  visitors  continue  to  pay  devoted  attention  to  their  work, 
and  their  weekly  visits  are  much  looked  forward  to  by  the  female 
prisoners. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  prisons  have  been 
complied  with,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  reported.

Beport.  


Divine  service  has  been  conducted  throughout  the  year,  i^amely, 
on  Sundays,  morning  and  afternoon,  Ash  Wednesday,  Good 
Friday,  Ascension  Day  and  Christmas  Day,  with  a  sermon  at 
each  service,  and  also  on  week  days.  The  prisoners  join  heartily 
in  the  services  and  are  attentive  and  well-behaved.  Holy  Com- 
munion has  been  duly  celebrated,  and  was  much  appreciated  by 
those  who  communicated. 

There  have  been,  during  the  year,  very  few  patiente  in  the 
infirmary.  Each  patient  has  received  my  careful  and  individual 
attention. 

The  library  is  maintained  in  an  efiBcient  condition.  The 
magazines  are  much  appreciated  and  eagerly  read  by  long-time 
prisoners. 

The  school  returns  for  the  year  are  eminently  satisfactory.  There 
is  abundant  cause  for  satisfaction,  and  for  increased  zeal  and 
perseverance  in  this  important  reformative  department  The 
schoolmaster  is  a  painstaking  and  zealous  teacher,  while  the  work 
of  the  schoolmistress  has  been  well  sustained. 

Prisoners,  male  and  female,  on  admission  and  discharge  have 
been  regularly  visited,  and  long-time  prisoners  at  stated  intervals. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  give  useful 
and  varied  assistance  to  discharged  prisoners.  A  Labour  Home, 
in  connection  with  the  Church  Army,  has  been  of  assistance  to 
the  Society  in  testing  men  as  to  their  willingness  to  be  really 
helped  and  to  help  themselves.  The  unemployed  problem  is  one 
which  is  admittedly  difficult  of  solution,  but  such  homes  have 
advanced  us  one  step  towards  its  solution  by  the  test  which  they 
supply  as  to  whether  or  not  men  are  really  willing  to  work. 

On  the  6th  August,  1905,  a  missioner  from  the  Church  Army 
commenced  a  mission,  which  proved  successful  and  was  productive 
of,  I  trust,  lasting  good. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners 
I  arranged  for  a  series  of  spe<5ial  services  and  preachers  on 
Sunday  afternoons  and  Wednesday  mornings  in  Lent  My  thanKs 
are  due  to  the  clergy  of  the  city  and  neighbourhood  io[J^^ 
kind  and  cordial  help  which  they  have  so  willingly  renderea. 
During  Lent   I  also  gave  a  series  of   addresses  on  a  specially 
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selected  subject.  These  addresses,  as  also  the  addresses  given  ^^*"^*^ 
by  the  different  preachers,  were  attentively  listened  to  and  mnch  fe^^f" 
appreciated.  ^ 

The  Chaplain  has  also  given  addresses  to  the  probationary 
officers  under  training  at  this  school,  on  subjects  which  will  be 
useful  to  them  in  their  professional  work. 

An  additional  lady  visitor,  Miss  Edith  Blunt,  daughter  of  the 
Lord  Bishop  of  Hull,  has  lately  been  appointed  and  has  entered 
upon  her  work  with  earnestness  and  zeaL  She  will,  I  feel  assured, 
be  a  valuable  acquisition  in  this  important  mission-field.  The 
other  lady  visitors  continue  their  good  work,  and  lectures  have 
been  given  at  intervals  on  interesting  and  appropriate  subjects. 

In  compliance  with  the  circular  from  the  Commissioners, 
which  I  most  cordially  welcomed,  and  which  set  forth  the 
special  advantages  and  aims  of  what  is  known  as  the  '^  Borstal 
Scheme"  for  the  treatment  of  young  prisoners,  I  have  given 
lectures  to  the  "juvenile-adults"  on  the  subjects  suggested — 
Industry,  Temperance,  Self-control,  Courage.  My  next  subject  is  to 
be  "  Reverence  and  Self  Reverence."  I  have  been  greatly  gratified 
and  encouraged  in  my  endeavours  to  influence  the  youths  who 
have  been  brought  under  my  care  by  the  interest  and  attention 
manifested  from  beginning  to  end  of  my  lectures. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  hope  of  genuine  and  permanent 
reform  lies  in  the  deterring  or  ^'arresting"  influence  exercised 
upon  the  young.  The  constant  instruction  given  by  the  school- 
master, the  reiterated  admonitions  of  the  Chaplain,  are  without 
doubt  furthering  the  work  of  reformation  on  the  only  possible 
lines.  The  firm  yet  kind  and  considerate  treatment  youths 
experience  in  prison  cannot  but  be  the  means  of  evoking  and 
confirming  the  good  intentions  latent  in  almost  every  youthful 
heart,  of  awakening  better  resolutions  for  the  future,  and  of 
stirring  up  to  a  higher  ideal  of  life,  when  once  freedom  is  regained. 
I  have  a  great  hope  that  when  this  system  is  more  firmly 
established  and  more  systematically  practised  there  will  be  a 
sensible  diminution  of  crime  throughout  our  land.  One  very 
important  element  in  the  reformation  of  youthful  offenders  must 
be  that  their  sentences  be  of  sufficient  time-duration  to  make  the 
reformative  infiuences  of  real  practical  permanent  value. 

But,  at  the  same  time,  I  believe  that  all  this  attention  and 
work  will  prove  more  or  less  futile  unless  special  care  be  taken 
of  prisoners  after  leaving  prison  to  effectually  prevent  them 
gravitating  to  their  old  haunts  and  herding  with  old  associates. 

My  work  has  been  made  more  useful  than  it  otherwise  would 
have  been,  by  the  help  afforded  me  by  the  Governor,  as  well  as 
the  ready  assistance  rendered  by  the  schoolmaster  and  staff.

The  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  well  maintained  during 
th^  year  ended  31st  March,  1906. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good  on  the  whole  ;  the 
offences  being  chiefly  for  idleness  by  members  of  the  tramping 
community  received  into  prison  for  misconduct  in  the  workhouses 
or  begging. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  suicide,  and  but  one  attempt. 

Two  prisonei*s  of  the  First  Division  and  23  of  the  Second 
Division  have  been  received  during  the  year. 

Twenty-one  prisoners  have  been  released  on  part  payment  of 
fine,  Ac,  as  compared  with  11  last  year.  The  system  of  part 
payment  is  explained  to  every  prisoner  who  is  eligible  on 
reception. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  regularly  during  the  year. 

Male  prisoners  have  been  employed  as  follows  : — Hard  labour — 
Sawing  wood  and  picking  oakum.  Industrial  labour — Making 
mail-bags  for  Post  Office,  seamen's  bags  and  hammocks  for 
Admiralty,  chopping  and  bundling  wood,  repairs  to  clothing  and 
shoes,  gardening,  and  the  ordinary  work  about  the  prison.  The 
female  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  laundry  work,  making 
prisoners'  shirts  and  repairing  clothing. 

Additional  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  have  been  supplied 
during  the  year,  and  all  are  in  good  working  order  and  the  water 
wpply  adequate. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  «&c.,  in  store  has  been  sufficient, 
and  the  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  buildings  are  in  good  condition. 

The  lady  visitors  have  been,  as  in  previous  years,  very  regular 
in  their  attendance,  and  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society 
continues  to  extend  a  helping  hand  to  those  prisoners  really 
desiring  to  do  better,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  younger 
prisoners.

Prisoners  haye  during  the  past  year  attended  daily  the  chapel 
services  except  for  a  few  days  whilst  the  chapel  was  closed  for 
cleansing  purposes,  when  the  males  met  in  the  central  hall  and  the 
women  in  the  receiving  ward. 

Services  have  also  been  held  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day  and 
Good  Friday. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  has  always  been  good,  and  I 
have  reason  to  know  that  most  of  them  much  appreciate  the 
services. 

The  education  of  the  prisoners  entitled  to  receive  it  has  been 
well  carried  out  by  the  ^^^onler-schoolmaster. 

All  prisoners  have  been  visited  on  admission  and  discharge, 
during  sickness  and  when  under  punishment,  and  at  other  times 
during  their  confinement. 

Through  the  agency  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society 
and  the  assistance  of  the  Church  Army  many  have  been  enabled 
to  make  a  fresh  start  in  life. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  an  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Church  Army  Labour  Homes  is  never  made  in  vain. 

Miss  Garratt,  the  lady  visitor,  has  continued  her  quiet  yet  most 
valuable  work  on  behalf  of  the  female  prisoners,  and  the  shelter 
she  has  provided  for  temporary  protection  for  those  discharged, 
and  a  free  breakfast  there  for  all  willing  to  take  advantage  has 
been  an  inestimable  boon.  It  is  not  an  exaggeration  to  say  that 
no  woman  need  return  to  her  former  mode  of  life  if  she  be  but 
willing  to  accept  the  proffered  hand  offered  her  on  reaching  the 
prison  gate.

There  have  been  few  cases  of  illness  among  the  prisoners  daring 
the  past  year. 

There  haye  been  three  cases  of  an  infectious  nature,  one  being 
enteric  fever,  which  was  removed  to  the  borough  fever  hospital, 
and  two  cases  of  erysipelas,  in  a  female  warder  and  a  prisoner 
(female^  who  was  admitted  with  an  ulcerating  earring  aperture 
Which  developed  the  infection. 

There  have  been  no  deaths. 

There  has  been  one  case  of  attempted  suicide  of  a  prisoner  who 
was  temporarily  mentally  unhinged. 

There  were  six  prisoners,  three  male  and  three  female,  admitted 
to  hospital. 

All  the  prisoners  have  been  carefully  examined  before  being 
passed  for  hard  labour. 

Most  of  the  prisoners  have  gained  weight  during  their  period 
of  imprisonment. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient  and  of  good 
quality.

The  heating  of  the  prison  has  been  properly  attended  to.

The  Prison  Act  continues  to  act  admirably  and  I  have  no 
snggestion  to  offer  on  any  of  the  clauses. 

Associated  labour  for  all  entitled  to  the  privilege  is  carried  out 
daily,  with  an  undoubtedly  increased  output  and  in  no  way  detri- 
mental to  discipline. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  excellent. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good  with  but  two  ex- 
ceptions, where  corporal  punishment  was  awarded. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  in  addition  to' the  ordinary 
services  of  the  prison,  at  bookbinding,  cotton  sorting,  hammock 
making,  knitting,  mail-bag,  oakum  picking,  sack  making,  and 
ahoemaking. 

Appliances  in  case  of  fire  in  conjunction  with  the  local  brigades 
are  adequate,  and  the  corps  is  frequently  exercised  under  my 
Bupervision. 

The  clothing,  bedding,  and  all  stores  are  amply  provided. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  in  all  cases  come  up  to  the 
requisite  standard. 

The  progressive  stage  system  continues  to  work  well. 

I  have  taken  great  interest  in  the  juvenile-adult  class  of 
prisoner  and  hope  to  report  more  fully  next  year,  as  the  system  is 
at  present  but  in  its  in&ncy.

Daring  the  past  year  the  state  of  the  prison  has  been  satisfactory 
and  the  discipline  well  maintained. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  good  ;  and  they  have,  on 
the  whole,  carried  out  their  duties  well  considering  the  additional 
work  they  have  had  to  perform  owing  to  the  increased  population 
of  the  prison. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  fairly  good ;  offences 
generally  were  of  a  minor  character,  except  in  one  instance,  a 
prisoner  violently  assaulted  an  officer,  for  which  he  received 
corporal  punishment. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  as  fully  as  possible,  and 
the  usual  industries  have  afforded  adequate  employment. 

Three  males  were  treated  under  the  rules  for  the  first  division 
of  offenders,  but  no  prisoners  received  sentences  in  that  or  the 
second  division.    Evidently  the  classification  is  not  understood. 

Advantage  is  seldom  taken  of  the  provision  for  the  part  payment 
of  fines. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  certain  courts  are  now  dealing 
more  effectively  with  inebriates,  most  of  whom  have  long  records 
shewing  repeated  re-committals  for  short  terms.  Since  December, 
1904,  five  women  have  been  sent  to  Langho  Reformatory,  and  one 
man  to  Westbury-on-Trym  Reformatory.  Nothing  can  be  done 
for  them  in  prison  during  sentences  such  as  the  usual  seven  or 
14  days. 

The  same  remark  applies  to  the  vagrants.  A  sentence  of  seven 
days,  deducting  the  day  of  reception  and  the  day  of  discharge,  and 
often  a  Sunday,  leaves  four  clear  days  for  work.  The  discipline 
and  the  regular  labour  that  could  be  enforced  during  a  lonff  term 
of  imprisonment  would  tend  to  inculcate  habits  of  industry.  It 
would  be  a  more  efficient  method  of  dealing  with  the  loafer. 

Monthly  lectures  have  been  continued. 

Special  lectures  for  women  only  have  been  inaugurated.  They 
deal  with  home  life,  the  care  of  children  and  kindred  subjects, 
and  I  am  satisfied  that  they  have  been  of  actual  benefit.  They  are 
practical  lessons,  kindly  given  by  a  lady  well  able  to  impart 
instruction  of  this  sort.  The  women,  many  of  whom  are  com- 
mitted tor  neglect  of  children,  &c.,  appreciate  her  efforts. 
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The  Prisoners*  A.id  Society  meets  at  the  prison  weekly  and  deals 
with  cases  about  to  be  released.  Work  is  found  for  some,  and 
others,  if  deserving,  are  assisted  in  a  variety  of  ways. 

It  is  anticipated  that  very  few  prisoners  eligible  for  classification 
as  juvenile-adults  will  be  qualified  for  removal  to  the  centres  at 
Borstal  or  Lincoln.  The  sentences  inflicted  have  hitherto  been  for 
terms  of  less  than  the  minimum  period  which  is  considered 
necessary  for  the  application  of  the  system  in  its  entirety. 
Magistrates  appear  disinclined  to  award  sentences  of  that  length, 
even  when  a  youth  has  a  previous  record  of  convictions.  Not 
many  it  seems  are  acquainted  with  the  Borstal  system  for  the 
treatment  of  young  offenders  (16  to  21  years  of  age.)  The  system 
will  be  carried  out  here  as  fully  as  possible  with  the  present  staff 
of  ofiKcers ;  and  the  Visiting  Committee,  as  the  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society,  have  the  question  of  the  formation  of  the  sub-committees 
under  consideration. 

The  fire  appliances  are  adequate  and  have  been  regularly 
tested. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  has  been  sufficient,  and 
the  contractors'  supplies  have,  as  a  rule,  been  good. 

The  prison  buildings  are  in  good  order,  except  the  washhouse, 
which  is  about  to  be  re-constructed.  The  light  and  ventilation  of 
the  kitchen  has  been  improved  by  the  removal  of  an  old  store- 
room. 

The  progressive  stage  system  is  carefully  supervised,  and  it 
works  satisfactorily  ;  and  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government 
of  the  prison  have  been  complied  with.

-Report. 


The  Sunday,  week-day,  and  Holy-day  services  have  been  duly 
conducted.  An  address  is  given  at  each  of  the  Sunday  services, 
and  on  Wednesdays. 

A  practice  of  hymns,  canticles,  &c.,  is  held  every  Saturday  for 
all  the  prisoners.  The  services  are  of  a  hearty  character,  and 
appear  to  be  much  appreciated  by  most  of  those  present. 

All  admissions  and  discharges  have  been  interviewed.  Special 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  sick,  and  those  cases  which  appear 
most  hopeful. 

Captain  Tatham  of  the  Church  Army  conducted  a  mission 
lasting  eight  days.  His  sympathetic  methods  and  appropriate 
addresses  created  a  very  favourable  impression. 

Several  lectures  have  been  arranged  by  the  Oovemor,  each  of 
which  was  extremely  interesting,  and  listened  to  with  attention. 

The  Governor  and  all  the  officers  have  done  their  utmost  to 
aasist  the  chaplain  in  his  duties. 

The  schoolmaster  has  taken  a  careful  interest  in  his  work. 
Some  of  the  prisoners  eligible  for  instruction  and  who  have  come 
under  his  care  have  made  remarkable  progress. 

A  large  number  of  Total  Abstinence  pledges  have  been  signed. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  of  them  have  been  kept. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  met  every  Saturday, 
The  claim  of  each  discharged  prisoner  on  the  assistance  of  the 
Society  has  been  carefully  considered.

Report. 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  operation  of  the  changes  instituted  by  the  Prison  Act,  1898, 
continues  to  work  well  on  the  whole.  The  spirit  and  intention 
of  the  Act  seem  to  be  better  understood  than  formerly  by  the 
Committing  Courts.  I  think  the  power  to  earn  remission  of 
sentence  ha^  prored  itself  to  be  so  potent  a  factor  in  maintaining 
order  and  discipline  and  a  real  stimulus  to  industry,  that  the  rule 
might  now  be  advantageously  extended  to  sentences  of  three 
months  and  upwards. 

Juvenile-adults. — During  the  autumn,  with  your  special  per- 
mission, a  modified  application  of  the  Borstal  System  was 
instituted  here,  and  about  150  of  these  youthful  offenders  (16-21) 
have  been  specially  dealt  with  whose  sentences  ranged  from  18 
months  to  one  month.  There  has  been  a  daily  average  of  about 
40  such  cases.  While  this  special  treatment  of  segregation, 
physical  drill,  lectures,  &c.,  &c.,  is  not  going  to  work  miracles  of 
reformation,  it  is  bound  to  be  more  or  less  fruitful,  though  it  may 
not  be  our  privilege  always  to  witness  it.  When  it  is  remembered 
that  these  youths  have  been  chiefly  brought  up  in  an  immoral 
environment  it  can  hardly  be  expected  that  a  '^  cure  "  will  be 
efFected  in  a  few  months.  If  we  can  succeed  in  some  measure  in 
teaching  them  to  be  their  best,  and  on  their  discharge  give  them 
a  chance  of  being  it,  we  shall  have  gone  some  way  towards  their 
rehabilitation  to  honest  life  and  practice.  The  movement,  how- 
ever, is  a  forward  step,  and  it  has  my  sympathy  and  support,  and 
I  am  cordially  assisted  by  the  Chaplain  and  Medical  Officers  in 
dealing  with  them.  The  after-care  of  these  prisoners  is,  perhaps, 
the  most  important  work  connected  with  them.  Every  case  has 
been  specially  considered  by  us  acting  as  a  sub-committee,  together 
with  the  Agents  of  the  two  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Societies 
(liOeds  and  Bradford)  connected  with  this  prison,  but  the  difficulty 
of  finding  suitable  employment  has  been  very  great.  If  employ- 
ment could  only  be  gaaranteed  in  the  majority  of  cases  on 
discharge,  I  am  convinced  there  would  be  fewer  relapses  into 
crime.  Both  Agents  of  the  above  named  societies  have  been 
very  zealous  in  doing  all  in  their  power  for  these  cases,  and  it 
is  satis&ctory  to  record  that  their  efforts  have  met  with  some 
euccess. 

It  is  sad  to  see  young  lads  being  sent  to  prison  for  non-payment 
of  fines  and  costs  for  such  offences  as  ''  playing  at  football  in  the 
street,"  and  "  obstructing  the  footway,  &c."    It  would  be  better, 
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Eztraots.     '^^  ^^7  opinion,  that  these  fines  were  written  ofE  ''  irrecoverable  ^^ 
Gk>Tenior'a    than  that  these  youngsters  should  get  their  first  taste  of  prison 
Report      life. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good  with  a  few 
exceptions;  these,  however,  have  yielded  to  the  punitive  treat- 
ment, when  time  permitted,  and  became  well  conducted.  There 
were  no  corporal  punishments. 

There  were  no  escapes  nor  any  attempts  to  escape. 

There  have  been  no  suicides,  but  there  were  two  attempts— one 
obviously  feigned,  and  the  other  by  an  insane  prisoner  with 
suicidal  impulses  while  under  observation. 

Male  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  Admiralty  coal-sack 
making,  jute  picking,  tailoring,  shoemaking,  mail-bag  making,  coir 
teasing,  tin  smithing,  joinery,  smithing,  wood-chopping,  gardening, 
weaving  bed  rugs,  serge,  and  flannel.  Oakum  picking  has  be«i 
entirely  abolished  at  this  prison  for  some  months.  Female  labour 
has  consisted  of  needlework  (prisoners'  underclothing),  knitting, 
cotton  picking,  and  laundry  work. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good  with 
one  exception,  which  has  been  duly  reported. 

The  state  and  condition  of  the  prison  buildings  have  been  good 
and  well  maintained.  The  fixing  of  new  rain  water  pipes  round 
the  whole  of  the  wings  in  place  of  the  old  soil  pipes  has  been 
completed,  which  is  a  great  improvement  from  a  sanitary  point  of 
view ;  and  new  lead  gutters  have  been  fixed  round  the  roofs  of  the 
wings.    The  prison  chapel  has  been  thoroughly  renovated. 

A  new  water  main  has  been  fixed  with  additional  fire  hydrants, 
both  inside  and  outside  of  the  prison,  those  inside  the  buildings 
are  to  have  hose  pipes  attached  in  readiness  for  immediate  use. 
This  will  be  a  great  improvement,  and,  with  the  new  fire  engine 
supplied,  and  other  appliances,  we  shall  be  well  equipped  to  meet 
any  ordinary  outbreaic  of  fire. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  in  store,  has  been 
adequate. 

The  contractors'  supplies  generally  have  been  good. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
all  the  rules  and  regulations  complied  with  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  and  belief. 

The  lady  visitors — there  are  five  appointed — ^have  performed 
their  voluntary  labours  with  commendable  zeal  and  assiduity. 
One,  unfortunately,  has  been  absent  through  the  year  through 
illness.

The  Berrices  in  the  prison  chapel  have  been  condaoted  without 
a  break  throughout  the  past  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  state  that 
the  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  The  Holy  Communion 
has  been  celebrated  several  times,  the  highest  number  of  com- 
mimicants  being  19.    I  have  preached  four  sermons  every  week. 

The  Rev.  Paul  B.  Bull  conducted  an  eight  days*  mission  in 
AngQst  last.  Many  were  deeply  impressed  and  gave  evidence  of 
a  change  of  heart.  The  following  clergy  have  given  me  valuable 
assiBtance  during  the  past  year :  The  Rev.  Dr.  Bickersteth«  Vicar 
of  Leeds,  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Seaton,  Vicar  of  Armley,  the  Revs.  Druitt, 
ElBley,and  Naters,  Curates  of  Armley,  and  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Duncan, 
Curate  of  St.  John's,  New  Wortley. 

The  schoollnaster  and  schoolmistress  have  done  excellent  work, 
and  many  of  the  scholars  have  made  considerable  progress.  Our 
library  is  in  a  better  condition  than  it  has  been  for  some  years 

past 

1  have  visited  all  prisoners  on  admission  and  discharge. 
Most  have  promised  to  lead  a  better  life  and  many  have  taken 
solemn  pledges  to  abstain  from  the  sin  which  brought  them  to 
the  prison. 

1  have  also  kept  in  touch  with  the  long-term  prisoners,  visiting 
them  frequently  and  encouraging  them  to  make  a  fresh  start. 

Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  juvenile-adults.  Lectures 
have  been  given  by  the  Rev.  E.  H.  Dykes,  Vicar  of  Holy  Trinity, 
on  "Nelson";  by  the  Rev.  0.  Mackie,  Curate  of  Leeds  Parish 
Church,  on  "Work";  by  the  schoolmaster  on  the  '*Bee"  and 
other  subjects;  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  by  myself  on  "The 
Making  of  the  English  People." 

I  hope  shortly  to  start  a  bible  class,  and  to  form  a  choir. 

Our  greatest  difficulty  is  to  find  work  for  the  juvenile-adults  on 
their  discharge.  The  agents  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society  do  their  utmost,  but  to  be  successful  we  need  the 
sympathetic  co-operation  of  employers  of  labour. 

I  regret  to  say  that  Miss  Marsh,  one  of  the  lady  visitors,  has 
fOfiigQed.  Her  work  has  been  invaluable,  and  1  shall  never  cease 
to  be  thankful  to  her  for  her  untiring  zeal. 

1  must  express  my  deep  gratitude  to  the  Qovemor  and  the 
oiBoers  of  the  prison  for  all  their  help  during  the  past  year.

Report. 

The  health  of  the  priBoners  on  the  whole  has  been  very  good, 
for  although  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  of  sick 
applications,  many  of  them  were  of  a  trivial  character.  No  case 
of  infectious  disease  has  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  drainage  of  the  prison  is  in  good  condition,  the  water 
supply  excellent,  and  the  arrangements  for  ventilation  satisfactory. 
The  heating  of  the  prison  is  carefully  attended  to,  and  well 
regulated. 

There  were  two  attempts  at  siiicide^one  feigned — the  other  a 
genuine  attempt  by  an  insane  prisoner  with  suicidal  impulses, 
who  was  under  special  observation  at  the  time  the  attempt  was 
made. 

A  scheme  has  been  introduced  into  this  prison  for  the  special 
treatment  of  juvenile-adult  prisoners,  and  although  it  is  too  early 
yet  to  speak  of  results  on  the  health  and  physique  of  these 
prisoners,  I  feel  certain  that  any  method  which  aims  at  keeping 
the  body  in  the  best  possible  state  of  health,  cannot  fail  to  react 
beneficially  upon  the  mental  life  of  these  men  and  so  influence 
their  conduct  for  good.  All  prisoners  in  this  class  are  carefully 
examined  by  me  and  measured — ^before  being  passed  for  drill— 
and  they  are  again  examined  on  discharge.

The  state  of  the  prison  is  satisfactory,  and  discipline  has  been 
well  maintained. 

The  changes  brought  about  by  the  Prison  Act,  1898,  have 
continued  to  work  well. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  at  escape. 

Oakum  picking  as  an  industry  having  been  abolished  at  this 
prison,  first-stage  prisoners  have  been  employed  upon  stone- 
breaking,  coal-bag  and  sack  making,  wood-chopping,  and  during 
the  evenings  at  wool-picking,  whilst  prisoners  in  the  other  stages 
have  been  employed  upon  mail-bag  and  hammock  making, 
together  with  wood-chopping,  bed-making,  tailoring,  and  shoe- 
making. 

The  female  prisoners  were  chiefly  employed  in  the  laundry 
and  at  needlework  and  knitting. 

The  buildings,  fences,  &c.,  are  in  good  order. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  the  water 
supply  adequate. 

The  supply  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  has  been  found  sufficient.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  redecoration  of  the  chapel  has  effected  a  vast  and  much 
needed  improvement.  Services  have  been  regularly  held  there, 
with  the  exception  of  that  period  during  which  the  chapel  was 
closed  for  cleaning  purposes. 

I  im  very  much  indebted  to  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Feist  and  the 
Rev.  C.  W.  Sherard — the  clergy  of  Saint  Andrew's,  Leicester,  for 
valuable  help  received  from  them. 

Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  on  three  occasions,  with 
an  average  number  of  four  communicants.  Notices  of  celebrations 
have  been  given  at  other  times,  but  no  sufficient  number  of 
suitable  applicants  have  sent  in  their  names.  Manifestly  the 
admission  of  prisoners  to  this  service  requires  the  exercise  of 
much  discretion. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Prison  Commissioners 
the  Borstal  scheme  of  dealing  with  juvenile-adults  is  applied  as 
far  as  is  practicable,  and  in  this  connection  I  hold,  or  arrange  for 
a  special  class  to  be  given  every  Tuesday  morning.  Their  after- 
care on  discharge  is  a  difficult  matter.  The  establishment  of  a 
home  for  such  cases — either  before  or  after  conviction — is  at 
present  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Local  Committee  of  the 
Church  Army,  of  which  I  am  Hon.  Clerical  Secretary.  I  hope 
something  practical  will  be  the  result,  as  I  feel  sure  some  of  these 
young  fellows  might  be  spared  the  experience  of  prison  life,  if 
only  got  hold  of  in  time. 

The  work  of  educating  eligible  prisoners  has  gone  on  very 
satisfactorily  under  the  direction  of  the  schoolmaster. 

Captain  Spencer,  of  the  Church  Army,  conducted  a  very  useful 
eight  days'  mission.  I  believe  these  annual  visits  do  an  immense 
amount  of  good. 

The  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Vagrancy  encourages 
the  hope  that,  in  the  future,  the  habitual  tramp  will  be  effectively 
dealt  with,  and  so  distinguished  from  the  honest  man  who 
genuinely  seeks  employment,  but  feels  obliged  to  take  to  the  road, 
in  order  to  find  it.  The  former  class  are  the  most  discouraging 
class  that  frequent  our  prisons,  while  the  latter  are  deserving  of 
the  utmost  sympathy. 

I  have  to  place  on  record  again  my  great  appreciation  of  the 
officers  of  this  prison.  They  show  •* kindly  firmness"  to  those 
under  their  charge,  and  render  me  any  assistance  I  may  require. 
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Mrs.  Moore'B  most  excellent  work  has  been  continued  with     £xtrmot8. 
nnremitting  attention,  and  is  most  heartily  welcomed  by  the    explain  a 
female  prisoners,  who  look  forward  to  her  visits.    Miss  Payne      »«P«^ 
has  again  from  time  to  time  assisted  her  in  the  Bible  classes  and 
lectures,  and  Mrs.  Sanders  has  also  paid  visits  acceptably  to  the 
females. 

For  the  work  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  whose 
funds  are  so  ably  administered  by  Mr.  Morris,  one  cannot  speak  too 
highly.  It  is  beyond  all  praise.  The  Sisters  of  the  Saint  Mary 
Magdalene  Home  in  the  Newarks  have  most  kindly  taken  charge 
of  females  on  their  release,  and  have  thereby  reclaimed  many  a 
poor  unfortunate  woman. 

I  have  to  thank  Miss  Oittins  also  for  meeting  discharged 
females  at  the  gate,  and  looking  after  their  disposal;  also  the 
Church  Army  Labour  Home,  for  receiving  cases  that  I  have 
requested  them  to  take  in. 

I  owe  the  Governor  and  all  his  staff  my  deepest  thanks  for 
their  unfailing  kindness  and  co-operation.

EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  generally  good  ;  one  death 
is  recorded  in  a  woman  suffering  from  alcoholism.  There  were 
no  attempts  at  suicide.  Two  male  prisoners  were  certified  insane 
and  removed  to  an  asylum. 

There  has  been  no  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  during  the 
year. 

All  prisoners  are  examined  on  reception  before  being  put  to 
work. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient,  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  general  sanitary  arrangements  are  satisfactory ;  some  sanitary 
improvements  have  been  effected  during  the  year  as  regards 
heating  the  main  prison,  and  with  respect  to  renewal  and 
ventilation  of  certain  closets  requiring  it.  Another  matter  of 
vital  importance  is  shortly  to  be  carried  out,  viz. :  the  removal  of 
the  old  closet  connections  between  the  soil  pipes  and  the  cells.

Report. 


The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

That  of  the  prisoners  has,  so  far  as  serious  oflEences  are  concerned, 
also  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  punishments  inflicted  is  high,  but  these  have 
been,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases,  occasioned  by  the  difficulty 
experienced  in  getting  a  reasonable  amount  of  work  out  of  men 
sentenced  to  periods  of,  a  few  days'  or  weeks'  imprisonment  for 
vagrancy,  drunkenness,  Ac,  &c. 

Corporal  punishment  has  not  been  inflicted,  either  by  order  of 
a  court,  or  for  any  prison  ofEence,  during  the  past  year. 

There  have  been  two  attempts  at  escape,  of  which  one  was 
onsuccessfnl. 

In  the  other  case,  the  convict,  by  the  exercise  of  extraordinary 
agility,  managed  to  scale  the  prison  wall,  but  was  immediately 
recaptured. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  in  making  baskets,  beds, 
hammocks,  mail  and  other  bags,  clothes,  shoes,  mats  and  rugs ; 
as  carpenters,  tinsmiths,  gardeners,  needleworkers,  oakum  and 
coir  pickers,  and  wood  choppers,  as  well  as  in  the  ordinary  work 
of  the  prison. 

The  enumeration  of  these'«industries  illustrates  the  change  which 
has  come  over  prison  life  since  the  days  when  a  sentence  of 
"two  years'  hard  labour"  was  regarded  as  so  severe  that  anv 
longer  period  had  to  be  served  in  the  convict  prisons  which 
replaced  the  penal  settlements  and  the  hulks. 

A  further  step  has  been  taken  in  the  direction  of  endeavour mg 
to  safeguard  youthful  offenders  from  fnrther  deterioration  while 
in  prison  by  segregating  them  from  older  criminals.  Their 
physique  is  now  improved  by  physical  drill,  while  their  interests 
on  discharge  are  made  the  subject  of  special  attention  on  the  part 
of  Vifliting  Committees,  Qovemors  and  Chaplains. 

No  one  will  be  found  to  disagree  with  the  maxim  that^  if 
youthful  offenders  must  be  sent  to  prison,  every  effort  should  be 
inade  to  render  their  incarceration  beneficial  rather  than  the 
revene,  but  it  is  much  to  be  hoped  that  means  may  be  found  ere 
ioQg  to  reduce  the  number  of  youths  sentenced  to  imprisonment. 
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The  state  and  condition  of  the  buildings,  fences,  &c^  is 
satisfactory. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  Ac,  in  store  has  been  found 
sufBcient  to  meet  all  requirements. 

Contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  have  been  punctually 
delivered,  except  as  already  reported. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out ;  and  the 
rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  prisons  have  been 
complied  with.

ii 


The  education  of  the  prisoners  has  been  carried  on  duly,  the 
prisoners  have  made  good  progress  and  have  appeared  thankful 
for  the  instruction,  as  there  have  been  very  few  applications  to  be 
excused  school. 

The  Sunday  and  week-day  services  have  been  duly  performed. 
There  have  been  two  sermons  on  each  Sunday,  Gtood  Friday,  and 
Christmas  Day.  An  address  has  been  given  on  most  days  of  the 
week.    The  services  are  fully  choral  and  I  think  are  appreciated.  '^ 

So  far  as  I  know,  there  has  been  no  case  of  a  man  being  punished 
for  misbehaviour  during  the  service  in  chapel  since  I  reported  to 
you  last.  I  have  played  the  organ  at  all  services  myself  and  also 
trained  the  choir  at  weekly  practice. 

The  chairman  of  the  visiting  magistrates  attended  the  service 
on  one  Sunday  and  Mr.  Aubrey  Hillman,  J.P.,  another  member  of 
the  committee,  attended  on  another  Sunday. 

I  have  seen  all  prisoners  on  reception  and  discharge  ;  those  sick 
and  under  punishment  have  been  visited  daily.  I  have  regularly 
visited  all  the  prisoners  in  rotation  once  a  month  and  examined 
all  the  books  in  the  cells.  Some  of  the  prisoners  have  been  visited 
more  frequently  as  their  cases  required. 

I  have  paid  special  attention  to  the  cases  of  thirty-nine  convicts 
received  here  upon  whom  a  report  was  required  from  myself  and 
Oovemor  for  the  purposes  of  classification. 

I  have  ministered  daily  to  and  prepared  one  convict  sentenced 
to  death. 

I  have  at  all  times  found  the  prisoners  attentive  at  the  services 
and  respectful  when  visited. 

I  have  received  due  assistance  from  all  the  officers  in  the  per- 
fonnance  of  my  duties. 

The  service  of  the  Holy  Communion  has  been  announced  at 
frequent  intervals  and  there  has  been  a  celebration  whenever  there 
has  been  the  proper  number  of  suitable  prisoners  to  communicate. 

T  have  acted  as  Honorary  Secretary  for  the  Discharged  Prisoners' 
Aid  Society  and  have  personally  interviewed  all  applications  for 
assistance.  Of  these,  227  males  and  32  females  have  been  assisted 
in  various  ways.     I  have  done  my  best  to  find  employment  for 
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tleserving  cases  on  leaving  the  prison.     I  have  written  many  letters     Bxtraots. 
on  behalf  of  prisoners  to  make  arrangements  for  their  welfare  on    ^^'^^Jjf?'* 
(lischai^e,  and  to  ascertain  how  they  are  going  on  after  they  have       \^^ 
left  the  prison.     I  have  also  written  to  all  the  magistrates  of  this 
county  to  endeavour  to  secnre  them  as  subscribers  to  the  society 
and  to  ask  for  their  interest  on  its  behalf.     I  can  say  that  the 
society  is  on  a  sound  financial  footing  with  regard  to  the  Borstal 
scheme. 

So  &r  as  my  work  is  concerned,  there  has  been  much  that  is 
interesting.  I  have  delivered  lectures  on  Food,  liight,  Ventilation, 
History,  Books  and  Reading,  Recreation  and  on  subjects  of  a 
Scriptural  nature.  I  have  kept  a  list  of  all  those  youths  in  the 
prison  who  come  under  this  scheme  ;  this  list  is  kept  up  to  date, 
and  records  the  age,  sentence  and  date  of  discharge,  and  remarks 
as  to  what  it  is  proposed  to  do  with  regard  to  the  disposal  of  the 
prisoner  on  discharge.  This  list  is  seen  by  the  members  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  every  week,  so  that  those  who  form  the  Sub- 
committee can  see  what  steps  there  are  for  them  to  take. 

I  have  corresponded  with  the  clergy  and  others  who  ha\e 
ondertaken  the  oversight  of  these  youths  on  their  discharge  and 
have  laid  the  results  before  the  Visiting  Committee. 

The  library  is  in  good  condition  and  the  prisoners  have  often 
expressed  themselves  as  gratified  with  the  ample  choice  of  books. 
1  have  encouraged  the  men  to  read  the  more  serious  books  of  the 
nature  of  history  and  travels,  and  many  have  taken  to  these  instead 
of  fiction, 

1  have  had  letters  from  several  ex-convicts,  men  of  good  educa- 
tion and  position  before  conviction,  thanking  me  for  lessons 
learned  and  help  received  from  the  services  and  sermons  while  at 
Lewes.  As  these  men  had  all  left  this  prison  over  three  years  ago, 
we  may  trust  that  their  experience  was  genuine  as  it  has  been 
remembered  so  long. 

Drink  is,  as  usual,  at  the  bottom  of  seven-tenths  of  the  crimes. 
1  am  glad  to  say  that  several  have  asked  to  sign  the  pledge  and 
have  done  so.  I  never  urge  this,  as  it  seems  a  somewhat  doubtful 
act  while  men  are  in  a  phice  where  all  temptations  to  drink  are 
absent,  but  I  frequently  preach  on  the  subject  of  intemperance 
and  am  glad  when  men  volunteer  to  abstain. 

It  is  impossible  to  do  much  with  prisoners  undergoing  short 
sentences.  And  those,  with  which  I  suppose  every  chaplain  is 
aqoainted,  who  come  in  regularly  once  a  month  for  seven  days 
for  some  petty  crime,  are  the  most  hopeless  of  all.

This  was 
a  man  who  had  been  employed  in  cleaning  oat  a  tank  in  which 
sewage  grown  osiers  had  been  soaked. 

There  has  been  no  saicide  or  attempt  thereat. 

No  prisoners  have  been  released  on  medical  groands. 

The  dietary  has  been  qnite  satisfactory.

GoTemor 
Report. 

The  discipline  of  the  prison  and  the  behayiour  of  the  prisoners 
have  been  very  good. 

The  rules  of  1899  are  fully  carried  out  and  continue  to  giye 
satisfactory  results. 

The  visiting  magistrates  are  seldom  required  to  be  summoned 
for  serious  breaches  of  discipline,  and  there  has  been  only  one 
instance  of  corporal  punishment  having  been  inflicted. 

The  number  of  prisoners  received  remains  much  higher  than  in 
former  years.    The  number  of  debtors  is  also  on  the  increase. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  continues  to  be  in  the 
highest  degree  satisfactory. 

The  industries  of  field  work,  laundry,  and  wood  bundling  are 
Bufi&cient  for  the  effective  employment  of  all  except  very  diort 
sentence  prisoners. 

The  wood  industry  may  be  said  to  be  firmly  established  and 
works  with  great  uniformity  and  economy. 

There  has  been  also  a  good  profit  on  the  garden. 

The  contractors*  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  water  supply  will  shortly  be  from  a  new  source. 

In  December,  1905,  the  female  prisoners  and  staff  were  removed 
from  this  prison  to  make  way  for  the  juvenile-adults,  and  the 
wing  has  been  converted  into  one  suitable  for  their  reception. 
This  has  been  effected  by  a  few  alterations.  The  chief  one  is  that 
of  opening  the  basement  throughout  its  length,  and  of  making  a 
Bchoolroom  out  of  two  of  the  female  staff  rooms.  More  light  in 
the  cells  and  wing  has  been  provided  by  replacing  the  windows 
by  clear  glass  and  splaying  their  sills. 

The  additions  have  been  a  blacksmiths'  and  carpenters'  shops, 
a  greenhouse,  an  asphalted  drill  ground,  and  a  vegetable  store^  all 
ia  the  grounds  to  be  occupied  by  the  juvenile-adults.

The  weekday  and  Sunday  services  have  been  duly  perfonned. 
On  each  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and  Good  Friday  sermons  have 
been  preached  at  both  services.  The  behaviour  and  attention  of 
the  prisoners  in  chapel  has  been  uniformly  good.  The  musical 
portions  of  the  service  have  been  very  bright,  and  heartily  joined 
in  by  the  prisoners  on  the  ^hole.  A  great  drawback  to  the 
effective  rendering  of  the  musical  service  is  the  very  large  pro- 
portion of  illiterates  who  have  this  year  made  up  the  '^star*'  class 
(upon  which  I  am  mainly  dependent  for  the  choir). 

The  following  clergy  have  kindly  assisted  in  the  chapel 
services : — 

The  Right  Rev.  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Lincoln. 

The  Ven.  Archdeacon  Bond. 

Rev.  Canon  Hicks  (Diocesan  Missioner). 

Rev.  R.  J.  Anderson  (St.  Peter-in-Eastgate). 

Rev.  G.  E.  Armitage  (County  Hospital). 

Notice  of  Holy  Communion  has  been  given  seven  times,  result- 
ing in  six  celebrations,  with  a  total  of  20  communicants.  A 
preparation  class  for  communicants  has  been  held  before  each 
occasion. 

In  June,  Captain  Brazier  of  the  Church  Army  held  an  eight 
days*  mission  with  some  good  results. 

I  have  seen  all  prisoners  on  reception  and  discharge.  Juveniles 
and  prisoners  reported  "  sick  "  and  "  under  punishment "  I  have 
visited  daily.  The  others  I  have  visited  regularly  in  their 
cells,  almost  invariably  being  received  with  respect  and 
gratitude. 

Notwithstanding  the  steady  growth  of  the  number  of  prifloners 
received,  the  number  of  juvenile  prisoners  is  not  greater  than  last 
year  (10),  as  compared  with  15  in  1903,  and  29  in  1902. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  done  another  year's 
very  valuable  work.  The  report  for  1905  shows  that  3,247  prisoners 
were  met  on  discharge,  breakfast  provided  for  2,526,  clothing 
supplied  tQ  ^4 ;  221  were  relieved  with  food  and  lodging,  railway 
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tickets  were  provided  for  119,  hawkers'  goods  supplied  to  29,  and  ExtssotB. 

204  were  seen  off  by  train.    Further,  22  men  were  sent  to  various  Chaplain  b 

Church  Army  Labour  Homes,  125  placed  in  work,  50  employed  Report. 
in  the  labour  yard  of  the  mission  house,  and  seven  restored  to 
friends. 

With  the  closing  of  the  female  side  of  the  prison  in  December 
last^  in  order  to  prepare  for  the  reception  of  juvenile-adults,  the 
excellent  and  self-sacrificing  work  of  our  lady  visitors  ceased. 

The  educational  results  indicate  good  work  on  the  part  of  the 
schoolmaster.  On  account  of  the  unusually  large  proportion  of 
men  employed  in  the  prison  on  outside  labour,  I  regret  to  say  that 
to  be  placed  under  school  instruction  is  frequently  regarded  as  a 
punishment  rather  than  a  privilege. 

1  am  grateful  for  the  help  and  sympathy  of  the  Governor  and 
other  officers  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  excellent,  and 
only  a  few  sporadic  cases  of  influenza  have  occurred. 

There  was  one  death  in  prison  from  influenza  and  heart  hdlnre. 

One  prisoner  was  discharged  on  medical  grounds. 

The  health  of  the  officers  continues  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  three  attempts  at  suicide,  two  of  which  were 
of  a  somewhat  determined  character,  the  third,  almost  certainlj, 
in  my  opinion,  feigned. 

I  have  been  quite  satisfied  with  the  quality  of  the  food  supplied, 
and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  cooked. 

A  very  large  decrease  has  occurred  in  the  number  of  cases 
wherein  I  have  had  to  order  extra  diet,  i.e,,  27  this  year,  as  against 
68  in  my  last  report,  which  shows  clearly  that  the  recent  improve- 
ments in  diet  have  justified  their  introduction,  especially  when 
the  large  number  of  prisoners  is  considered. 

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  by  me  on  reception,  and 
their  fitness  or  unfitness  for  labour  noted. 

The  warming  and  ventilation  of  the  prison  has  been  kept  np  to 
a  good  standard,  and  the  sanitary  condition  is  good.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  good. 

There  has  been  one  case  of  corporal  punishment  with  the 
birch-rod.

The  triple  division  of  offenders  seems  to  work  well. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  a  great  inducement  to  good 
behaviour,  especially  amongst  the  better  class  of  prisoner  ;  depri- 
vation of  remission  marks  with  most  prisoners  is  a  far  more  severe 
punishment  than  dietary  punishment. 

The  provision  made  for  part  payment  of  fines  is  taken 
advantage  of.

The  progressive  stage  system  is  carefully  maintained,  and  is  an 
inducement  to  good  behaviour. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  oflBcers  has  been  good. 

The  following  industries  have  been  carried  on  : — Bed,  bolster, 
pillow  and  mattress  making,  carpentry,  bookbinding,  knitting. 
Daail-bag  making,  net  making,  needlework,  oakum  picking,  sack 
paaking  and  repairing,  shoe  mending,  smithing  and  fitting,  tailor- 
ing, weaving,  twine  making,  cocoa-nut  husk  picking,  projectile  bag 
makiug,  Manila  knot  opening. 

The  garden  is  a  source  of  profit  and  supplies  most  satis&ctory 
labour. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  to  the  best  of  my  belief.

Report, 


Morning  prayers  have  been  said  on  alternate  mornings.  On 
Snndayls,  Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday  there  has  been  Divine 
Service  -with  a  sermon.  The  hearty  and  congregational  singing 
makes  the  religious  services  in  this  prison  attractive,  bright  and 
most  enjoyable.  The  attention  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very 
keen,  and  their  conduct  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the 
service  very  satisfactory  indeed;  in  fact,  all  that  could  be 
expected.  They  seem  deeply  impressed,  and  the  religious  and 
moral  influence  should  act  for  good  on  their  future  lives. 

The  acting-chaplain  has  daily  throughout  his  time  visited  all 
the  prisoners  on  their  reception  and  on  their  discharge,  those  in 
both  hospitals,  under  punishment,  and  the  long  time  men  at 
regular  intervals.  All  applications  to  see  the  chaplain  were 
attended  to  at  once. 

The  prisoners  appeared  pleased  to  see  him  in  their  cells,  and 
candidly  placed  their  difficulties  and  troubles  before  him,  and  his 
advice,  warnings,  and  encouragement  were  attentively  listened  to 
and  greatly  appreciated.  He  gave  special  attention  to  first 
offenders  and  to  the  youthful  prisoners. 

The  chaplain  is  comforted  and  greatly  encouraged  by  the 
thought  that  his  visit  to  the  prisoners  in  their  cells  will  surely 
bear  some  fruit  in  their  improved  and  reformed  lives.  Drink  is 
the  beginning  of  a  prison  life  with  most  of  them,  and  many 
promises  have  been  asked  and  received  that  they  would  sign  the 
pledge  to  abstain  on  leaving  the  prison. 

The  special  interest  taken  in  the  lads  has  gradually  produced 
in  them  a  thoughtful  consideration  of  their  position  and  of  their 
future. 

Holy  Communion  was  administered  on  Easter  Day,  due  notice 
having  been  given,  and  the  communicants  were  conferred  with 
separately  in  their  cells  to  prepare  them  to  partake  worthily  in 
the  Sacrament.  During  the  year  several  babies  were  baptised, 
and  their  names  duly  entered  in  the  baptismal  register  of  the 
parish  church. 

The  educational  work  has  been  efficiently  carried  on  with  very 
satisfactory  results  indeed,  the  progress  made  by  some  of  the 
taught  being  surprising  for  the  short  time  spent  in  learning— two 
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days  weekly  for  a  few  hours  being  the  school  time.  The  chaplain 
has  observed  the  praiseworthy  diligence  of  those  under  instruc- 
tion. In  this  work  the  chaplain  must  highly  commend  the 
capable  and  energetic  labours  of  the  schoolmaster  and  school- 
mistress ;  the  former,  being  a  man  of  experience,  tact,  and  of  great 
sympathy,  exercises  a  great  and  good  influence  over  the  prisoners 
with  whom  he  comes  in  contact. 

The  Library  is  well  supplied  with  modem  books,  which  are 
cm^ulated  and  changed  according  to  the  regulation  and  eagerly 
read  by  the  prisoners,  who  esteem  the  privilege  as  a  great  boon. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continue  their  benevo- 
lent work  in  generously  assisting  in  various  ways  all  deserving 
cases  on  their  release.  It  is  sad  to  think  of  what  these  prisoners 
would  do  if  they  did  not  receive  the  valuable  aid  of  this  Society. 
Ita  Committee  meets  at  the  prison  monthly.  It  courteously 
listens  to  and  carries  out  the  recommendations  of  the  Governor 
and  Chaplain,  who  study  the  welfare  of  the  prisoner.  It  gives 
every  applicant,  where  it  can  do  it,  another  chance.  In  the  course 
of  the  year  very  many  applications  have  been  received  and 
disposed  of.  The  anticipations  of  benefits  to  be  acquired  and 
deserved  form  no  small  power  in  swaying  the  conduct  of  the 
prisoners  steadily  in  the  direction  of  the  best  behaviour.  In 
short,  it  is  impossible  to  speak  too  highly  of  the  good  which  the 
Society  is  doing  from  day  to  day. 

The  Lady  Visitors  actively  pursue  their  valuable  work  with 
marked  success  in  some  cases. 

The  Organist  has  attended  regularly,  and  performed  his  duties 
with  an  intelligent  interest. 

The  Chaplain  feels  that  he  must  thank  the  Governor  and  Deputy 
Oovemor  for  the  kindly  help  they  have  given  him  in  mastering 
his  new  duties.

Prisoners  have  been  employed   on  the  usual  industries,  no 
practical  change  having  taken  place  since  last  year. 

The  state  and  condition  of  the  various  buildings  is  good. 

The  fire  appliances  are  good  and  in  proper  working  order,  and 
the  supply  of  water  is  sufficient. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  &c.,  in  store  has  proved  sufficient  for 
the  needs  of  the  prison. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  delivered 
punctually,  except  in  instances  which  have  been  already  reported. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  out,  and  the  rules 
have  been  complied  with. 

The  only  thing  of  special  importance  during  the  year  has  been  the 
completion  of  the  new  convict  prison,  which  was  occupied  on  the 
4th  of  January.  This  establishment  is  entirely  distinct  from  the 
local  prison,  although  both  are  controlled  by  one  set  of  superior 
oflBcers.

I  have  conducted  the  services  as  usual— daily  morning  service 
with  two  services  and  sermon  on  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  and 
Good  Friday.  Saints'  days  are  marked  by  Ante-Communion,  and 
an  address.  As  much  hymn  singing  as  possible  is  introduced  into 
the  services,  and  the  tunes  are  carefully  chosen  from  different 
compilations,  so  that  only  familiar  and  popular  tunes  are  used. 

Notice  of  Holy  Conununion  is  given,  and  latterly  the  canonical 
number  of  communicants  has  enabled  the  service  to  take  place. 

School  instruction  is  given  in  accordance  with  your  schemes. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  its  effort«. 
To  show  the  assistance  is  meted  out  in  no  promiscuous  manner, 
but  with  care  and  discrimination,  it  is  only  necessary  to  mention 
the  small  item  of  ^'cash"  expenditure  for  J 3  months,  viz.,  2^.  hd. 

Most  can  get  work  for  themselves.  Many  have  friends  willing 
to  start  them  in  life  again.  "Labourers"  of  course  take  their 
chance  of  work — while  for  those,  who  have  nothing  immediate  to 
look  forward  to,  the  Labour  Home  furnishes  a  temporary  shelter. 

I  have  received  ready  assistance  from  the  staff.

The  health  of  the  prlBoners  has  been  good  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  one  death  from  cardiac  dropsy,  but  the  man 
was  snffering  from  heart  disease  on  admission. 

Two  male  prisoners  have  been  executed. 

One  male  prisoner  attempted  suicide,  but  the  attempt  was 
feigned. 

One  female  prisoner  has  been  released  on  medical  grounds. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  infectious  illness. 

All  prisoners  are  examined  before  being  placed  on  hard  labour. 

Four  prisoners  (convicted)  have  been  certified  insane  and 
removed  to  the  asylum,  as  well  as  one  unconvicted  prisoner. 
Three  were  found  insane  on  arraignment,  and  two  at  Courts  of 
Petty  Sessions  on  remand. 

The  food  and  water  supplies  have  been  satis&ctory. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient. 

The  heating  and  ventilation  are  satisfactory. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  in  the  prison  and  in  the  officers' 
quarters  are  in  good  order.

During  the  last  year  the  work  of  tracing  drains  has  been  com- 
pleted, a  very  large  amount  of  materials  for  the  new  drains  haa 
been  received,  and  the  work  of  relaying  the  drains  will  shortly  be 
commenced. 

The  discipline  of  the  prison  during  the  past  year  has  been 
satisfactory. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  is  still  not  fully  utilized  as 
regards  the  2nd  Division  ;  only  81  prisoners  having  been  placed 
in  this  division  out  of  5,521 1st  offenders. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  works  well,  and  is  a  very  8tat)ng 
incentive  to  good  behaviour  and  industry. 

More  advantage  was  taken  last  year  of  the  provision  for  part 
payment  of  fines. 

There  have  been  three  cases  of  corporal  punishment. 

Associated  labour  has  been  fully  caiTied  out. 

No  prisoners  have  applied  for  the  privilege  of  talking  exercise. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good,  with  the 
exception  of  some  cases  duly  reported  to  the  CommissionePB. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  generally  good. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  any  attempt  to  escape. 

Hard  labour  has  been  enforced  by  oakum  picking  and  making 
coal-sacks  by  the  male  prisoners  in  the  first  stage.  Other  prisoners 
have  been  employed  in  making  mail-bags,  bed- cases,  seamen's 
bags,  and  shoemaking,  tailoring,  smith's  and  tinman's  work, 
carpentry,  rug  making,  picking  cotton,  cotton  rope  and  wool. 

Female  prisoners  were  employed  at  washing,  sewing,  knitting, 
making  officers'  uniforms,  and  surplices. 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  proper  working  order,  and  the  supply 
of  water  is  adequate. 
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The  quantity  of  olothinf?  and  bedding  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient. 

The  supplies  from  the  contractors  have  been  good  and  punctually 
deliTeredy  with  one  exception,  which  was  duly  reported. 

The  progressive  stage  system  is  strictly  carried  out. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have 
been  complied  with. 

Swedish  drill  for  female  prisoners  has  been  continued  with 
success. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  juvenile-adults,  and 
every  effort  made  to  find  employment  for  them  on  their 
discharge.

Ohaplain^s 
Report. 


All  has  gone  on  Tery  smoothly  during  the  year,  and  I  do  my 
best  to  co-operate  with  the  authorities  as  to  the  religious  and 
moral  condition  of  the  prisoners.  The  discipline  here  is  excellenti 
and  the  prisoners  respectful  and  Veil  behaved. 

The  chapel  services  are  appreciated  and  prisoners  are  thankful 
for  a  good  library,  and  means  of  secular  education,  carried  out  by 
able  schoolmasters.  The  juvenile-adults  are  visited  on  alternate 
weeks,  both  individually  in  their  cells  and  in  class. 

The  Church  Army  representative  held  a  mission  during  the 
year,  and  occasionally  outside  clergy  have  addressed  the  prisoners. 
The  lady  visitors  are  as  zealous  as  ever,  and  lectures  are  given  in 
the  femsile  prison. 

Holy  Communion  is  celebrated  at  stated  intervals.  On 
Easter  Day  15  men  and  five  women  communicated.  The  Dis- 
charged Prisoners*  Aid  Society  is  established  on  a  firm  basis,  and 
meets  weekly  at  the  prison.  With  foreign  systems  compared  and 
books  written  annually  the  utmost  now  is  being  done  for 
prisoners.

The  general  health  of  the  officers  and  prisoners  has  been  good. 

The  food,  bedding,  temperature,  and  ventilation,  and  general 
sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  and  hospitals  have  been  satisfactory. 

There  was  no  infectious  disease  of  any  kind  during  the  year. 

There  were  seven  males  and  one  female  feeble  minded  on  recep- 
tion, who  were  reported  to  the  police  according  to  instructions. 

There  were  nine  attempts  at  suicide ;  of  these  six  were  feigned 
and  three  doubtful, 

m 

During  the  year  there  were  six  deaths.  Of  these  two  were 
seriously  and  dangerously  ill  on  reception,  one  suffering  from 
acute  pneumonia,  and  the  other  from  advanced  heart  disease. 

Every  prisoner  is  carefully  examined  on  reception.

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  decrease  of  over  300  in  the 
committals  during  the  year,  the  number  having  fallen  from  6,549 
to  6,222. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good.  There  has 
been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment ;  no  escape  nor  attempt  at 
escape. 

There  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  reports  for 
idleness,  due,  I  believe,  to  the  recent  r^ulations  for  carrying  out 
punishments,  and  to  the  fact  that  prisoners  now  realize  that  the 
reasonable  tasks  fixed  by  the  Commissioners  must  be  performed 
or  they  will  be  punished. 

The  behaviour  of  the  female  prisoners  has  been  particularly 
good,  only  27  out  of  the  1,735  received  during  the  year  having 
incurred  punishment.  There  has  not  been  a  single  case  of 
breaking  windows  or  destroying  cell  furniture. 

The  conduct  and  zeal  of  the  subordinate  officers  have  been 
satisfactory  ;  and  they  have  performed  their  arduous  duties  tact- 
fully and  conscientiously. 

I  am  again  able  to  report  an  increase  in  the  number  placed  in 
the  second  division  by  the  committing  magistrates. 

Over  one-sixth  of  the  prisoners  committed  were  released  on 
payment  of  fines  in  part  and  in  full. 

The  Visiting  Committee  exercise  the  greatest  care  in  selecting 
cases  for  the  star  class.  The  number  placed  in  this  class  was  less 
than  usual,  but  the  recommittals  were  remarkably  few,  being  only 
^  per  cent. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  by  industry  and  good 
conduct  continues  to  work  well ;  and  I  believe  the  forfeiture  of 
remission  marks  is  regarded  by  most  prisoners  as  the  severest 
punishment  that  can  be  imposed. 

Very  few  prisoners  awaiting  trial  have  taken  advantage  of  the 
rule  which  permits  them  to  work  and  receive  their  earnings. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  employed  in  association  continues 
excellent. 

Hard  labour  in  the  first  stage  consisted  of  stone  breaking  for  the 
Corporation,  and  wood  chopping  for  Government  departments. 
The  earnings  in  both  these  industries  show  an  increase.

Report.  — 


The  services  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and  Oood  Friday 
have  been  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  regulations.  Oa 
week  days,  morning  prayers  have  been  said,  hymns  and  chants 
sung,  and  occasional  addresses  have  been  delivered  by  myself  and 
other  clergymen,  who  have  kindly,  with  your  consent,  afforded  me 
assistance. 

The  conduct  of  prisoners  has  invariably  been  good^  and  their 
attention  such  as  to  give  me  the  greatest  encouragement  in  my 
ministrations  to  them.  The  heartiness  of  the  congregational 
singing  of  chants  and  hymns  has  been  marked. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  has  been  administered 
quarterly  after  due  notice  and  also  at  each  of  the  greater  Festivals, 
and  on  special  occasions  demanding  the  same. 

Services  have  also  been  conducted  in  the  infirmary  every 
Wednesday  and  Friday,  and  also  on  other  days  when  sick  inmatei 
have  been  unable  to  attend  the  services  in  the  chapel. 

I  have  once  more  to  thank  the  authorities  of  the  Church  Army 
for  valued  assistance  rendered  to  the  Service  in  conducting  the 
now  customary  *' mission  week"  in  this  prison,  to  which  I  am 
able  to  trace  many  satisfactory  results ;  also  to  the  local  clergy  my 
grateful  recognition  is  due  for  help  rendered  to  me  as  my 
substitutes,  in  the  performance  of  my  duties  when  I  have  been 
absent  on  leave  or  have  been  prevented  by  some  unexpected 
cause  from  attending  chapel. 

My  visitation  to  prisoners  has  been  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Service. 

Every  prisoner  has  been  admonished  and  advised  by  me  on 
admission  and  on  discharge  ;  all  have  received  a  visit  of  counsel 
and  encouragement  at  least  once  a  month,  it  being  my  custom  to 
visit  every  cell  monthly. 

Juveniles  have  been  daily  visited  by  me,  juvenile-adults  weekly, 
and  other  special  cases  as  occasion  has  arisen. 

The  condemned,  aged,  and  weak  minded  have  also  received 
daily  and  careful  attention  at  my  hands. 

All  prisoners  under  punishment  or  sick  in  cells  have  received 
daily  admonition  and  consolation  from  me. 

Every  prisoner  requesting  to  see  me  has  had  immediate 
opportunity  given  to  him  to  express  to  me  his  needs  or  troubles. 
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The  becoming  conduct  of  all  towards  me  has  been  such  as  to  EztnodL 
denote  appreciation  on  the  part  of  those  to  whom  I  have  been  ^P|^^ 
privileged  to  minister  and  who  have  been  objects  of  my  concern.  ^^ 

The  absence  of  complaints  in  any  form  or  shape  has  been  clear 
eyidence  of  the  considerate  treatment  extended  to  prisoners  by  all 
responsible  for  the  discipline  of  those  under  their  charge. 

During  the  past  year  no  less  than  5,709  convicted  offenders  have 
been  conmiitted  to  this  prison — many  for  very  short  periods.  Of 
these,  278  (a  very  small  proportion)  have  been  eligible  for 
instruction,  only  49  having  been  classed  as  "illiterates."  This 
^eaks  volumes  as  to  the  general  education  of  the  present  genera- 
tion as  compared  with  the  past. 

The  great  value  of  the  educational  work,  most  zealously  carried 
oat  by  the  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  under  my  immediate 
supervision,  is  shown  by  the  return  concerning  the  scholastic 
operations  in  this  prison.  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  bear 
testimony  to  the  tact  and  zeal  with  which  the  schoolmaster  has 
fulfilled  his  duties.  The  schoolmistress  has  not  long  been  on 
duty  amongst  us,  but  her  willing  disposition  and  patience  in 
fulfilling  her  avocation  have  commended  her  to  favourable 
mention  by  me. 

The  prison  library  has  been  kept  up  to  its  required  condition. 
The  task  of  selection  of  new  books,  so  many  in  number,  though 
nominally  left  to  the  chaplain,  has  been  greatly  facilitated  by  the 
vigilance  and  willing  co-operation  of  the  Visiting  Committee  of 
the  prison  and  others  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  prisoners. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  continued  its  good 
work  in  assisting  destitute  and  needy  persons  on  their  release  from 
prison — a  most  necessary  and  kindly  task  which,  in  my  opinion, 
is  capable  of  yet  further  extension  were  fands  more  liberally 
placed  at  its  conmiand.  I  frequently  have  assisted  ex-prisoners  in 
distress  and  sorely  tempted  to  relapse  into  crime  at  periods  so  far 
renaoved  from  the  date  of  their  discharge  from  prison  as  to  prevent 
their  coming  immediately  under  the  category  of  discharged 
prisoners. 

Oreat  and  many  thanks  are  due  to  the  Police  Court  Missionary 
and  the  representative  of  the  Salvation  Army  for  their  ready  and 
helping  hands  extended  to  the  forlorn  and  friendless  on  their 
depetrture  from  the  prison  gates. 

The  lady  visitor  to  the  women  prisoners  has  faithfully 
discharged  her  self-imposed  and  kindly  task  with,  I  am  happy  to 
Btate,  evidence  of  good  results  both  in  the  prison  and  after  life  of 
some  who  have  come  under  her  influence. 

To  all  I  have  been  privileged  to  work  with  in  the  prison — the 
roperior,  the  clerical,  and  the  discipline  staff — I  tender  my  sincere 
recognition  for  kindly  assistance  rendered  to  me  in  the  fulfilment 
of  my  duties^ 

In  presenting  to  you  this,  my  thirtieth  annual  report,  I  beg  to 
^li^nk  you  for  much  consideration  generously  extended  to  me,  and 
to  assure  you  of  my  earnest  and  continued  desire  to  obey  and  carry 
out  your  commands.

The  discipline  and  general  state  of  the  prison  have  been 
satisfactory. 

The  number  of  male  prisoners  received  was  1,645,  being 
403  less  than  last  year.  There  have  been  fewer  committals 
for  dmnkenness,  simple  larceny,  common  assaults,  and 
vagrancy. 

No  prisoners  have  been  placed  in  the  first  division  and  only 
three  in  the  second  division. 

All  prisoners  who  were   eligible  have    earned  remission  of 

their   sentences,  but  comparatively  few  availed  themselves  of 

the   privilege  of    obtaining  their  release  by  part   payment  of 
fines,  &c. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment ;  and  the 
number  of  prisoners  punished  for  idleness  and  disciplinary 
ofEences  is  considerably  less  than  last  year. 

Associated  labour  is  carried  out  as  fully  as  the  staff  will  admit, 
and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  prisoners. 

The  juvenile  prisoners,  as  also  those  classed  as  juveiiile-adults, 
received  special  attention,  and,  as  a  result,  many  of  them  showed 
signs  of  physical  and  moral  improvement.  It  is  to  be  regietted 
that  openings  cannot  be  found  in  the  Army  and  Navy  for  these 
lads  on  their  release  from  prisop,  as  many  of  them  are  but  the 
victims  of  their  environment,  or  in  some  cases  of  misdirected 
energy. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers,  as  a  whole,  has  been 
exemplary. 

The  general  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  There 
has  been  one  attempt  to  escape. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  as  follows  : — 

Ist  Stage. — Pumping  water  for  flushing  the  drains,  sawing  and 
chopping  firewood,  making  ships'  fenders,  picking  waste  canvas, 
cotton  band,  and  untarred  rope  for  paper  making.  These  latter 
industries  have  been  substituted  for  oakum  picking,  which  form 
of  labour  has  been  discontinued  at  this  prison.

Other  Stages. — Making  mail-bags,  seamen's  hammocks  and  kit* 
bags,  spinning  rope  for  making  ships*  fenders,  curling  and  t^Lsing 
fibre  for  bed  stuffing,  and  in  the  domestic  service  of  the  prison; 
baking,  cooking,  cleaning,  washing,  and  repairing  clothing, 
bedding,  furniture,  &c. 

Tradesmen,  such  as  bricklayers,  masons,  joiners,  smiths,  fitters, 
and  painters,  have  been  employed  in  the  general  repairs  of  the 
prison  buildings,  &c. 

The  juvenile  prisoners  have  been  chiefly  employed  in  culti- 
vating the  prison  garden,  which  has  produced  nearly  all  the 
vegetables  required  for  consumption  in  the  kitchen. 

The  prison  buildings  and  boundary  wall  are  in  a  fair  state  d 
repair. 

The  appliances  for  extinguishing  fire  are  sufficient  for  the 
requirements  of  the  prison,  and  in  working  order. 

The  supply  of  water  is  excellent  in  quality,  and  adequate  in 
quantity. 

The  stock  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  has  been  found  sufficient 
to  supply  the  wants  of  the  prison. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  in  quality,  in  all  cases 
equal  to  the  samples,  and  delivery  has  been  made  punctually. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  all 
other  rules  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  complied 
with  in  every  instance. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  acknowledge,  with  thanks,  the  co- 
operation of  the  Visiting  Committee  in  helping  me  to  maintain  a 
high  standard  of  discipline  in  the  prison.  I  desire  also  to  place 
on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  good  work  done  by  the  Dis- 
charged Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  which  is  always  ready  to  help 
deserving  prisoners  on  their  release.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Chaplain's 
Report 


The  daily  morning  service  has  been  regularly  conducted  during 
the  year.  On  Sundays  and  Holy  Days  there  are  two  services, 
with  sermon  at  each.  The  prisoners  join  heartily  and  apparently 
reverently  in  the  services,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  more 
attentive  congregration. 

The  prisoners  are  seen  by  me  on  reception  and  immediately 
before  discharge,  and  are  systematically  and  regularly  visited  in 
their  cells,  l^ese  visits  seem  to  be  appreciated  and  are  the  best, 
if  not  the  only,  mode  of  getting  into  touch  with  the  men.  On 
such  occasions  some  of  them  unburden  their  mind  very  freely, 
and  it  is  possible  to  get  to  know  what  they  think,  and  understand 
in  a  measure  some  of  their  actions,  and  openings  for  pointing  out 
to  them  ^  a  more  excellent  way  **  come  naturally. 

The  sick  and  thos^  under  punishment  are  visited  daily ;  and 
special  requests  are  frequently  made  to  see  the  chaplain, 
sometimes  to  ask  for  a  pair  of  boots  or  other  articles  of  clothing, 
and  occasionally  to  ask  in  their  own  way  "  what  must  I  do  to  be 
saved  ? "  These  latter  are  interesting  cases,  and  I  hope  repay 
attention. 

The  professional  tramp  is  a  very  difficult  person  to  understand, 
and  must  know  more  than  we  give  him  credit  for.  During  the 
past  year  I  have  examined  the  hands  of  these  men,  and  in  the 
majority  of  cases  there  is  no  indication  that  they  have  done  any 
manual  labour  for  a  long  time.  Some  of  them  candidly  admit 
that  they  have  not  worked  for  eight,  ten,  or  even  more  years,  and 
have  no  intention  of  working,  as  they  can  do  better  without  it. 
Should  not  some  means  be  adopted  to  make  them  work  ? 

There  has  been  a  constant  stream  of  boys  during  the  year ;  not 
many  at  a  time,  but  always  some.  A  Bible  class  is  held  weekly 
for  them,  and  some  of  them  have  been  very  apt  scholars.  Each 
week  they  learn  six,  and  often  as  many  as  twelve  verses  of 
scripture.  They  ask  the  meanings  of  the  words  they  don't 
understand,  and  these  verses  always  form  the  subject  of  the 
lesson.  Several  of  them  have  profited  much  by  this  instruction. 
Secular  education  bis  been  carefully  and  efficiently  looked  after, 
and  there  have  been  two  or  three  cases  of  marked  progress. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  takes  a  great  interest  in 
these  boys  and  tries  to  help  them  in  every  way;  as  they  do  also  in 
the  case  of  other  adult  prisoners  to  whom  help  is  likely  to  be 
beneficial.  Though  the  Society  meets  with  some  encouragement, 
its  efforts  are  not  always  successful,  and  it  is  most  difficult  indeed 
to  know  how  to  help  the  helpless.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good  thronghont 
the  past  year. 

One  death  occurred  from  cerebral  apoplexy. 

Three  prisoners  were  certified  insane  and  remoTed  to  the 
asylum  at  Clifton. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred. 

No  prisoner  was  released  on  medical  grounds. 

No  prisoner  has  attempted  suicide. 

All  prisoners  have  been  carefully  examined  before  being 
classified  for  labour. 

The  dietary,  bedding,  and  clothing  have  been  sufficient  and  of 
good  quality. 

The  ventilation  and  sanitation  of  the  prison  are  satisfactory. 
The  water  supply  is  good.  The  new  heating  apparatus  is  workii^ 
satisfactorily,  and  a  uniform  temperature  has  been  maintained.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


Beport 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  dnring  the  past  year  have 
been  very  satisfactory. 

Hi^^istrates  continue  to  take  advantage  of  the  triple  division  of 
offenders  ;  a  greater  number  of  females  being  committed  to  the 
second  division  than  in  last  year.  This  may  be  dae  in  a  measare  to 
the  memorandum  on  the  subject  supplied  on  the  14th  November 
last  to  members  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  has  been  taken  full 
advahts^e  of  by  those  coming  within  the  rules,  and  undoubtedly 
tends  to  good  order  and  discipline. 

The  provision  for  the  part  payment  of  fines,  which  I  per- 
sonally explain  to  all  prisoners  coming  within  its  scope,  has  not 
been  token  advantage  of  so  freely  as  in  last  year.  This  may  be  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  boot  trade,  the  principal  industry  in  this  county, 
has  been  somewhat  depressed  of  late. 

No  case  of  corporal  punishment  has  occurred. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  regularly  in  the 
association  room,  and  is  appreciated.  I  have  no  reason  to  think 
the  output  suffers  in  consequence. 

Conversational  exercise  has  not  been  asked  for — ^f or  which  I  am 
not  sorry — ^very  few  prisoners  being  eligible. 

The  conduct  of  the  ofiftcers  has  been  all  that  could  be 
desired. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  the  majority 
punished  being  for  idleness  at  oakum  picking.  In  no  instance 
have  I  had  cause  to  bring  a  prisoner  before  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  to  escape. 

Hard  labour  in  the  first  stage  has  been  carried  out  as  here- 
tofore, by  oakum  picking  and  coal-sack  making.  Industrial 
labour  by  carpentry,  hammock  making,  mail-bag  making,  mat 
making,  shoemaking,  tailoring,  wood  chopping,  and  needlework. 
Females  at  washing,  knitting,  and  needlework. 

Trial  prisoners  have  all  been  afforded  an  opportunity  to  work, 
and  so  earn  money ;  £13  Os.  lOd,  was  paid  last  year  under  this 
heading. 
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Extracts         All  the  ground  is  ander  cnltivation,  and  is  being  worked  to  tiie

— -  The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  condition.    The  interior 

painting  of  the  male  prison  is  now  completed,  and  materially  tends 
to  brighten  the  surronndings.  I  hope  shortly  to  paint  the  chapel 
and  cookhouse. 

The  fire  appliances  are  snfiBcient,  and  the  supply  of  water 
adequate.  The  telephone  connects  to  the  fire  station  which  adjoins 
the  police  station ;  a  ^'  call  **  is  made  night  and  morning  to  ensure 
it  is  in  working  order. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  has  been  found 
sufficient. 

The  machinery  for  working  a  modified  "  Borstal  System  '*  here 
is  established.  A  committee,  consisting  of  a  member  of  the 
Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  a  member  of  the  Peterboro' 
and  Northamptonshire  Charities,  the  Chaplain  and  myself,  has 
been  appointed.  "  Juvenile- Adults "  committed  to  this  prison 
are  not  many,  and  mostly  for  very  short  terms,  but  in  all  cases 
those  that  have  come  have  all  been  kept  apart  from  adults  and 
have  received  physical  drill  in  addition  to  one  ordinary  exercise. 
So  far  lectures  have  been  impracticable  on  account  of  the  paucity 
of  youths  in  at  one  time,  but  in  each  case  the  Chaplidn  and 
myself  have  given  individual  moral  teaching  in  cells.  All  haye 
been  placed  on  discharge  in  the  hands  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners* 
Aid  Society's  Missioner,  and  work  found  for  those  really  willing 
to  amend  ;  and  through  the  Peterboro'  and  Northamptonshire 
Charities  I  have  been  enabled  to  pass  on  four  lads  desiring  to  go 
to  sea  to  the  Royal  Aid  Society,  who  have  procured  ships  for  them, 
and  so  far  are  doing  well. 

Miss  Ensor,  the  lady  visitor,  has  most  kindly  given  lectures 
to  the  female  prisoners  on  domestic  matters,  which  have  been 
listened  to  with  great  attention,  and  if  the  hearers  only  practise 
in  their  home  lives  what  they  have  been  told,  it  cannot  fall  to  be  of 
immense  value  to  them. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  although  drawing  no 
Government  grant,  daily  receive  prisoners  of  both  sexes  on  discharge 
and  advise  and  assist  where  necessary. 

Trial  and  remand  prisoners  have  been  provided  with  food  fipom 
outside  in  each  case  when  applied  for. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  fairly  satisfactory,  and  in 
most  cases  punctually  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  out,  and  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief  the  rules  laid  down  for  the 
government  of  prisons  have  been  complied  with.

0haplain*8 
BeporU 


The  Sunday  and  daily  services  have  been  daly  maintained  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations.  Notice  of  Holy  Communion 
has  been  given  seven  times  during  the  year,  and  the  Sacrament 
has  been  administered  whenever  sufficient  candidates  of  a  suitable 
character  have  been  forthcoming. 

The  services  on  Sundays  are  bright  and  hearty  and  are  joined 
in  with  intelligence  by  the  prisoners.  The  services  on  week-days 
have  been  fully  choral.  I  have  procured  the  services  of  a  com- 
petent organist,  who  plays  daily,  thereby  very  much  improving 
and  brightening  the  character  of  our  devotions. 

The  Prayer  Book  is  generally  looked  upon  as  somewhat  formal 
in  its  provision  of  public  worship,  but  it  really  is  astonishing 
what  a  number  of  different  short  services  it  provides. 

The  education  oi  the  prisoners  has  been  carried  on  with 
satisfactory  results.  Many  of  them  are  keen  after  instruction,  and 
"if  there  be  a  willing  mind "  there  is  always  a  better  chance,  and 
so  it  proYed  in  this  matter.  We  have  had  some  prisoners  who 
on  adinission  were  unable  to  read  and  write,  who  before  their 
discharge  were  able  to  write  a  letter  to  their  people.  The  school- 
master's plan  of  getting  the  prisoners  to  practise  letter  writing  on 
their  slates  has  been  fruitful  of  good.  There  are  of  necessity 
cases  where  scarcely  any  progress  has  been  made,  and  where  the 
constant  attempt  to  impart  instruction  has  been  but  a  vain  effort. 
We  are  fortunate  in  the  possession  of  schoolmasters  whose  duty  is 
also  their  pleasure. 

I  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  work  for  a  good  number  of 
prisoners  on  discharge.  The  observation  is  somewhat  trite  that 
"human  nature  is  ungrateful,"  but  this  is  not  always  so,  and 
letters  of  thanks  have  been  written  to  me  by  several. 

My  position  as  honorary  secretary  to  the  local  Discharged 
Prisoners'  Aid  Society  is  of  great  help  to  me  in  this  direction.  As 
the  Governor  is  also  on  the  committee  we  are  often  able  to  be  of 
assistance  both  to  prisoners  and  to  the  society. 

I  cannot  help  feeling  that  now  we  have  started  the  Borstal 
system  for  juvenile-adults  something  may  be  done  to  stop  or 
at  all  events  to  check  the  increase  of  juvenile  criminals  in  the 
district. 
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Extraotfl,  One  class  of  prisoner  seems  to  me  quite  hopeless.  I  allude  to 
^^'^y^*!^'*  *^®  infirm  vagrant,  who  is  sometimes,  but  not  always,  aged  as 
^2^  w^ll  *8  infirm.  It  seems  a  pity  that  something  cannot  be  doue 
to  compulsorily  detain  such  people.  On  being  discharged  they 
invariably  promise  to  go  into  the  workhouse,  and  as  invariably 
leave  it  as  soon  as  possible,  then  resume  their  former  habits, 
infesting  a  particular  neighbourhood  and  becoming  a  nuisance  to 
everybody. 

All  prisoners  have  been  seen  by  me  on  admission  and  discharge. 
I  have  daily  visited  all  sick  cases,  also  those  under  observation 
and  punishment. 

The  library  is  in  an  efficient  state. 

I  have  received  every  attention  and  courtesy  from  the  Governor 
and  the  whole  staff  of  the  prison.

Report 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  during  the  past  year  have 
been  good. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  prisoners  who  hare 
availed  themselves  of  the  part  payment  of  fines. 

I  regret  to  say  that  fewer  prisoners  than  ever  (only  five)  have 
been  placed  in  the  second  division. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  corporal  punishment  and  no  serions 
breach  of  discipline. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  and  were  it  not 
for  the  vagrant  class,  who  will  not  work  in  prison,  my  report 
sheets  would  be  usually  blank. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  and  no  serious  attempts  to 
escape. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  sack  and  bag  making, 
wood  chopping,  oakum  picking,  smiths'  work,  pumping  water,  and 
the  usual  service  of  the  prison. 

All  the  ground  except  the  exercise  yards  is  under  cultivation. 
I  am  sorr^-  to  say  the  crops  did  not  do  verj'  well. 

The  prison  buildings,  fences,  &c.,  are  in  good  order  and 
condition  ;  and  the  drainage  is  in  satisfactory  order. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  good 
order.    The  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  contractors'  supplies  as  a  rule  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

Great  interest  appears  to  be  taken  by  the  juvenile-adult  class  in 
their  physical  exercises,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  do  them 
reflects  great  credit  on  the  instructor.

Daily  services  have  been  performed.  Addresses  have  been 
given  on  Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays,  and  a  sermon  preached  on 
Sonday. 

Two  services  have  been  held  on  Christmas  Day  and  Good 
Friday. 

The  chapel  was  decorated  for  Christmas  Day. 

Five  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion  have  been  held. 

The  prisoners  have  been  reverent  in  chapel  and  have  entered 
heartily  into  the  singing. 

A  Church  Army  Mission  has  been  taken  by  Captain  Hunt  of 
the  Church  Army,  which  I  have  reason  to  think  did  good. 

I  have  been  assisted  on  several  occasions  by  the  clergy  of 
Norwich,  and  by  Captain  Thome  of  the  Norwich  Church  Army 
Home. 

Visits  have  been  paid  to  all  admissions,  discharges,  applications, 
punishment  and  sick  cases,  and  I  have  tried  to  visit  the  long 
sentence  prisoners  as  often  as  possible. 

I  have  endeavoured  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  Com- 
missioners with  regard  to  juvenile-adults,  and  have  not  only 
visited  them  more  frequently  than  the  other  prisoners  but  have 
held  special  Bible  classy  for  them  and  given  them  lectures. 

I  have  also  tried  to  provide  that  on  their  discharge  they  came 
under  good  influences,  and  have  co-operated  with  the  Governor 
and  a  small  committee  of  gentlemen  outside  to  procure  work  for 
them  when  it  was  desired. 

I  have  received  valuable  help  from  the  lady  visitors;  and 
Mrs.  Birkbeck  and  Miss  Birkbeck  have  delivered  fortnightly 
lectures  on  hygiene  and  on  the  subject  of  cleanliness  in  the 
home,  &c. 

The  Prisoners'  Aid  Society. has  been  of  great  assistance  to  the 
prisoners. 

There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  tramp 
prisoners. 

I  have  had  one  prisoner  under  sentence  of  death  to  visit ;  but 
the  death  sentence  was  not  carried  out  owing  to  a  reprieve. 

The  schoolmaster  has  rendered  me  most  valuable  help  in  the 
education  of  the  prisoners. 

I  have  always  received  the  greatest  kindness  from  the  officers.

During  the  past  year  the  conduct  of  the  prisoners  generally  has 
been  good ;  on  six  occasions  have  cases  been  referred  to  the 
Visiting  Committee. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape. 

The  daily  average  of  male  prisoners  during  the  year  was  174, 
compared  with  166  the  previous  year. 

The  daily  average  of  female  prisoners  during  the  year  was 
20  compared  with  18  the  previous  year. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-five  convicted  prisoners  paid  their 
fines— 64  in  full,  301  part  fine— out  of  a  total  of  1,225  persons 
received  into  prison  in  default  of  fine. 

During  the  past  year  six  prisoners  were  sentenced  to  the  second 
division. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  as  follows,  viz. : — Tailoring, 
mail*bag  making,  wool  sorting,  oakum  picking,  wood  chopping, 
repairs  to  clothing,  &c.,  sack  making,  coal-bag  making,  seamen's 
bag  making,  and  hammock  making  for  the  Admiralty. 

All  garden  ground  has  been  cultivated,  and  splendid  crops 
of  vegetables,  carrots,  parsnips,  swedes,  cabbages,  &c.,  have 
been  produced,  enabling  us  to  give  the  prisoners  plenty  of 
fresh  v^etables  and  to  send  away  large  quantities  to  other 
prisons. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  working  order  and  are  tested 
monthly.    The  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

All  stage  prisoners  work  in  association. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  condition. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  ofiQcers  has  been  satisfactory.

The  work  of  the  Chaplain's  department  has  been  carried  out  in 
its  entirety.  Receptions,  discharges,  sick,  punishment  cases  have 
been  duly  seen  by  me,  in  addition  to  regular  cellular  visitation. 

The  services  in  chapel  have  been  conducted  without  a  break, 
except  for  a  few  days  when  the  chapel  was  closed  for  cleaning 
purposes,  and  the  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  at 
frequent  intervals,  preceded  by  a  communicants'  preparation  class 
on  the  day  before. 

Several  of  my  brother  clergy  have  kindly  assisted  me  from 
time  to  time  on  special  occasions,  and  each  has  afterwards 
expressed  to  me  his  enjoyment  of  the  chapel  service. 

The  heartiness  of  the  singing,  and  the  close  attention  of  the 
congregation  to  the  sermon  invariably  strike  an  outsider  with 
admiration. 

That  the  enjoyment  is  not  one-sided,  is  proved  to  me  by  the 
stream  of  letters  I  continue  to  receive  from  ex-prisoners.  "  The 
brififht  spot  in  my  prison  life  was  the  service  in  chapel,"  is  an 
oft-repeated  expression. 

On  Tuesday,  November  28th,  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Southwell 
confirmed  one  warder,  20  male,  and  one  female  prisoners.  It  was 
a  unique  service,  and  one  long  to  be  remembered  by  those  who 
witnessed  this  apostolic  laying  on  of  hands. 

There  have  been  six  adult  baptisms  during  the  year  and  one 
infant. 

An  eight  clays'  mission  has  been  conducted  in  the  prison  with 
exceptionally  good  results.  Captain  Hanson  was  the  missioner, 
and  I  never  desire  a  better. 

On  Christmas  afternoon  the  choir  of  St.  John's,  Carrington, 
fully  robed  in  cassocks  and  surplices,  led  our  devotions  at  fall 
choral  evensong,  and  afterwards  sang  us  a  series  of  carols. 
Altogether,  it  was  a  really  beautiful  service. 

The  juvenile-adults  fully  appreciate  the  diagrams,  &c.,  with 
which  I  am  able  to  illustrate  my  weekly  lectures  to  them,  now 
that  the  Commissioners  have  kindly  granted  me  a  black  board 
and  easel.  The  lesson  is  obviously  more  deeply  impressed  on 
their  young  minds  through  means  of  the  eye^  than  it  would  be 
by  any  mere  tcdk. 
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As  a  constant  spectator  of  the  physical  drill  given  to  the  BztraotB, 

juvenile-adults,  I  have  been  much  impressed  with  the  excellence  Chaplain's 

thereof.    The  effects  of  such  exercise  are  bound  to  be  far-reaching  R^^t. 
for  good  in  many  ways. 

Under  my  continual  supervision,  the  scholastic  work  has 
been  carried  out  with  diligence  by  the  schoolmaster  and  the 
matron. 

The  prisoners*  library  is  in  splendid  order  ;  and  during  the  past 
year  I  have  never  received  a  complaint. 

Both  the  lady  visitors  and  the  agents  for  the  Discharged 
Prisoners'  Aid  Society  have  worked  well  with  me,  and  I  am 
deeply  indebted  to  them  for  their  constant  energies.  We  have 
sent  several  men  abroad,  and  I  am  thankful  to  record  that  they 
are  all  doing  even  better  than  we  expected. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  happy  one  to  me  as  Chaplain  of 
this  prison.  The  Governor,  and  the  whole  staff,  have  rendered 
me  every  assistance,  and  I  am  gratef al  to  them  for  their  ever 
ready  kindly  co-operation.

The  state  of  the  prison  during  the  past  year  has  been  much 
improved. 

The  discipline  has  been  satisfactory. 

Only  one  prisoner  was  placed  by  the  courts  in  the  2nd  Division  ; 
many  others  appeared  to  be  eligible. 

All  prisoners  permitted  by  the  rules  to  earn  remission  of 
sentence  earned  the  full  number  of  marks,  thereby  proving  their 
appreciation  of  this  privilege. 

Pines  are  not  often  paid  ;  the  part-payment  rule  is  therefore  only 
very  occasionally  taken  advantage  of. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  prisoners  generally  have  been  well  behaved. 

There  was  one  case  of  corporal  punishment  with  the  birch  rod. 

Vagrant  offences  accounted  for  the  majority  of  the  committals. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  daily. 

Male  prisoners  have  been  employed  on  the  following  industries: 
Oakum  picking,  stone  breaking,  woodchoppin^  and  bundling, 
paunch  mat,  hammock,  coal-sack  and  mail-bag  makiilg,  pea  sorting, 
and  laundry  work. 

Female  prisoners,  as  a  rule,  have  been  too  few  in  number  to  do 
the  laundry  work  :  they  have  been  employed  at  knitting  and 
needlework. 

The  permission  granted  to  the  lady  visitor  to  visit  the  female 
prisoners  in  their  cells  on  Sundays,  after  the  afternoon  service,  has 
been  fully  justified  by  the  results.  Keen  interest  has  been  taken  in 
the  work  provided  by  the  visitor ;  what  appeared  to  give  additional 
zest  was  the  knowledge  that  their  work  would  benefit  some  religious

body  or  society.  One  very  stubborn  and  oft-times  convicted 
prisoner,  who  had  declined  to  see  the  visitor,  became  an  eager 
applicant,  and  said  '^  she  considered  it  an  hononr  to  work  for 
others,  and  hoped  as  long  as  the  prison  went  on  the  work  would 
go  on.*'  This  addition  to  the  reforming  side  of  female  prison  life 
may,  I  hope,  one  day  be  extended  to  certain  selected  male 
prisoners,  such  as  the  proposed  juTenile-adult  class — a  suitable 
work  might  be  found  in  Briiille  work  for  the  blind.

Morning  prayers  have  been  regularly  said,  excepting  Saturday, 
when  practice  for  the  Sunday  se|*yice8  has  been  snbstitnted.  There 
have  been  the  usual  Sunc^y  eervices^  together  with  those  on 
Christmas  Day  and  Oood  Friday,  with  a  sermon  or  address  on  each 
occasion.  A  short  address  has  also  been  given  at  most  of  the  daily 
morning  services. 

There  have  been  six  celebratijons  of  the  Holy  Communion,  viz., 
on  Christmas  Day  and  Easter  Day,  and  on  the  first  Sunday  in 
June,  Septemberi  December,  and  March. 

During  the  year  I  have  had  the  assistance  of  the  Rev.  W.  C 
Allen,  of  Exeter  College,  and  the  Rev.  E.  F.  Smith,  of  S.  Mary-le- 
Virgin,  each  of  whom  took  my  duty  for  one  week  during  my 
holidays.  The  Ven.  the  Archdeacon  of  Oxford,  and  the  Rev. 
Canon  Sanday,  of  Christ  Church,  have  also  kindly  preached. 

All  prisoners  have  been  seen  on  their  admission,  discharge,  and 
application,  as  well  as  on  other  occasions.  Their  behaviour,  both 
in  chapel  and  on  visiting,  has  been  attentive  and  good. 

All  sick  and  punishment  cases  have  been  reported  and  visited. 

The  Prison  Benefaction  Society,  which  in  Oxford  takes  the  place 
of  the  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society,  has  assisted  in  varioos 
ways  three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  (327)  male  and  twenty-three 
(23)  female  prisoners,  besides  making  grants  to  institutions  which 
render  assistance  to  prisoners  on  their  discharge,  chief  among 
which  are  the  Church  Army  Labour  Home,  and  S.  Giles's  Christian 
Mission. 

The  lady  visitors  have  done  their  work  in  a  most  devoted 
manner. 

The  education  of  the  prisoners  has  been  carefully  carried  on- 
most  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made — and  I  beg  to  say  that 
the  duties  of  the  schoolmaster  have  been  excoUenUy  and  com- 
mendably  performed.  _      . 

The  east  end  of  the  chapel  has  received  the  addition  of  tvfo 
brass  candlesticks,  which  have  certainly  tended  to  the  look  of 
completeness. 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  saying  that  from  every  officer  I  have 
received  nothing  but  most  willing  and  ready  help.

The  health  of  the  prisoners  during  the  past  year  has  been  on  the 
whole  good.  We  have  had  very  little  serious  disease,  and  only 
one  case  of  infections  disease,  namely,  erysipelas — this  was  con- 
tracted before  the  prisoner  came  into  the  prison.  All  proper 
precautions  were  taken,  and  it  did  not  spread  among  the  other 
prisoners. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  suicide,  attempted  suicide,  or  feigned 
attempt  at  suicide  daring  the  year,  and  there  has  been  only  one 
death,  which  occurred  in  hospital  two  days  after  the  prisoner  was 
admitted,  from  melancholia  with  heart  and  old  lung  disease. 

The  diet  has  been  satisfoctory  and  generally  sufficient,  and  the 
water  supply  good. 

The  bedding  has  also  been  satisfactory,  and  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments, including  ventilation,  have  been  in  good  order. 

The  temperature  of  the  prison  has  been  carefully  regulated,  and 
kept  as  uniform  as  possible. 

All  prisoners,  before  doing  any  work,  have  been  carefully 
medically  examined,  and  their  labour  adjusted  to  their  capabilities. 
Prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour  have  been  examined  with 
special  care.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  generally  good.  There 
is  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  punishments.  The  bulk  of 
them  is  for  idleness,  and  the  increase  is  due  to  this. 

There  were  no  escapes  and  only  one  attempt  at  escape. 

There  were  three  executions  during  the  year,  five  deaths  from 
natural  causes,  one  suicide,  and  four  attempts  at  suicide  which 
were  feigned. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  prisoners  received  still  continnes, 
the  number  this  year  being  628  in  excess  of  last  year,  giving  a 
total  of  19,003  receptions. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  number  of  juveniles  received 
is  15  less  than  in  the  preceding  year.  Cases  still  occur  where 
juveniles  and  juvenile-adults  are  sent  to  prison  for  throwing 
stones,  obstruction,  playing  football  in  the  streets,  and  so  on. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  208  juvenile-adults  (age  16  to 
21)  have  been  treated  on  the  lines  of  the  Borstal  system.  These 
youths  have  all  been  very  carefully  selected  and  much  care  has 
been  bestowed  on  them  and  interest  taken  in  them  by  all  who 
come  in  contact  with  them.  Lectures  have  been  regulai'ly  given 
by  the  prison  staflT,  members  of  the  Visiting  Conmiittee  and 
Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  and  it  is  hoped  to  get  still 
further  aid  in  this  direction.  Situations  have  been  found  for  theee 
youths  when  possible.  At  the  same  time  it  is  hopeless  to  expect 
to  be  able  to  influence  these  lads  for  good  during  the  very  short 
time  they  are  in  prison.  The  majority  of  the  sentences  are  a 
month  and  under,  and  little  can  be  done  in  7  or  14  days. 

The  great  difficulty  is  the  after-care  of  these  lads,  and  it  appears 
to  me  that  the  only  way  to  meet  it  is  to  divide  the  metropolis  into 
circles  with  paid  agents,  who  would  look  after  these  youths  and 
see  how  they  were  getting  on  after  discharge  from  prison.  I  have 
kept  a  book  in  which  I  personally  enter  the  destination,  ^.,  of  all 
these  youthful  prisoners,  and  next  year  I  hope  to  be  able  to  say 
how  they  have  been  doing. 

Those  who  have  been  here  a  few  months  show  a  decided 
improvement  in  every  way,  but  I  am  sorry  to  say  several  have 
been  in  prison  again,  even  during  the  short  time  the  system  has 
been  tried  here. 
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A  considerable  number  of  aliens  have  been  received  and  dealt  Bztracts, 

with  under  the  new  Act.    This  and  the  formation  of  the  juvenile-  ^^™^'* 

adolt  class  has  increased  the  work  of  the  clerical  and  discipline  "2^ 
staff,  but  it  has  been  cheerfully  met. 

There  was  a  decrease  of  96  in  the  payments  of  fines  in  full,  and 
an  increase  of  83  in  part  payments. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  works  well,  but  one  cannot  help 
being  struck  with  the  small  proportion  of  Second  Division 
offenders  received— out  of  8,542  prison^ers  admitted  who  could 
have  been  placed  in  it  only  219  were  selected. 

There  were  three  cases  of  corporal  punishment,  all  with  the 
birch  rod. 

Associated  labour  is  carried  out  daily  and  is  beneficial. 

Prisoners  have  been  employed  at  baking,  cooking,  book- 
binding, brushmaking,  as  carpenters,  tinsmiths,  blacksmiths, 
bricklayers,  &c.,  and  some  very  good  work  has  been  done 
by  them.  Mail  bags,  mattress  making,  bed  making,  tailoring, 
shoemaking  and  work  in  the  laundry  form  part  of  the  industries 
carried  on. 

The  fire  appliances  are  sufficient  and  have  been  regularly  tested, 
and  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

Wheel  hydrants  have  been  fixed  and  are  very  handy  and  useful. 

532  cells  have  been  fitted  with  the  electric  light,  which  has 
caused  a  great  improvement  in  the  lighting  of  the  cells. 

The  prison  buildings  are  in  good  condition. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  has  been  found 
sufBcient  for  all  requirements. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  progresBive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out  and 
works  well. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  prisons  have  beeti 
complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as 
have  been  distinctly  reported  to  or  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Commissioners.

Report.  .^.e..— 


The  education  of  the  prisoners  has  been  duly  carried  out,  with 
good  results.  It  should  be  observed  that  the  great  majority  of 
those  entitled  to  instruction  are  sentenced  for  three  months  only, 
and  the  &ct  that  within  so  short  a  period  288  passed  into  the 
fourth  standard  is  very  creditable  to  the  teaching  staff. 

In  chapel  seven  services  a  week  are  held  and  three  sermons 
preached.  In  hospital  we  have  a  daily  service,  with  an  address 
on  Sundays  and  Wednesdays.  Holy  Communion  has  been 
celebrated  1%  times,  with  an  average  attendance  of  23. 

During  the  week  before  each  celebration  instruction  is  given  in 
chapel  to  the  communicants. 

At  all  these  services  the  prisoners'  conduct  has  been  excellent 

The  Assistant  Chaplain  gives  enthusiastic  attention  to  the 
musical  training  of  the  congr^^tion  and  choir,  and  a  practice  is 
held  every  Saturday  morning.  The  services  in  consequence  are 
exceedingly  bright  and  hearty. 

The  Bishop  of  Islington,  Canon  Scott-Holland,  and  24  other 
outside  clergy  have  most  kindly  preached  for  us,  some  of  them 
coming  long  distances  to  do  so.  The  Church  Army  also  held  a 
succee^ul  eight  days'  mission  in  February,  under  the  conduct  of 
Captain  Brazier. 

All  prisoners  are  seen  on  reception,  discharge,  and  under 
punishment  The  sick  are  visited  daily.  Juveniles,  juvenile- 
adults,  and  star-class  men  receive  special  care. 

For  the  juveniles  a  Bible  class  is  held  every  week ;  and  since 
the  partial  adoption  here  of  the  "  Borstal  system  "  I  have,  by  the 
Governor's  desire,  arranged  a  fortnightly  lecture  for  the  juvenile- 
adults.  Besides  the  Chaplain  and  Assistant  Chaplain,  the  chairman 
of  the  Visiting  Committee  (Mr.  Morton  Lathom),  the  vice-president 
of  the  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  (Mr.  Melville  Dale),  and  Lieut-Col 
Heam,  a  member  of  the  Aid  Society's  Committee,  have  addressed 
these  lads  on  suitable  subjects,  to  their  evident  pleasure,  and,  it 
may  be  hoped,  to  their  ultimate  profit. 

Dr.  Wilson,  the  medical  officer,  and  his  colleague  have  also 
instituted  weekly  lectures  on  '^  first  aid,"  the  laws  of  health,  Ic, 
which  are  listened  to  with  the  keenest  interest. 
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The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  gives  temporary  relief  to 
a  large  number  of  needy  men,  and  work  (though  with  diflELculty)    Chimin** 
is  sometimes  found  for  the  more  deserving  cases.    The  Church      »«P^ 
Army,  too,  are  most  kind  in  helping  us  in  this  direction  to  the 
ntmostof  their  ability. 

I  have  received  this  year  an  onusnally  large  nnmber  of  letters 
testifying  gratitude  for  the  chapel  services,  for  kindness  and 
sympathy  shown  in  prison,  and  for  help  given  on  discharge 
from  it. 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  recording  my  thanks  to  the  Governor 
and  his  staff  for  much  kind  assistance  during  the  discharge  of 
my  duties.

Report.  


The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  on  the  whole  been  very  satis- 
factory, there  being  only  six  deaths  during  the  year — a  very 
small  number  considering  that  the  daily  reception  has  averaged 
61.  There  was  one  case  of  suicide  by  hanging  ;  it  was  evidently 
premeditated  and  very  determined,  as  the  man  had  only  passed 
through  the  reception  ward  about  an  hour  previously,  and  had  not 
then  let  anything  strange  be  observed  in  his  manner. 

The  examination  of  prisoners  on  reception  is  carried  out  with 
the  utmost  care. 

The  diet  is  all  that  could  be  desired. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  is  good.  The  heating  is  fairly 
uniform. 

There  have  been  three  executions.  Exclusive  of  these,  the 
death-rate  for  the  year  works  out  at  1  in  3,711. 

During  the  year  40  prisoners  were  certified  as  weak-minded,  the 
cases  being  distributed  as  follows  : —

The  great  and  persistent  increase  in  the  number  of  vagrants 
committed  to  Pentonville  within  the  last  few  years  induced  me  to 
make  a  separate  study  of  this  class,  and  I  accordingly  interviewed 
personally  500  of  these  men,  and  went  carefully  into  the  history 
of  each  one  of  them.  They  included  a  small  number  of  the  genuine 
unemployed,  but  the  vast  majority  belonged  to  the  category  of  the 
unemployable,  and  it  is  to  that  category  that  the  following  remote 
refer.  I  have,  of  course,  looked  at  the  matter  from  a  purely 
medical  point  of  view. 

The  most  striking  feature  shown  in  the  returns  was  the  physical 
inferiority  of  the  class,  as  evidenced  by  the  statistics  of  their 
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height  and  weight  compared  with  that  of  the  general  population. 
In  foot,  even  in  relation  to  the  ordinary  prison  population,  they 
are  as  a  whole  inferior  physically  and  mentally.  (Vide  accom- 
panying table.) 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  table  showing  their  previous  occupations 
the  greatest  number  naturally  fall  to  what  may  be  termed  the 
rough  labouring  class,  there  being  only  a  very  small  proportion  of 
skilled  mechanics. 

Statistics  of  Height  and  Weight.

Comparison  of  the  ratio  of  weight  to  height  was  made  in  394 
vagrants  who  were  aged  between  20  and  61  years,  and  whose 
height  ranged  between  5  ft.  1  in.  and  6  ft.  It  gave  the  following 
results  : — 

In  281  cases,  or  71*3  per  cent.,  the  weight  was  below  that 
normal  for  men  of  the  same  height,  Uie  mean  deficiency 
amounting  to  11*8  lbs. ;  in  107  cases,  or  27*1  per  cent, 
the  weight  was  above  the  standard,  the  mean  excess 
amounting  to  8*2  lbs. ;  and  in  six  cases  the  weight  corre- 
sponded to  the  standard.

^^^      comprises  the  "  loafer,"  who  is  more  often  than  not  the  son  of 

^         degenerate  parents.    He  commences  his  career,  one  might  almost 

say,  in  childhood,  when,  having  no  aptitude  for  work,  he  starta  by 

selling  newspapers  or  at  some  similar  form  of   hawking,  from 

which  he  drifts  lower  and  lower  in  the  social  scale,  to  develop 

eventually  into  the  hooligan  or  the  tramp.    To  the  class  of  the 

unemployable    belong    also    the    group    of    those    unfortunate 

individuals  who  have  been  maimed  by  accidents  or  who  suffer 

from  some  congenital  defect. 

The  soldier  enters  largely  into  this  return,  and  it  will  be 
seen  that  15  per  cent,  have  served  in  the  ranks.  On  making 
careful  inquiry,  I  found  that  none  of  them  had  belonged  to  the 
regiments,  such  as  the  Royal  Engineers,  where  some  degree  of 
intellectual  attainment  is  the  rule.  None  of  them,  therefore,  had 
been  in  a  position  to  learn  a  trade,  a  knowledge  of  which  would 
have  corrected  the  migratory  tendency  and  the  inaptitude  to 
regular  work  created  by  their  previous  mode  of  life. 

Viewing  the  series  as  a  whole,  it  is  found  that  of  the  500  cases, 
130  were  convicted  of  offences  under  the  Poor  Law,  39  being 
workhouse  inmates  and  91  casuals.  There  were  89  professional 
tramps,  and  62  individuals  of  very  weak  intellect,  almost  all  of 
whom  belonged  to  the  regular  tramp  class.  A  transitional  group, 
which  I  should  denominate  that  of  the  drifters,  and  which  is 
composed  of  individuals  capable  of  better  things,  but  gliding  into 
vagrant  life  under  stress  of  circumstances  acting  on  a  native 
feebleness  of  will,  was  represented  by  36  men.  Many  of  the  men 
of  this  group  had  been  able  to  gain  their  living  at  regular  and 
more  or  less  skilled  trades  earlier  in  their  careers,  as  is  evident 
from  the  following  analysis  of  their  previous  occupations : — 

Soldiers,  12  ;  clerks,  6  (including  one  law  clerk  and  one  Poet 
Office  employe)  ;  chemists  and  commercial  travellers,  two 
each ;  and  one  representative  of  each  of  the  following  :^ 
jewellers,  music  copyists,  engineers,  engravers,  stone  masons, 
tailors,  fishmongers,  dental  assistants,  sailors,  potmen,  box 
makers,  general  dealers,  and  hawkers. 

In  many  instances  men  fall  into  this  class  after  losing  their 
regular  employment  through  modifications  in  the  conditions  of 
labour ;  one  man,  for  instance,  a  coal  miner,  was  thrown  out  of 
work  owing  to  the  operation  of  the  Employers'  Liability  Act, 
because  he  had  lost  one  eye  and  it  was  not  considered  safe  to  keep 
him  on  duty. 

As  a  result  of  this  inquiry,  two  things  are  forcibly  impressed 
on  my  mind.  First  of  all  the  necessity  for  some  system  of  labour 
colonies  for  the  treatment  of  tJie  feeble-minded  and  of  those 
suifering  from  permanent  physical  defects,  and  secondly  the 
inamense  value  of  the  method  of  dealing  with  juvenile-adnlt 
criminals  which  is  known  as  the  "  Borstal  scheme."  For  this  latter 
method  by  getting  at  the  young  prisoner  while  still  in  the  plastic 
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stage,  when  it  is  possible  to  give  him  regular  habits  of  work  and  Hxtnots, 

to  brace  his  moral  and  physical  tone,  is  as  efficacious  in  preventing  Medioal 

the  development  of  the  professional  tramp  as  it  is  in  checking  the  ^^^^ 

evolution  of  the  professional  criminal.  B^ort. 

In  connection  with  this  latter  subject,  I  may  mention  that  I 
have  started,  with  the  co-operation  of  my  colleague,  a  series  of 
first-aid  demonstrations  for  the  juvenile-adult  prisoners,  and  these 
1  intend  to  vary  with  occasional  popular  science  lectures  in  which 
1  have  sought  assistance  from  outside. 

I  must  again  express  my  thanks  to  my  colleague  for  his  ever 
ready  and  able  assistance,  and  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done 
by  the  hospital  stafE  throughouc

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

No  prisoner  has  been  placed  in  the  first  division,  and  only  three 
in  the  second  division,  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  is  undoubtedly 
conducive  to  good  behaviour  and  industry,  no  prisoner  in  this 
category  having  incurred  a  report. 

Part  payment  of  fines  shows  a  decrease  on  last  year's  number, 
viz.,  20,  as  compared  with  35  in  the  previous  year.  The  number 
paid  in  full  was  13. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  as  far  as  practicable, 
with  satisfactory  results.  This  form  of  labour  is  apparently 
appreciated  by  Uie  prisoners. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good. 

'The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  on  the  whole  has  been  very  good ; 
two  or  three  of  the  females,  "old  hands,"  and  the  worst  of 
notorious  characters,  are  somewhat  troublesome. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape ;  no  suicide  or 
attempt ;  and  no  death. 

Prisoners  awaiting  trial  have  generally  taken  advantage  of 
working  with  a  beneficial  result  to  themselves  and,  in  some  cases, 
to  their  families. 

Male  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  stonebreaking,  oakum 
picking  (as  sparely  as  possible),  making  coal  bags  and  Immmocks 
tor  the  Admiralty,  and  mail  bags  for  the  General  Post  Ofiice; 
female  prisoners,  in  washing  for  the  local  post  office,  needlework, 
and  in  the  general  service  of  the  prison. 

The  buildings  are  in  good  order,  with  exception  of  the  roof  of 
B  wing,  which  has  been  under  consideration. 

The  fire  appliances  are  sufficient  and  in  good  order ;  the  water 
supply  is  adequate.  These  have  been  tested,  and  fire  practice 
regularly  carried  out. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  has  been  found  sufficient 
to  meet  the  requirements. 
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The  contractors*  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  prison  garden  has  furnished  all  the  vegetables,  with 
exception  of  potatoes,  required  during  the  year.  All  available 
land  is  cultivated.

Daily  services  have  been  regnlarly  held  throughout  the  year, 
also  two  services  with  sermons  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day,  and 
Good  Friday.  The  demeanour  of  the  prisoners  during  service  is 
remarkably  good ;  in  feet  their  reverence  and  earnestness  have  been 
most  marked  and  encouraging.  They  take  an  interest  in  the 
services  and  greatly  appreciate  the  privilege  of  attending  them. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  once  to  four 
communicants. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  following  clergymen  for  their  valuable 
assistance  :  Rev.  J.  M.  Hodge,  Rev.  W.  Howard  Coates,  Rev.  H. 
Marriott,  Rev.  The  O'Shea,  Rev.  J.  M.  Wheat,  and  the  Rev.  G. 
Scholey. 

Captain  Lloyd  of  the  Church  Army  conducted  a  successful 
eight  days'  mission  in  May  last,  and  his  earnest  addresses  were 
attentively  listened  to  and  enjoyed. 

The  organist  has  been  most  attentive  and  helpful ;  our  services 
are  hearty  and  the  musical  portions  well  rendered. 

Each  prisoner  is  visited  on  admission  and  discharge.  The 
sick  and  those  under  punishment  are  seen  daily.  Long  term 
prisoners  are  visited  once  a  month,  and  star  class  oftener. 
Special  attention  has  also  been  paid  to  juveniles  both  in  their 
secular  and  religious  instruction.  I  have  received  many  applica- 
tions for  interviews,  and  my  visits  when  in  their  cells  appear 
to  be  very  acceptable,  my  words  of  advice  and  encouragement 
being  listened  to  attentively.  Many  grateful  letters  have  been 
sent  to  me  from  prisoners  after  their  discharge,  and  I  know 
several  of  them  who  are  now  living  better  and  more  useful  lives. 
Drink,  gambling,  and  evil  company  seem  to  be  the  cause  of  many 
a  downfall.  I  must  say  again  that  the  most  hopeless  class  to 
deal  with  are  the  professional  tramps. 

The  clerk  and  schoolmaster  is  always  billing  and  ready  to 
give  me  assistance,  and  the  education  of  those  eligible  has  been 
efficiently  and  satisfactorily  carried  out,  as  some  of  them  passed  a 
remarkably  good  examination. 

Our  library  is  stocked  with  healthy  and  instructive  books  and 
they  are  circulated  according  to  regulations.  I  feel  sure  that  they 
are  eagerly  read  and  much  valued,  especially  by  long  term 
prisoners  and  those  on  remand.  I  examine  all  books  in  the  cells 
once  a  month.

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The  pledge  of  total  abstinence  was  taken  by  16  prisoners,  and  I 
G^plain^    have  ascertained  that  several,  if  not  all,  are  still  keeping  it. 

— '  I  am  deeply  indebted  to  the  lady  visitors  for  their  valuable 

help  and  services  so  Mthfully  and  ably  rendered  in  the  female 
department.  They  have  commenced  to  give  simple  lecturep 
and  readings  on  matters  of  health,  cleanliness,  temperance,  &c., 
which  are  much  appreciated  by  the  female  prisoners. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  continues  its  excellent 
work  ancf  gives  useful  and  varied  assistance  to  male  and  female 
prisoners.  195  have  been  assisted  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of 
£99  185.  8^.  On  behalf  of  the  Society,  the  (Jovemor  and  myself 
see  every  prisoner  a  few  days  before  discharge,  and  the  cases  are 
carefully  gone  into  and  reported  at  the  monthly  meetings.  Letters 
received  ^om  discharged  prisoners  testify  to  the  benefitts  derived  by 
the  help  of  the  Society.  Several  have  been  induced  by  the  lady 
visitors  and  agents  to  enter  one  or  other  of  the  following  homes : 
the  Church  Army  Home,  the  Salvation  Army  Home,  the  Peniten- 
tiary Home,  and  the  Door  of  Hope  Refuge.  Some  after  a  short 
stay  there  are  now  doing  well  in  situations. 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  report  once  more  that  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties  I  have  received  every  assistance  and 
courtesy  from  all  the  officers  of  the  prison,  for  which  I  tender 
my  sincere  thanks,  especially  to  the  Governor  for  his  unfailing 
sympathy  and  co-operation.

The  health  of  the  inmates  of  this  prison  has  been  very  good. 

The  daily  average  number  treated  in  hospital  was  '2. 

The  daily  average  of  slight  indisposition,  1-39. 

There  has  been  one  birth,  no  death,  no  suicide  or  attempt  at 
suicide. 

One  male  was   sent  to  a   lunatic   asylum,    and    one   female 
released  on  medical  grounds. 

Five  were  associated  in  the  infirmaries.    None  were  reported  to 
the  police  as  weak-minded. 

The  food,  clothing,  and  bedding  have  been  of  good  quality  and 
generally  sufficient. 

The  prison  has  been  kept  properly  ventilated  and  warmed,  and 
the  sanitary  arrangements  in  good  order.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  prisoners  placed  in  the  Second  Division  has 
decreased  to  five  males  and  two  females,  as  against  five  males  and 
six  females  in  the  previous  year.  I  do  not  consider  Courts  make 
sufficient  use  of  this  division. 

On  the  whole,  prisoners  are  keen  to  earn  remission. 

The  part  payment  of  fines  continues  to  diminish — 

1903-1904        38 

1904-1905 27 

1905-1906        15 

This  growing  decrease  appears  to  be  coincident  with  depression 
in  the  labour  market. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  on  whenever  possible. 
Naturally  the  prisoners  appreciate  it,  and  it  is  undoubtedly  good 
for  the  work. 

No  prisoners  have  been  eligible  for  talking  exercise. 

As  regards  the  juvenile-adults  admitted  :  while  the  number  of 
females  has  been  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  i.^.,  15,  that 
of  the  males  has  risen  from  177  to  217,  larceny,  beg^ng,  and 
obstruction  accounting  for  75,  29,  and  26  respectively. 

Last  year  I  recorded  an  excess  of  28  over  1903-1904,  so  that 
this  growing  increase  is  a  very  disquieting  feature  of  our  criminal 
statistics,  and  one  which  calls  for  every  effort  to  prevent  many  of 
these  lads  from  becoming  habitual  criminals. 

In  some  of  these  convictions  it  struck  me  it  would  have  been 
better  had  the  offenders  been  bound  over ;  and  in  many  that 
longer  sentences  would  have  been  more  efficacious.  I  consider 
that  youths  should  not  be  imprisoned  except  for  a  length  of  time 
sufficient  to  allow  reformatory  influences  being  brought  to  bear 
upon  them.  I  am  convinced  a  short  sentence  does  no  good  to 
a  lad. 
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This   year    again    the  convictions  for   begging  and  sleeping     HxtraotSj 
out  have  increased,  but  not  to  such  an  extent  as  in  last  year —  ^e^rt'*

Of  these  offenders  many  have  been  convicted  over  and  over 
again,  and  upon  such  short  sentences  are  useless.  During  the 
one  year  and  ten  months  I  have  been  here  only  one  offender 
has  been  committed  with  hard  labour  to  await  further  sentence  at 
Quarter  Sessions  as  an  incorrigible  rogue  and  vagabond.  Several 
of  those  included  in  the  above  table  had  fully  qualified  for  such 
treatment. 

Convictions  for  drunkenness  show  a  decline  from  385  males  and 
176  females  in  1904-5  to  287  males  and  143  females  this  year. 
Whether  the  cause  be  the  spread  of  temperance  or  want  of  money, 
the  result  is  satisfactory. 

The  rules  for  the  treatment  of  debtors  work  well. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  calls  for  no  remark ;  seven  cases 
were  referred  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

There  were  no  escapes  nor  attempts  to  escape. 

The  male  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  stonebreaking, 
oakum  picking,  wood-cutting,  making  coal-sacks,  hammocks,  nose^ 
bags,  mail-bags  and  paunch  mats,  and  in  gardening,  &c. 

The  female  prisoners  have  worked  in  the  laundry  and  at 
sewing. 

The  officers  concerned  deserve  every  credit  for  the  output  of 
work. 

The  garden  yielded  over  3,136  lbs.  of  vegetables  of  different 
kinds,  and  10  tons  of  potatoes. 

Prisoners  awaiting  trial  are  allowed  to  work  and  earn  money 
thereby. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  condition. 

The  appliances  for  extinguishing  fire  are  ample  and  in  good 
order ;  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

Telephonic  communication  exists  between  the  prison  and  the 
local  police  fire  brigade  station.

The  officers  and  fire-party  prisoners  are  regularly  exercised  in 
fire  duties. 

The  quantity  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  has,  on  the  whole,  been 
found  sufficient. 

Contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually  delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carried  out,  and  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of 
the  prison  have  been  complied  with. 

The  Medical  Officer  and  the  Chaplain  have  rendered  me 
valuable  help. 

The  clerical  and  discipline  staffs  have  worked  efficiently. 

The  lady  visitor  has  paid  59  visits  to  the  prison,  and  inter- 
viewed 155  women.  Her  kind  yet  practical  sympathy  for  the 
women  is  of  much  benefit  to  them,  and  her  help  in  many  cases 
has  been  of  great  assistance. 

The  agents  of  the  local  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society 
have  rendered  valuable  help  in  caring  for  discharged  prisoners. 

Miss  C.  Smith-Rossie,  with  the  approval  of  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee, has  continued  her  lectures  on  sanitation,  &c.,  to  the  women, 
who  are  interested  in  them,  and  no  doubt  derive  good  from 
them.

DuriDg  the  past  year  one  of  the  Assistant  Chaplains  (Rev.  W.  H. 
Bray),  who  has  been  helping  me  for  the  past  two  years,  has  entered 
the  prison  service  and  received  an  appointment  as  assistant  at 
Dartmoor.    His  place  has  been  taken  by  the  Rev.  P.  R.  Brinton. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  only  been  celebrated  once  in  the 
prison— on  Sunday,  December  24th,  1905 — ^when  there  were  six 
communicants.  Rather  more  frequent  celebrations  are  likely  to  be 
desired  this  year  as  there  are  some  conmiunicants  among  the  long 
sentence  men. 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  regular  services.  Short 
addresses  are  given  on  two  or  three  mornings  in  the  week,  and  the 
prisoners  join  heartily  in  an  unaccompanied  hymn  and  in  the 
reading  of  a  short  psalm. 

Prisoners  have  been  visited  on  arrival  and  before  discharge,  and 
at  other  times  as  far  as  possible  and  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  case. 

The  Governor  and  the  warders  have  always  done  everything 
they  could  to  make  the  work  of  the  Chaplain  easy. 

The  schoolmaster  is  carrying  on  his  work  carefully  and 
efficiently. 

The  work  of  the  police  court  missionaries  goes  on  regularly,  and 
much  good  has  been  done  in  many  cases. 

The  two  labour  homes  afiPord  an  invaluable  means  of  testing  the 
sincerity  of  good  resolutions. 

The  visiting  of  the  female  prisoners  by  the  Sister  in  charge  of 
the  labour  home  for  women  is  an  admirable  arrangement.

Report 

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good ;  no  epidemic 
has  occnrred.  The  number  of  complaining  sick  was,  males  694, 
females,  106.  The  majority  of  these  were  suffering  from  minor 
ailments.  There  was  no  case  of  suicide,  but  two  attempts — both 
these  were  genuine  ;  one  attempted  strangulation  by  tying  oakum 
round  his  neck,  the  other  by  tying  a  bootlace  round  his  neck  and 
through  the  eye  of  a  hammock  pin. 

All  prisoners  were,  carefully  examined  before  being  passed 
for  labour.  The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient, 
and  of  good  quality  ;  the  ventilation  of  the  cells  is  good,  and  the 
general  sanitary  arrangements  are  satisfactoiT".  The  heating  of 
the  prison  has  been  kept  at  a  uniform  temperatare. 

Only  one  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 
This  was  a  very  severe  case  of  erysipelas,  followed  by  pyaemia 
and  metastatic  abscesses,  in  an  unhealthy  prostitute  who,  when 
admitted,  was  suffering  from  a  sore  at  the  junction  of  her  nostrils 
and  lips  and  which  she  constantly  picked ;  she  had  also  been 
drinking  heavily  previous  to  her  admission  ;  she  ultimately 
recovered  after  a  prolonged  illness.  I  do  not  consider  th6  disease 
to  have  been  contracted  in  the  prison. 

Six  cases  were  admitted  to  the  infirmary — four  females,  two 
males.  The  females  were  admitted,  one  for  delivery,  one  erysipelas 
of  face,  one  epilepsy  (an  adult),  and  one  an  infant  aged  nine  months 
brought  in  with  its  mother  and  suffering  from  acute  bronchitis. 
The  two  latter  died,  inquests  being  held  in  both  cases.  Of  the 
males  one  suffered  from  peritonitis,  the  other  from  kerato-iritis, 
necessitating  an  operation  of  peritomy  and  tapping  the  anterior 
chamber.    Both  recovered. 

There  were  no  weak-minded  or  insane  prisoners  admitted.

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  generally  has  been  good  ;  meet  of 
the  reports  are  as  usoal  for  idleness  by  the  prisoners  under  short 
sentences. 

There  has  been  one  case  of  corporal  punishment. 

There  have  been  two  cases  of  suicide  and  two  cases  of  attempted 
suicide  ;  it  is  doubtful  if  the  latter  were  genuine. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  at  escape  during  the  year. 

4,779  male  prisoners  and  1,315  female  prisoners  were  received, 
showing  an  increase  of  156  niales  and  3  females  on  the  receptions 
last  year. 

162  male  prisoners  and  47  female  prisoners  were  placed  in  the 
star  class. 

The  juvenile-adult  class  started  in  this  prison  towards  the  end 
of  last  year  continues  to  work  very  satisfactorily.  All  young 
prisoners  between  16  and  :il  years  of  age  are  located  together  and 
are  treated  as  far  as  possible  under  Borstal  Rules.  Every  in- 
dividual case  is  carefully  inquired  into  prior  to  discharge,  and  all 
steps  possible  are  taken  to  prevent  them  from  relapsing  into  crime 
again.  A  special  sub-committee  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners* 
Aid  Society  has  been  formed  with  this  object  in  view,  and  most 
cordially  co-operates. 

I  am  srlad  to  be  able  to  report  again  a  diminution  in  the  number 
of  juvenile  prisoners  under  16^nly  eight  males  have  been  received 
during  the  year. 

The  following  industries  have  been  carried  on  during  the  past 
year,  viz.,  for  prisoners  in  the  first  stage  with  hard  labour,  stone- 
breaking,  coal-sack  making,  wood-sawing  and  chopping,  and  to  a 
small  extent,  oakum  picking.  Other  prisoners  have  been  employed 
at  tailoring,  and  needlework,  shoemaking,  tinsmithing,  carpentry, 
knitting,  bookbinding,  weaving,  cotton  sorting,  washing,  wood- 
chopping,  making  seamen's  bags  and  hammocks  for  the  Admiralty, 
mail-bags  for  the  Post  Office,  refilling  beds  and  bolsters  for  the 
Military  authorities. 

All  the  available  ground  within  the  walls  is  cultivated,  and 
during  the  past  year  the  following  vegetables  have  been  grown 
Bucce^fully,  viz.  : — Cabbages,  carrots,  parsnips,  turnips,  Iceland 
onions.    Aji  effort  was  made  to  grow  potatoes,  but  the  result  was 
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not  satisfactory,  the  ground  not  appearing  to  be  suitable.  The 
total  weight  of  all  vegetables  grown  was  84  cwts,,  of  which 
34  cwts.  were  supplied  to  other  prisons. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  on  the  whole  been  very 
satisfactory. 

Monthly  addresses  to  selected  female  prisoners  on  useful  secular 
subjects  have  been  given  throughout  the  year  by  the  lady  visitors 
and  other  ladies  in  the  neighbourhood,  who  have  kindly  given  their 
services. 

The  conduct  of  the  oflBcers  has  been  very  good. 

The  buildings  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition  generally. 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  good  working  order,  and  are  regularly 
tested  every  month.    The  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
strictly  complied  with.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT.  ^^^^ 

Bepork 


Opportunities  for  public  worship  and  instruction  have  been  duly 
provided,  and,  as  a  rule,  much  appreciated  by  all.  There  have 
been  two  sermons  on  Sundays  and  a  week-day  address;  the 
Reverends  W.  Binner,  H,  E.  Burgess,  J.  Butler,  C.  M.  Clarke, 
A.  V.  C.  Hordem,  A.  M.  Stephens,  and  F.  A.  Webb-Peploe,  local 
clergymen,  having  kindly  broken  the  monotony  by  preaching 
from  time  to  time,  the  event  of  the  year  being  a  visit  and  address 
by  the  L<»rd  Bishop  of  Manchester. 

The  musical  portion  of  the  services  has  been  well  rendered  by 
the  organist  and  choir,  and  the  new  chant  books  have  proved  a 
great  help,  and  most  suitable  to  the  voices  of  the  congregation. 

Again,  this  year,  the  choir  of  S.  Andrew's,  Ashton,  under  the 
able  conductorship  of  Mr.  S.  Norwood,  favoured  the  prison  with 
a  visit  during  the  Christmas  season,  and  delighted  the  inmates 
with  a  few  well  sung  carols. 

There  have  been  nine  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  seven  communicants,  admitted 
after  careful  private  and  public  preparation. 

All  prisoners  have  been  duly  visited  by  the  Chaplain  on 
reception  and  discharge,  when  sick,  under  punishment,  or  in 
hospital, — where  a  regular  Sunday  afternoon  service  is  held — and 
also  at  other  times. 

In  addition  to  the  above  visits,  483  special  applicants  have  been 
seen,  and  1,580  cell  to  cell  visits  made  at  regular  intervals. 

Opinions  vary  about  the  temperance  pledge ;  in  this  prison, 
however,  it  is  not  administered  unless  there  is  good  reason  to 
believe  it  is  going  to  be  kept ;  consequently  only  25  have  signed 
during  the  12  months. 

The  annual  eight  days'  mission  of  the  Church  Army  proved* 
as  nsual,  a  time  of  awakening  to  some,  and  may  be  said  to  have 
had  a  good  influence  on  all. 

The  chapel  has  been  decorated  for  the  Festivals,  some  of  the 
local  magistrates  very  kindly  sending  in  flowers,  evergreens,  &c., 
the  altar  flowers  being  week  by  week  supplied  by  prison  officials  ; 
one  lady  officer  also  generously  presenting  a  beautiful  altar 
frontal  for  use  in  the  chapel  on  Festivals. 

The  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  have  attended  assiduously 
to  the  more  or  less  difficult  work  of  teaching,  and,  as  usual,  the 
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Bztraots,  resnlts  haye  been  satisfactory.  It  is  interesting  to  compare  the 
0^l»in'«  educational  statistics  of  this  prison  for  the  last  three  years  with 
^P^^  those  reported  by  the  Chaplain  some  50  years  ago.  Then,  56  per 
cent,  were  illiterate ;  now,  the  yearly  average  of  illiterates  is  25 
per  cent.;  and  during  the  last  three  years  the  yearly  number 
eligible  for  school  instruction  luts  been  237,  a  third  of  this  number 
being  so  ignorant  that,  for  school  purposes,  they  had  to  be  classed 
as  illiterate. 

The  weak  point  in  the  National  School  system  is  the  early  age 
boys  and  girls  leave  school ;  the  wholesome  restraint  of  school 
discipline  is  removed  at  the  most  critical  age,  and  this,  to  a  great 
extent,  accounts  for  juvenile  crime ;  and  Continuation  Schoola 
would  reduce  crime  and  prevent  the  present  lapse  into  ignorance. 

The  determined  effort  now  being  made  to  get  hold  of  these 
young  people,  while  they  are  in  prison  between  the  ages  of  16 
and  21,  is  an  effort  in  the  right  direction,  and,  so  far,  the  adapta- 
tion of  the  modified  Borstal  system  is  working  with  as  much 
success  as  can  be  expected. 

The  lads  have  special  instruction  in  class  every  Wednesday 
afternoon  on  some  moral,  religious,  and  secular  subject,  and  when 
possible,  the  services  of  lay  lecturers  have  been  obtained.  The 
address  given  by  Alderman  Margerison,  ex-Mayor  of  Preston, 
^uite  won  the  hearts  of  the  lads,  to  whom  he  promised  auother 
address  in  the  near  future. 

After  careful  and  extended  instruction,  nine  lads  and  four  men 
were  presented  to  the  Bishop  for  confirmation  at  his  visit  to  the 
prison,  referred  to  above. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  the  number  of  children  under 
the  age  of  (16)  sixteen,  committed  to  this  prison  during  the  year 
has  been  no  more  than  eight.  At  the  same  time,  is  it  not  most 
desirable  that  some  other  punishment  should  take  the  place  of 
imprisonment  ? 

More  than  one  such  sentence  was  for  the  period  of  three  days ; 
and,  taking  effect  on  a  Friday,  it  consisted  of  a  bath,  and  a  night 
in  a  prison  cell.  Such  a  sentence,  lasting  only  some  16  hours,  is 
soon  over,  but  the  stigma  adheres,  and  may  prove  a  handicap  to 
the  lad  in  his  after  life.  Is  there  no  other  way  to  satisfy  the 
claims  of  justice  ? 

The  general  character  of  the  prison  population  may  be  taken, 
more  or  less,  as  a  sample  of  a  large  number  of  men  and  women 
who  never  get  found  out,  nor  caught,  for  after  the  most  carefol 
observation,  it  is  quite  certain  that  about  92  per  cent,  of  the 
convictions  in  this  prison  are  directly  or  indirectly  brought  about 
by  alcoholic  excess  ;  in  fact,  many  of  these  men  and  women  will 
boast  that  they  have  been  drunk  habitually  every  week  end  for 
years,  but  were  never  locked  up  before. 

The  Preiston  and  Mid-Lancashire  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid 
Society  has  done  good  work,  in  spite  of  great  difficulty  caused  by 
the  large  number  of  short  sentence  prisoners.  Of  course,  very 
little  can  be  known  about  the  antecedents  of  these  applicants  for 
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assistance.    The  only  test  to  apply  is  work.    Ronghly  speaking,     Bxtaote. 
the  position  of  every  prisoner  on  discharge  will  come  under  the    Chaplain  a 
head  of  one  of  the  following  four  conditions,  viz.,  "work  to  go      ^P*"^ 
to";  "want  work";    "won't  work,"  and    "unfit    for   work." 
It  seems  to  have  been  a  recognised  maxim  of  the  Early  Church 
that  work  should  be  provided  for  those  able  to  do  it,  and  that 
those  incapable  of  work  should  be  supported  by  charity. 

Acting  on  this  principle,  the  Church  Army  is  now  able  to 
provide  employment  in  the  Preston  Home  for  men  willing  and 
able  to  do  it ;  and  since  it  was  opened  last  October,  just  five  months 
ago,  about  100  men  have  been  admitted,  of  whom  25  were 
discharged  prisoners.  All  these  have  a  good  chance  of  making  a 
fresh  start  in  life.  Those  who  won't  work  are,  as  a  rule,  unfit  for 
liberty ;  and  those  who  through  age  or  infirmity  are  incapable  of 
work  (and  many  of  them  enter  prison),  have  a  claim  on  some 
charitable  support  which  does  not  yet  exist  in  this  country.  It 
would  be  a  distinct  advantage  to  the  individual  man  or  woman 
entering  the  various  Homes  if  they  could  be  legally  detained  for 
a  reasonable  period. 

The  staff  of  lady  visitors  has  been  au^rmented  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  Miss  Colnett,  of  Ashton  Park ;  and  the  good  work  of 
these  ladies  among  the  women  and  girls  is  further  supplemented 
by  the  regular  monthly  addresses  on  social  and  domestic  subjects. 

The  library  has  in  it  some  excellent  books,  and  there  is  a 
greater  readiness  on  the  part  of  the  more  intelligent  prisoners  to 
read  these  books  than  was  formerly  the  case. 

The  Chaplain  wishes  to  record  his  hearty  thanks  to  the 
Governor  and  the  officers  for  their  kind  sympathy  and  co- 
operation in  his  work.

Report* 

The  health  of  the  prisoners  generally  has  been  rather  below 
the  average,  for  owing  to  the  trying  winter  and  the  sndden  and 
frequent  changes  in  temperature,  and  the  east  winds  of  the  last 
few  months,  the  complaining  sick  list  was  nnnsnally  heavy. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  are  sufficient  and  of  good  quality. 
The  ventilation  is  good,  and  the  general  sanitary  and  heating 
arrangements  are  satisfactory. 

Out  of  five  cases  of  attempted  suicide  there  were  two  deaths; 
one  attempt  failed,  and  two  were  considered  feigned. 

In  addition  to  these,  two  other  deaths  occurred,  one  from 
natural  causes  and  one  from  accident  (burns). 

Three  feeble-minded  prisoners  were  reported  during  the  year, 
two  males  and  one  female ;  and  five  cases,  four  males  and  one 
female,  were  certified  insane.

The  conduct  and  zeal  of 
satigfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  and  their  industry 
has  improved  during  the  last  year.  Reports  are  mostly  for 
idleness  and  small  offences  against  the  prison  rules ;  there  have 
been  no  serious  offences  against  prison  discipline. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  is  a  great  encourage- 
ment to  prisoners  to  behave  well  and  work  hard. 

The  privilege  of  part  payment  of  fines  is  not  taken  advantage 
of  often. 

All  prisoners  eligible  to  work  in  association  have  been  so 
employed — in  the  garden,  halls,  landings,  shops,  and  laundry.  I 
consider  men  work  better  in  association,  but  require  to  be  under 
very  thorough  observation. 

Hard  labour  in  the  first  stage  has  consisted  of  stone  breaking, 
sack  making,  bag  making,  oakum  picking,  and  wood  chopping. 

Industrial  labour  has  consisted  of  mail-bag  making,  paunch 
mat  making,  hammock  making,  gardening,  laundry  work,  oakum 
picking  with  a  fiddle,  and  mending  corn-sacks. 

No  prisoner  was  put  to  oakum  picking  when  other  work  was 
procurable. 

The  females  have  been  employed  at  sewing,  knitting,  and 
laundry  work. 

The  various  classes  have  been  kept  separate. 

I  think  the  system  of  the  triple  division  of  prisoners  is  only 
6drly  well  understood  as  yet. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempts  at  escape. 

One  prisoner  conmiitted  suicide  whilst  awaiting  trial.  This  is 
the  only  death  there  has  been  during  the  year. 

The  state  of  the  buildings  and  fences  is  good. 

The  arrangements  in  case  of  fire  are  good.  Entirely  new  hose 
has  been  added  this  year ;  the  water  pressure  is  good.  All  those 
parts  of  the  prison  that  are  at  all  inflammable  are  commanded  by 
two  mains.  Improvements  in  the  arrangements,  such  as  telephone 
communication  with  police  and  fire  stations,  are  being  carried 
out ;  communication  from  the  prison  to  artizan  warder's  quarters 
has  been  established.     The  number  of  tire  buckets  has  been 
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Extracts,     increased  from  100  to  112,  and  50  extra   to  these  are  rendered 
^^^^^   available  by  the  buckets  in  the  hall  always  being  kept  full  when 
^         not  in  use.    I  believe  stand  pipes  are  contemplated  between  the 
hospital  and  chapel ;  this  would  be  a  most  valuable  addition. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered,  except  in  one  case. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
great  care  has  been  taken  in  the  awarding  of  marks. 

All  available  ground  within  the  prison  walls  has  been  cultivated, 
and  the  prisoners  have  almost  weekly  had  a  half  ration  of  vege- 
table, which  they  greatly  appreciate. 

The  rules  for  the  government  of  prisons  have  been,  I  believe, 
carried  out,  or  the  fact  reported. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  do  good 
work. 

The  lady  visitors  also  have  been  most  attentive,  and  I  consider 
do  much  good  to  tho  prisoners,  both  in  prison  and  on  discharge. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment  this  year. 

The  clothing  and  general  equipment  is  sufficient  and  in  good 
order.

Ohaplain^i 
Beport.  


The  daily  and  Sunday  BerviceB  have  been  regularly  conducted, 
and  sermons,  addresses,  and  courses  of  instruction  have  been 
given  on  Sunday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  in  each  week.  Notices 
for  Holy  Communion  have  been  given  at  stated  times,  and  four 
celebrations  have  taken  place,  viz.,  at  Easter,  Whitsun,  Harvest 
time,  and  Christmas.  Six  other  clergymen  and  a  diocesan  reader 
have  officiated  some  twenty  times.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  prisoners  to 
have  special  days  noted,  ecclesiastically  in  the  festivals,  with  their 
setting  of  fresh  flowers,  and  imperially  on  Empire  Day,  the 
King's  official  and  own  birthday,  and  the  King's  accession,  when 
prisoners  heartily  sing  the  National  Anthem. 

Prisoners  have  been  regularly  seen  on  reception  and  discharge, 
also  the  sick  and  those  under  punishment  daily,  and  all  in  regalar 
turn.  Besides,  as  many  as  545  have  of  their  own  accord  made  special 
applications  for  a  visit,  to  ask  about  reading  books,  educational 
and  higher  advanced,  foreign,  and  on  trades  particularly,  also 
about  their  prospect  and  necessities  on  discharge,  and  some  with  a 
view  to  their  Confirmation  and  Communion. 

The  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  continued  its  excellent  work 
with  marked  results.  Three  men  were  emigrated  and  three 
others  shipped  to  sea,  entailing  considerable  outlay  on  these 
individuals,  but  it  is  hoped  money  well  spent.  With  these  outlets 
for  the  selected,  with  our  society's  experienced  agents  (male  and 
female),  and  with  a  labour  yard  of  its  own,  and  terms  of  entree 
into  the  local  Church  Army  Labour  Home,  and  also  with  a  new 
venture  in  the  starting  of  the  Reading  auxiliary  to  the  Discharged 
Prisoners'  Aid  Society  for  the  special  dispensing  of  old  clothing 
and  breakfasts  to  prisoners  on  discharge,  and  finally  with  the 
resources  of  the  Reading  Refuge  for  females,  I  am  confident 
that  no  deserving,  well-meaning  prisoner  need  ever  miss  the  offer 
of  relief  to  his  necessities  on  discharge  from  this  prison. 
Moreover,  in  this  town  there  are  police  court  missionaries  (male 
and  female),  who  at  the  discretion  of  the  magistrates  are  available 
to  save  some  offenders  from  ever  coming  to  prison.  The  work 
for  males  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Church  of  England 
Temperance  Society,  and  so  is  capable  of  extension  to  other 
places. 

It  was  very  pleasant  to  receive  a  letter  from  a  former  prisoner 
on  the  anniversarv  of  his  discharge  reporting  himself  to  be  in  a 
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very  satisfactory  position,  and  very  appreciative  of  the  good  he  BztrM^ 

had  received  during  imprisonment,  and  asking  to  be  allowed  to  ^«L^^® 

send  flowers  for  the  Harvest  Thank^ving,  which  he  subsequently  J^ 
did,  and  again  at  Christmas. 

The  lady  visitors  have  continued  their  beneficent  visits  to 
female  prisoners  with  satisfaction,  and  render  good  assistance  as  a 
sub-committee  for  aiding  them  on  discharge.  They  were  gratified 
by  a  visit  on  March  7th  from  Her  Qrace  Adeline,  Duchess  of 
Bedford. 

I  was  glad  to  join  in  a  representative  deputation  to  the  Mayor 
and  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of  Reading  on  behalf  of  the 
Anti-betting  and  Anti-gambling  League,  and  to  plead  for  the 
special  attention  of  the  Watch  Committee  to  street  betting  and 
betting  houses.  The  time  is  certainly  ripe  to  protect  the  public, 
and  specially  the  young  and  women,  from  open  facilities  of 
temptation.  But  nothing  worth  while  can  be  passed  into  law  or 
acted  on  unless  there  is  a  strong  force  of  public  opinion  to 
support  it. 

The  tramp  class  is  always  with  us,  and  will  continue  to  increase 
while  the  unions  and  magistrates  vary  so  in  their  treatment. 

The  library  for  prisoners  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
Mrs.  Henry  Wood  and  Dickens  are  the  favourite  authors.  Big 
magazines  are  wanted  by  many  for  the  sake  of  the  variety,  and  to 
skim  through.  Boys  as  usual  ask  for  adventures.  History, 
biography,  and  travels  are  wanted  by  the  few. 

The  education  of  prisoners  eligible  has  been  carried  on  with 
&ir  progress.    The  total  numbered  119. 

The  number  of  juveniles  was  seven  males,  the  same  as  last 
year,  but  with  the  addition  of  one  female  of  14  who  was  sentenced 
to  a  month  and  three  years  of  reformatory  school.  One  boy  of 
9  years  II  months  stayed  under  remand  four  days,  and  similarly 
another  of  15  years  8  months.  One  boy  of  14  and  three  boys  of 
1»'>  had  sentences  of  five  days.  The  other  of  15  had  seven  days. 
This  record  is  very  much  better  than  of  former  years,  but  surely 
all  these  might  have  been  spared  this  very  short  experience  of 
prison,  one  would  think  by  simple  detention,  if  need  be  for 
deterrence  sake,  in  the  lock-up  until  passed  before  the  magistrate. 
It  is  much  to  be  wished  that  separate  courts  and  separate  treatment 
altogether  might  be  generally  provided.

During  the  past  year  the  officers  have  shown  themselves  to  be 
generally  zealous,  competent,  and  well-conducted. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory  and  in  no 
case  calling  for  the  infliction  of  corporal  punishment. 

There  has  been  no  act  of  violence,  escape,  or  attempt  to 
escape. 

The  majority  of  prisoners  committed  to  this  prison  were  tramps 
convicted  chiefly  for  vagrancy  offences,  larceny,  arson,  or  assaults 
on  females. 

No  incorrigible  rogues  have  been  received  from  Quarter 
Sessions. 

Male  prisoners  have  been  employed  as  follows  : — Hard  labour — 
stone  breaking,  coal-sack  making,  weaving  sword  matting,  wood 
chopping,  and  oakum  picking.  Industrial  labour  included  car- 
pentry, tailoring,  shoemaking,  brush  making,  weaving  halters, 
mail-bag  making,  &c. 

The  female  prisoners  were  chiefly  employed  on  needle  and 
laundry  work. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  record  the  firm  establishment  of  a 
local  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  to  which  I  am  now 
able  to  recommend  occasional  cases,  such  as  homeless  youths  and 
others  who  are  making  their  first  debut  into  a  life  of  crime,  and 
are  in  many  cases  simply  the  victims  of  circumstances,  which  a 
little  timely  sympathy  and  help  might  save  from  becoming  a 
permanent  burden  to  the  State. 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  good  working  order,  and  the  officers 
and  certain  selected  prisoners  have  been  regularly  practised  in 
osing  them,  and  the  water  supply  has  .been  sufficient. 

The  prison  buildings  generally  are  satisfactory  and  in  a  good 
state  of  repair. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  has  been 
sufficient 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  regulation  and  government  of  the 
prison  have  been  complied  with  to  the  beet  of  my  knowledge  and 
beUef .

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT.  BxtraotB, 

Ohaplain'k 


During  the  year  ended  March  Slst,  1906,  the  prison  chapel 
services  have  been  conducted  regularly.  There  has  been  daily 
morning  prayer  with  two  services  and  sermons  on  Sundays  as 
well  as  on  Gk>od  Friday  and  Christmas  Day.  Every  Friday  after 
service  a  practice  is  held  in  the  chapel  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  the  singing  for  the  following  Sunday.  It  is  a  real 
pleasure  to  minister  in  the  chapel  because  of  the  reverence  and 
heartiness  with  which  the  prisoners  join  in  the  services,  and  their 
attention  to  what  is  said  to  them. 

Though  opportunity  was  given  on  four  occasions  for  Holy 
Communion  and  requests  were  published  in  the  chapel  for  the 
names  of  intending  communicants,  only  a  small  number  have 
availed  themselves  of  this  privilege,  probably  owing  to  the  fact 
of  their  having  been  quite  careless  on  the  subject  previous  to  their 
imprisonment.  Frequently  the  prisoner  excuses  himself,  I  trust 
sincerely,  on  the  plea  of  preferring  to  communicate  in  any  place 
rather  than  in  the  prison  chapel. 

The  daily  work  of  the  Chaplain  has  been  to  speak  to  all  the 
prisoners  on  admission  and  discharge.  All  the  prisoners  are  visited 
in  their  cells  regularly,  at  least  once  a  week,  which  visits  always 
seem  to  be  highly  appreciated.  Every  prisoner  sick  or  in  hospitol 
is  visited  daily. 

I  have  had  the  assistance  regularly  of  the  Rev.  T.  Pugh  Jones, 
the  Curate  of  my  parish,  he  taking,  as  a  rule,  one  of  the  Sunday 
services  and  the  daily  duty  in  alternate  weeks.  I  was  assisted 
on  one  occasion  by  the  Rev.  D.  H.  Pierce  during  the  absence  of 
the  Curate.  Captain  Davey,  of  the  Church  Army,  held  a  mission 
in  the  prison  in  July,  1905,  which  had  a  very  beneficial  eflEect 
apon  the  prisoners.  He  also  helped  with  very  useful  advice  as  to 
the  introduction  of  discharged  prisoners  into  Church  Army  Labour 
Homes.  Here  I  may  mention  that  much  time  and  labour  have  been 
spent  by  me  outside  my  regular  prison  duties  in  corresponding 
with  the  superintendents  of  these  Church  Army  and  other  Labour 
Homes  respecting  prisoners  wishful  to  be  sent  to  them. 

Another  matter  to  be  mentioned  in  this  year's  report  is  the 
effort  that  has  been  made  by  the  Governor  of  the  prison  and 
myself  and  the  secretary  of  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society, 
which  was  formally  established  last  October,  to  commend  the

work  of  this  society  to  the  notice  of  the  public  with  the  view  of 
attracting  their  sympathy  and  pecuniary  aid.  Much  apath j  ind 
even  prejudice  have  been  met  with,  but  I  am  happy  to  say  we 
have  enlisted  the  powerful  aid  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Denbigh- 
shire, who  has  taken  up  the  cause  of  the  society  vigorously,  wid 
we  hope  this  will  be  attended  with  very  good  effect. 

Besides  the  Lord  Lieutenant  as  president,  we  have  some 
leading  people  on  our  list  of  vice-presidents,  and  we  hope  to 
have  a  good  local  committee  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  to  help  in 
the  work. 

School  instruction  has  been  given  to  all  those  who  were  eligible 
under  the  rules,  and  who  showed  any  inclination  or  capacity  for 
learning. 

The  library  books  have,  on  the  whole,  been  carefully  handletl 
and  appear  to  be  well  appreciated.  Occasionally  application  has 
been  made  for  technical  or  other  special  books  of  instruction,  and, 
as  far  as  possible,  this  form  of  study  has  been  encouraged. 

I  have  to  thank  the  lady  visitors  for  occasional  valuable  help  in 
forwarding  the  good  work  done  on  the  female  side  of  the  prison, 
especially  by  their  willingness  to  help  to  get  women  placed  in 
Homes  of  Refuge  on  discharge. 

I  am  pleased  to  record  the  uniform  courtesy  and  assistance 
I  have  received  from  the  Governor  and  every  other  member  of 
the  staff,  and  it  may  be  mentioned  that  for  the  Harvest  Festival 
and  the  principal  festivals  of  the  church  the  prison  chapel  was 
handsomely  decorated  by  the  female  officers  with  flowers  and 
foliage  brought  for  the  purpose  by  the  officers  and  other 
friends.

During  this  period  the  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been 
good.  There  has  been  no  case  of  serious  illness.  Three  cases 
were  admitted  into  hospital,  two  being  cases  of  attempted  suicide 
previous  to  admission,  the  resulting  wounds  not  having  healed  on 
admission.  The  other  was  an  old  man,  set.  79,  very  infirm  and 
suffering  from  rheumatism. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  suicide  or  attempted  suicide,  and  no 
death. 

The  prison  has  been  quite  free  from  any  infectious  disease. 

I  have  visited  the  prison  morning  and  evening,  and  carefully 
examined  all  prisoners  on  admission  as  also  on  discharge  and  on 
punishment. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  of  standard  quality. 

The  prison  has  been  properly  ventilated  and  warmed. 

The  prison  cells  and  sanitary  arrangements  have  been  regularly 
inspected ;  they  have  been  maintained  in  good  order  and  systemati- 
cally cleansed  and  disinfected. 

The  water  supply  is  very  good  and  abundant.

Report. 


The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  ofBcers  has  been  good. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory;  the 
number  punished,  100,  as  compared  with  103  last  year,  have  been 
for  ordinary  prison  offences.  There  has  been  no  escape  or 
attempted  escape  from  the  prison.  There  has  not  been  a  case  of 
corporal  punishment. 

The  rule  as  to  part  payment  of  fine  is  made  known  to  all 
prisoners  concerned,  but  few  take  advantage  of  it. 

All  prisoners  eligible  to  work  in  association  have  been  so 
employed — in  the  open  air,  workshop,  or  in  hall. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  carefully  carried  into 
effect. 

First  stage  hard  labour  has  been  enforced  by  oakum  picking, 
firewood  chopping,  and  coal-sack  making  for  males,  and  washing 
for  females ;  other  labour  has  been  employed  at  box  repairing 
and  sack  repairing  for  private  firms,  and  mail-bags  and  hammocks 
have  been  made  for  Government  departments. 

The  garden  has  been  cultivated  ;  a  good  crop  of  vegetables  was 
obtained. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  much  appreciated. 

Fire  practice  has  been  systematically  carried  out. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  in  connection  with  the 
prison  continues  to  do  good  work ;  the  committee  and  agent  have 
been  very  successful  in  obtaining  employment  for  many  prisoners 
on  discharge. 

I  have  paid  special  attention  to  juvenile-adult  prisoners,  and 
have  introduced  the  leading  principles  of  the  Borstal  system.  All 
young  prisoners  have  been  segregated  from  adults,  and  have  been 
employed  either  in  the  garden  or  at  mail-bag  making.  They  have 
been  daily  exercised  in  physical  drill. 
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A  short  address  in  class  has  been  given  weekly  as  follows  *—

Of  25  young  prisoners  discharged  since  1st  January,  I  obtained 
employment  for  five — four  were  sent  to  the  Church  Army  Labour 
Home,  Bryanston  Street,  W.,  three  to  the  Salvation  Army  Labour 
Home,  Whitechapel  Road,  E.,  two  to  the  Royal  Society  for  the 
Assistance  of  Discharged  Prisoners,  others  were  able  to  return  to 
the  work  they  left  on  conviction.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to 
assist  all  on  discharge  and  arrest  a  criminal  career. 

The  supply  of  articles  and  provisions  in  store  and  in  use  has 
been  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  prison  ;  contractors'  supplies 
have  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  punctually  delivered.

The  rules  and  regulations  have  been  complied  with  and  carried 
out  during  the  year.

Beport. 


The  serrices  in  the  chapel  have  been  regularly  carried  out 
throughout  the  year. 

Sermons  have  been  preached  twice  on  Sundays,  Christmas  Day, 
Good  Friday,  every  day  in  Holy  Week,  and  addresses  three  times  a 
week  have  been  regularly  given  as  part  of  the  ordinary  course  of 
week-day  services. 

Prisoners  have  been  most  attentive,  and  their  behaviour  in 
chapel  is  reverent  and  appreciative.  A  mission  was  conducted 
in  February  by  the  Church  Army.  I  trust  it  will  bear  good  fruit 
with  many  in  the  future. 

All  prisoners  have  been  visited  on  reception,  discharge,  under 
punishment,  and  those  in  hospital  daily ;  also  all  the  prisoners, 
male  and  female,  have  been  visited  frequently.  I  have  always 
found  the  prisoners  glad  to  be  visited  and  never  lacking  in 
respect. 

In  response  to  the  circular  relating  to  juvenile  offenders, 
drawing  our  attention  to  the  success  of  the  Borstal  system,  special 
attention  has  been  given  to  the  juvenile  prisoners — an  address  on 
some  secular  subject  is  given  to  them  on  Fridays,  and  everything 
is  done  on  their  discharge  to  prevent  them  choosing  a  criminal  life. 
I  think  this  part  of  the  work  is  hopeful,  and  I  believe  it  is  greatly 
due  to  the  Governor  who  seems  to  understand  boys  very  well  and 
takeB  a  real  personal  interest  in  their  training  and  future. 

Our  library  books  are  regularly  changed,  and  the  literature  is 
much  appreciated. 

The  school  instruction  has  been  systematically  and  regularly 
carried  out  under  my  supervision. 

The  schoolmaster  is  diligent  and  painstaking  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties. 

I  have  received  every  assistance  and  courtesy  from  the  officers 
and  the  Governor,  and  I  feel  great  pleasure  in  recording  their 
valuable  help  and  sympathy. 

Miss  Woodhouse,  the  lady  visitor,  has  looked  after  the  wants  of 
the  female  prisoners,  and  I  have  much  pleasure  in  testifying  to 
her  valuable  help. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  to  do  excellent 
wort 

The  number  of  prisoners  assisted  during  the  year  was 
245  males,  15  females ;  total  260.

The  prison  has  on  the  whole  been  maintained  in  a  state  of 
efficiency  from  a  hygienic  point  of  view. 

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  aniformly  good.  Fifteen 
cases  have  been  treated  in  the  infirmary.  Two  were  of  prisoners  (rf 
nnsound  mind,  one  charged  with  murder,  and  one  with  attempted 
suicide.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


Daring  the  year  the  education  of  the  prisoners  has  been  duly 
and  efficiently  carried  on,  and  in  several  cases  very  good  progresB 
has  been  made,  most  of  the  pupils  passing  the  prescribed  standard. 
Those  under  school  instruction,  as  a  rule,  much  value  this 
advantage  offered  them. 

The  Sunday  and  daily  services  have  been  regularly  taken. 
Sermons  have  been  preached  on  Sundays,  Oood  Friday,  and 
Christmas  Day.  Addresses  have  been  given  on  Wednesdays  and 
Saturdays,  also  every  day  in  Holy  Week.  We  are  mostgratefal 
to  the  Lord  Bishop  and  the  following  clergy  for  preaching  during 
the  past  year : — The  Right  Rev.  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Bath  and 
Wells,  the  Revs.  R.  L.  Jones,  J.  H.  A.  Law,  and  W.  Bryan- 
Brown. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Church  Army  for  sending  us  Captain 
Lloyd  to  conduct  a  mission  in  this  prison,  which,  as  far  as  one 
can  tell,  was  productive  of  much  good  ;  his  zeal  and  earnestness 
were  much  appreciated  by  his  hearers. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  eight  celebrations  of 
the  Holy  Communion,  with  an  average  of  seven  prisoner  com- 
municants. Before  every  celebration  a  class  of  instruction  and 
preparation  is  held  for  those  who  are  allowed  to  communicate, 
which,  as  well  as  being  helpful  to  them,  is  also  much  valued  by 
all  who  attend. 

The  Bible  class  started  last  year  for  the  well-intentioned  long- 
time male  prisoners  has  proved  a  great  blessing  to  the  men  who 
have  been  brought  under  its  influence. 

The  use  of  altar  flowers  and  also  the  festival  decorations  are 
greatly  esteemed  by  all  the  prisoners.  Our  best  thanks  are  due  to 
all  those  who  have  given  us  flowers  for  the  great  festivals. 

The  three  police  court  missionaries  are  doing  most  active 
and  excellent  work  amongst  the  discharged  prisoners;  one  of 
their  number,  viz.,  Mr.  Edward  F.  Hankins,  who  resides  in 
^hepion  Mallet,  is  of  great  assistance  to  us,  in  his  willing 
investigation  of  every  case  brought  under  his  notice  by  the 
Governor  and  Chaplain. 

I  gladly  report  that  the  prisoners  are,  with  scarcely  an  exception, 
very  reverent  and  attentive  at  divine  service ;  they  join  heartily 
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in  the  mnsical  portions  of  the  services ;  the  rendering  of  the 
responses  continues  to  improve;  the  occasional  chanting  of  the 
psalms  is  most  acceptabile  to  the  whole  congregation.  In  addition 
to  choir  practices  there  are  also  short  congregational  practices, 
both  which  are  heartily  joined  in  by  all  who  have  any  ability 
for  singing. 

I  have  seen  all  prisoners  on  reception  and  on  discharge; 
javeniles,  also  those  under  punishment  and  in  the  hospital, 
have  been  promptly  visited  and  had  daily  ministration.  All 
prisoners  have  had  frequent  cellular  visits,  which  they  evidently 
much  value  from  the  uniformly  respectful  manner  with  which 
they  have  been  received. 

The  Qovemo^  has  given  me  every  possible  assistance  in*  the 
discharge  of  my  duties.  I  highly  esteem  his  invaluable  sympathy 
and  coi^lial  co-operation. 

The  schoolmaster  is  very  diligent  in  every  part  of  his  work  ; 
most  regular  and  painstaking  in  all  that  his  duty  calls  upon  him 
to  undertake  ;  he  readily  offers  me  every  assistance. 

To  every  member  of  the  staff  I  feel  an  increasing  peroonal  obli- 
gation for  the  uniform  attention  and  constant  goodwill  they  have 
shown  towards,  mo  at  all  times. 

We  are  most  thankful  to  the  Church  Army  for  their  willing  and 
continuous  co-operation  with  us  in  the  matter  .of  receiving  so 
many  ex-prisoners  into  their  valuable  labour  homes.  The  cap- 
tains of  these  homes  are  extremely  kind,  and  the  help  they  give 
OS  we  cannot  over-estimate. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  is  doing  excellent  work. 
On  behalf  of  the  society  the  Governor,  the  assistant  secretary,  the 
police  court  missioner,  Mr.  Edward  F.  Hankins,  and  myself  see 
every  eligible  prisoner  a  few  days  before  discharge,  so  that  every 
needful  case  worthy  of  assistance  may  obtain  relief.

During  the  year  ending  Slst  March,  1906,  the  state  and  discip- 
line of  the  prison  have  been  satisfactory. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  of  83  in  the  number  of  committals 
for  drunkenness,  and  128  in  the  committals  for  vagrancy,  as  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year. 

Only  one  prisoner  has  been  received  to  be  placed  in  the  first 
division,  and  five  males  and  two  females  as  offenders  of  the 
second  division.    This  is  a  slight  increase  on  last  year. 

Five  male  juvenile  offenders  and  two  females  have  been 
received  during  the  year,  two  more  than  the  previous  year. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  continues  to  work  exceedingly 
well,  and  is  a  great  inducement  to  industry  and  good  conduct. 

Twenty-two  prisoners  have  taken  advantage  of  the  provision 
for  part  payment  of  fine.  The  principle  is  fully  explained  to  them 
on  admission. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment  during  the 
year. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  on  regularly  throughout  the 
year,  and  it  is  much  appreciated  by  the  prisoners. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory. 

I  have  received  no  applications  to  talk  at  exercise. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  employment  of  prisoners  has  consisted  of  mail-bag  making, 
wood  chopping,  coal-sack  making,  sword  matting  and  halter  weav- 
ing, corn-sack  making,  and  stone  breaking,  repairing  all  kinds  of 
prison  clothing  and  utensils,  cleaning,  gardening,  oakum  picking, 
and  building  work,  also  washing  and  repairing  clothing  and  bed- 
ding for  the  War  Department,  and  washing  for  the  Post  Office. 
The  earnings  in  the  manu&cturing  department  again  show  a  good 
increase,  which  reflects  credit  upon  the  instructing  officer.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAtN'S  REPORT. 


The  services  have  been  held  regularly  during  the  year.  The 
Holy  Oommanion  was  celebrated  about  four  times.  At  other 
times  when  notice  was  given  there  was  not  a  sufficient  number 
of  communicants  to  make  it  possible  to  hold  the  service.  A 
Bible  class  for  some  of  the  younger  men  held  during  the  winter 
seemed  to  be  appreciated. 

The  secular  education  has  been  well  looked  after  by  the  school- 
master. It  is  to  be  noticed  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  younger 
prisoners,  who  on  leaving  school  a  year  or  two  before  were  in  the 
6th  Standard,  have  lost  a  very  great  deal  of  what  they  have  been 
taught,  and  frequently  when  they  come  to  prison  have  to  be  put 
to  2nd  Standard  work.  The  education  here  soon  regains  for  them 
their  lost  footing. 

The  value  of  the  suggestions  of  the  late  Royal  Commission  on 
Vagrancy  with  regard  to  Labour  Colonies  may,  perhaps,  be 
gauged  by  the  fact  that  they  are  received  with  great  disfavour  by 
many  of  the  habitual  vagrants. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners*  Aid  Society  continues  to  do  good 
work,  and  is  an  invaluable  adjunct  to  the  organisation  of  the 
prison.  , 

I  must  again  record  my  gratitude  for  the  unfailing  co-operation 
that  I  have  received  from  the  Governor  and  the  rest  of  the  staff 
during  the  past  year.

The  health  of  the  prison  staff  and  the  prisoners  generally  has 
been  good  during  the  year.

Oakum  picking  is  now  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  every  effort 
will  be  misule  to  still  further  reduce  it  by  the  adoption  of  other 
more  suitable  work;  steps  have  already  been  taken  in  this 
direction. 

The  water  supply  is  of  good  quality  and  quite  sufficient  in 
quantity. 

The  hydrants  and  other  fire  appliances  are  in  excellent  working 
order,  and  the  supply  of  water  adequate.

Four  addresses  are  weekly  delivered  in  the  chapel,  wherein  the 
services  have  been  conducted  uninterruptedly  at  the  appointed 
hours  during  the  past  year— each  week-day,  on  Sundays,  as  well 
as  on  Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday. 

The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  and  their 
attention  exemplary. 

Two  choir  practices,  by  the  courtesy  of  the  Governor,  are  allowed 
weekly,  so  that  a  knowledge  of  the  chants  and  hymns  for  the 
following  Sunday  is  without  difficulty  obtained. 

The  Church  Army  missioner  came  in  the  past  Advent  season 
and  for  eight  days  laboured  assiduously  amongst  us.  His  addresses 
were  very  earnest  and  his  private  interviews  appreciated.  I 
believe  a  blessing  rested  on  his  faithful  endeavours,  and  the 
number  of  communicants  at  the  New  Year's  celebration  was 
certainly  increased,  both  males  and  females. 

I  have  delivered  courses  of  sermons  on  the  following  topics  : — 
*'The  Arch  of  Faith,"  *' Night  Scenes  of  the  Bible,"  on  "The 
Lord's  Prayer,"  and  during  last  Lent  on  "The  Prodig^  Son." 
Eight  notices  of  the  Holy  Communion  have  been  given ;  there 
have  been  five  celebrations,  and  the  average  number  of  communi- 
cants has  been  five.  During  the  official  year  four  infants  have 
also  been  baptized  in  the  prison  chapel  and  one  privately. 

The  education  of  the  prisoners  has  been  duly  carried  on  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  issued  to  that  end. 

Every  prisoner,  male  and  female,  is  seen  and  tested  in  reading, 
writing,  and  arithmetic.  Those  under  40  years  of  age  with 
sentences  of  three  months  and  over  undergo  a  more  detailed 
examination  at  my  hands  and  are  classified  accordingly.  Juveniles 
and  juvenile-adults,  whatever  the  length  of  sentence,  I  personally 
examine,  and  the  results  are  entered  on  the  records.  ^ 

The  schoolmasters  have  shown  commendable  diligence  in 
carrying  out  their  duties  and  have  been  willing  helpers.  The 
schoolmistress  is  most  painstaking  and  never  disheartened, 
although  the  material  she  has  to  work  upon  is  as  a  rule  here  more 
difi&cult  than  the  men. 

All  prisoners  are  seen  on  admission  and  discharge,  and  the 
cellular  visitation  is  carried  0x1%  to  tl^e  utn^ost  of  my  ability.    The 
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Extraoti,     number  of  interviews  I  have  had  on  all  and  sundry  occasions,  as 

C^pl»itt*«    copied  from  the  Chaplain's  journal^  is  15,535.    I  have  always 

^^^      been  received,  both  by  men  and  women,  with  every  respect,  and 

outwardly  my  monitions  are  invariably  received  with  all  due 

attention. 

The  prisoners  who  are  sick  or  confined  to  hospital  are  seen 
daily  as  well  as  those  under  punishment. 

Prayers  are  said  with  the  patients,  and  when  the  opportunity 
is  fitting,  a  brief  address  as  welL 

I  often  find  that  a  man  who  has  been  in  the  hospital  shows 
evidence  of  being  softened,  and  has  a  thankful  remembrance  of 
the  skill  and  kindness  tendered  him  while  an  inmate,  and  departs 
with  an  evident  appreciation  of  the  efforts  made  on  his  behalf. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  carries  on  its  valuable 
operations  with  undiminished  vigour  and  success. 

The  benevolent  and  able  secretary,  Mr.  Brough,  J.P.,  is 
indefatigable  in  the  work,  and  he  is  ably  seconded  by  the  agent 
for  each  division  of  this  large  county. 

The  working  in  all  ways  is  most  harmonious ;  and  not  infre- 
quently we  are  cheered  by  a  grateful  letter  from  some  one  of  the 
recipients  recording  his  obligation  to  the  benefits  afforded  him. 

I  must  here  mention  the  very  great  services  rendered  to  the 
female  portion  of  our  community  by  the  sisters  from  the  County 
Industrial  Home — ^a  branch  of  the  House  of  Mercy  at  Horbury. 

Their  visitations  are  most  regular  and  much  appreciated  and 
carried  on  unostentatiously,  but  with  much  zeal,  discretion,  and 
earnestness.  I  am  especially  indebted  to  them  for  the  lectures 
which  among  their  many  other  duties  they  prepared  and  delivered 
to  a  selected  number  of  female  prisoners.  During  1905  they 
have  spoken  on  the  following  subjects :— Courage,  cleanliness, 
temperance,  hope  as  characteristic  of  true  womanliness,  work, 
rest,  and  recreation  as  aids  to  health ;  health,  cleanliness  and 
regular  habits  as  further  aids,  common  ailments  and  their 
remedies.  The  sisters  too  are  always  ready  to  receive  any  special 
case  that  seeks  help  at  their  hands,  and  in  case  of  transfers, 
to  act  as  correspondents  with  the  lady  visitor  at  the  conmiittal 
prison. 

I  must  add  my  testimony,  in  conclusion,  to  the  never  failing 
kindness  and  help  I  am  the  daily  recipient  of  in  my  work  from 
every  officer  disciplinary  or  otherwise  in  prison.  The  Governor 
seconds  my  efforts  in  every  possible  way  and  is  always  ready  and 
willing  to  help  in  any  direction.  All  the  staff  likewise  do  all  in 
their  power  to  assist  my  work,  and  I  most  cheerfully  embrace 
this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness.

Report. 


The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  and  there 
has  been  no  epidemic  of  any  kind. 

There  was  one  case  of  suicide,  that  of  a  convict  who  committed 
suicide  by  hanging  within  a  few  days  after  reception  here ;  there 
were  fonr  attempts  at  suicide,  two  feigned,  one  genuine,  and 
one  doubtful. 

All  prisoners  have  been  carefully  examined  before  being 
classified  for  labour. 

The  dietary,  bedding,  clothing,  ventilation,  heating,  and  sanitary 
arrangements  have  been  satisfactory. 

Special  attention  has  been  paid  to  those  prisoners  suffering 
from  tuberculosis,  and  also  to  the  mentally  defective. 

The  marked  cases  among  the  latter,  nine  in  number,  have  been 
reported  to  the  police,  and  either  handed  over  to  their  friends  or 
sent  to  the  workhouse  on  discharge. 

In  addition,  10  convicts,  who  showed  signs  of  mental  defect 
during  their  separate  confinement,  were  transferred  to  Parkhurst.

The  state  and  discipline  of  the  prison  dnring  the  past  year  have 
been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good.  Although  there 
were  350  reports  against  male  prisoners,  165,  or  nearly  one  half, 
of  these  were  for  idleness  at  oakum  picking. 

The  privilege  of  part  payment  of  fines  is  still  much  appreciated. 
During  the  year  111  prisoners  were  released  on  part  payment 
The  full  fine  was  paid  in  19  cases  only. 

All  prisoners  eligible  for  associated  labour  are  so  employed. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  continues  to  work 
well.  There  were  no  committals  to  the  first  division  during  the 
year. 

Out  of  a  total  number  of  302  prisoners  sentenced  to  simple 
imprisonment,  four  only  were  committed  to  the  second  division. 

The  total  number  of  convicted  prisoners  received  during  the 
year  was  2,129  (males  1,637,  females  492).  Out  of  this  number, 
1,768  (males  1,337,  females  431,  or  83  per  cent.)  received  sentences 
not  exceeding  one  month. 

Most  of  the  prisoners  awaiting  trial  have  taken  advantage  of 
,  the  opportunities  given  them  to  work. 

The  prisoners  at  hard  labour  in  the  first  stage  have  been 
employed  at  oakum  picking.  Admiralty  coal-sack  making,  and 
wood  chopping. 

The  prisoners  in  the  industrial  labour  class  have  been  employed 
at  knitting,  mail-bag  making,  making  and  painting  seamen's  bags, 
mat  making,  weaving  shirting,  gardening,  needlework,  laondry 
work,  and  repairing  prison  clothing,  shoes,  bedding,  and  utensik 

The  garden  crops  have  been  fair. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment. 

The  supply  of  water  is  sufficient  and  the  quality  good* 
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The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  has  been  found  snfflcient 
for  all  requirements. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  order. 

Fi^e  practice  has  been  regularly  carried  out— the  fire  appliances 
are  in  good  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  contractors'  supplies  have  been  satisfactory. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  continues  its  good  work^ 
and  every  application  for  assistance  is  carefully  considered  by  the 
sub-committee. 

Lectures  on  various  useful  and  interesting  subjects  have  been 
given  by  the  lady  visitors  to  the  female  prisoners. 

All  prisoners  between  the  ages  of  16  and  21 — ^juvenile-adults — 
are  specially  treated  in  accordance  with  the  new  rules  for  this 
class. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

To  the  best  of  my  belief  the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government 
of  the  prison  have  been  complied  with  in  every  instance,  except 
in  such  cases  as  have  been  distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought  under 
the  notice  of,  a  Commissioner.

The  two  Snnday  and  the  daily  services  have  been  duly  carried 
out.  A  short  address  is  given  every  Thursday  morning.  The 
conduct  of  the  prisoners  is  encouraging  and  it  is  most  inspiring  to 
see  the  interest  taken  in  the  choral  portions  of  the  service.  Nor 
should  I  omit  to  mention  the  appreciation  they  show  of  our 
addresses.  The  daily  chapel  is  a  bright  opening  to  a  day  of 
routine  and  is  of  the  greatest  value  to  our  population.  While  we 
need  a  new  chapel  we  are  thankful  for  the  improvements  lately 
brought  about.    The  place  is  beautifully  clean  and  most  tastefully 

decorated. 

» 
In  addition  to  seeing  all  on  reception  and  discharge,  the  men 
are  seen  at  regular  intervals  in  their  cells.  Next  in  importance  to 
our  work  in  chapel  comes  cellular  visitation.  Here  we  are  dis- 
covering more  and  more,  that  what  men  need  is  a  fresh  start  in 
life  under  hopeful  conditions.  Here  we  are  helped  most  cordiplly 
by  the  Captain  of  our  Local  Church  Army  Home  who  co-operates 
with  us  and  renders  us  most  valuable  service.  The  home  not  only 
affords  a  temporary  shelter,  but  its  religious  tone  has  been  the 
means  of  carrying  on  impressions  gained  in  prison. 

Educational  work  is  duly  and  excellently  carried  on.  We  are 
also  trying  to  pay  extra  attention  to  juvenile-adults  by  providing 
every  week  lectures  on  moral  subjects.  No  doubt  this  is  doing 
good,  but  the  only  real  method  is  putting  these  lads  in  some  work 
on  their  discharge. 

The  excellent  lady  visitors  are  doing  their  work  well.  They 
have  arranged  several  lectures  ou  moral  and  household  subjects. 
They  work  under  my  direction  and  their  help  is  invaluable. 

The  Chaplains  continue  to  receive  from  the  prison  staff  every 
assistance.  Our  work  is  made  light  and  easy  by  their  constant 
desire  to  co-operate  with  up  in  our  attempt  to  rescue  and  raise  our 
&llen  brothera  and  sisters.

The  state  aad  discipline  of  the  prison  dnring  the  past  year  have 
been  satis&tctory. 

The  daily  average  number  of  prisoners  has  slightly  decreased, 
being  104  males  and  19  females,  compared  with  109  males  and 
27  females  the  previous  year. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  works  well. 

There  have  been  21  offenders  ordered  to  be  placed  in  the  second 
division ;  the  previous  year  there  were  23. 

There  have  been  73  placed  in  star  class ;  the  previous  year  the 
number  was  134.  No  prisoners  of  the  first  division  have  been 
received. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  very 
satisfactory. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

The  privilege  of  earning  remission  has  a  great  influence  on 
prisoners  who  by  the  length  of  their  sentences  are  enabled  to  profit 
by  it 

There  has  been  one  case  of  corporal  punishment  for  an  assault 
on  an  officer. 

There  has  been  no  escape.  One  insane  prisoner,  while  await- 
ing trial  for  wilful  murder,  broke  away  from  his  guard  and  gave 
the  officers  an  exciting  chase  over  the  roofs  ;  he  was  recaptured 
and  brought  safely  to  the  ground. 

Advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  part  payment  of  fines ;  96 
prisoners  have  thus  obtained  their  release ;  this  is  an  increase  of 
seven  upon  last  year. 

A  new  16-manual  fire  engine  has  been  purchased,  and  this, 
together  with  the  other  fire  appliances  are  quite  sufficient.  These 
are  all  in  proper  working  order  and  the  supply  of  water  is 
adequate. 

A  telephonic  connection  has  been  fixed  between  the  prison  and 
the  police  station,  and  found  to  be  a  great  convenience.

—  The    supplies   from  the   contractors    have    been    good  and

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  has  been  sufficient  to 
meet  requirements. 

The  Borstal  system  has  been  adopted  for  all  offenders  (16  to  21) 
committed  to  prison,  so  far  as  relates  to  strict  segregation  from 
adults,  physical  exercise,  drill,  &c.,and  the  Commissioners'  instruc- 
tions as  to  the  working  of  this  system  have  my  earnest  attention. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has,  as  usual,  helped  all 
deserving  cases.  Special  efforts  are  made  to  obtain  boys  and 
juvenile-adults  suitable  employment  on  discharge,  for  there  is  no 
doubt  that  many  lads  drift  into  idleness  and  crime  through  want 
of  some  fostering  care. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and 
the  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been 
complied  with  in  every  instance.

Beport. 


The  daily  services  in  our  prison  chapel  have  been  regularly 
and  duly  performed  during  the  past  year.  On  Sundays,  sermons 
have  been  preached  at  both  the  morning  and  afternoon  services, 
and  to  vary  the  daily  services  I  read  part  of  the  Commination 
Service  on  Wednesdays  with  a  short  address,  and  on  Fridays  the 
Litany  is  read.  Two  services  with  sermons  were  held  on 
Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday.  The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners 
in  chapel  has  always  been  very  good,  and  the  way  in  wMch  they 
join  in  the  service  is  truly  very  encouraging.  Their  singing 
especially  is  marked  by  great  fervour  and  heartiness  ;  in  fact  it  is 
really  excellent.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  five 
times  during  the  year  with  an  average  of  about  six  communicants. 

The  prisoners  on  reception  and  discharge  have  been  regularly 
visited.  I  also  examine  all  prisoners  on  reception,  and  also  those 
eligible  for  instruction  into  their  several  standards  where  they  are 
further  instructed  by  the  schoolmaster,  who  performs  his  duties 
creditably.  My  daily  visitation  has  been  accompanied  by  the 
greatest  i*espect  and  attention  on  the  part  of  the  prisoners.  The 
sick  have  been  daily  visited,  and  to  the  juvenile  offenders  I  have 
given  my  special  care. 

Captain  Davey,  of  the  Church  Army,  held  a  four  days'  mission 
in  July,  and,  I  think,  with  great  success. 

On  March  30th  we  were  highly  privileged  by  a  visit  from  the 
Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  who  gave  the  prisoners  a  most 
appropriate  and  impressive  address.  It  was  manifest  that  several 
prisoners  were  deeply  affected  during  his  discourse.  His  lordship 
was  highly  pleased  with  the  service,  and  the  hearty  manner  in 
which  the  prisoners  took  part. 

I  may  also  add  that  the  lady  visitor  gives  a  lecture  once  a 
month  to  the  female  prisoners,  but  lately  she  has  not  been  able  to 
do  so  owing  to  ill-health. 

I  beg  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Oovemor  and  the  whole  staff 
of  officers  for  kindly  assistance  rendered  to  me  in  the  discharge 
of  my  duties.

The  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

There  was  one  case  of  enteric  fever  contracted  before  admission. 
He  made  a  satis&ctory  recovery.  No  other  cases  of  infections 
disease  appeared. 

There  was  no  snicide  nor  attempt  at  suicide,  and  no  death. 

Two  prisoners  were  released  on  medical  grounds. 

There  was  one  prisoner  (female)  discharged  as  insane  to  Aber- 
gavenny Asylnm,  and  one  prisoner  (male)  awaiting  his  trial  for 
murder  was  found  to  be  insane  and  un.^t  to  plead  at  the  Winter 
Court  of  Assize. 

The  sanitary  condition,  drainage,  ventilation,  and  water  supply 
are  excellent. 

The  food  is  sufBcient  in  quantity  and  quality. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient,  and  suitable  to  all 
requirements. 

Each  prisoner  has  been  ^^aref ully  examined  as  to  his  physical 
and  mental  condition  and  freedom  from  infectious  or  contagious 
uisease  before  being  apportioned  labour  or  admitted  to  the  prison 
proper. 

The  health  of  the  prison  staff  has  been  good. 

The  heating  apparatus  in  the  male  prison  is  in  good  working 
order  and  a  sufficient  and  equable  temperature  has  been 
maintained.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  state  of  the  prison  for  the  past  year  has  been  satisfactory. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  numbers  committed  to  the 
prison  of  aboat  500,  due  most  probably  to  a  slight  improvement 
of  trade  and  increased  opportunity  for  employment 

Discipline  has  been  properly  maintained,  and  though  the 
number  of  reports  has  been  large,  there  has  been  no  very  serious 
breach  of  discipline,  and  the  majority  of  reports  have,  as  usoal, 
been  incurred  by  short  sentenced  prisoners  for  idleness,  neglecting 
to  keep  clean  cells,  and  mild  insubordination. 

I  repeat  what  I  said  last  year,  that  short  sentences  for  cases  of 
habitual  vagrancy  are  useless  as  a  deterrent,  and  a  waste  of  public 
funds.  Vagrancy  sliows  no  real  decrease,  notwithstanding  the 
increased  activity  of  the  police,  and  the  same  men  are  still  being 
repeatedly  committed  for  the  same  offences  in  the  same  way  as 
last  year.  Morally  speaking  they  are  more  degraded,  and  as  this 
sort  of  treatment  goes  on  they  only  become  worse  and  less  capable 
of  work  or  reform. 

The  sub-division  of  offenders  shows  no  advance  on  last  year. 
In  fact  so  little  is  the  power  of  the  Courts  exercised  in  this 
respect  that  when  it  is  it  only  causes  embarrassment  in  the  matter 
of  providing  the  whole  treatment  intended  by  the  Act  and  the 
Secretary  of  State's  rules,  and  even  occasions  some  hardship 
on  the  prisoners  so  classified.  The  numbers  being  so  few  it 
is  not  possible  to  work  them  in  association,  and  Division  II. 
prisoners  (only  44  were  committed  throughout  the  year) 
have  had  frequently  to  work  in  more  or  less  solitude,  and 
thus  the  special  classification,  which  has  for  its  object  the 
more  suitable  and  somewhat  ameliorated  treatment,  is  rend^^ 
abortive. 

With  this  exception  I  think  the  changes  of  the  Act  of  1898 
continue  to  prove  beneficial  in  every  way. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  corporal  punishment,  and  it  has 
been  necessary  to  bring  only  a  very  few  prisoners  before  the 
Visiting  Committee  chAiged  with  the  graver  forms  of  prison 
offences. 

Remission  of  sentence  is  the  most  useful  and  powerful  factor 
for  good  conduct  and  industry. 
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A  class  of  juTenile-adnlts,  condncted  on  the  lines  of  the  Borstal     Bxtnots. 
system,  i^^  segregation,  lectures,  and  regular  drills,  has  been    QovernoA 
carried  out  for  the  past  12  months.    As  I  reported  last  year,  the      Rep^ 
good  effect  of  the  drilling  is  very  apparent,  and  the  lads  are 
discharged  in  most  cases  in  better  physical  condition  than  when 
they  were  received  ;  but  as  regards  the  effort  made  in  the  direc- 
tion of  their  moral  improvement  by  admonition  and  work,  it  is 
more  difficult  to  speak,  the  effect  on  the  few  who  have  been  any 
appreciable  period  under  the  system  time  alone  will  show.    That 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  improve  and  develop  this  system 
needs  no  comment,  it  mast  be  right. 

But  what  militates  most  against  a  scheme  on  these  lines,  and 
makes  it  in  many  cases  quite  useless,  is  the  short  sentenca. 
Short  sentences  are  frequently  given  in  consideration  of  youth ; 
a  magistrate  may  be  actuated  by  promises  or  hopes  of  amendment, 
or  that  a  mild  sentence  may  act  as  a  caution — he  wishes  to  be 
merciful,  &c. — but  experience  teaches  one  that  this  is  a  fallacy. 
What  possible  good  can  it  do  to  a  youth  to  be  committed  to  prison 
for  seven  or  14  days,  or  even  two  or  three  months ;  nine  times  out 
of  ten  it  only  makes  him  indifferent  and  callous.  I  can  only  say 
that  in  most  cases  I  regard  short  sentences  as  senseless,  cruel,  and 
wrong.  I  submit  that  the  offence  of  a  youth  is,  either  through  its 
gravity  or  repetition,  sufficiently  serious  to  justify  his  committal 
for  a  term  long  enough  to  develop  better  habits  and  character  in 
him,  or  it  is  the  offence  of  youth  and  should  be  treated  as  such. 
I  do  not  suggest  in  what  way,  but  he  should  not  be  sent  to  prison, 
and,  so  to  speak,  thrust  across  the  rubicon  of  respectability, 
his  public  reputation  lost,  and  with  it  frequently  all  desire 
or  inclination  to  keep  within  the  law  in  the  future.  Short 
sentences  only  seem  to  bring  about  the  worst  results  of  having 
been  in  prison — loss  of  character,  self-respect,  and  indifference 
to  prison. 

The  discipline  undergone  is  of  too  short  duration  to  be  anything 
more  than  a  temporary  inconvenience ;  admonition  is  thrown 
away,  no  good  habit  can  be  inculcated,  no  evil  habit  eradicated. 
The  short  sentence  is  merely  an  easily  administered  and  mistaken 
form  of  punishment.  Take  a  poor  waif,  an  underfed  ill-clad 
product  of  city  slums,  sent  to  prison  for  some  petty  theft,  or  it 
may  be  for  playing  football  in  the  street,  or  gaming  in  the  street ; 
in  prison  he  only  experiences  the  comfort  of  clean  surroundings 
and  clothes,  warmth  and  good  food  :  the  labour  he  can  be  put  to  is 
restricted,  in  many  cases  he  is  both  physically  and  mentally 
incapable  of  labour  in  its  real  sense. 

In  sentences  under  six  months  it  is  not  in  common  reason  to  be 
expected  that  any  permanent  good  can  be  done.  Training  in  any 
sense  requires  the  element  of  time. 

As  an  instance  of  the  lack  of  method  or  any  guiding  principle 
in  awarding  punishment  to  young  offenders,  I  submit  the  record 
of  a  youth  now  in  custody.

He  is  fit  for  hard  labour ;  he  is  now  20  years  of  age  ;  seeme 
absolutely  callous  and  indifferent,  so  much  so  that  he  laughs 
when  his  record  is  referred  to. 

The  change  made  in  the  latter  part  of  last  year  by  diverting 
the  female  prisoners  committed  to  this  prison  to  the  neighbouring 
prisons  of  Leeds,  Hull,  and  Derby,  and  converting  the  female 
prison  for  the  reception  of  male  convicts  undergoing  the  last 
year  of  their  sentences  of  penal  servitude,  works  satisfactorily. 
There  has  been  ample  employment  for  them  of  a  useful  natare, 
and  their  conduct  has  been  good.  The  buildings  they  occupy 
being  some  distance  from  the  main  prison,  they  are  entirely 
separated  from  the  other  prisoners. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  or  attempted  escapes. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  staff  has  been  very  good. 

Hard  labour  in  the  first  stage  has  been  carried  out  by  Admiralty 
coal-sack  making,  mat  making  with  heavy  beater,  and  oakum 
picking.  Prisoners  in  other  stages  have  been  employed  in  mail- 
bag  making,  projectile  and  cartridge  bag  making,  bookbinding, 
coir  brush  naaking,  carpentry,  tin  and  zinc  work,  smithing, 
painting,  cotton  and  hemp  sorting  and  picking,  mat  making 
(horse  mats,  door  mats  and  wool  mats),  boot  and  shoe  making, 
tailoring  and  needlework,  twine  spinning,  weaving  by  hand 
and  power  looms  (canvas,  huckaback,  and  cloth) ;  knitting, 
wood  chopping,  foundry  work,  gardening,  and  labouring  on 
drains  and  buildings. 

The  condition  of  the  prison  walls  and  buildings  is  satis- 
&ctory 
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The  fire  appliances  are  all  in  good  order,  and  are  now  fitted      fatraote^ 
with  spring  couplings  of  the  same  pattern  as  those  used  by  the    ^2?JS[* 
City  Brigade,  so  that  in  case  of  need  they  could  render  help.  JZT

The  monthly  weighing  of  prisoners  has  been  regularly  carried 
out  and  continues  to  show  satisfactory  results. 

The  contractors*  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered,  with  the  exception  of  certain  cases  which  have  been 
reported  and  remedied. 

Prisoners  awaiting  trial  for  one  month  and  over  have  all 
been  afforded  an  opportunity  of  employment  and  earning 
money.  The  total  amount  paid  to  them  during  the  year  was 
£70  9«.  9d. 

The  amount  paid  to  debtors  for  work  done  was  £99  lbs.  M. 

The  rules  for  the  government  of  prisons  have,  to  the  best  of  my 
belief,  been  complied  with,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been 
reported  to  a  Commissioner.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


The  services  hjave  been  conducted  as  usual  in  the  two  chapels, 
and  sermons  preached  twice  on  the  Siindays,  also  a  service  in  the 
hospital  on  Sunday,  with  address  or  reading,  except  when  away 
on  leave. 

Among  those  who  have  preached  to  the  prisoners  we  have  had 
the  Lord  Bishop  of  Wakefield  and  the  Venerable  Archdeacon  of 
Huddersfield. 

The  lectures  for  the  juvenile-adults  have  been  in  progress  for 
some  long  period,  and  a  very  considerable  number  of  clergy  have 
given  their  services  in  addressing  these  youths. 

For  the  most  part,  the  sentences  of  these  lads  is  of  such  a  short 
duration  that  the  mode  of  treatment  has  hardly  had  a  fair  trial. 
A  good  deal,  however,  has  been  done  to  help  them  on  their 
discharge,  but  if  the  funds  allowed,  much  more  might  be 
accomplished. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  done  useful  work 
during  the  year ;  the  help  given  is  carefully  administered ;  there  is 
a  monthly  meeting  of  the  society,  and  a  weekly  meeting  of  the 
sub-committee  each  Saturday.  We  have  a  very  capable  agent, 
who  does  his  work  in  a  very  thorough  manner. 

A  very  considerable  number  of  prisoners  are  sent  to  labour 
homes,  and  often  with  good  results.

The  general  health  of  the  prison  has  been  good,  and  there  have 
been  only  four  deaths  with  an  average  population  of  841. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  in  the  prison,  and  no  case  of 
small-pox  in  the  neighbourhood  since  November  of  last  year. 

There  have  been  eight  cases  of  attempted  suicide ;  one,  I 
believe,  was  genuine,  and  due  to  the  fear  of  a  possible  sentence 
of  penal  servitude.  The  others  were  all  feigned.  There  has 
been  no  death  from  suicide. 

All  prisoners  have  been  carefully  examined  before  being  passed 
for  hard  labour. 

The  diet  and  bedding  have  been  of  good  quality  and  sufficient. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  reconstruction  of  the 
drainage. 

My  thanks  are  due,  as  usual,  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
for  allowing  me  to  submit  specimens  of  morbid  products  to  their 
bacteriological  department  for  examination  and  report. 

Attention  has  been  paid  generally  to  the  heating  of  the  prison.

31st  March,  1906,  have  been  good. 

Offenders  of  the  first  division  are  not  detained  here. 

There  have  been  received  224  offenders  ordered  to  be  placed  in 
second  division — similar  offenders  last  year,  216. 

210  men  have  been  put  in  the  star  class.  Last  year  181  were  so 
treated. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  is  in  my  opinion  a  very  great  aid 
to  the  snpport  of  discipline.

C^plain^i 
Report. 


During  the  year  ending  March  Slst,  1906,  there  has  been  no 
deviation  from  the  regular  routine  of  daily  seryices  in  the  chapel 
and  hospital 

There  were  nine  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  Church  Army  conducted  an  eight  days'  mission  from  the 
24th  to  the  31st  December,  1905. 

In  addition  to  the  interviews  with  all  prisoners  immediately 
after  their  reception  and  before  their  discharge,  I,  with  the 
Assistant  Chaplain,  have  made  6,475  cell  to  cell  visits,  and  1,538 
visits  to  prisoners  who,  for  various  reasons,  have  asked  to  see 
the  Chaplain. 

The  complete  absence  of  complaints  with  reference  to  books 
abundantly  testifies  that  the  library  is  well  supplied,  and  that  the 
system  of  distribution  is  very  satisfactory.  This  result  is 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  regulations  which  now  govern  the 
supply  of  library  books  and  their  distribution. 

The  juvenile-adults  have  had  our  very  particular  attention,  as 
also  that  of  the  committee  of  the  Surrey  and  South  London 
Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  which  has  at  the  weekly  meetings  carefully 
questioned  the  juvenile-adults  as  to  their  prospects  on  discharge, 
and  in  all  cases  has  rendered  assistance  where  it  was  at  all  likely 
to  be  beneficial. 

The  Visiting  Committee  (in  co-operation  with  the  Governor  and 
Chaplain)  has  arranged  a  series  of  weekly  lectures  on  various 
subjects  of  an  interesting  and  useful  character.  We  have  been 
very  fortunate  in  securing  many  good  lecturers. 

Our  Aid  Society  has  given  much  time  and  thought  to  the  1,803 
prisoners  who  during  the  past  year  have  asked  for  assistance. 

Valuable  aid  in  this  work  has  been  given  by  the  Royal  Society, 
Church  Army,  Salvation  Army,  and  St.  Giles's  Mission. 

The  Church  Army  has,  as  hitherto,  rendered  much  assistance  to 
the  wives  and  families  of  prisoners.  The  grants  from  the  Sheriffs' 
Fund  have  been  most  useful  to  the  Chaplain  in  helping  prisoners 
on  their  discharge. 

Letters  received  from  ex-prisoners  and  interviews  with  them 
testify  that  in  many  cases  the  assistance  given  by  the  different 
Aid  Societies  has  done  much  towards  re-establishing  and  enabling 
them  to  keep  out  of  prison.

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  fairly  good.

Goyernors 
Report 


The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  staff  has  been  good. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good,  and  the  reports 
generally  trivial. 

The  number  of  receptions  has  been  2,445,  as  against  2,244  of 
the  previous  year. 

The  power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  continues  to  be  a  great 
inducement  to  work  and  good  behaviour. 

The  privilege  of  the  part  payment  of  fines  is  carefully  explained 
on  reception  to  all  to  whom  it  applies,  but  it  is  not  often  taken 
advantage  of. 

Associated  labour  has  been  carried  out  in  the  corridors  and  the 
garden,  and  at  building  work. 

First  stage  hard  labour  has  consisted  of  wood  chopping,  coal-sack 
making,  oakum  picking,  and  pumping. 

Industrial  labour  consisted  of  mail-bag  and  hammock  making, 
paunch-mat  making,  sack  mending,  repairing,  gardening,  and 
wood  bundling.  Latterly  an  experiment  has  been  tried  of  making 
mats  out  of  rattan  cane  for  a  contractor,  with  what  result  is  yet 
unknown.  Work  for  females  has  been  sewing  and  laundry 
work. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  triple  division  of  offenders  continues  to  act  well. 

There  have  been  one  prisoner  of  the  first  division  and  four  of 
the  second. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape. 

There  has  been  one  death  among  the  prisoners  during  the 
year. 

There  has  been  one  corporal  punishment. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  have  been  good  and  sufEloient.

OhftpUdn*s 
Report. 


The  services  have  been  held  in  the  chapel  daily,  and  twice  on 
Sundays,  also  on  the  great  festivals  and  on  Good  Friday,  with 
sermons,  addresses,  and  instructions. 

The  chapel  has  been  appropriately  decorated  for  festivals. 

The  singing  has  greatly  improved  since  the  appointment  of  the 
new  organist. 

There  has  been  a  weekly  celebration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion for  those  in  quarters ;  my  wish  is  to  have  a  monthly 
celebration  for  prisoners,  but  this  is  not  always  possible,  great 
care  having  to  be  exercised  in  admitting  prisoners  to  the  Holy 
Communion. 

The  following  clergy  have  kindly  assisted  me : — ^The  Revs. 
Canon  Rivington,  Canon  Toovey,  G.  Hensley,  R.  C.  J.  B.  Colthuret, 
and  G.  Jordan.  My  thanks  are  specially  due  to  the  Rev.  R.  C.  J. 
B.  Colthurst,  who  is  much  interests  in  prison  work  and  always 
most  ready  to  help  in  any  way. 

The  organist  and  members  of  the  choir  of  St.  Mary's  have 
kindly  given  their  services  at  Christmas,  Easter,  and  at  the  Harvest 
Festival. 

The  Church  Army  conducted  an  eight  days'  mission  in  the 
prison  ;  the  missioner  visited  prisoners  in  their  cells. 

The  conduct  of  prisoners  in  chapel,  both  male  and  female, 
has  been  most  excellent;  clergy  who  have  assisted  me  have 
remarked  on  the  reverence  and  interest  shown,  and  the 
heartiness  of  the  singing.  From  letters  received  from  ex- 
prisoners  I  gather  that  lasting  impressions  for  good  have  been 
made  in  some  cases. 

The  routine  work  of  my  department  has  been  carried  on  in 
accordance  with  your  instructions. 

I  have  interviewed  prisoners  on  admission  and  discharge; 
cellular  visitation  has  been  daily  carried  on ;  the  sick  have  been 
regularly  visited,  also  punishment  cases,  and  applications  have 
been  attended  to.

The  school  work  has  been  carried  on  to  my  satisfaction. 
The  instruction  thus  given  is  regarded  by  prisoners  as  a  real 
privilege,  and  is  undoubt(jdly  most  beneficial. 

I  have  been  greatly  helped  by  the  labours  of  the  lady  visitors. 
Mrs.  Mason  gives  a  lecture  every  month  to  the  women  on  some 
subject  of  practical  utility  ;  these  lectures  have  been  listened 
to  with  great  interest  by  the  women.  Miss  Oxley,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Leamington  Home  for  Friendless  Girls,  holds 
a  Bible  class  for  the  women  once  a  fortnight.  Miss  Oxley 
has  had  exceptional  experience,  and  her  services  I  regard  as 
most  valuable. 

The  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society  has  dealt  with  many 
most  satisfactory  cases  during  the  year ;  the  method  of  working 
from  a  centre  with  three  agents  located  in  the  neighbour- 
hoods where  most  of  our  prisoners  are  drawn  from  answers 
admirably. 

A  very  regrettable  feature,  and  a  most  disheartening  one  for 
Chaplains,  is  the  number  of  prisoners,  male  and  female,  who 
return  to  prison  to  serve  short  sentences  with  the  utmost 
regularity. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  no  adequate  means  at  our 
disposal  for  dealing  with  these  cases.  As  prisoners,  the 
members  of  this  class  are  mostly  civil,  contented,  and, 
especially  in  the  case  of  females,  hardworking.  On  discharge 
they  immediately  revert  to  their  former  habits  and  are  re- 
committed for  drunkenness  or  immorality,  returning  with 
the  usual  ineffective  and  senseless  sentence — seven  days  to 
a  month.  This  is  positively  demoralising;  it  is  demoralising 
for  a  town  to  have  these  irresponsible,  feeble-minded  degenerates 
in  its  midst ;  it  is  demoralising  to  read  in  local  papers  of  the 
laughter  which  greets  the  appearance  of  some  wretched  semi- 
imbecile  for  the  150th  time.  A  man  of  this  class  said  to  me 
only  the  other  day,  "Why  can't  the  magistrates  put  me  away 
somewhere,  this  life  is  killing  me."  My  experience  is  that 
this  desire  to  be  controlled  is  the  unuttered  wish  of  many  of 
these  poor  creatures,  who  need  not  punishment  but  care,  and  who 
realise  in  a  dim,  inarticulate  way  that  they  are  not  fit,  probably 
never  have  been  fit,  and  never  will  be,  to  live  at  large.  When 
labour  colonies  are  fairly  established,  we  may  hope  confidently 
to  see  no  more  of  these  people  in  prison. 

A  large  proportion  of  our  prisoners  are  workhouse  offenders. 
I  have  taken  some  pains  to  note  and  inquire  into  these  cases. 

Juvenile-AduUs. 

Very  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  care  and  after-care 
of  juvenile-adults. 
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^        The  increased  facilities  for  dealing  with  these  lads  in  prison 
^^^j^  ■    are  particularly  noticeable  and  most  welcome ;  I  may  say  that 
^2^*      many  youths  have  responded  well  to  the  efforts  made  on  their 
behalf. 

Although  the  age  16-21  has  been  rightly  judged  as  a  most 
important  period  during  which  every  possible  means  should  be 
brought  to  bear  to  direct  and  influence,  it  should,  nevertheless, 
be  considered  in  judging  results  that  the  average  juvenile-adult 
offender  is  far  less  impressionable  at  that  age  than  the  average 
public  school  boy,  and  far  more  difficult  to  deal  with ;  probably 
the  lad  has  no  home;  gin  drinking,  '^fag**  smoking,  gambling, 
and  the  desperate  struggle  for  existence  from  the  time  he  was 
a  mere  child  have  made  him,  at  the  age  when  he  comes  to  ns, 
more  or  less  a  manufactured  article.  It  is  necessary  that  this 
should  be  realised  in  order  to  appreciate  the  difficulties  (not 
by  any  means  insurmountable)  which  the  rescue  worker  has 
to  face. 

However  admirable  the  prison  arrangements  may  be  for  deal- 
ing with  these  lads,  they  are  practically  thrown  away  unless  the 
sentences  are  of  sufficient  length,  and  unless  there  is  a  most 
careful  and  thorough  method  of  supervision  on  discharge.  The 
after-care  has  been  a  feature  of  the  work  here  ;  if  a  lad's  environ- 
ment can  be  wholly  changed,  there  is  every  hope  that  the  good 
impressions  gained  while  he  was  serving  his  sentence  may  bear 
fruit.  To  this  end  a  labour  home  will  shortly  be  opened  in 
Warwick  which  presents  certain  novel  features.  It  is  avowedly 
an  experiment,  and  if,  as  I  believe  and  hope,  it  proves  success- 
ful, it  will  supply  a  great  need.  I  may  say  that  it  has  received 
most  generous  support.  Lord  Algernon  Percy  has  kindly  con- 
sented to  serve  as  chairman  of  committee. 

During  the  year  250  juvenile-adults  have  been  received.  Of 
these  231  were  convicted.

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I  have  to    report  that,  with  two  exceptions,  the   juvenile-     Eztnuiti, 
adalt  offenders  have  made  good  progress  in  their  school  work ;    Ohapiain's 
their  behaviour   is  at  all    times    good.      I    have    taken    them      B«P«t» 
in  classes  during  the  week ;   there  is  no  doubt  that  the  great 
majority   of   the    lads  have   improved    considerably  in    every 
way   during    their    detention;    with    many    lads   one*s    work 
seems  to  arouse  dormant  faculties.    They  often  wrice  gratefully 
on  discharge. 

I  venture  to  suggest  that  it  is  most  desirable  for  youths  to  be 
actively  employed  out  of  their  cells ;  the  sack-mending  work  is 
not  to  be  recommended,  as  it  keeps  them  in  a  stooping  crouched 
position,  and  tends  to  undo  the  good  results  of  the  drill ;  more- 
over, sacks  are  dusty  and  unclean ;  digging,  as  an  exercise  and 
form  of  hard  labour,  is  excellent.  I  have  taken  great  pains  to 
address  lads  continually  on  the  care  of  the  body  and  simple  rules 
of  hygiene.  I  think  if  marks  could  be  given,  not  only  for  good 
conduct  and  work,  but  also  specially  for  cleanliness  and  smart- 
ness, it  would  have  a  good  effect  and  tend  to  promote  a  proper 
self-pride.  The  utter  loss  of  self-respect  is  the  most  baffling 
characteristic  of  older  offenders. 

I  train  the  juvenile  offenders  as  a  choir.  I  cannot  truthfully 
report  that  the  results  are  melodious,  but  the  majority  of  the  lads 
take  a  real  and  increasing  interest  in  the  practices,  they  learn  to 
find  their  places  and  follow  the  services  better,  and  the  attempt 
at  voice  production  on  approved  lines,  together  with  constant 
breathing  exercises,  is  undoubtedly  beneficial. 

Juvenile  Offenders. 

Thirteen  juvenile  offenders  have  been  received  during  the 
year.  One  lad  on  remand  was  sent  to  a  reformatory.  Two  lads 
were  recidivists,  the  short  sentences  given  them  rendered  it 
impossible  to  do  much  for  them.  Other  cases  have  been  for  petty 
and  minor  offences. 

Street  hawking  is  exceedingly  bad  for  young  lads.  The  little 
paper  seller  especially  is  almost  doomed  ;  he  becomes,  in  the  nature 
of  the  case,  an  inveterate  little  gambler,  and  from  his  knowledge 
of  the  latest  betting,  he  often  does  a  small  business  on  his  own  as 
a  tipster ;  he  degenerates  into  a  waster,  frequents  the  race-courses, 
and  usually  settles  down  as  a  race-course  thief,  varying  his 
charges  for  thieving  with  minor  commitments  for  travelling 
without  a  ticket — from  my  positive  knowledge  this  is  the  history 
of  many  a  youngster.  We  have  rescued  lads  of  this  class,  but 
they  need  constant  shepherding  for  some  time,  and  are  always 
peculiarly  liable  to  lapse. 

It  is  a  most  welcome  step  that  the  suppression  of  juvenile 
smoking  is  being  considered.  I  may  say  that  the  number 
of  cigarettes  consumed  by  children  is  appalling,  and  fully 
accounts  for  the  pasty  anssmic  look,  lack  of  muscle,  indiges- 
tion, rotten  teeth,  and  deafness  which  characterise  the  average 
street  urchin.

Dnring  the  year  the  general  health  of  prisonera  has  been 
uniformly  good ;  there  have  been  no  epidemics  of  any  kind. 

One  prisoner  died  daring  the  year,  and  also  an  infant  child, 
aged  five  weeks,  belonging  to  a  female  prisoner. 

Three  cases  of  attempted  suicide  occurred  dnring  the  year. 

All  prisoners  have  been  medically  examined  on  reception. 

The  dietary,  bedding,  and  furniture  of  the  prison  have  been 
carefully  attended  to  throughout  the  year ;  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments have  been  adequate ;  the  ventilation  of  the  cells,  corridors, 
and  offices  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  heating  of  the  prison  has  been  efficiently  maintained,  the 
minimum  temperature  of  55°  F.  being  strictly  observed. 

The  general  health  of  the  staff  of  officers  has  been  good.  One 
officer,  however,  has  retired  on  the  grounds  of  ill-health.

The  triple  division  of  offenders  works  well. 

Debtors  having  to  work  at  industrial  labour  is  good,  both  as  a 
benefit  to  themselves  and  the  industries  of  the  prison. 

Awaiting  trial  prisoners  are  given  indnstrial  work  at  their 
own  request,  but  as  they  cannot  be  tasked,  the  output  varies. 

Power  to  earn  remission  of  sentence  has  worked  well ;  it 
acts  as  an  incentive  to.  good  conduct  on  the  one  hand,  and 
as  a  deterrent  on  the  other,  in  that  marks  can  be  forfeited  for 
misconduct. 

Part  payment  of  fines  has  been  taken  advantage  of. 

There  has  been  no  corporal  punishment. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has  been  good. 

There  has  been  no  escape. 

The  conduct  of  the  subordinate  officers  has  been  good. 

Associated  labour  is  much  prized  by  the  prisoners.  Far  better 
work  can  be  done  with  a  larger  output.  The  work  is  carried  out 
in  workshops  and  corridors,  and  with  good  supervision,  works 
well. 

Associated  labour  consisted  of  gardening,  basket  making,  nose- 
bag making,  the  manufacture  of  cartridge  bags,  seamen's  bags, 
hammocks,  seamen's  beds  for  the  Admiralty,  mail-bags  for  t^be 
Post  Office,  twine  spinning,  making  prisoners'  clothing,  re- 
pairing shoes  for  the  prison  service,  coir  cell  brush-making, 
building,  &c. 

First  stage  prisoners  have  been  employed  on  coal-bags,  coal- 
sacks,  wood  chopping,  oakum  picking ;  female  prisoners  at 
tailoring,  repairs,  laundry  work,  needlework,  and  knitting. 

A  very  large  increase  has  been  made  in  the  output  of  the  basket 
industry,  particularly  with  the  strawberry  baskets  (5  lbs.),  the 
Fruit  Growers'  Association  for  Hampshire  having  decided  to  got 
their  baskets  from  this  prison,  and  will  take  as  many  as  can  be 
turned  out  during  the  year.  The  wood-chopping  industry  has 
also  immensely  increased,  and  so  gives  employment  to  many 
prisoners  instead  of  oakum  picking.  Twine  spinning  has  only 
been  started  a  short  time,  but  is  working  well  and  gives  work  to 
the  juvenile-adults. 

The  prison  buildings  are  in  good  order. 
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The  clothing  and  bedding  have  been  found  sufficient  to  meet     Eztraote,

Contractors'  supplies    have  been  good  and  fairly  punctually        

delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  fire  appliances  are  sufficient,  in  proper  working  order,  and 
supply  of  water  adequate. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  prisons  have  been 
complied  with  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  except  in  such  cases 
as  have  been  distinctly  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of, 
a  Commissioner. 

Juvbnilb-Adults. 

A  modified  *' Borstal  system*'  has  been  carried  out  since  the 
middle  of  December,  1905. 

The  Visiting  Committee  and  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society, 
with  a  special  sub-committee  and  one  of  the  society  appointed 
honorary  member  of  the  Borstal  Association,  have  heartily  entered 
into  the  work  and  given  every  assistance  in  their  power.  Eif(hty- 
eight  prisoners  were  received  and  59  have  been  discharged  ;  of 
this  number  41  have  been  helped  after  full  enquiries,  five  were 
not  discharged  from  Army  or  Navy  but  taken  back  by  escort. 
In  two  cases,  at  the  request  of  the  prisoners,  I  wrote  to  their 
commanding  officers,  asking  that  they  should  npt  be  discharged 
although  convicted  of  felony,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  in  both 
instances  I  was  successful ;  eight,  owing  to  short  sentences, 
such  as  seven  days,  or  declining  to  be  helped  or  go  where 
suggested,  had  to  be  discharged ;  two  sent  to  the  Church  Army 
Labour  Home  left  after  a  short  time  to  get  work  on  their  own 
account ;  two  have  been  re-arrested,  and  one  has  been  deported 
out  of  the  country  as  an  alien. 

Letters  have  been  received  from  parents  saying  their  sons  have 
come  home  acd  found  temporary  work,  and  have  expressed 
gratitude  for  what  has  been  done  for  them. 

All  prisoners  are  specially  located  and  kept  apart.  Each  prisoner 
on  reception  is  seen  by  me,  a  case  form  allotted,  and  I  take  down 
the  whole  of  his  past  history  as  far  as  he  can  inform  me.  Letters  are 
then  written  to  parents,  employers  of  labour,  &c.,  to  verify  state- 
ment and  to  obtain  employment  on  discharge.  At  first  he  is 
sceptical,  but  as  soon  as  he  sees  that  it  is  for  his  own  good,  he  will 
give  all  the  information  required,  and  make  a  clean  breast  of  his 
past  life.  No  exception  is  taken  as  to  length  of  sentence,  every 
endeavour  being  made  with  the  seven  days  as  well  as  the  longer 
sentence. 

They  receive  one  hour's  drill  (physical)  daily,  which  materially 
improves  their  general  physique. 

Every  week  a  lecture  is  given  either  by  governor,  chaplain, 
medical  officer,  or  by  someone  outside  the  prison  interested  in  the

work  on  secular  subjects,  viz.,  temperance  (illustrated  by  experi- 
ments), courage,  industry,  first  aid,  &c.  These  lectures  have  been 
attentively  listened  to  with  good  effect 

The  prisoners  sit  together  in  chapel  and  form  the  choir ;  they 
have  choir  practice  once  a  week  under  the  chaplain. 

The  prisoners  eligible  for  associated  labour  are  employed  at 
twine-spinning,  basket  making,  shoemaking,  tailoring,  &e. ;  those 
with  sentences  of  28  days  cannot  be  employed  at  twine-spinning. 
Gardening  will,  if  possible,  be  attempted. 

Strict  discipline,  with  kindness,  has  been  maintained.  Reports 
for  offences  against  prison  rules  are  very  few,  and  the  general 
conduct  has  been  very  good. 

It  is  very  encouraging  to  see  the  effect  the  system  has  on  these 
lads  in  the  difference  of  their  appearance,  their  quick  and  sharp 
movements  instead  of  slouching  about,  and  the  trust  and  con- 
fidence they  put  in  the  officials. 

During  the  short  time  the  system  has  been  in  vogue  at  this 
prison,  it  has  convinced  me  that  it  is  a  good  one,  and  will  be  the 
means  of  preventing  these  young  persons  under  the  age  of  21 
drifting  into  the  professional  criminal  class  if  firmly  but  kindly 
handled,  and  made  to  see  that  they  have  something  to  look 
forward  to  in  the  future.  Time  is  the  great  essential,  and  at 
present,  sentences  are  too  short  to  work  the  change  that  one  would 
like  to  see  in  all  cases. 

To  keep  in  touch  with  these  prisoners  after  discharge,  there  should 
be  associations  in  each  of  the  largo  towns  throughout  the  country ; 
also  they  could  be  the  means  whereby  the  prisoners  could  be 
received  when  sent  to  any  special  employment.  At  present  to 
ensure  a  prisoner  arriving  at  his  destination,  it  is  necessary  to  send 
someone  with  him,  and  that  means  a  large  expense,  which  must 
fall  on  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society.

Extracts. 

Chaplain's 

Bei>ort. 


The  usual  services  in  chapel  have  been  regularly  conducted, 
and  the  usual  interest  taken  and  attention  paid  as  in  former  years. 
There  are  two  sermons  each  Sunday,  whilst  an  address  is  given 
once  during  the  week.  When  Saints'  Days  and  Holy  Days  occur, 
an  address  is  always  given  on  the  teaching  of  the  day.  As 
information  about  these  days  is  often  sought  for  by  prisoners, 
I  find  that  by  giving  a  short  address  it  makes  many  ask  for 
further  information  on  the  subject  of  the  day. 

The  services  are  fully  choral,  and  even  on  week-days  when  we 
have  no  organist,  I  play  the  hymns  and  chants,  but  the  rest  of  the 
service  is  sung  unaccompanied.  On  Good  Friday,  as  in  former 
years,  the  seven  last  words  formed  the  services,  being  interspersed 
with  hymns,  metrical  litanies  (sung  alternately  by  priest  and 
people),  prayers,  and  readings. 

The  choir  has  undergone  a  great  change  during  the  year,  as 
instead  of  the  ordinary  prisoners  constituting  its  members,  it  is 
now  chiefly  composed  of  the  juvenile-adults,  who  generally 
number  about  30.  I  retain  a  few  ordinary  prisoners  as  members 
in  order  to  balance  the  sides. 

The  chapel  is  always  decorated  for  festivals.  Thanks  to  the 
kindness  of  one  of  the  visiting  committee,  Captain  Suckling,  R.N., 
plenty  of  flowers  are  forthcoming  for  Harvest  decorations ;  Mrs. 
Austin-Gourlay  kindly  lends  arums  in  pots  for  Easter,  and  at  other 
times  I  am  given  flowers,  &c.,  for  the  other  festivals.  Through 
Miss  Palmer's  goodness  there  were  plenty  of  primroses  for  Easter 
decorations,  and  an  anonymous  donor  for  the  same  festival  sent  a 
splendid  box  of  white  roses,  tulips,  lilies  of  the  valley,  &c.  I  am 
thankful  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  kindness  of  some  of 
the  officers,  who  have  given  flowers  for  the  altar.  The  matron 
especially  has  of  late  taken  charge  of  this  work,  and  has  supplied 
the  flowers  necessary  for  each  week. 

There  have  been  13  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion,  the 
number  of  communicants  ranging  from  10  to  23. 

The  mission  held  by  the  Rev.  Canon  Braithwaite  during 
December  has  distinctly  left  its  mark  on  many  of  the  prisoners, 
and  I  know  that  even  now  he  receives  letters  from  ex-prisoners 
who  are  far  away  from  England.  Many  who  are  still  in  prison 
speak  to  me  of  that  time,  and  the  good  resolutions  they  have 
made  and  kept  owing  to  the  missioner's  zeal  and  goodness.

I  am  hoping  that  I  shall  be  able  to  have  a  Church  Army  mission 
later  in  the  year. 

With  regard  to  the  schooling,  I  see  that  there  has  been  splendid 
progress  made.  I  visit  the  school  men  almost  daily  during  the 
instruction,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  my  schoolmasters 
take  infinite  pains  and  care  that  not  only  shall  the  men  learn,  but 
also  they  explain  very  clearly  the  methods  and  ways  of  working 
the  sums.  They  are  also  not  content  with  passing  a  man  through 
the  different  standards,  but  are  not  satisfied  unless  they  thoroughly 
ground  the  men  in  their  work,  and  make  them  completely 
proficient. 

The  hospitals  are  visited  daily.  Prayers  and  address  are  given 
every  Sunday,  but  in  the  week  it  is  generally  ordinary  visiting 
and  talking  with  each  man  separately  ;  in  the  female  wing,  how- 
ever, prayers  are  said  there  every  other  day.  The  cellular  sick 
are  seen  daily,  so  also  are  the  receptions,  discharges,  punishments, 
applications,  and  those  under  observation.  I  spend  some  time 
nearly  every  day  in  cell  to  cell  visiting,  so  that  I  know  pretty  well 
every  man  in  the  prison.  The  female  wing  is  visited  throughout 
every  Sunday  morning. 

I  am  most  grateful  to  the  most  zealous  lady  visitors— Mrs. 
Austin-Gk)urlay  and  Miss  Firmstone.  Their  work  is  done  very 
quietly,  but  most  efficiently,  and  they  do  not  hesitate  to  come  np 
to  the  prison  twice  in  a  week,  if  any  cases  should  require  it. 

Although  we  have  lost  through  death  some  of  our  old  sub- 
scribers to  the  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  yet  fresh 
ones  are  coming  in.  During  the  coming  year  we  shall  need 
much  more  money,  owing  to  the  juvenile-adult  scheme,  but 
I  hope  to  interest  the  different  benches  of  magistrates  by  visiting 
them  on  bench  days,  and  so  persuade  many  to  become  interested 
in  the  work  of  the  society.  I  am  informed  that  the  Governor  is 
writing  fully  on  the  juvenile-adult  ccheme,  so  I  only  beg  to  point 
out  that  with  short  sentences  of  7, 14,  or  21  days,  it  is  very  hard 
to  do  much  good  in  such  cases.

Report. 


Daring  the  past  year  there  has  been  no  epidemic. 

One  man  soon  after  reception  developed  diphtheria;  he  was 
promptly  isolated,  and  injected  with  anti-toxin,  and  made  a  good 
recovery.    No  second  case  occurred. 

There  has  been  no  death  by  suicide. 

Four  prisoners,  two  males  and  two  females  attempted  suicide 
during  the  year;  their  attempts  were  in  my  opinion  real. 

All  prisoners  are  carefully  examined  before  being  passed  for 
hard  labour. 

The  dietary  and  bedding  have  been  sufficient  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  is  good,  and  the  general  sanitary 
arrangements  are  satis&ustory. 

Attention  has  been  paid  to  the  heating  of  the  prison  with  a  view 
to  itfl  being  kept  at  a  uniform  temperature.

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  very  satisfactory.  It  gives 
me  great  pleasure  to  record  my  gratitude  for  the  loyal  and 
conscientious  manner  in  which  the  whole  staff  do  their  duty. 

The  various  instructors  carry  out  their  work  very  well  indeed. 

The  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  strictly  kept  up,  and  the 
conduct  of  Uie  prisoners  has  been  good  on  the  whole. 

There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape. 

There  have  been  two  cases  of  corporal  punishment,  both 
inflicted  for  assaulting  officers. 

Associated  labour  is  fully  carried  out. 

The  fire  appliances  are  in  good  order,  and  have  been  improyed 
during  the  year.    The  fire  parties  are  regularly  exercised. 

The  flower  garden  is  a  great  feature,  and  I  am  much  indebted 
to  several  of  the  visiting  magistrates  for  their  gifts  of  plants,  Ac. 

The  supplies  from  the  contractors  have  been  good  and  regularly 
delivered. 

The  clothing  and  bedding  in  store  have  been  sufficient,  ' 

The  buildings  are  in  good  order. 

Male  prisoners  are  employed  in  mat,  rug,  and  nose-bag  making, 
mail-bag  making,  stone  breaking,  wood  chopping,  oakum  and  fibre 
picking,  coir  balling,  sack  mending,  gardening,  building  operations, 
and  cooking. 

Female  prisoners  are  employed  in  washing,  knitting,  and 
needlework. 

The  juvenile-adult  scheme  on  a  modified  scale  is  carried  out 
and  attended  with  much  success.  Their  chief  employment  10 
carpentry,  and  we  endeavour  during  the  short  time  they  are  here, 
to  give  them  a  good  grounding  in  the  elementary  work.  This, 
owing  to  the  excellent  instruction  given  them  by  the  carpenter 
instructor,  has  had  good  results,  several  of  the  lads  having  been 
found  employment  on  discharge,  and  have  kept  it,  and  are  doing 
well. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  ^^f^ 
rules  relating  to  the  government  of  prisons  have  been  complied 
with.

Ohaplain^a 
— —  Report 

The  daily  services  in  the  chapel  have  been  held  unintermptedly 
throughout  the  year.  The  heartiness  of  responses,  reverence  of 
demeanour,  and  respectful,  even  interested,  and  earnest  attention 
to  the  sermons  have  been  encouraging  in  the  highest  degree.' 

Two  or  three  practices  of  singing  have  been  held  weekly  with 
excellent  results,  alike  in  accuracy,  tone,  and  volume. 

The  prisoners  have  been  duly  visited  on  admission  and  dis- 
charge, all  long  sentences  and  special  cases  at  frequent  intervals, 
and  those  sick  or  under  punishment  daily. 

The  Sacrament  of  Holy  Baptism  has  been  administered  four 
times,  and  the  Holy  Communion  celebrated  three  times  throughout 
the  year. 

The  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  administered  the  rite  of 
Confirmation  in  the  prison  chapel  to  a  prisoner  lying  under 
sentence  of  death,  in  December  last.  He  subsequently  received 
the  Holy  Communion,  and  of  his  penitence  we  are  thankful  to  be 
assured. 

Nearly  300  total  abstinence  pledges  have  been  taken  throughout 
the  year. 

A  special  and  encouraging  feature  of  the  work  has  been  the 
adoption  of  a  modified  form  of  the  Borstal  system  with  the 
juvenile-adults.  Special  interest  has  been  taken  in  and  special 
attention  paid  to  them,  with  marked  results.  A  weekly  lecture 
has  been  given  on  subjects  likely  to  interest  and  uplift  them. 
Under  this  heading  we  may  chronicle  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
boys  under  16  has  strikingly  decreased. 

The  educational  work  has  progressed  steadily,  and  excellent 
results  have  been  obtained  through  the  assiduity  and  capacity  of 
the  schoolmaster. 

The  Visiting  Committee,  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society, 
and  lady  visitors  have  all  rendered  unwearied  help,  which  I 
gratefully  acknowledge. 

I  desire  to  put  on  record  the  unusual  support  and  assist- 
ance rendered  me  in  all  ways  by  the  Governor,  whose  vigour, 
insight,  and  thoroughness  in  dealing  with,  and  getting  the  best 
out  of,  the  juvenile-adults  have  been  boih  a  revelation  and  an 
inspiration  to  the  entire  staff  of  the  prison.  To  them  idso  I 
express  my  thanks  for  a  courteous  help  which  has  never  failed. 

The  Chaplain's  work  is  to  sow — ^not  to  reap.  But  there  has 
been  abundant  reason  for  thankfulness  and  hope  in  the  work  of 
4he  past  year.

Report 


The  buildings  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  state  ;  the  fire  appliances 
are  in  good  order  and  are  tested  regularly.  The  water  supply  is 
constant  and  adequate. 

The  officers  and  prisoners  are  frequently  drilled  in  fire  practice. 

The  discipline  of  the  prison  has  been  well  maintained. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers,  with  a  few  exceptions,  has  been 
highly  satisfactory. 

The  prisoners,  as  a  rule,  have  behaved  well.  In  three  cases, 
however,  of  gross  assaults  upon  officers,  corporal  punishment 
had  to  be  inflicted.  This  was  done  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

All  juvenile-adult  prisoners  who  are  not  medically  unfit  for  the 
exercise  are  drilled  twice  a  day  by  a  qualified  instructor. 

I  shall  soon  be  in  the  position  to  employ  a  considerable  number 
of  juvenile-adults  as  carpenters,  tinsmiths,  shoemakers,  and  book- 
binders in  the  new  shops,  which  are  now  being  fitted  up  for  the 
purpose. 

Many  have  at  various  times  applied  to  have  an  opportunity  of 
learning  a  trade,  and  the  opportunity  will,  in  future,  be  afforded 
them. 

A  new  greenhouse,  with  potting  shed,  will  enable  some  of  the 
number  to  be  taught  gardening. 

I  have  found  no  difficulty  with  regard  to  discipline  where  these 
and  other  prisoners  have,  each  in  their  own  classes,  been  working 
in  association. 

No  escape  has  occurred.  One  escape  was  attempted,  but  the 
matter  was  detected  at  the  outset. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  and  bedding  has  always  been  sufficient, 
and  the  supplies  from  contractors  have  been  of  good  quality,  and 
the  deliveries  have  been  punctual. 

All  the  rules  laid  down  for  my  guidance  have  been  complied 
with.

Report. 


Moral  and  Religious  Instructions. — This  branch  of  my  work 
has  been  conscientiously  and  steadily  carried  on  as  in  former 
years,  and  in  this,  as  in  every  other  part  of  my  duties,  I  have  been 
ably  and  willingly  supported  by  the  Assistant  Chaplain. 

I  am  encouraged  to  increased  activity  in  my  spiritual  efforts  by 
the  willing  and  unsolicited  testimony  of  many  prisoners  who 
appreciate  the  instructions  given  and  endeavour  to  carry  into 
practice  the  religious  principle   inculcated.     This  I  gather  not 
only  directly  on  our  personal  contact  with  them  here,  but  also 
indirectly,  and  by  letters  received  from  men  after  their  discharge. 
They  are  sadly  handicapped  in  their  efforts  for  good  when  they 
return  to  their  friends  and  old  surroundings  ;  but  I  am  persuaded 
many  try  and  struggle  to  do  right,  but  it  is  indeed  uphill  work. 
I  speak  more  particularly  of  firat  offenders  and  men  of  the  star 
class.    Fortunately  they  are  in  a  great  minority.    It  must  be  con- 
fessed with  sorrow,  but  it  is  the  simple  truth,  that  to  a  large  propor- 
tion, prison  has  lost  its  terror,  religion  ceases  to  influence,  at  least 
to  any  great  extent,  and  yet  one  never  can  really  tell  what  may  be 
the  ultimate  effect,  for  these  do  read  their  Bibles  and  commit  many 
hymns  to  memory,  and  so  the  "  bread  cast  upon  the  waters  may 
be  seen  after  many  days"  ;  therefore  we  work  on  in  faith,  in  hope, 
and  in  patience.    Upon  the  young  must  the  efforts  be  concentrated 
with  every  prospect  of  success,  provided  always  that  there  is  a 
complete  system  of  direct  after-care  and  friendly  supervision, 
friendly  not  official  supervision,  this  is  the  desideratum,  aid 
where  this  is  done  I  have  a  good  hope  that  a  real  and  lasting 
benefit  will  result  and  the  young  saved  from  leading  a  criminal 
life.    As  regards  the  professional  thief  and  hardened  recidivist, 
after  nearly  thirty  years'  experience  I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion 
that  there  is  nothing  to  be  done  (for  work,  they  will  not)  but  to 
shut  them  up  and  compel  them  to  earn  their  bread. 

In  the  course  of  time  I  anticipate  great  beneficial  results  from 
the  special  treatment  and  training  now  adopted  with  regard  to  the 
younfir ;  it  must  have  a  good  tendency  while  they  are  in  prison 
and  may  be  lasting  if  only  good  influences  be  brought  to  bear 
when  they  leave.  This  is  a  real  difficulty  to  meet  and  grapple 
with.  The  letters  they  receive  and  the  letters  they  write  are  only 
too  painfully  indicative  of  a  very  low  moral  standard,  which  unless 
counteracted  by  higher  and  nobler  influences  will  nullify  to  a 
great  extent  the  efforts  for  good  given  them  while  in  prison. 
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Church  Services. — We    have   daily    prayers   with   an    address     Bztnoti^ 
always   on    Fridays,   frequently  on  Thursdays  also.     We  have    ^^^* 
prayers  daily  in   hospital,  frequently  with  a  short  address.     I       \^^ 
endeavour  to  make  our  services  as  bright  and  attractive  as  possible, 
and  I  know  they  are  appreciated  by  a  large  number.    This  is 
evidenced  by  their  quiet  and  attentive  demeanour,  also  by  personal 
testimony  on  our  daily  rounds,  and  by  letters  received  after  they 
have  been  diFcharged. 

Holy  Communion, — ^We  continue  the  practice  of  Holy  Com- 
munion on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month,  also  on  the  great 
festivals  of  the  church,  which  affords  an  opportunity  for  each 
hall  of  making  their  Communion.  At  Easter,  Whitsuntide,  and 
Christmas  all  the  halls  are  represented.  I  am  still  happy  to 
report  that  at  sach  a  solemn  service  there  is  always  a  marked 
reverence  and  attention.  Our  average  attendance  for  the  year 
is  17-2. 

School  Instruction.— 1  am  happy  to  say  that  this  work  con- 
tinues, as  heretofore,  to  be  carefully  and  systematically  carried 
on  according  to  instructions.  Juveniles  and  convicts  eligible 
for  instruction  commence  schooling  immediately  on  reception. 
Each  prisoner  is  examined  on  reception  and  classified  as  the 
ease  demands.  I  have  also  intermediate  examinations.  The 
tabulated  reports  show  good  results,  and  in  my  opinion 
reflect  credit  on  the  schoolmasters,  who  take  great  interest  in 
their  work,  also  in  their  general  care  of  all  books  which  pass 
through  their  hands.  It  is  encouraging  to  notice  the  pleasure 
some  of  the  men  take  in  receiving  instruction,  and  how  quickly 
they  regain  what  apparently  they  had  ceased  to  remember; 
others  are  dull  at  comprehension,  and  a  few  positively  dislike,  so 
they  af&rm,  any  instruction  whatsoever.  Our  daily  average 
attendance  is  267,  8  convicts,  and  1  juvenile  ;  total  276. 

Cellular  Visits. — Prisoners  are  regularly  visited  in  their  cells, 
besides  the  daily  visits  on  application.  My  desire  is  to  go  through 
the  prison  once  every  three  months.  We  also  examine  every  book 
in  every  cell  noting  those  for  repair  or  condemnation,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

Library  Books. — ^The  issue  of  library  books  twice  per  week 
continues  to  be  much  appreciated.    Prisoners  value  the  magazines.        « 

I  observe  the  popular  educator  and  the  technical  educator  are 
still  in  constant  request,  also  small  hand-books  treating  of  the 
various  trades  such  as  bricklaying,  carpentering,  and  the  like.  I 
regard  these  as  most  useful.  Some  prisoners  by  careful  study 
have  become  fairly  proficient  in  technical  knowledge,  and  now  are 
anxious  to  go  in  for  the  study  of  electricity. 

Prisoners*  Aid  Societies. — I  am  happy  to  report  that  this  branch 
of  prison  work  has  been  maintained  quite  up  to  the  standard  of 
former  years  ;  every  case  is  considered  on  its  merits,  and  no  really 
deserving  applicant  is  refused. 

The  number  dealt  with  by  the  Royal  Aid  Society  for  the  year 
IB  343.     In  addition  to  the  Royal  Aid  Society,   I  avail  myself 
of  Mr.  Wheatley,  of  the  St.  Giles's  Christian  Mission.    During  the 
2497$  2  L  2 
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Bxtraot8j     year  Mr.  Wheatley  received  79  from  this  prison,  including  lads 
explains    into  his  homes,  men  for  work,  and  afforded  help  for  their  wives 
^^^     and  families. 

The  Church  Army  has  also  willingly  assisted  96  directly  and 
indirectly — some  men  into  "  labour  homes,"  lads  on  their  ferm, 
also  wives  and  families  while  their  husbands  have  been  in  prison. 
Then  we  have  the  work  of  the  Sheriffs'  Fund  Society  which 
has  done  a  very  good  and  successful  work  during  the  past 
year.  This  society  assists  prisoners  from  all  the  metropolitan 
prisons,  and  so  far  as  this  prison  is  concerned,  aid  has  been 
given  to  1,970,  in  various  ways — ^money,  tools,  stock,  board  and 
lodging,  railway  fares,  and  breakfast  tickets.  These  facts  speak 
for  themselves  and  prove  conclusively  that  there  is  a  desire  to 
really  help  prisoners  and  to  give  them  a  fresh  start  on  their  dis- 
charge. As  far  as  results  are  concerned,  I  can  truly  affirm  that 
only  a  very  small  proportion  of  those  who  have  received  substantial 
aid  such  as  tools,  &c.,  have  returned  to  this  prison. 

Before  concluding  I  have  one  or  two  observations  to  make  with 
regard  to  the  juvenile-adults.  I  keep  a  record  of  where  the  lads 
go  to  on  discharge,  whether  to  their  parents  or  to  sea,  or  put 
themselves  under  the  care  of  some  society,  and  I  am  happy  to  say 
a  gentleman  connected  with  the  London  City  Mission  has  expressed 
his  readiness  to  give  these  lads  a  friendly  call  at  their  homes  or 
elsewhere  to  encourage  and  advise  them.  This  is  agreeable  to 
their  own  wish.  I  would  also  add  that  I  have  a  short  service  and 
address  in  the  chapel  for  those  who  wish  to  make  their  Communion ; 
this  seems  to  be  much  appreciated  and  is  I  believe  productive  of 
good.  I  would  once  more  impress  upon  the  Commissioners  the 
absolute  necessity  of  something  being  done  to  deliver  those  poor 
children  and  lads  who  get  a  precarious  living  by  paper  selling  in 
the  streets.  We  have  a  number  here,  and,  from  what  I  can  learn, 
the  vast  majority  have  nothing  before  them  but  a  vagabond  life ; 
thieving,  betting,  and  gambling  seem  their  occupation  when 
they  get  the  money,  and  they  form  a  recruiting  ground  for 
prison  population.  In  my  opinion  not  one  under  15  or  16  years 
should  be  allowed  to  live  the  life  they  do,  but  be  taken  from  the 
streets  and  put  into  some  institution,  to  which  they  should  be 
committed  by  a  magistrate  for  so  long  a  time  as  will  enable  them 
to  learn  a  trade  and  be  given  a  chance  to  earn  their  living,  which 
as  things  are  they  do  not  and  cannot  have.  They  should  be  laid 
hold  of  before  they  reach  prison.  By  so  doing  I  am  perfectly 
convinced  that  many  poor  boys  would  be  delivered  from  a  life 
of  crime. 

Again  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  I  continue  to  receive  the  hearty 
and  generous  support  of  the  Governor,  and  the  willing  co-opera- 
tion of  all  superior  officers.  I  may  also  add  that  from  the  Governor 
downwards  I  can  always  rely  upon  assistance  when  required,  and 
that  of  a  ready  character.

Report. 

The  health  of  the  prisoners  generally  was  satisfactory. 

No  epidemic  occurred.  There  was  one  case  of  enteric  fever  under 
treatment  during  the  year,  and  the  prisoner,  a  debtor,  made  a 
good  recovery  ;  the  disease  was  contracted  prior  to  reception  into 
prison.    There  was  no  other  case  of  notifiable  infectious  disease. 

One  prisoner  committed  suicide.  There  was  no  case  of 
attempted  suicide. 

Ten  prisoners  died  from  natural  causes ;  five  of  them  were  the 
result  of  tubercular  disease,  and  in  each  case  the  malady  originated 
before  reception  into  prison.  The  special  measures  in  force  with 
regard  to  tuberculous  cases  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
infection  were  strictly  carried  out,  both  in  the  hospital  and  in  the 
cells  set  apart  for  their  accommodation. 

No  prisoner  was  released  on  medical  grounds. 

Twenty-two  prisoners  of  markedly  feeble  intellect  were  received, 
and  25  cases  discharged  during  the  year  were  reported  to  the 
police  prior  to  release. 

The  regulations  laid  down  for  the  care  and  special  treatment 
of  feeble-minded  prisoners  were  carefully  followed. 

All  prisoners  were  thoroughly  examined  on  reception  and 
before  being  passed  for  any  labour. 

Much  attention  was  given  to  the  physictJ  training  and  general 
well-being  of  the  juveniles  and  adolescents. 

The  food  supplies  of  all  kinds  were  regularly  inspected,  and 
every  care  was  taken  to  see  that  nothing  was  received  from  the 
contractors  under  the  standard  or  not  fully  in  accordance  with 
the  contracts. 

The  dietary  was  sufficient  and  of  good  quality,  and  the  cooking 
was  excellent. 

The  bedding  and  clothing  were  good  and  sufficient. 

The  ventilation  of  the  cells  was  good,  and  a  fairly  uniform 
temperature  was  maintained. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  prison  generally  are  in  a  high 
state  of  efficiency.

Goyemors 
Report 


I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  conduct  of  the  subordinate 
staff.  The  schoolmasters,  instructors,  and  all  officers  seem  to  be 
fully  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  the  Borstal  scheme,  and  do  all  in 
their  power  to  promote  its  success. 

The  conduct  of  the  juvenile-adults  has  been  very  satisfactory, 
and  the  majority  of  them  quite  realize  the  efforts  tiiat  are  being 
made  for  their  redemption  and  seem  eager  to  improve  themselves 
and  to  take  every  advantage  of  the  opportunities  afforded  them. 

The  special  grade  has  been  reduced  in  numbers,  and  in  con- 
sequence there  is  keen  competition  to  attain  that  class  and  great 
care  shown  to  retain  it  when  attained. 

I  have  accorded  the  privilege  of  a  "  red  collar  man  "  to  three  or 
four  of  the  best  and  most  reliable  lads  in  the  special  ^rade.  These 
act  as  orderlies  in  the  hospital,  officers'  mess,  gate  cleaner,  and 
gardener,  they  prove  themselves  trustworthy  and  never  abuse 
their  privileges. 

The  evening  recreation  classes  are  much  appreciated. 

Marked  progress  has  been  made  in  the  various  trades  taught, 
and  the  new  party  of  juvenile -adult  cooks  and  bakers  ifl 
doing  well. 
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The  lads  take  great  pride  in  their  personal  appearance  and     Extraote, 
cleanliness,  and  nearly  all  take  advantage  of  the  privilege  of  extra   ^2J^^'^ 
baths,  which  I  accorded  them  in  January  last.  _^ 

There  has  been  no  attempt  to  escape. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  in  good  working  order, 
and  a  party  of  lads  has  been  instructed  daily  in  the  uses  thereof 
until  they  were  considered  proficient.  There  is  now  a  weekly 
fire  drill. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings,  walls,  fences,  <&o.  is  satisfactory, 
and  very  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  conversion  of  0  and 
D  halls  for  the  reception  of  juvenile-adults. 

The  strictest  discipline  is  maintained.  I  have  impressed  upon 
all  officers  that,  while  every  encouragement  is  to  be  shewn  the 
lads  to  improve  themselves,  they  are  not  to  overlook  the  slightest 
breach  of  the  Prison  Regulations. 

I  find  that  the  placing  of  offenders  into  the  penal  grade  for  an 
extended  period  during  which  they  have  to  do  their  full  amount  , 
of  work  but  receive  no  visit§,  letters,  library  books,  nor  other 
privileges,  has  a  very  deterrent  effect  upon  misconduct. 

The  supply  of  water  is  adequate. 

The  various  articles  supplied  by  contractors  have  been  of  good 
quality  and  delivered  punctually. 

I  must  express  my  appreciation  of  the  admirable  work  done 
by  the  gentlemen  who  form  the  Borstal  Association  in  finding 
suitable  employment  for  the  juvenile-adults  on  release. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chaplain  and  Medical  Officer 
for  the  careful  and  considerate  attention  given  by  them  to  the 
characters  and  dispositions  of  the  lads. 

In  conclusion,  I  may  say  that  the  young  prisoners  who  are 
Berving  sentences  of  eighteen  months  and  over  are  doing  particu- 
larly well,  and  I  venture  to  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant 
when  these  young  offenders  will  be  sent  to  Borstal  for  an 
indeterminate  sentence,  with  eighteen  months  as  a  minimum.  I 
am  convinced  that,  if  young  criminals  were  subjected  to  this 
treatment  for  a  sufficient  period  of  time — according  to  the  require- 
ments of  each  individual  case — there  would  be  very  few  failures 
indeed.  But  it  is  not  possible  in  a  few  months  to  entirely 
eradicate  the  effects  of  several  years  lived  amidst  the  lowest  and 
most  immorally  contagious  surroundings.

The  services  have  been  conducted  regnlarly  in  chapel  during 
tiie  past  year. 

During  my  absence  on  leave,  the  duty  has  been  taken  by  the 
Rev.  A.  Cooper  Marsdin,  vicar  of  Borstal,  and  the  Rev.  H.  A. 
Hickin,  vicar  of  St.  Peter's,  Rochester.  The  Rev.  A.  E.  Bourne, 
vicar  of  Burham,  and  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Scott,  assistant  curate  at 
Portsea,  also  assisted  in  taking  the  duty.  Besides  the  above- 
mentioned,  the  Rev.  J.  Stanning  preached  one  Sunday  morning 
and  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Simpson  gave  an  address  one  week-day 
morning. 

Services  were  conducted  on  Good  Friday  and  Christmas  day 
as  on  Sundays.  On  Good  Friday  the  "  Story  of  the  Ci'oss  "  was 
sang  in  the  afternoon,  and  on  Christmas  Day  carols  were  sung. 

On  the  4th  Sunday. in  Advent  the  Rev.  A.  Cooper  Marsdin 
brought  the  organist  and  choir  of  his  church  to  take  part  in  the 
service  and  to  sing  an  anthem  and  carols.  Their  kindness  in 
coming  was  much  api)reciated.  On  these  three  afternoons  there 
was  no  sermon. 

Captain  Spencer,  of  the  Church  Army,  conducted  an  eight  days' 
mission  here  last  April.  I  believe  much  good  work  is  done  by 
those  missions. 

There  have  been  seven  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion  in 
chapel  during  the  past  year.  I  also  gave  notice  on  one  occasion 
when  there  was  no  celebration.  There  was  a  service  for  the 
intending  communicants  on  tlie  previous  Saturday  afternoon  in 
chapel  on  five  occasions. 

I  celebrated  the  holy  Communion  privately  in  the  infirmary  on 
one  occasion  during  tt.e  year. 

The  schoolmaster  has  regularly  conducted  a  choir  practice. 
He  takes  a  picked  choir  one  afternoon  and  on  another  afternoon 
in  the  week  takes  all  the  juvenile-adults  together  to  practise 
the  hymns  and  chants. 

Except  when  on  leave,  I  have  visited  the  sick  in  the  infirmary 
daily,  and,  except  on  one  Sunday,  have  conducted  a  service  at  the 
infirmary  every  day,  with  a  regular  course  of  reading  on  nearly 
every  day  from  some  book  of  devotional  and  religious  instruction  ; 
on  Sundays  an  address  usually  in  place  of  the  reading. 

When  there  were  any  under  punishment  down  at  the  separate 
cells,  I  have  also  had  a  service  on  most  Sundays  at  the  ceUs 
as  well. 
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Q^^^^t        Those  under  punishment  have  been  visited  daily  by  me. 
Report.  Any  whose  period  of  punishment  finished  on  Sunday  morning 

—        have  not  been  visited  on  that  morning  as  they   have  gone  off 

punishment  before  I  have  gone  to  the  separate  cells  to  see  the  men 

and  take  the  service. 

The  men  have  been  seen  on  reception  and  discharge. 
Applications  have  been  attended  to  by  the  schoolmaster  and 
myself. 

The  library  has  been  maintained  in  a  good  condition,  and  there 
is  a  capital  stock  of  books.  One  here  and  there  goes  in  for  some 
solid  reading,  but  the  majority  prefer  books  of  adventare  and 
fiction.  Mrs.  Henry  Wood's  are  about  the  most  popular  of  all, 
with  the  exception  of  the  "  Boy's  Own  Paper  "  and  "  Chums." 

The  recreation  for  boys  in  the  special  grade  is  now  held 
after  supper  five  evenings  in  the  week.  Draughts  is  the  game 
which  all  play.  Three  or  four  have  learnt  chess  and  play  it 
occasionally.  The  privilege  is  much  appreciated,  especially  in  the 
winter  evenings,  and  the  conduct  and  behaviour  is  excellent. 

On  Saturday  afternoons  I  have  been  taking  a  course  of  readings 
from  Sir  Robert  Ball's  book  "  Star  Land."  The  book  is  a  printed 
course  of  lectures  on  astronomy  for  a  juvenile  audience.  I  have 
used  the  blackboard  for  the  purpose  of  copying  his  illustrations 
or  diagrams  and  making  the  subject  plainer  to  the  boys.  The 
essays  which  were  written  on  the  "sun"  by  the  top  class  attending 
school  shortly  after  I  had  gone  through  the  lecture  on  that  body, 
were,  many  of  them,  of  a  high  standard  and  showed  an  intelligent 
interest.  The  essays  on  the  "moon"  were,  however,  of  a  poor 
quality.  The  subject  has,  I  believe,  proved  very  interesting  to 
many  of  the  boys.  Since  I  began  the  subject  three  or  four  of 
them  have  had  books  on  astronomy,  as  library  books,  to  study  for 
themselves. 

Colonel  Sturgess,  of  the  Salvation  Army,  and  Mr.  John  Hawke, 
hon.  secretary  of  the  National  Anti-Gambling  League,  have 
addressed  the  boys  on  the  subjects  of  "temperance"  and 
"  gambling  "  respectively. 

The  educational  returns  show  that  good  progress  has  been 
made  in  school  work  by  most  of  the  boys  who  have  been  under 
instruction.  The  boys  have  been  encouraged  to  work  in  their 
cells,  and  some  have  shown  themselves  most  painstaking  and 
diligent  in  working  by  themselves  in  this  way  out  of  school  honrs. 

It  would  be  a  very  great  advantage  if  some  arrangement  could 
be  made  with  the  naval  and  military  authorities  by  which  boys 
specially  recommended  could  be  enlisted  in  the  army  or  navy. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  in  carrying 
out  my  duties  which  I  have  received  from  the  Qovemor  and 
officers  of  the  prison.

The  health  of  the  juvenile-adult  prisoners  has  been  satisfactory 
during  the  past  year. 

There  has  been  no  death,  no  case  of  epidemic  disease  or 
serious  illness,  nor  have  any  prisoners  required  to  be  transferred 
or  released  on  medical  grounds. 

Such  accidents  as  have  occurred  have  been  of  a  uniformly 
trifling  nature. 

Whilst  the  general  salubrity  of  the  prison  has  no  doubt  much 
to  do  with  this  satisfactory  state  of  things,  the  careful  selection  of 
the  prisoners  who  are  sent  here  is  an  important  factor  therein. 

Prolonged  observation  has  shown  the  success  of  the  new  dietary, 
loss  of  weight  being  rare  and  a  high  standard  of  physique  on 
discharge  being  the  almost  invariable  rule. 

The  modified  anthropometrical  series  of  observations  are  now 
recorded  in  every  case,  and  whilst  the  grosser  forms  of  degenera- 
tion, detailed  in  my  last  year's  report,  are  perhaps  not  of  such 
common  occurrence  as  hitherto,  the  relative  shortness  of  stature  of 
the  jnvenile-adult  prisoner  is  to  be  noted.  This  falls  far  below 
the  accepted  standard  for  their  ages  as  the  following  shows : — 

At  16  years,  75  per  cent,  are  considerably  below  the  normal 

height.

These  figures  remain  practically  unaltered,  however  great  may  be 
the  improvement  in  physique  in  other  respects.  It  will  be  of 
interest  to  observe  whether  a  more  extended  range  of  open-air 
employment  will  exert  any  influence  in  this  direction.

EXTRACTS  FROM  REPORTS  OF  THE  GOVERNOR  AND 
MEDICAL  OFFICER. 


The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  has,  on  the  whole,  been  very  good. 
There  has,  however,  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  nomber 
of  cases  of  violence.  This  is  due  to  the  presence  of  an  unusually 
large  number  of  so-called  "border-land"  cases.  How  to  deal 
with  these  women  is  a  problem  of  considerable  diflBculty.  It  has 
been  proposed  to  locate  them  all  together  in  a  separate  part  of  the 
prison,  and  this,  at  first  sight,  would  seem  the  best  course  to 
adopt.  A  consideration  of  individual  cases,  howbver,  leads  me  to 
think  that  the  segregation  of  these  women  would  hardly  prove  a 
success,  as  their  mental  condition  presents  such  great  variation. 
Some  are  congenitally  weak-minded,  and  deficient  in  moral  self- 
control.  Some  have  already  been  in  lunatic  asylums,  and  their 
present  condition  is  due  to  mental  degeneration.  These  women 
are,  as  a  rule,  suspicious,  quarrelsome,  discontented  and  revengeful. 
They  think  that  they  are  objects  of  persecution  by  the  prison 
authorities,  and  are  constantly  loud  in  their  complaints  against 
not  only  their  officers  but  also  their  fellow-prisoners.  Another 
class  of  these  women  prefer  solitude,  and  nothing  will  induce 
them  to  associate  with  their  f  ellow-prisonera.  They  say  that  they 
cannot  possibly  agree  with  them,  or  that  the  other  prisoners 
are  jealous  of  them.  Such  women  spend  the  whole  of  their 
sentence  in  the  penal  ward.  There  is  yet  another  class  of  women 
whose  volition  has  been  weakened  by  habits  of  intemperance. 
They  are  also  very  troublesome  and  quarrelsome.  Now,  it  appears 
to  me  that,  if  all  these  various  classes  of  mental  degenerates  were 
collected  together  in  one  building,  and  at  the  same  time  always 
working  together  and  associating  together,  the  tas^  of  keeping 
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anything  like  order  amongst  them  would  be  a  very  difficnlt  one 
indeed.  They  woald  be  continually  quarrelling  and  fighting 
amongst  themselves,  and  the  isolation  would  doubcless  have  a 
detrimental  effect  upon  the  mental  condition  of  the  majority.  For 
these  reasons  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  is  better  to  distribute  them 
amongst  the  other  prisoners,  as  is  done  at  present.  They  are  a 
disturbing  element,  it  is  true,  but  the  other  prisoners  know  their 
mental  peculiarities,  and  take  but  little  notice  of  them.  Dis« 
tributed  in  this  way  they  are  also  much  easier  to  deal  with 
individually. 

The  new  classification,  dividing  the  prisoners  in  three  classes, — 
stars,  intermediates,  and  recidivists— came  into  force  on  the 
iBt  April  of  last  year.  At  first  there  was  some  discontent  amongst 
certain  of  the  recidivists  that  they  were  not  ihcluded  in  the  inter- 
mediate class,  but  this  soon  passed  off.  As  far  as  possible  in  such 
a  small  prison  as  this  is,  these  three  classes  have  been  kept  quite 
apart  both  in  their  location  and  in  their  work. 

The  formation  of  the  "Long  Sentence  Division"  has  given  great 
satisfaction.  Up  to  the  present  time  seven  prisoners  have  been 
placed  in  this  division,  and  the  fact  that  not  one  of  these  women 
has  incurred  a  report  goes  to  prove  that  this  amenity  is  a  great 
incentive  to  good  behaviour. 

There  has  been  no  attempt  to  escape. 

The  prisoners  have  been  employed  at  knitting,  mail-bag  making, 
needlework,  bead-blind  making,  and  twine-spinning  in  addition 
to  the  usual  work  of  the  prison  such  as  cleaning,  gardening, 
washing,  cooking,  and  baking. 

The  supply  of  water  has  been  adequate  and  of  good  quality. 

The  prison  buildings,  walls,  fences,  and  officers*  quarters  are  in 
good  order. 

The  rebuilding  of  the  administrative  block,  which  was  de- 
stroyed by  the  fire,  was  completed  and  occupied  in  July  lasi. 

A  fire  alarm  has  been  placed  in  the  gatekeeper's  office,  and  the 
prison  is  now  in  electric  and  telephonic  conmiunication  with  the 
Aylesbury  fire  brigade. 

Fire  drills  have  been  held  at  frequent  intervals,  and  all  the 
members  of  the  brigade  are  thoroughly  proficient  in  their  duties. 

The  supply  of  bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  has  been  found  to  be 
sufficient  for  all  requirements. 

The  contractors*  supplies  have  been  good,  and  delivered  with 
punctuality. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  the 
rtdes  for  the  government  of  the  prison  have  been  complied  with 
in  every  instance  except  in  those  cases  which  have  been  reported 
to  or  brought  to  the  notice  of  a  Director. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  is  good,  and  there  has 
been  no  epidemic  or  infectious  disease  of  any  kind.

The  total  number  of  complaining  sick  was  5,283,  giving  a  daily 
average  of  14. 

Two  prisoners  were  found  to  be  insane.  One  was  removed  to 
the  Bucks.  County  Asylum,  and  the  other  to  Broadmoor  Criminal 
Lunatic  Asylum. 

There  were  three  attempts  at  suicide.  Two  of  these  were 
made  by  the  same  prisoner  and  were  undoubtedly  feigned.  One 
attempt  was  genuine,  and  the  prisoner  who  made  it  was  found  to 
be  insane,  and  removed  to  an  asylum. 

One  prisoner  was  liberated  on  medical  grounds.  She  was 
suffering  from  lupus  affecting  the  hard  and  soft  palate,  and  it  was 
hoped  that,  as  all  other  remedies  had  failed  to  arrest  the  progress 
of  the  disease,  she  might  benefit  by  the  ''  X  '*  ray  treatment 

The  health  of  the  staff  has  been  good.  Two  male  and  15 
female  officers  have  been  placed  on  the  sick  list,  but  in  no  case 
was  the  illness  of  a  serious  nature,  and  there  was  no  death.

Beport 


The  daily  prayers  have  been  regularly  said,  and  an  address 
invariably  given. 

During  the  church  services  i»ortions  of  the  Litany,  the  com- 
mination  service  and  metrical  litanies  have  afforded  refreshing 
variety,  to  which  the  women  have  warmly  responded. 

I  gratefully  record  the  helpful  assistance  rendered  on  many 
Sundays  by  the  Revs.  C.  0.  Phipps,  Vicar,  A.  J.  Jones,  J.  G.  Dale, 
and  H.  Collinson. 

The  great  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  dedication  of  our 
beautiful  chapel  on  the  26th  June,  1905,  by  the  Lord  Bishop  of 
Oxford.  A  Confirmation  Service  followed,  when  14  candidates 
were  confirmed. 

Both  services  were  deeply  impressive.  His  lordship  was 
pleased  to  express  great  satisfaction  with  the  devout  demeanour 
of  the  candidates  and  also  with  the  reverent  bearing  of  the 
convicts  generally.  I  myself  rejoice  to  be  able  to  add  that  this 
invariably  is  the  case  at  all  the  Sunday  and  week-day  services. 
The  organist  is  most  painstaking,  and  inspiring  music  calls  np 
the  latent  better  side  of  many  a  woman's  inner  self. 

There  have  been  16  celebrations  of  Holy  Communion,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  19.  All  have  been  specially  instructed. 
There  have  been  four  celebrations  for  infirmary  patients  and  IG 
for  the  staff. 

All  convicts  have  been  interviewed  both  on  reception  and 
prior  to  liberty. 

In  my  daily  rounds  amongst  them  and  in  my  special  visits  and 
interviews,  numbering  some  1,200,  the  aim  is  to  know  the  case, 
so  as  to  encourage  self-respect  in  the  present  conditions  as  a 
preparation  for  altered  life  in  the  future. 

The  schoolmistresses  have  done  excellent  work  in  secular 
instruction — several  illiterates  have  become  able  to  read  2nd  and 
3rd  Standard  books  and  to  write  their  own  letters.  Their  pains- 
taking tactful  spirit  is  a  powerful  influence  out  of  school  hours 
in  other  directions. 
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The  library  books   have   been    mnch   appreciated;    grateful  Extraoti. 

expresBions  have  often  been  made  of  their  soothing  power  in  Chaplain  ■ 

what  otherwise  would  be  dreary  hours  of  morbid  regret.   Seldom  j^l^ 
is  a  book  carelessly  or  roughly  used  to  its  injury. 

\i  is  particularly  noteworthy  that  there  has  been  a  continued 
decrease  in  prison  offences  of  every  degree. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  10  years,  one  sees  in  many 
directions,  within  and  without  the  prison,  the  value  of  the  un- 
ceasing interest  taken  in  the  women*8  welfare  by  the  Duchess 
Adeline  of  Bedford  and  Lady  Battersea.  Speaking  approximately, 
40  to  50  visits  in  the  year,  extending  from  one  hour  and  a-half  to 
three  hours,  afford  scope  to  grasp  in  more  or  less  private 
interviews  some,  at  least,  of  the  grave  aspects  of  lifers  problems 
which  have  contributed  to  the  downfall  of  the  young  especially  ; 
while  those  of  maturer  years  have  been  as  seriously  considered, 
bnt  with  much  less  prospect  of  being  able  to  place  them  out  of 
reach  of  old  environment  and  companions. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  state  from  personal  knowledge 
that  a  very  large  number  of  those  who  have  gone  to  liberty 
during  the  past  10  years  are  now  established  in  useful  life  and 
respected  by  all  who  know  them.  Correspondence  and  visits 
prove  this. 

Tlie  Church  Army,  the  Salvation  Army,  the  Royal  Society,  and 
St  Giles's  Christian  Mission  are  ever  ready  to  co-operate.  The 
Governor  and  staff  very  cordially  show  their  sympathy  in  all 
ways  and  upon  all  occasions.

The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  most  satis&tctory  and  the 
prison  has  been  kept  in  a  high  state  of  discipline. 

There  has  been  only  one  attempt  at  escape,  when  on  July  10th 
a  convict  while  marching  in  from  labour  broke  from  the  ranks  of 
his  party  and  ran  into  the  woods  near  Fort  Bridgewoods.  He  was 
speedily  recaptured. 

One  convict  made  a  feigned  attempt  at  suicide. 

There  was  one  assault  on  an  officer  by  a  convict  and  one  case  of 
corporal  punishment. 

The  convicts  were  chiefly  employed  at  work  on  Fort  Borstal 
and  other  employment  for  the  Royal  Engineers. 

The  state  and  condition  of  the  buildings,  fences,  &c.  are  satis- 
factory. 

The  appliances  for  the  extinguishing  of  fire  have  been  tested 
weekly  and  are  in  good  order. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  articles  supplied  for  the  use  of  prisoners  by  thevarions 
contractors  have  been  good  in  quality  and  punctually  delivered. 

The  water  supply  has  been  adequate. 

On  the  27th  of  February  the  last  convicts  were  transferred  and 
the  prison  ceased  to  exist  as  a  convict  prison. 

The  rules  laid  down  for  the  government  of  convict  prisons  have 
been  complied  with  in  every  iiistance,  except  in  such  cases  as 
have  been  reported  to  a  Director.

There  have  been  no  convicts  here  since  the  end  of  February. 

The  services  have  been  condacted  regularly  in  chapel  during 
the  past  year.  During  my  absence  on  leave  the  auty  was  taken 
by  the  Rev.  A.  Cooper  Marsdin,  Vicar  of  Borstal,  the  Rev.  A,  E. 
Bourne,  Vicar  of  Burham,  and  the  Rev.  C.  W.  Scott,  Assistant- 
Curate  at  Portsea,  also  assisted  in  taking  the  duty.  Besides  the 
above-mentioned,  the  Rev.  J.  Stanning  preached  one  Sunday 
morning,  and  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Simpson  gave  an  address  one  week- 
day morning.  Services  were  conducted  on  Good  Friday  and 
Christmas  Day  as  on  Sunday.  On  Good  Friday  "  The  Story  of 
the  Cross"  was  sung  in  the  afternoon,  and  on  Christmas  Day 
carols  were  sung.  On  the  fourth  Sunday  in  Advent  the  Rev.  A. 
Cooper  Marsdin  brought  the  organist  and  choir  of  his  church  to 
take  part  in  the  service  and  to  sing  an  anthem  and  carols ;  their 
kindness  in  coming  was  much  appreciated.  On  these  three  after- 
noons there  was  no  sermon.  Captain  Spencer  of  the  Church 
Army  conducted  an  eight  days'  mission  here  last  April.  I  believe 
much  good  work  is  done  by  these  missions. 

There  have  been  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion  in 
chapel  during  the  past  year.  There  was  a  service  for  the 
intending  communicants  on  the  previous  Saturday  afternoon  in 
chapel  on  five  occasions. 

One  convict  was  prepared  for  baptism,  and  was  baptized  in 
chapel. 

Except  when  on  leave  I  have  visited  the  sick  in  the  infirmary 
and  separate  cells  daily,  and,  except  on  one  Sunday,  have  con- 
ducted a  service  at  the  infirmary  every  day  with  a  regular,  course 
of  reading  from  some  book  of  devotional  and  religious  instruction  ; 
on  Sundays  an  address  usually  instead  of  the  reading.  When 
there  were  any  sick  or  under  punishment  down  at  the  separate 
cells  I  have  also  had  a  service  on  most  Sundays  at  the  cells 
as  well. 

Those  under  punishment  have  been  visited  daily  by  me. 

The  men  have  been  seen  on  reception  and  discharge,  and 
applications  have  been  attended  to  by  the  schoolmaster  and 
myself. 

The  library  has  been  maintained  in  a  good  condition. 
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Extraotfl^  Most  of  the  men  on  discharge  have  joined  either  the  Chnrch 
^^^if  ■  Army  or  St.  Giles's  Christian  Mission.  The  object  has  been  in 
P^  *  some  cases  the  obtaining  of  work  throngh  the  agency  of  the 
societies,  combined  with  the  attraction  of  the  extra  gratuity  and 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  their  liberty  clothing  through  the 
societies,  for  they  consider  that  better  value  is  obtained  throngh 
the  societies  in  the  way  of  clothing. 

Mr.  Colin  Campbell  of  the  Church  Army  has  always  shown 
himself  most  ready  and  helpful  in  paying  special  attention  to  any 
cases  about  which  I  have  written  to  him  either  in  regard  to  difl- 
charged  convicts  themselves,  or  in  regard  to  the  wives  and  families 
of  men  still  in  prison.  With  reference  to  the  latter  I  have  no 
doubt  the  timely  assistance  rendered  has  been  the  means  frequently 
of  reaching  the  better  feelings  of  the  man  himself,  and  making 
him  resolve  to  make  a  fresh  start. 

It  is  often  assumed  that  men  relapse  into  crime  because  they  are 
hopelessly  vicious  and  will  not  work.  There  are  no  doubt  many 
who  have  no  intention  of  going  straight,  and  who  of  deliberate 
purpose  intend  and  plan  to  resume  their  criminal  career  on 
release  ;  but  there  are  also  a  very  large  number  who  wish  to  work 
honestly  for  their  living.  Some  are  happily  successful  in  ob- 
taining work.  Some,  and  1^  fear  a  not  inconsiderable  number, 
failing  to  get  work  in  spite  of  their  efforts,  and  finding  themselves 
not  wanted  anywhere,  and  out  of  work,  get  disheartened  and  drift 
back  into  crime  again.  I  hope  that  in  time  the  principle  of  the 
system  which  has  been  adopted,  and  which  works  so  extremely 
well  in  connection  with  the  juvenile-adult  prisoners  here,  will  be 
extended  to  convict  prisoners,  viz.,  that  every  prisoner  shuU  be 
seen  by  the  agent  of  the  Aid  Society  some  time  before  his  time 
for  remission  is  due.  After  reports  furnished  by  the  Governor  or 
Chaplain  on  his  general  character  and  suitability  for  assistance, 
that  the  agent  shall,  after  interviewing  the  prisoner,  make 
enquiries,  and  endeavour  where  necessary  to  obtain  the  promise 
of  employment,  and  shall  report  the  result  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Committee  of  Governor,  Chaplain,  and  Medical  OflBcer, 
and  that  remission  of  sentence  shall  not  be  granted  automatically, 
but  shall  be  dependent,  not  only  on  the  conduct  in  prison,  but  on 
the  prospects  of  work  and  employment  as  shown  by  the  enquiries 
and  efforts  of  the  agent  in  each  individual  case.  This  system  is 
working  so  well  with  the  juvenile-adults  that  I  feel  sure  its 
extension  in  principle  to  convicts  would  lead  to  very  satisfactory 
results. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  in  carrying 
out  my  duties  which  I  have  received  from  the  Governor  and 
officers  of  the  prison.

The  health  of  the  convicts  for  the  past  year  has  been  generally 
good.  No  case  of  epidemic  disease  has  arisen,  and  no  serious 
accident  has  occurred.    There  has  been  no  death. 

The  health  of  the  officers  and  their  families  has,  on  the  whole, 
been  good. 

The  food  supplies  have  maintained  a  good  average  of  quality, 
and  the  preparation  and  serving  of  the  diets  reflect  the  greatest 
credit  upon  the  kitchen  staff. 

The  drainage  of  the  prison  and  quarters,  and  the  means  for 
lighting,  heating,  and  ventilating  are  now  satisfactory* 

The  water  supply,  now  that  the  initial  difficulties  incidental  to 
the  establishment  of  the  new  service  have  been  overcome,  is 
efficient. 

Ten  convicts  were  transferred  on  medical  grounds,  of  whom 
eight  were  weak-minded.

Gpyernorf

The  condnct  of  the  officers  has  been  excellent  :  the  conduct  of 
those  who  have  lately  passed  their  probation  shows  that  a  very 
good  class  of  candidate  is  now  seeking  appointment  to  the  prison 
service. 

There  were  two  somewhat  half-hearted  attempts  to  escape,  bat 
in  neither  case  did  the  f ngitive  pass  the  guard. 

On  May  10th  there  was  an  outbreak  of  fire  in  the  new  dining 
hall  caused  by  the  ignition  of  some  asphalte  used  in  laying  the 
floor,  but  thanks  to  the  exertions  of  both  ofi&cers  and  prisoners,  it 
was  quickly  extinguished,  and  the  damage  done  was  trifling. 

The  working  of  the  juvenile-adult  class  continues  to  be 
encouraging.  The  class  now  numbers  81,  of  whom  about  half 
belong  to  the  star  class.  Besides  the  trades  of  carpentry,  basket- 
making,  tin- work,  plumbing,  gas-fitting,  farriery  and  shoemaking, 
the  entire  management  of  the  carthorses  and  ponies  is  entrusted 
to  such  of  the  juvenile-adults  as  are  likely  to  take  to  farm  work 
on  their  discharge.  Twenty  of  these  lads  are  engaged  in  building 
the  new  row  of  cottages  for  warders,  and  have  proved  to  be  more 
energetic  and  teachable  than  the  men.  Late  in  the  year  the 
Directors  approved  of  certain  small  privileges  being  granted  to  those 
who  earned  them  by  continued  good  conduct.  These  indulgencies, 
small  in  themselves,  have  supplied  the  stimulus  to  emulation 
which  was  so  much  wanted  in  the  system.  As  soon  as  they  came 
into  force  a  general  improvement  in  tone  was  noticed  by  the 
instructors,  and  reports  for  misconduct  diminished.  In  fact, 
though  strict  discipline  is  maintained  and  a  high  standard  of 
industry  is  exacted,  the  conduct  of  tiie  class,  as  a  whole,  may  be 
said  to  be  exemplary. 

The  new  arrangement  under  which  the  Borstal  Association 
undertook  to  receive  all  juvenile-adults  on  their  discharge,  is 
working  admirably.  The  hon.  secretary  and  the  member  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors  who  has  kindly  volunteered  to  assist  him,  visit 
the  prison  at  frequent  intervals  and  devote  much  time  and  atten- 
tion to  each  lad  who  is  within  six  months  of  discharge.  The 
character  book  and  all  the  information  collected  by  the  chaplain 
and  myself  is  placed  at  their  disposal,  and  in  certain  cases  the 
course  of  trade  instruction  is  changed  with  the  view  of  fitting  the 
lad  for  the  particular  employment  which  the  Borstal  Association 
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has  in  view  for  him.    It  is  in  the  cordial  co-operation  between  the     BztraotB, 
official  and  the  voluntary  agencies  that  the  best  results  will  be    CJoveraor'i 
achieved.  Report. 

The  Special  Bales  for  the  treatment  of  the  Long  Sentence 
Division  have  worked  well ;  20  men  now  enjoy  the  privileges  of 
the  Division,  and  as  there  have  been  only  two  reports  for 
misconduct  during  the  year  they  have  certainly  not  abused  them. 
But  while  they  appreciate  them  highly  it  is  characteristic  of  the 
English  convict  that  a  few  have  been  dissatisfied  at  not  getting 
more ;  for  what  is  granted  as  an  indulgence  soon  comes  to  be 
regarded  as  an  elementary  right.  The  removal  of  one  of  these 
malcontents  from  the  Division  has  had  a  salutary  effect  In 
every  case  the  men  have  spent  in  the  purchase  of  comforts 
every  penny  that  they  are  allowed  to  spend,  but  this  is  not  due  to 
thriftlessness,  for  it  is  a  curious  fact  that  though  they  receive  a 
month*s  allowance  at  a  time  they  so  regulate  their  daily  consump- 
tion that  there  is  always  something  left  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month. 

The  past  season  has  been  very  favourable  to  farming.  The  hay 
crop  was  exceptionally  good,  and  it  was  all  saved  in  good  con- 
dition. There  was  a  heavy  crop  of  com,  but  owing  to  wet 
weather  it  was  damaged,  and  part  of  a  field  of  oats  had  to  be  cut 
green  and  made  into  ensilage,  on  which  the  young  cattle  did  well. 
The  crop  of  turnips  was  above  the  average,  and  the  roots  kept 
well  through  the  winter.  Several  acres  of  "  flat  pole  "  cabbage 
were  again  grown,  and  proved  very  useful  for  the  dairy  cows. 

The  cart  horses  have  done  well ;  there  were  more  foals  than 
usual.  The  ponies  also  did  well,  but  in  January  several  of  last 
year's  foals  were  attacked  by  red  worm.  The  cattle  have  also 
done  well,  though  there  are  the  usual  annual  losses  from 
^'  Bcanter.**  The  lambing  season,  just  closing,  has  produced  more 
lambs  than  usual. 

The  dairy  has  been  profitable.  It  has  supplied  the  whole  of 
the  milk  required  by  the  prison  and  has  sold  a  large  surplus  to 
the  officers,  except  for  a  week  or  two  in  September.  The  sales 
amounted  to  £987  Qs,  2d. 

The  annual  sale  of  farm  stock  was  held  on  September  6th. 
Fair  prices  were  realized  for  everything  but  horses  and  ponies, 
which  appear  to  be  suffering  from  the  growth  of  the  motor 
industry.  The  total  receipts  were  £1,646  l&s.  Horses  and  ponies 
realized  £275  28. ;  cattle,  £622  13s.  6rf. ;  pigs,  £156  17s. ;  sheep, 
£429  19s.  9d  ;  wool,  £182  lis.  The  amount  realized  for  produce 
sold,  exclusive  of  the  annual  sale  and  for  miscellaneous  earnings 
of  the  farm,  was  £763  4s.  2d. 

The  stock  on  the  farm  on  March  Slst  was  as  follows :  horses 
and  ponies,  91 ;  cattle,  149  ;  sheep,  534  ;  pigs,  102. 

Five  acres  of  moorland  have  been  reclaimed  during  the  year, 
and  a  field  of  30  acres  has  been  broken  up  and  trenched  for 
roots. 

The  manuring  experiments  show  that  farmyard  manure  and 
the  mixture  of'  sewag^  and  gas-limd  produce  an  equal  yield  of 
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ExtraoiB,     1  ton  o£  hay  per  acre,  basic  slag  came  second  with  18  cwt.,  whibe 
^SI®"^^'*  lime  gave  15  cwt.,  and  bone  dust  14  cwt.    The  basic  slag  and  the 
Report,      ^iiite  lime  left  the  best  grass  bottom.

ErtMote,  EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 

ChaplaiD*8 
Report. 


Daily  service  has  been  held  in  the  chapel  on  week-days  through- 
out the  year,  and  on  Sundays  Divine  Service  with  sermon  has 
taken  place  morning  and  afternoon. 

Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  on  14  occasions,  that  is, 
once  a  month  and  on  the  high  festivals.  On  an  average  57  have 
made  their  communion  and  the  non-communicating  attendance 
has  averaged  15.  Previous  to  each  celebration  a  Communicants' 
Class  has  been  held,  about  72  being  present. 

In  the  infirmary,  services,  usually  with  addresses,  have  been 
held  in  each  ward,  and  private  communion  has  been  administered 
to  the  seriously  sick  on  four  occasions. 

As  to  these  services  I  feel  that  I  cannot  speak  too  warmly  of  the 
close  attention  paid  by  the  men.  Their  hearty  and  devotional 
manner  has  been  most  noticeable,  and  it  has  been  conmiented 
upon  to  me  by  visiting  clergy  and  others. 

All  arrivals,  discharges,  transfers,  ap])lications  and  men  under 
punishment  have  been  duly  seen.  The  sick  have  been  visited 
daily  and  cellular  visitation  has  been  closely  attended  to.  All 
jiivenile-adults,  members  of  the  long  sentence  division,  and  men 
in  the  observation  party  have  received  special  attention  from  my 
colleague  and  myself. 

During  the  winter  months  a  Bible  Class  was  held  12  times. 
The  attendance  has  been  most  encouraging,  the  average  number 
present  being  111. 

Two  Confirmations  have  been  held  this  year.  On  10th  April, 
1905,  26  persons  were  presented  to  the  Bishop  of  Crediton  for  the 
holy  rite.  On  27th  March,  1906,  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Exeter  con- 
firmed 25 ;  both  Bishops  remarked  on  the  brightness  of  the 
services. 

The  following  clergymen  have  mont  kindly  and  readily  eomi} 
forward  to  give  the  congregation  tht^  benefit  of  their  counBel  ; 
the  Right  Rev.  J.  Taylor-Smith,  D.D,,  Cbfiptain-General  to  the 
Forces ;  the  Rector  of  Lydford ;  the  Rev,  Mauric?  Jonee,  C*F.  % 
the  Rev.  Lewis  H.  Tiarke,  Rector  of  Harroldstone,  West  Pem- 
brokeshire ;  the  Rev.  C.  V.  R.  Scoti,  Clerical  Secretary  to  the 
N.S.P.C.C. ;  the  Rev.  G.  Le  Neveu,  Viear  of  Tavistock  ;  the  Itev. 
A.  Wright,  Clerical  Secretary  to  the  White  Cross  Leagiii^  j  and  tbe 
Rev.  H,  Knowles,  B.D.,  Curate-in-Charge,  l^rincetowu. 
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The  Rev.  Nicholson  Wateon,  Rector  of  East  Stonehouse,  and  Bxtaraoto^ 
Col.  W.  Marriott-Smith,  with  your  kind  permission,  have  assisted  ^^^^" 
at  the  Sunday  services.  J?^ 

On  Slst  December  Mr.  H.  Brnmmell,  the  late  scriptnre  reader, 
gave  his  final  address  in  the  chapel.  His  services  were  so  highly 
appreciated  by  the  prisoners,  and  he  was  so  popalar  with  the 
officii  of  all  ranks,  that  any  f  nrther  comment  npon  his  lasting 
work  done  here  is  unnecessary.  I  think  I  may  honestly  say  that 
the  whole  staff  witnessed  with  extreme  pleasure  the  presentation 
made  by  Sir  E7elyn  Ruggles-Brise,  K.C.B.,  of  the  Civil  Service 
medal  to  him  on  the  10th  December,  accompanied  as  it  was  with 
such  kind  recognition  of  his  faithful  service. 

I  heartily  welcome  the  new  clerical  scripture  reader  into  our 
midst  He  comes  with  high  credentials  from  the  well  known 
parish  of  Portsea.  One  wishes  him  every  success  in  the  new 
work  upon  which  he  has  entered. 

A  mission  was  conducted  from  21st  October  to  28th  inclusive, 
by  the  Rev,  T.  Cartmel  Robinson,  Vicar  of  St.  Michael's,  Bedford 
Park,  W.  The  Lord  Bishop  of  London  sent  his  blessing  upon  the 
work.  During  the  week  Mr.  Cartmel  Robinson  interviewed  93 
men,  some  on  more  than  one  occasion.  Through  lack  of  time  he 
was  quite  unable  to  visit  a  still  larger  number  who  were  anxious 
to  see  him.  The  missioner's  great  experience  and  knowledge  of 
human  nature  made  his  powerful  addresses  listened  to  with  rapt 
attention.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  mission  exerted  con- 
siderable influence  for  good.  I  would  again  draw  your  attention 
to  the  great  moral  influence  and  widening  of  the  mind  which  I 
am  convinced  result  from  the  holding  of  the  lectures  which  you 
have  so  kindly  encouraged  during  the  year. 

On  10th  April,  1905,  Bishop  Taylor-Smith  gave  a  thrilling 
account  of  his  life  in  West  Africa,  and  on  28th  January,  1906, 
lectured  on  "Life's  Battle." 

On  7th  March,  J.  G.  Woolcombe,  Esq.,  of  Plymouth,  lectured  on 
historical  events  connected  with  the  16th  century,  and  on  12th 
March,  Col.  Marriott-Smith  graphically  described  the  l^ittle  of 
Albuera  drawing  therefrom  forcible  moral  lessons. 

The  chapel  improvements  are,  I  know,  much  welcomed  by  the 
men.  The  change  in  the  general  appearance  of  our  place  of 
worship  is  very  striking.  The  beautiful  new  window  given  by 
the  friends  of  Edward  Clifford,  Esq.,  was  dedicated  on  20th 
January.  The  gift  of  the  new  altar,  which  cannot  but  add  to  the 
solemnity  of  our  services,  calls  forth  a  feeling  of  deep  thankful- 
ness.   The  new  paintings  now  put  up  also  add  to  the  full  effect. 

We  are  much  indebted  to  Miss  Langley,  of  Postbridge,  South 
Devon,  who  periodically  sends  gifts  of  flowers  for  dtar  decora- 
tion. 

It  affords  me  the  greatest  pleasure  to  report  favourably  on  the 
result  which  still  attends  the  carrying  out  of  orders  in  refer- 
ence to  the  juvenile-adult  class,    EspecUdly  would  I  allude  to  the 
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Eztraot^  BticcesB  which  already  is  to  be  observed  from  the  humanising 
^^^8  treatment  accruing  from  directions  issued  on  1st  March  last. 
^^'^  Close  observance  leads  me  to  conclude  that  the  right  chord  has 
been  struck  in  the  handling  of  these  young  fellows.  Experts 
agree  that  they  are  of  an  age  when  tiiey  might  become  most 
dangerous  to  society,  but  at  the  same  time  they  are  most  pliable 
under  encouraging  influences.  The  schoolmasters  readily  get 
their  attention.  Perhaps  a  curious  feature  is  the  keen  interest 
shown  by  them  in  freehand  drawing  and  dictation. 

A  class  for  choir  practice  in  chapel  has  been  organised.  Each 
week  they  receive  moral  instruction  and  they  have  been  addressed 
by  the  Rev,  A.  Wright,  Secretary  of  the  White  Cross  League,  on 
the  subject  of  "  Manly  Purity,"  and  by  Mr.  R.  S.  Booy,  Diocesan 
Secretary,  Church  Temperance  Society,  on  "  Temperance."  The 
interest  taken  in  these  lectures  was  most  marked. 

One  anticipates  with  great  hope  the  system  of  awarding  special 
merit  marks.  This  system  can  only  lead  to  good  conduct,  be 
favourable  to  discipline,  teach  self  control,  and  make  for  develop- 
ment of  character.  No  effort  should  be  spared  to  effect  reforma- 
tion in  their  views  of  life.  Past  evil  association  and  warped  moral 
perception  are  for  the  most  part  responsible  for  their  present 
position. 

The  behaviour  of  the  lads  so  far  eligible  to  associate  in  the 
school-room  after  labour  under  direction  of  the  chaplain  leaves 
nothing  to  be  desired.  I  take  it  that  the  privilege  is  so  valued 
that  I  have  no  fear  whatever  of  its  being  abused. 

I  have  reason  for  stating  that  the  efforts  of  the  Borstal  Associa- 
tion and  certain  other  benevolent  societies  are  meeting  with  success 
in  their  attempts  to  assist  juvenile-adults  on  their  release.  It 
seems  reasonable  to  conclude  that  the  procedure  adopted  by  the 
Association  of  exerting  a  continuous  and  well  directed  supervision 
of  these  youngsters  after  release  will  justify  its  intention. 

The  prisoners'  library  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  It  is 
difficult  to  manage  the  distribution  of  books  amongst  so  large  a 
body  of  men,  and  prolonged  waiting  for  certain  books  is  sometimes 
unavoidable.  Complaints  are  infrequent  and  those  made  with 
reason  extremely  rare.  The  members  of  the  staff  have  worked 
loyally  and  energetically. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  governor  especially,  and  also  to  other 
officials  for  their  unfailing  courtesy  and  assistance  so  willingly 
rendered.

EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


During  the  past  year  the  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has 
been  most  satisfectory,  and  only  four  deaths  have  occurred  with 
an  average  daily  population  of  1,157  convicts,  giving  a  death-rate 
of  3'4  per  thousand — an  exceptionally  low  one ;  especially  when 
it  is  remembered  that  very  few  cases  are  now  transferred  on 
medical  grounds  from  this  prison  to  Parkhurst. 

No  epidemic  has  occurred,  and  there  has  been  no  suicide. 

Twenty-two  weak-minded  prisoners  have  been  removed  to 
Parkhurst  during  the  year. 

The  supplies  from  the  contractors  have,  with  few  exceptions, 
been  of  good  quality,  and  great  care  has  been  taken  in  the 
preparation  and  serving  of  the  meals. 

The  ventilation,  warming,  and  general  sanitary  anangements  of 
the  prison  are  on  the  whole  good,  and  during  the  year  the  new 
system  of  drainage  has  been  completed. 

The  health  of  the  ofQcers  and  their  families  has  been  good ; 
there  have  been  a  few  cases  of  mild  scarlet  fever,  which  was 
undoubtedly  imported  in  the  first  instance,  and  several  cases  of 
diphtheria — being  the  continuance  of  the  epidemic  on  which  I 
reported  last  year.  One  of  the  Local  Government  Board  Medical 
Inspectors  is  at  present  investigating  this  outbreak,  and  I  shall 
report  later  to  the  Directors  the  result  of  his  enquiries  as  it  bears 
on  our  department. 

The  daily  average  number  of  prisoners  under  treatment  in 
the  hospital  was  53.

The  convict  prison  recently  built  by  contract  during  1904-5, 
having  been  authorised  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  certified  as 
fit  for  occupation,  was  duly  opened  on  the  4th  January  last  when 
the  first  batch  of  convicts  arrived.  Further  batches  continued  to 
be  received  at  intervals  until  January  24th  when  the  number 
of  112  was  reached,  the  total  cell  accommodation  being  128. 

Convicts  were  told  oflf  as  they  arrived  to  their  necessary  duties, 
and  the  general  working  of  the  prison  commenced  smoothly. 

The  work  of  clearing  up  the  grounds,  marking  out  roals,  &c.  at 
once  gave  full  employment,  and  material  arriving  on  February  19th, 
building  operations  were  at  once  commenced. 

The  work  convicts  are  now  employed  on,  setting  aside  the 
ordinary  service  of  the  prison,  is  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Erection  of  new  buildings  which  includes  the  carpentry 

and  blacksmith  work,  &c. 

(b)  Road-making,  including  the  breaking  of  stones. 

(c)  Gardening,  which  covers  the  trenching  and  digging  of  the 

whole  unoccupied  space. 

Employment  under  the  above  heads  is  keeping  the  numbers 
fully  occupied  for  the  present,  and  in  the  matter  of  building  will 
continue  to  do  so  apparently  for  some  years  to  come. 

There  was  no  difficulty  in  starting  the  work*  of  the  prison  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  Store  rooms,  laundry,  kitchen,  and  baths, 
had  been  built,  and  such  old  buildings  as  there  happened  to  be 
were  soon  adapted  for  the  various  purposes  which  were  wanted 
most. 

The  block  of  buildings  now  in  course  of  construction  consists  of 
workshops,  ladder  shed,  mortuary,  and  studio,  and  will,  1  hope,  be 
completed  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

On  the  whole,  convicts  have  been  fairly  well  behaved,  but  there 
has«been  a  larger  proportion  of  prison  crime  than  I  should  like, 
due  to  the  various  causes  of  settling  down  under  new  and  rather 
novel  circumstances.

Chaplain*fi 
Report.  


The  services  in  the  chapel  have  been  carried  ont  in  accordance 
with  the  Regulations  and  Standing  Orders  on  Sundays,  and  on  the 
great  festivals.  On  several  occasions  I  have  been  able  to  arrange 
with  the  neighbouring  clergy  to  preach  in  the  prison  chapel ;  and 
on  the  31st  of  December,  the  Chaplain-Inspector  was  present  at 
the  service. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  in  the  chapel 
seven  times  during  the  year,  the  average  attendance  being  50 ;  and 
on  several  occasions,  when  patients  have  been  unable  to  com- 
municate in  the  chapel,  a  celebration  has  been  arranged  for  them 
in  the  hospital. 

The  administration  of  Holy  Communion  in  the  prison  chapel  on 
the  first  Sunday  in  every  month  for  the  benefit  of  the  oflBcers  and 
their  families,  which  the  Directors  kindly  sanctioned  early  last 
year,  continues  to  be  greatly  appreciated — the  average  attendance 
being  21. 

The  week-day  services  in  the  chapel  have  been  regularly 
performed. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoners  in  the  chapel  has  been  very 
attentive  and  devout,  and  since  the  fixing  of  the  kneelers,  there 
has  been  uniformity  in  the  practice  of  kneeling  at  the- proper 
time. 

The  strength  of  the  choir  is  well  maintained,  and  as  several  of 
the  members  were  men  of  considerable  musical  ability,  we  have 
been  able  to  intersperse  the  singing  with  anthems  and  solos,  which 
the  body  of  the  congregation  have  much  appreciated,  while  the 
singing  of  the  psalms,  hymns,  and  canticles  is  very  hearty 
throughout  the  chapel. 

The  services  in  the  infirmary  have  been  conducted  regularly  on 
Sundays  and  week-days,  and  the  patients  have  been  visited  daily, 
while  those  reported  seriously  ill  have  received  special  attention. 

The  musical  services  in  the  hospital  are  still  looked  forward  to 
by  the  patients  with  much  pleasTire,  and  it  speaks  well  for  the 
members  of  the  choir  that  they  are  so  ready  to  cheerfully  perform 
the  additional  duty  in  order  to  brighten  the  services  of  their  sick 
fellows. 
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The  visitation  of  prisoners  in  their  cells  has  been  regularly  and     BxtractSj 
systematically  carried  out,  chietiy  in  the  evenings,  when  the  men    O^plain'a 
are  more  at  their  ease.  R^rt. 

School  work  has  been  carried  on  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 
and  the  official  time  table  is  strictly  adhered  to.  On  the  whole 
the  men  work  well,  and  seem  to  value  the  provision  made  for 
their  mental  improvement. 

The  books  in  the  Braille  type  have  been  a  great  boon  to  an 
intelligent  blind  prisoner,  who  some  months  ago  began  to  learn 
the  system,  and  ia  now  able  to  read  the  Scriptures,  History  of 
England,  and  other  books,  and  is  most  grateful  that  his  depression 
has  been  thus  relieved. 

The  prisoners'  library  is  in  an  efficient  condition,  which  is  a 
most  important  factor  in  my  department,  and  much  appreciated 
by  the  prisoners. 

The  representatives  of  the  Church  Army  and  the  Salvation 
Army  have  visited  the  prison  as  usual,  and  are  doing  a  very  useful 
work. 

The  winter  Sunday  evening  services  have  been  continued.  The 
attendance  has  been  good,  and  they  are  appreciated. 

I  have  to  acknowledge  the  sympathy  and  kindness  that  I  have 
always  received  from  the  Governor,  and  all  the  superior  officers 
in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  ;  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  officers  of  my  department  are  everything  that  I  can 
desire.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER^S  REPORT, 


The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  satisfactory  and  the 
mortality  low,  taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  this  prison 
is  devoted  to  the  reception  of  invalids,  weak-minded  and  insane 
prisoners. 

The  daily  average  population  was  774,  the  daily  average  under 
treatment  in  hospital  was  159 ;  this  number  includes  invalids, 
cases  under  mental  observation,  and  lunatics. 

The  number  of  prisoners  received  during  the  year  was  290, 
and  of  these  92  were  sent  here  on  mental  grounds. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  nine,  a  percentage  of  1*16  upon  the 
daily  average  population  and  representing  a  death-rate  of  11*6 
per  1,000.  In  the  case  of  six  of  these  deaths,  the  disease  had 
originated  before  reception  into  a  local  prison. 

No  prisoner  was  released  on  medical  grounds. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  the  prison  during  the 
year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  phthisis  under  treatment  during  the 
year  was  20,  of  which  four  died  and  three  were  discharged  when 
due  on  licence  in  very  fair  bodily  condition.  Of  the  20  cases,  11 
had  the  disease  when  convicted,  and  16  had  it  noted  before 
reception  here.  The  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  was  demon- 
strated in  ten  of  the  cases.  All  the  phthisical  patients  continue 
to  be  treated  in  the  hospital,  are  given  a  generous  diet,  as  much 
time  as  possible  out  of  doors,  and  the  usual  precautions  as  to  dis- 
infecting sputum,  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  are  undertaken.  The 
general  result  of  this  treatment  is  satisfactory. 

\    The  weak-minded  convicts  continue  to  be  collected   at   this 
prison. 

The  special  rules  for  the  treatment  of  weak-minded  convicts 
are  adhered  to,  but  it  has  been  permitted  to  attach  to  the  weak-

The  accommodation  at  Broadmoor  being  still  inadequate,  the 
convict  lunatics  remain  here.  They  continue  to  be  located  in 
hospital,  to  have  a  portion  of  the  exercise  ground  allotted  specially 
to  tiiem,  and  a  staff  of  officers  specially  detailed  to  attend  upon 
them. 

The  health  of  the  lunatics  has  been  generally  satisfactory.  One 
death  occurred  amongst  them,  a  man  suffering  from  delusional 
melancholia  who  died  from  cerebral  tumour  glioma,  the  diagnosis 
being  confirmed  by  micro8(M)pical  examination. 
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in  order  that  they  may  be  farther  observed  and  studied  before  Extracts, 

being  actually  classed  as  weak-minded  ;  this  plan,  in  my  opinion,  Jfi^*'^' 

works  well,  and  will  prevent  in  great  measure,  if  not  entirely,  the  slaMrt! 
possibility  of  incorrect  classification. 

The  number  of  prisoners  classed  as  weak-minded  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  134,  an  increa^  of  five  over  the  previous  year; 
but  in  addition  to  these  there  were  22  convicts  attached  to  the 
weak-minded  for  further  mental  observation  in  accordance  with 
the  new  method  described  in  the  previous  paragraph. 

The  weak-minded  continue  to  be  employed  at  market  garden 
work  chiefly,  but  some  at  road-sweeping,  cleaning  and  indoor 
labour,  such  as  sewing,  coir  picking,  cleaning  tins,  &c.  At  the 
end  of  the  year,  of  the  classified  weak-minded  convicts,  and  of 
those  attached  for  further  mental  observation,  102  were  working 
in  outdoor  parties  and  34  indoor. 

The  health  of  the  weak-minded  convicts  lias  been  good,  and  no 
death  occurred  amongst  them  during  the  year. 

Adopting  the  classification  used  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
past  two  years,  the  numbers  work  out  approximately  as

The  lanatics  receive  hospital  diet  and  extras,  and  are,  I  consider, 
well  cared  for. 

No  case  of  serioas  intractability  occurred  among  the  lunatics 
necessitating  removal  to  Broadmoor  during  the  year. 

A  lunatic  asylum,  on  the  site  of  the  old  prison,  was  commenced 
last  year,  and  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occupation  shortly. 

I  append  further  details  with  regard  to  the  lunatics,  in  tabular 
form. 

It  has  been  found  possible  to  give  cabbage  to  all  prisoners  once 
a  week  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  with,  I  consider, 
most  beneficial  results  as  regards  their  health. 

The  sanitary  condition,  warming,  ventilation,  and  cleanliness  of 
the  prison  has  been  satisfactory,  and  many  improvements  continue 
to  be  carried  out. 

The  health  of  the  officers  has  been  good. 

One  case  of  enteric  fever  occurred  in  the  family  of  the  deputy 
medical  officer  living  in  quarters,  a  full  report  of  which  was 
furnished  at  the  time.  It  was  not  considered  to  be  due  to  any 
insanitary  condition  of  the  drains  or  water  supply. 

No  other  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  the  families  of 
officers  living  in  quarters. 

One  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  one  case  of  diphtheria  occurred 
in  the  families  of  officers  living  out  of  quarters.

Report. 


The  conduct  of  the  officers  has  been  good. 

I  wish  again  to  express  satisfaction  at  the  way  they,  as  a  body, 
have  shown  throughout  the  year  how  thoroughly  they  realise  the 
responsibilities  of  their  position,  maintaining  a  high  standard  of 
discipline,  while  at  the  same  time  treating  the  prisoners  with  tact, 
humanity,  and  consideration ;  and  to  again  advance  in  proof  of  the 
same  the  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  offences  against 
prison  discipline  and  consequent  punishments,  and  a  similar 
decrease  in  complaints,  appeals,  &c.  The  following  table  shows 
this  steady  decrease  in  spite  of  an  increased  prison  population.  It 
will  be  seen  therefrom  that  the  cases  of  corporal  punishment  and 
of  restraint  are  slightly  higher  than  in  the  previous  year,  but 
where  the  numbers  have  fallen  as  low  as  they  now  have  in  these 
particulars,  it  is  impossible  to  expect  a  further  reduction,  and  a 
slight  fluctuation  must  therefore  now  appear  from  year  to  year. 
The  ordinary  punishments  on  the  other  hand  (close  confinement, 
dietary,  and  forfeiture  of  stage  privileges)  show  a  decrease  of 
25  per  cent,  on  those  of  last  year,  which  in  their  turn  were  20  per 
cent,  lower  than  the  year  before.

The  new  classification  has  been  in  force  throughout  the  year. 
The  new  class  ("Intermediates")  are  all  retained  at  this  prison, 
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Extracte,^  and  from  the  year's  experience  of  it  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  is  in 
^bT'^***  every  respect  a  snccess.  It  provides  a  class  for  that  large  number 
^  *  of  prisoners  whose  antecedents  would  make  their  inclusion  in  the 
*'  star  "  class  possibly  a  source  of  contamination  for  Uiat  class,  smd 
yet  of  whom  there  is  considerable  hope  of  reformation,  but  which 
hope  would  be  almost  certainly  lost  if  they  were,  as  formerly, 
classed  in  the  old  "  ordinary "  (now  "  recidivist ")  class. 
Also  from  the  point  of  view  of  prison  discipline,  the  claasi' 
fication  is  good,  the  old  hand  does  not  as  a  rule  commit 
himself  in  prison,  but  is  not  above  inciting  newer  hands  or 
young  lads  to  rebel  against  authority,  while  the  latter  would 
not  think  of  doing  so  unless  so  instigated ;  their  separation 
therefore  tends  to  improved  conduct  in  the  prison  of  prisoners 
generally. 

The  *'Long  Sentence  Division"  classification  has  also  been 
carried  out  throughout  the  year,  and  appears  to  have  worked 
satisfactorily.  There  are  now  here  32  men  in  this  division. 
There  have  only  been  seven  reports  for  misconduct  in  the  division 
during  the  year  and  those  of  a  minor  character.  There  has  been 
one  case  where  a  man*s  temporary  removal  from  the  division  has 
been  reconmiended  on  account  of  repeated  though  not  serious  acts 
of  misconduct;  his  case  is  at  present  being  considered  by  the 
Secretary  of  State.  Generally  the  privileges  of  the  division  seem 
to  be  appreciated,  but  perhaps  not  to  such  an  extent  as  might  have 
been  anticipated  ;  in  that  there  have  been  several  cases  of  men 
being  allowed  at  their  own  request  to  sacrifice  the  privileges  of 
the  division,  where  such  would  have  entailed  transfer  to  another 
prison,  in  order  to  remain  at  their  own  prison  at  work  at  which 
they  had  become  proficient  and  in  which  they  were  interested. 
The  grant  of  the  privileges  of  the  division  has  not  led  to  any 
abuse  of  the  same,  nor  has  it  been  to  the  detriment  of  prison 
discipline. 

The  Church  Army  Discharged  Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  under 
Mr.  Colin  Campbell,  has  again  throughout  the  year  rendered 
us  their  usual  valuable  assistance,  both  in  assisting  in  numerous 
cases  the  families  of  men  in  prison  when  in  distressed  cir- 
cumstances,  and  also  in  taking  charge  of  the  men  themselves 
on  discharge.  Out  of  171  men  who  went  to  aid  societies 
during  the  year,  108  went  to  the  Church  Army,  the  remaining 
.  63  being  distributed  between  all  the  other  societies,  town 
and  country. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  is  on  the  whole  satisfactory, 
although  the  old  halls  are  neither  as  secure  as  could  be  wished 
as  regards  the  safe  custody  of  prisoners,  nor  all  that  can  be 
desired  as  fulfilling  modern  sanitary  requirements.  They 
are  rapidly  being  demolished  and  replaced  by  ,the  new 
stone  prisons.  The  new  "A"  hall,  which  I  was  able  to 
report  on  last  year  as  being  well  advanced,  will,  it  is  anti- 
cipated, be  occupied  by  next  September  at  the  latest.  The 
1.50  more  new  large  cells  which  will  thus  be  available  will 
bring  the  accommodation  in  these  largo  mod^^rn  cells  up  to 
a  total  of  398.  '  "^ 
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There  has  been  no  escape  or  attempt  to  escape. 
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There  have  been  two  cases  of  attempted  suicide,  in  one  of  which 
the  prisoner  was  afterwards  transferred  to  Parkharst  Prison  as 
weak-minded. 

The  appliances  for  use  in  case  of  fire  are  sufficient  and  in  good 
working  order,  and  the  supply  of  water  adequate. 

The  supply  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  has  been  found  suffi- 
cient. 

The  contractors*  supplies  have  been  good  and  punctually 
delivered. 

The  progressive  stage  system  has  been  duly  carried  out. 

The  prison  rules  and  regulations  have  been  complied  with  in 
overy  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as  have  been  reported  to,  or 
brought  to  the  notice  of,  the  Directors.

Bxtmots  EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 

Chaplain's 
Import.  ____ 


The  usual  religious  services  have  been  uninterruptedly  per- 
formed, and  no  pains  have  been  spared  to  make  them  bright, 
hearty,  yet  withal  reverent.  The  demeanour  of  the  men  continues 
all  that  could  be  desired.   . 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  monthly,  and  the 
number  of  communicants  shows  a  continuously  steady  and  grati- 
fying increase.  Previous  to  each  celebration  a  preparatory  class 
is  held. 

Several  men  have  been  baptized,  afterwards  presented  for 
Confirmation,  and  will  (D.V.)  make  their  first  Communion  on 
Easter  Day. 

The  chapel  was  profusely  and  tastefully  decorated  for  the  great 
festivals,  and  on  Christmas  Day  the  choir  sang  a  selection  of 
carols. 

During  Lent  the  "  Story  of  the  Cross"  was  sung  each  Sunday  at 
the  close  of  the  afternoon  service,  and  was  much  appreciated. 

In  the  month  of  November  Captain  A.  Hanson,  of  the  Church 
Army,  conducted  an  eight  days'  mission  in  the  prison.  As  a 
contribution  to  the  religious  side  of  our  work  this  mission  was 
very  helpful.  The  daily  addresses  were  straightforward  and 
manly  in  tone,  deeply  earnest,  and  seemed  to  produce  an  excellent 
impression.  The  missioner  interviewed  privately  those  who  were 
applicants  for  guidance  and  advice  in  spiritual  matters. 

The  Bishop  of  Salisbury  paid  his  customary  annual  visit  and 
administered  the  rite  of  Confirmation.  At  the  close  of  the  service 
the  bishop  had  a  private  interview  in  the  vestry  with  each  of  the 
candidates. 

Careful  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  sick  in  the  iufirmAries,  in 
which  prayer  is  daily  said  and  short  aildresses  given.  The  men 
under  punishment  have  been  seen  every  day*  It  i:*  my  good 
fortune  again  this  year  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  number  of 
cases  under  punishment  has  been,  one  might  almost  say,  ridlcm* 
lously  small  for  so  great  a  population. 

Cellular  visitation  is  systematically  carried  on  by  the  Aaaietstit 
Chaplain  and  myself. 
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The  prisoners'  libraries,  ordinary  and  devotional,  are  now  prac-  Extraoto, 

tically  as  complete  as  we  could  wish,  both  in  quantity  and  quality.  O^plain'i 

We  have  a  most  useful  selection  of  books,  containing  works  on  ««Port. 
almost  all  subjects  in  which  our  men  could  be  interested. 

A  very  encouraging  feature,  and  well  worth  recordin^r,  is  the 
demand  for  devotional  books.  Such  books  as  Geikie's  and  Farrar's 
"  Life  of  Christ,"  •*  Early  Days  of  Christianity,"  and  others  of  a 
similar  character  are  in  constant  request. 

Of  educational  books  we  possess  a  plentiful  supply,  and  it  is 
rarely  we  are  unable  to  provide  exactly  what  is  wanted.  It  is  obvious 
that  if  men  on  release  from  prison  are  to  seek  employment  with 
reasonable  hope  of  success  at  their  respective  trades  and  occu- 
pations it  is  essential  their  knowledge  should  be  up  to  date. 

Bearing  in  mind  the  wishes  of  the  Directors  on  this  important 
point,  we  endeavour  at  all  times,  and  especially  in  the  case  of  men 
shortly  to  be  discharged,  to  give  them  such  reading  as  will  be  of 
practical  service  to  them  on  their  return  to  civil  life.  There  is  a 
custom  at  this  prison  which  I  have  not  known  at  other  stations. 
Printed  catalogues  are  placed  in  convenient  positions  on  all  the 
hall  landings,  to  which  the  men  may,  on  application,  refer  and 
make  their  own  selection.  The  practice  has  its  advantages,  as 
books  are  not  infrequently  applied  for  .which  otherwise  would 
remain  on  the  library  shelves. 

Three  lectures  on  non-religious  subjects  were  given  in  the 
course  of  the  year — 

1.  "Father  Damien,"  by  Ed.  Clifford,  Esq. 

2.  "Life  on  the  West  Coast  of  Africa,"  by  Bishop  Taylor 

Smith. 

3.  "History    and  Work  of    the    Lifeboat    Institution,"  by 

Rev.  Cyril  Robins. 

From  conversation  with  the  men,  one  knows  how  gratefully  and 
heartily  they  appreciate  and  how  thoroughly  they  enjoy  these 
addresses.  Their  usefulness  is  undeniable,  not  only  do  they  form 
a  most  welcome  break  in  the  monotony  of  prison  life,  but  their 
educational  value  is  also  considerable. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Church  Army  for  the  work  it  is 
doing  on  behalf  of  our  discharged  prisoners.  In  numberless 
instances  without  the  helping  hand  of  such  an  agency  the 
prospect  of  men  on  discharge  from  convict  prisons  would  be  well 
nigh  hopeless.  I  have  in  the  past  twelve  months  written  scores 
of  letters  to  Mr.  Colin  F.  Campbell,  conmiending  to  his  notice  not 
only  men  about  to  be  released  and  requiring  employment,  but 
also  ex-prisoners  and  their  families,  and  nearly  always  has 
effectual  and  timely  relief  been  granted  in  deserving  cases. 

The  system  now  in  operation  at  this  prison  of  classifying  men 
as  stars,  intermediates,  and  recidivists  is  working  out  in  good 
results.  The  root  idea  is  indisputably  sound.  So  far  we  have, 
after  careful  enquiry,  been  able  to  recommend  for  promotion  to 
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BztractB^     the  superior  class  three  intermediates,  whose  record  of  conduct, 
^^^^rL  "    c^i2^J*acter,  and  intentions  were  all  indicative  of  a  complete,  and  we 
J^        trust  permanent,  reformation  of  life. 

I  think  I  may  safely  say,  without  being  unduly  optimistic,  that, 
taking  into  consideration  the  class  of  society  from  which  the 
majority  of  our  prisoners  have  come,  and  the  loose  moral  ideas  so 
prevalent  amongst  them,  there  is  at  the  present  moment  in  this 
prison  a  seriousness  of  tone  that  is  most  encouraging,  and  for 
which  I  am  deeply  thankful.  It  is  too  much  to  expect  that  every 
prisoner  who  attends  our  classes  for  religious  instructions  is 
influenced  by  worthy  motives,  but  after  deducting  the  weak  and 
the  doubtful,  the  number  which  we  are  contident  of  as  being 
above  suspicion  justifies  us  in  the  belief  that  the  spiritual  side  of 
such  has  been  reached,  and  the  whole  life  consequently  changed. 
I  may  be  allowed  to  point  out,  with  some  degree  of  pardonable 
pride,  that  it  is  a  rare  occurrence  for  a  communicant  to  be  reported 
for  misconduct. 

From  each  member  of  my  staff  I  have  received  competent, 
hearty,  and  loyal  co-operation. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Governor  has 
invariably  rendered  me  all  the  assistance  in  his  power,  in  &ct 
from  every  oflBcer  in  the  prison  I  have  experienced  sympathy  and 
kindness.

EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT.      Bxtraotes 

Modical 

Offloer's 

Report. 


The  health  of  the  convicts  has  been  very  good.  With  the 
single  exception  of  the  case  of  typhoid  fever  mentioned  below, 
there  has  been  no  infectious  disease  other  than  a  few  cases  of 
influenza,  but  the  number  of  such  cases  has  been  much  smaller 
than  in  former  years,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  diarrhoea. 

A  convict  received  from  Lewes  on  February  28th  is  suffering 
from  typhoid  fever.  Investigations  are  in  .progress  with  the  view 
of  discovering  the  source  of  the  infection.  At  present  there  is 
nothing  to  show  that  the  source  of  infection  is  likely  to  be 
traceable  to  any  conditions  at  this  prison. 

Many  cases  of  minor  injuries  sustained  on  the  public  works 
.have  been  treated  in  the  hospital,  but  only  four  really  serious 
accidents,  including  two  cases  of  fractured  leg.  All  the  accident 
cases  have  done  well,  with  but  one  exception.  In  this  case,  the 
injury — a  fracture  of  the  sternum,  due  to  a  fall — proved  fatal,  the 
lungs  becoming  seriously  involved. 

Three  deaths  have  occurred  in  the  hospital.  There  has  been 
no  death  from  suicide. 

There  was  one  genuine  suicidal  attempt  made  in  a  fit  of  temper. 
The  convict  was  admitted  to  the  hospital  for  mental  observation, 
bat  no  mental  defect  could  be  detected. 

Only  two  ordinary  invalids  have  been  removed  to  Parkhurst, 
bat  I  have  to  report  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
removed  to  Parkhurst  on  mental  grounds,  36  convicts  having  been 
BO  removed,  against  31  last  year. 

In  no  case  has  removal  to  Parkhurst  been  recommended  except- 
ing after  careful  mental  observation  in  the  hospital. 

Great  care  is  now  given  to  the  eyesight  of  convicts,  every  new 
arrival  being  carefully  tested  as  to  the  exact  degree  of  his  vibual 
acuteness.  It  is  frequently  found  that  defects  of  vision  necessitate 
some  restrictions  and  precautions  at  labour,  to  guard  against  risk 
of  injury  or  to  bring  the  task  within  the  diminished  capacity. 

The  dietary  has  been  satisfactory  in  all  respects,  and  no 
addition  has  been  required  in  any  case. 

Every  convict  has  been  inspected  in  his  cell  regularly  every 
month  by  myself.    This  arrangement,  together  with  frequent 
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Extraoto,  visltB  to  all  parts  of  the  prison  and  the  works,  has  brought  the 

Medloal  medical  department  into  constant  touch  with  the  convicts  in  the 

^*^*  varying   conditions    of    labour  and   cellular  confinement,   with 

^  '  satisfactory  results  in  securing  the  necessary  medical  oversight. 

I  would  point  with  much  satisfaction  to  the  fact  that  there  is 
now  very  little  malingering  among  the  convicts.  This  is  quite 
noteworthy  and  striking  as  compared  with  the  state  of  tMng^ 
formerly  prevailing  in  this  respect. 

The  hospital  work  has  been  more  complicated  owing  to  the 
necessity  for  dealing  with  convicts  of  three  different  classifica- 
tions— stars,  intermediates,  and  recidivists — who  have  to  be 
separately  located  and  kept  apart  at  exercise  and  on  all  other 
occasions.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  hospital  staff,  one  and 
all,  have  zealously  and  faithfully  performed  their  difficult  duties. 

The  health  of  the  officers  and  their  families  has  been  good. 

The  drainage  throughout  the  prison  and  the  married  quarters 
has  been  satisfactory,  with  the  single  exception  of  that  of  the 
"  E "  block,  which  has  been  the  subject  of  report.  Temporary 
measures  have  been  taken  pending  the  reconstruction,  which 
will  be  shortly  commenced. 

The  water  supply  has  been  quite  satisfactory.  An  analysis 
made  by  the  Lister  Institute  showed  that  the  water  was  of  good 
quality  for  all  purposes,  was  free  from  any  evidence  of  contami- 
nation, and  contained  remarkably  little  organic  matter.

Since  the  Reformatory  was  opened  in  August,  1901,  163  inmates 
have  been  received. 

During  the  year  ending  the  Slst  of  March,  1906,  51  cases  have 
been  admitted.  Of  these,  one  was  a  re-transfer  from  a  Cei'tified 
Inebriate  Reformatory,  five  were  convicted  on  indictment  at 
various  Courts  under  Section  I.  of  the  Act,  and  the  remaining 
45  were  received  from  Certified  Inebriate  Reformatories,  their 
transfer  being  ordered  by  the  Secretary  of  State  on  account  of  bad 
and  violent  conduct,  and  in  a  few  cases  for  escaping  from  the 
Reformatories  where  they  were  under  detention. 

With  regard  to  the  five  cases  convicted  under  Section  I.,  in 
addition  to  the  charge  of  being  habitual  drunkards,  two  were 
indicted  for  attempting  to  commit  suicide,  one  for  neglect  of  her 
children,  one  for  damage  to  property,  and  the  fifth  for  theft  The 
suicidal  cases  gave  much  trouble  at  first,  and  required  constant 
supervision ;  they  have,  however,  greatly  improved  of  late.  One 
of  them  is  decidedly  feeble-minded,  but  not  certifiable  as  insane. 

Forty  inmates  have  been  discharged  during  the  year.  Of  these, 
three  had  been  certified  insane,  and  were  removed  to  asylums. 
The  remaining  37  were  released  on  expiration  of  their  terms 
of  detention.  A  few  facts  about  these  ^7  women  are  probably 
worthy  of  note.  They  all  improved  in  health  and  physique 
during  their  detention,  and  a  &ir  proportion  showed  some 
increase  in  their  powers  of  self-control,  as  evidenced  by  their 
better  behaviour  after  a  few  months.    Twenty-one,  at  the  least, 
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Bztntotr,     can  be  classed  as  '*  Feeble-minded,"  eight  of  them  being  pro- 

^'^Stt?***"  nounced    cases ;    yet   none  were  sufficiently  insane   as    to    be 

Report      certifiable.    The  majority  are  incapable,  on  account  of  their  mental 

conditions,  of  sustained  labour  of  any  kind  when  left  to  their  own 

resources,  and  are,  therefore,  unable  to  support  themselves  for 
more  than  a  brief  period.  Eleven  of  the  37  cases  in  question 
are  known  to  have  been  in  prison  for  drunkenness  since  they 
left  here,  and  it  is  probable  that  some  of  the  others,  whom  we 
have  lost  sight  of,  have  also  been  convicted.  I  would  suggest 
that  these  results  form  a  powerful  argument  in  favour  of  prolonged 
or  even  indefinite  detention  for  this  class  of  inebriates.  Experience 
has  shown  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  keep  them  in  ^  Homes  *' 
or  other  charitable  institutions,  owing  to  their  restless  and  way- 
ward moods. 

The  number  of  inmates  in  custody  on  the  31st  of  March,  1905, 
was  69,  and  on  the  31st  of  March,  1906,  80. 

The  daily  average  number  for  the  past  year  was  75. 

The  ward  set  apart  for  the  location  of  the  worst  feeble-minded 
and  "borderland"  cases  contains  14  rooms,  and  only  on  a  very 
few  occasions  has  there  been  an  unoccupied  one  during  the 
year.  These  women  give  constant  trouble,  and  are  extremely 
difficult  to  control.  They  are  at  all  times  noisy,  abusive,  quarrel- 
some, and  violent.  In  spite  of  all  this,  very  fairly  good  order  is 
maintained,  a  fact  which  speaks  well  for  the  tact  and  discretion  of 
the  attendants  in  charge.  Work  is  found  for  them  in  sewing, 
in  re-making  hair  mattresses,  and  in  the  summer,  in  light  work 
in  the  garden. 

The  new  refractory  block,  which  was  occupied  in  July  of  last 
year  has  proved  to  be  of  the  greatest  value  for  tDe  location  of  noisy 
and  refractory  inmates.  The  segregation  of  these  cases  from  the 
pavilions  has  enhanced  the  good  order  and  discipline  amongst 
those  women  who  are  endeavouring  to  conduct  themselves  well. 

The  block  of  quarters  for  the  female  attendants  was  taken  into 
use  last  June.  It  is  furnished  with  all  modern  conveniences,  and 
comfortably  furnished  throughout.  The  officers  greatly  appreciate 
all  that  has  been  done  for  them  in  this  respect. 

A.  tennis  court  has  also  been  made  for  them  by  the  inmates* 
labour,  and  will  be  ready  for  use  in  the  autumn. 

The  inmates  have  been  employed  at  laundry  work,  cooking, 
cleaning,  stoking,  gardening,  making  and  repairing  clothing; 
making  mail-bags  for  the  General  Post  Office ;  making  uniforms 
for  the  female  attendants,  and  making  wool  mats  for  doorways* 
The  quality  and  output  of  work  continues  to  improve,  and  reflects 
considerable  credit  on  the  instructing  officers. 

Fourteen  inmates  have  been  employed  in  the  garden  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year.  The  majority  work  hard,  and  take  a  real 
interest  in  the  work.  They  invariably  improve  both  in  health 
and  temper.  They  are  excellently  supervised  by  the  attendants, 
and  although  a  very  rough  collection  of  women,  they  are  most 
orderly  and  quiet  whilst  at   work.     It  is  an  extremely  nm 
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occurrence  for  a  garden  worker  to  be  reported  for  an  offence     Bxtnots, 
against  discipline.    I  am  strongly  of  opinion  that  out-door  employ-  ^^g^^®*** 
ment  is  the  most  satisfactory  form  of  work  for  these  women.    The  ^    BeS>rt, 

quantity  of  garden  produce  for  the  year  is  approximately  as        

follows : — Gooseberries  2  cwts.,  rhubarb  5  cwts.,  currants  1  cwt., 
French  beans  4  cwts ,  brussels  sprouts  1^  cwts.,  cauliflowers  4  cwts., 
cabbage  48  cwts.,  carrots  12  cwts.,  leeks  4  cwts.,  parsnips  11^ 
cwts.,  potatoes  15  cwts.,  turnips  1^  cwts.,  and  vegetable  marrows 
3^  cwts.  In  addition  nearly  2,000  geranium  and  other  plants  have 
been  reared  in  the  greenhouse. 

As  regards  the  conduct  of  the  inmates  I  am  glad  to  report  that 
there  has  been  some  diminution  in  the  number  of  reports  for 
offences  committed  in  the  Reformatory.  In  the  year  ending  31st 
March,  1905,  171  cases  came  up  for  adjudication, — the  daily 
average  number  of  inmates  being  48,  whereas  only  151  have  been 
dealt  with  this  year,  with  a  daily  average  of  75.  It  is  satisfactory 
also  to  note  that  no  officer  has  been  assaulted  during  the  year,  nor 
has  a  single  pane  of  glass  been  broken.  The  class  of  woman 
received  here  certainly  does  not  improve,  but  strict  discipline, 
with  more  effectual  separation  of  the  violent  and  semi-lunatic 
cases  from  the  better  behaved,  have  helped  to  obtain  this  more 
satisfactory  condition  of  things. 

The  lady  visitors  have  carried  on  their  valuable  work  regularly 
during  the  year.  It  is  extremely  difficult,  and  the  results,  as  can 
well  be  understood,  when  the  class  of  women  dealt  with  is  taken 
into  consideration,  are  not  very  hopeful. 

In  December  last.  Miss  Qrace  Horwood,  of  Aylesbury  commenced 
to  give  Sunday  afternoon  lectures  to  the  Protestant  inmates.  Her 
work  has  proved  a  great  success,  and  is  much  appreciated.  This 
form  of  instruction  is,  no  doubt,  most  suitable  for  the  class  of 
inmate  we  have  here. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  have  held  11  meetings  during  the  year, 
and  have  dealt  with  79  applicants. 

The  buildings  and  fences  are  in  good  repair,  and  the  water 
supply  has  been  sufficient  for  all  requirements,  and  of  good 
quality. 

The  contractors*  supplies  have  been  satisfactory,  except  in  one 
or  two  instances,  and  have  always  been  punctually  delivered. 

There  has  been  no  escape,  or  attempt  to  escape. 

The  fire  appliances  are  adequate,  and  in  good  working  order. 
Fire  drills  are  held  at  least  twice  a  month  ;  the  fire  brigade,  which 
is  composed  of  all  the  female  attendants,  has  now  attained  a  high 
degree  of  efficiency.  The  Reformatory  is  now  in  electric  com- 
munication with  the  fire  station  in  Aylesbury. 

The  supplies  of  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  have  been  sufficient  for 
all  requirements. 

The  attendants  have  performed  their  duties  in  a  most  satis- 
factory manner,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my

g^^      which  are  at  times  most  trying  and  difficult.    The  morbid  mental 

.1..        condition  of  the  majority  of  ti^e  inmates  is  well  understood  by  all 

the  officers,  and  discipline  is  maintained  by  the  exercise  of  tact 

and  discretion. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief  the  regulations  laid 
down  for  the  government  of  State  Inebriate  Reformatories 
have  been  complied  with  in  every  instance,  except  in  such  cases  as 
have  been  reported  to,  or  brought  under  the  notice  of,  the 
Commissioners. 


Mbdioal  Rbport. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  moderately  good 
during  the  year,  and  there  has  been  no  epidemic. 

The  number  of  cases  of  slight  ailments  treated  out  of  hospital 
was  3,626,giving  a  daily  average  of  ten.  Two  inmates  have  received 
treatment  in  hospital.    No  death  has  occurred. 

Three  inmates  have  been  certified  insane,  and  removed  to 
asylums.  They  all  suffered  from  delusions,  and  were  prone 
to  violence.  One  of  them  made  a  rather  determined  attempt  to 
commit  suicide  by  strangulation  a  few  days  prior  to  her  certifi- 
cation as  insane. 

With  regard  to  the  mental  state  of  all  the  inmates — 163 — 
admitted  to  this  reformatory  since  it  was  opened  in  1901,  25  per 
cent,  can  be  classed  as  definitely  "Feeble-minded."  They  are 
chiefly  high  grade  imbeciles,  and  the  majority  are  lunatic,  except 
that  actuS  delusions  are  wanting.  Ten  have  been  certified  as 
insane,  and  removed  to  asylums.  If,  however,  are  included 
persons  who  are  abnormally  excitable,  subject  to  attacks  of 
uncontrollable  passion,  perverted  morally,  of  feeble  reasoning 
power,  and  unable  to  acquire  more  than  the  most  rudimentary 
principles  of  knowledge,  then  about  75  per  cent,  can  be  so  classed. 

The  ventilation,  heating,  and  sanitary  arrangements  are  most 
satisfactory,  and  the  temperature  has  been  kept  to  a  uniform 
standard. 

The  dietary  of  the  inmates  has  been  of  excellent  quality,  and 
the  cooking  has  been  very  good. 

The  health  of  the  staff  generally  has  been  good.  Ten  female 
attendants  have  been  off  duty,  suffering  from  slight  ailments,  at 
various  times  during  the  year.

Report 


It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  a  notable  feature  this  year  has  been 
the  occnpation  of  oar  chapel  for  morning  prayers  which  the 
inmates  mach  appreciate.  Divine  service  on  Sunday  mornings 
also  for  several  months  has  been  held  in  the  chapel  with 
satisfactory  results. 

There  have  been  two  celebrations  of  Holy  Communion  from 
which  genuine  purpose  appears  to  have  been  roused  in  some  to 
aim  and  strive  for  sober  chaste  life.  The  conduct  of  the  inmates 
as  a  whole  on  all  occasions  of  my  ministrations  has  been 
exemplary. 

The  schoolmistress  has  patiently  carried  on  her  work  with 
evidences— apart  from  the  three  R's — of  order  and  perseverance  in 
her  pupils.    The  quiet  hour  is  helpful  in  many  ways. 

The  library  books  have  been  greatly  valued. 

The  Duchess  Adeline  of  Bedford  and  Lady  Battersea  have 
continued  their  kindly  interest  in  the  various  efforts  made  for  the 
welfare  of  the  inmates—as  for  instance  the  frequent  and  valued 
visits  of  Mrs.  Tyrrell ;  the  helpful  addresses  of  Mrs.  Downs ;  as 
also  the  brightness  diffused  on  Sunday  afternoons  by  Miss 
O.  Horwood's  instructions.  Kind  friends  have  given  concerts 
and  a  magic  lantern  entertainment. 

The  Church  Army,  the  Salvation  Army,  and  other  similar 
agencies  have  expressed  willingness  to  receive  suitable  cases. 

Some  few  on  discharge  have  consented  to  go  to  homes  with  a 
view  to  situations  being  found  for  them — the  results  of  which 
cannot  yet  be  stated. 

The  healthy  conditions  of  life  within  the  Reformatory  should 
be  a  powerful  means  towards  th<*  restoration  of  enfeebled 
faculties — if  the  inmates  themselves  ^vouki  desire  to  grasp  their 
opportunity.  The  superintendent  and  staff  have  readily  furthered 
my  work  in  all  possible  ways.

EXTRACTS  PROM  THE  GOVERNOR'S  REPORT. 


The  condnct  of  the  BQbordinate  staff  has  been  good. 

The  condnct  of  the  inmates  has  been  generally  fair.  There 
was  one  serious  case  of  assault  on  attendants,  which  was  dealt 
with  in  the  police  conrt.  The  usual  offences  are  refusing  to 
work,  threatening  attendants,  and  using  the  most  filthy  language. 

One  inmate  during  the  year  has  been  discharged  on  licence 
(on  account  of  ill-health),  two  have  been  transferred  to  certified 
Reformatories.  None  have  been  received  during  the  year  on 
revoked  licence. 

The  inmates  are  employed  at  mail-bag  making,  sack  mending, 
gardening,  and  the  domestic  service  of  the  Reformatory.  They 
have  remade  the  road  through  the  grounds,  and  made  a  concrete 
and  cement  exercise  ring.  Two  joiners  and  one  blacksmith  have 
been  employed  at  their  own  trades  in  the  service  of  the  Prison  or 
Reformatory.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT.  S^^'^i 
Beport. 


The  inmates  have  attended  service  in  the  chapel  daily  and 
twice  on  Sundays. 

Care  has  been  taken  to  provide  them  with  suitable  library 
books. 

The  sick  have  been  visited  and  applicants  seen. 

The  papers  and  illustrated  papers  are  read  with  interest,  and  the 
games  appear  to  be  enjoyed. 

I  refjfret  that  I  am  unable  to  report  very  favourably  or  hopefully 
on  the  inebriate  inmates.  I  have  not  so  far,  after  nearly  four 
years*  experience,  seen  one  case  that  I  could  report  upon  as  being 
permanently  benefited. 

The  reason  is  twofold — we  get  the  men,  as  a  rule,  too  late,  when 
the  mischief  is  done ;  the  inmates  are  so  degraded  by  excessive 
indulgence,  that  they  are  simply  irresponsible  wrecks. 

Again,  the  period  of  detention  is  far  too  short.  It  is  conceivable 
that  detention  for  seven  years  might  in  certain  cases,  providing 
that  suitable  employment  could  be  obtained  on  discharge,  prove 
beneficial. 

Enquiry  into  the  history  of  the  cases  nearly  always  proves 
that  Uie  drunkenness  is  hereditary,  that  the  average  inmate  is  in 
fact  a  low  type  degenerate  who  should  never  really  be  let  loose 
upon  society,  and  whose  only  chance  is  a  life  under  restraint. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  I  think  the  inmates  are  rather  better 
behaved  than  formerly;  they  are  mostly  civil  to  myself  personally, 
though  one  usually  feels  on  the  edge  of  a  volcano ;  a  few  are 
really  friendly  and  glad  to  have  a  talk  ;  a  few  others,  again,  are 
always  the  reverse,  sullen  and  inclined  to  be  violent. 

I  believe  that,  humanly  speaking,  all  that  oau  be  done  for  these 
most  unfortunate  men  is  done  here,  and  if  one  cannot  see  any 
positive  good,  it  can  at  least  be  felt  that  the  Reformatory  is 
working  out  the  negation  of  evil  by  detaining  the  men  and 
keeping  them,  if  only  for  a  time,  out  of  harm's  way. 

I  should  like  to  say  a  word  of  praise  for  the  attendants  who 
perform  their  trying  duties  with  firmness  and  good  temper.

Offloer's  , 

Report.  


The  general  health  of  the  inmates  dnring  the  past  year  has  been 
good.    There  has  been  no  epidemic. 

There  has  been  no  death  and  no  attempt  at  suicide,  real  or 
feigned. 

Daring  the  year  one  inmate  has  been  certified  insane  and  sent 
to  an  asylum.  Several  inmates  are  somewhat  mentally  deficient, 
but  not  sufficiently  so  to  certify.  These  "border'*  cases  have 
required  treating  with  tact  and  consideration,  and  in  all  cases 
have  received  every  care. 

The  heating  and  lighting  have  been  satisfactory,  and  the 
ventilation  and  sanitary  arrangements  thoroughly  efficient. 

The  dietary  has  been  sufficient  in  every  respect. 
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
